e This entire issue is devoted to 
one of America’s architectural mas- 
terpieces—the world-known Honey- 
comb House in Palo Alto, California. 
Frank Lloyd Wright designed it in 
1936 for a young couple named 
Jean and Paul R. Hanna. Today, 
having lived in this work of art 
for 25 years, Dr. and Mrs. Hanna 
recount its history and development 
in our pages. 

In their story they have self- 
eflacingly made the house the 
heroine and its master-architect the 
hero. But the house could not have 
happened without the Hannas 
themselves. and to understand it 
one must understand them. 

Dr. Hanna fills the Lee L. Jacks 
Endowed Professorship of Child 
Education at Stanford. He is author 
of numerous professional books on 
education and textbooks of arith- 
metic, spelling, and geography, an 
eminent, international figure in ped- 
agogy, whose services as consult- 
ant and organizer have been com- 
mandeered far beyond the campus 
by his own country and the United 
Nations. His Who’s Who dossier of 
board membership in educational, 
scientific, and cultural organiza- 
tions is impressive. Mrs. Hanna, 
an educator herself, collaborates 
with her husband in the writing 
of textbooks. 

But this is thirty years later— 
thirty years after these two, as 
a young-married couple, who were 
supporting themselves. their studies, 


and three small children on the 


modest income of an assistant pro- 
fessor, first began to plan the home 
that has made architectural history. 

They are not now. and there is 
no evidence to show that they ever 
were, starry-eyed dreamers. One 
has the feeling. observing them 
and the course their life together 
has taken, that they have always 
been planners of their future, set- 
ting their goals carefully. and 
thoroughly aware that things do not 
come to those who wait but to those 
who channel their efforts into mak- 
ing their dreams come true. 

Their vision of a lifetime house 
was a dream, of course, and a dar- 
ing one, but it was also thoroughly 
rational. It took audacity for them 
to go to the country’s most famous 
architect—and for all they knew, 
its most expensive—and ask him to 
design their house. But there was 
nothing harebrained about it. They 
did not go to him uninformed. Be- 
cause they looked upon the home 
they wanted to build as one of the 
greatest adventures in their lives 
—as well as their greatest invest- 
ment—they made the study of ar- 
chitecture an extra-curricular pur- 
suit. They did not “buy” Mr. 
Wright’s concepts in a vacuum. 
They had

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@ This month we celebrate 25 years of living in a dwell- 
ing and its garden created by Frank Lloyd Wright. We wish 
on this anniversary to record as honestly as we can what 
this quarter-century experience has meant to us—the clients. 
For the hundreds of friends who have asked us over and over 
to tell them the story, as well as for the thousands of friends 
of Mr. Wright who seek further evidence of his work, we 
shall attempt to set down some of our experiences. 

It is difficult to be sure how it all started. Perhaps 
this experience had its roots in our childhood spent in rural 
Minnesota where we roamed over the fields and hills, enjoy- 
ing the freedom and the beauty of the outdoors. We re- 
turned reluctantly to conventional buildings which shut us 
off from our cherished open spaces. We recall so vividly 
the consuming urge to finish the indoor task in order to be 
free again to enjoy the sunshine or the starlight. 

Surely these childhood memories had something to do with 
our desire to dwell, someday, in a house that would enrich 


our lives by removing the restrictive (Please turn the page)

walls that shut out the sights. sounds, smells, and touch 
of nature. These childhood frustrations with conventional 
housing were never raised to open revolt nor consciously 
stated, but there they were—seeds waiting to be germinated, 
years later, by a rational statement of Frank Lloyd Wright. 

There was another very important reason for our con- 
suming interest in house-building. We are both children 
of parsonages. As far as mere housing was concerned, we 
were literally “kept” people. Both of our families lived 
in the accommodations which the good people of each parish 
saw fit to provide. In too many instances we felt that the 
“seeing” was somewhat defective! Each occupant of the 
parsonage was at liberty to improve the dwelling—at his 
own expense. Such improvements were usually restricted to 
painting, papering, refinishing floors, and the like. But there 
had to be restrictions. Much as we would like to have had 
built-in bookcases for the 3,000 books we packed and un- 
packed every four to five years, we could not, for the simpl 
reason that our successor might possess only 50 books, and 
whatever would he do with the rest of the shelving? So. we 
spent money on fancy bookcases with lovely glass doors. 
Looking at our lovely open book shelves today, with their 
easy access, we rejoice that we have escaped from the orna- 
mental to the functional. 

But growing up in parsonages had its rewards. We had the 
experience of living in a series of houses, each-one different 
and each one possessed of negative and positive attributes. 
At least we came to have a pretty good idea of what we 
didn’t want in a home. More important, we acquired a 
passionate desire to have a home. someday, that we could 
change in any detail we wished whenever we wished. 

As ministers’ children, we grew up in intellectual and 
cultural environments that took for granted the habit of 
listening to good music, reading good books, engaging in 
serious discussions, entertaining guests from various parts 
of the world, and participating in community activities. 
Further, we learned the joy and satisfaction of working 
with our hands. 

During four years of college courtship and two following 
years of engagement, we dreamed about a home of our own 
in the West. We began keeping folders containing ideas. We 
were able to visualize only a room at a time. The _ post-

is one of the most beautiful we have ever seen. The warmth 
of the redwood walls, the soft cove lighting, the perfec 
acoustics make it a room that one wishes to linger in. Afier 
25 years, we are still amazed at the variety of moods it can 
have in 24 hours. 

The room can be content with either 100 people or two. 
thanks to the 120-degree angles. the varying decks. and 
ceiling heights. The fireplace with its vertical logs is unusual 
and inspiring. The flames leap six feet high in a narrow 
space. and the hearth is sunk below the floor level. At night 
time the fireplace is the hub. In the daytime the focus i 
outward. At night, the lighting makes the upward condition 
also a dominant quality. 

The acoustics are especially good, thanks to six walls. 
flat decks, and pitched ceilings. It is great for music—for 
every kind of instrument and for voices. You don’t have 
to shout at parties, even when there are a hundred people 
in the room. 

Mr. Wright knew that we loved to sit around a big fire in 
the evening, and he designed the hearth with the children 
in mind. For years we ate Sunday evening supper sitting on 
the hearth steps, our chocolate keeping warm on the grill, 
our faces warmed by the leaping flames. 

We have no draperies in the house. This was a new idea 
to us. Mr. Wright introduced us to the pleasure of a new 
shade, an adaptation of the bamboo oriental shades, made of 
hardwood and stained to match the redwood. They protect us 
from the hot western sun in the afternoon. We had them in 
all the bedrooms originally. With the present arrangement, 
we use them only on the western exposure of the house. We 
literally have nothing over the windows in the library. We 
feel no need. The warm redwood fenestration is decoration 
enough, and we love to look out at the garden both day 
and night.

The living room has been remarkably receptive to holding 
people and objects. We like to entertain and we like to col- 
lect artifacts from all over the world. Seen with the eyes, 
the living room seems simple, unpretentious as far as ma- 


terials are concerned. But these simple, honest materials and 


forms produce no blank, unrewarding atmosphere. The room 
welcomes fine things of any time and any culture, just as it 
cheerfully receives quantities of people.

“I know these remarks do not do the house justice. In 
view of the fact that no house of my childhood was ever so 
casually joined with the outdoors, so profusely fenestrated 
and skylighted, or so varied in levels and ceiling heights, 
| was surprised that I was so emotionally familiar with the 
place. To feel so secure without the dark and gloom of 
restricting walls, yet I felt free. Not the kind of airiness 
associated with open, glass walls, which makes me feel as 
though I might fall out the windows, but a feeling of having 
space to move around in and somewhere to go. The angled 
partitions don’t cut you off; they lead you on—much as 
the carefully placed boulders and shrubs and angled paths

all during these 25 years. But our use of it has changed from time to time. 


Some summers we have used it constantly. Other summers we have almost 


forgotten about it. This is very typical of the many ways we use our house. 
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You might call this the music end of the liv- 
ing room, for here are the phonograph, the 
speakers, the controls for the radio and Hi 
Fi, and the organ. Our first music system 
Cinstalled in 1939) had seven 15-inch speak- 
ers throughout the house. We modernized 
the system in 1957 and added a separate 
stereo system in the library only. We know 
we will have to redo the system for the whole 
house in a few years and assume we will 
add a tape deck at that time. When flatter

@ We are so happy with our library that we cannot imagine 
today how we were able to get along with our original tiny 
study. Only the thought that it was temporary must have 
sustained us. We couldn’t even have a fireplace in the 
original room, though we had the under-pinnings installed 
when we built the original house. Today there may actually 
be as many as twelve weeks of the year in which we fail to 
have a fire in our library fireplace. 

The library today is the result of removing a temporary 
wall and combining the original study and original master- 
bedroom. The result was, as Mr. Wright said, “to open up 
the back of the house to match the openness of the front.” 
It is possible to sit in the library and look straight through 
the TV room and master-bedroom to the back terrace. While 
the children were growing up, we believed the living-room- 
playroom area to be the most beautiful and satisfying part 
of the house. It is still beautiful and satisfying, but has 
been superseded in our affections by the warmth and richness 
of the library-master-bedroom area. 

The entire east side of the library is a glass wall with 
three sets of double doors opening directly onto the terrace. 
As we said before, there are no shades or curtains to obscure 
our view of the terrace, the hillside, and the cascade-pool. 
The two of us usually eat breakfast in the library—the 
morning sunny side—and dinner at night in front of the 
fire. We have literally moved to the back of the house. The 
size of the room permits two huge desks, cabinets for type- 
writer and adding machine, files, display cabinet, a couch. 
and comfortable chairs. The walls are lined with book- 
shelves; the ceiling holds overhead lights, roll maps, and 
a suspended globe. We spend countless happy hours on 
research and writing in this most satisfying and inspiring 
room. It is an invitation to work. 

It becomes a small living room in which to entertain three 
or four guests; it is a room for conferring with students.

is easily accessible to living room (via foyer), to kitchen, 
to powder room, to dining room, and to master bedroom. It 
is at once beautiful and homey. It is a measure of Mr. 
Wright’s perception of his clients’ needs and desires. 

Dr. Hanna has spent a great deal of time abroad in the 
last twenty years on missions for the university, the State 
Department, the U.N... and for several foundations. So 
we have had the opportunity to learn about many foreign 
cultures and to buy for our home things that intrigued us. 
\ll of the objects of any importance that we possess have 
been acquired in our travels or have been given us as 
gifts. But surprisingly, the house absorbs quantities of such 
objects without dominating the architecture. As one guest 
put it, “The house almost obliterates its furnishings, most 
of which I cannot even remember, even though I noticed 
them at the time.” 

This may be explained, probably, by the fact that the 
house is arranged for use. for practicality, for service— 
not for display. We are both busy people—teaching. tree 
farming. foreign missions. entertaining, textbook writing.

@ “I am convinced that a cross-section of honeycomb has 
more fertility and flexibility where human movement is con- 
cerned than the square. The obtuse angle (120°) is more 
suited to human ‘to and fro’ than the right angle. That 
flow and movement is, in this design, a characteristic 
lending itself admirably to life. The hexagon has been con- 
servatively treated, however. It is allowed to appear in 
plan only and in the furniture which literally rises from 
and befits the floor pattern of the concrete slab upon which 
the whole stands. 

“To me, here is a lead into a new fascinating realm of 
form—although here it is somewhat repressed on the side of 
dignity and repose in this first expression of the idea. I find 
it easy to take a definite unit of any simple geometric pattern 
and by modern technologies suited to the purpose, adjusted 
to human scale, evolve not only fresh appearances but vital 
contributions to a livelier domesticity. This house goes 
very far in conservation of space. In the hands of one 
well-versed in the design of patterns for living, it may come 
out continually refreshed by imagination—from within. 

“The new reality of which I bespeak is in this house. Ap- 
preciative clients, not afraid they were going to be made 
ridiculous, were essential to this experiment. Without such 
help as Paul Hanna and his wife, Jean, gave to this ex- 
periment, nothing could ever have really happened in this 
direction. The University would have had just another one 
of those things—nice things but nevertheless just things.” 

We, the Hannas, can testify to the correctness of his con- 
tention. The “to and fro” quality created great livability. 

The hexagonal unit used on all horizontal planes and the 
vertical unit used to measure elevation were both 17-1” or 
13”. For the hexagon the unit measurement was doubled, 
making each side of the module tile 2’-2” or 26”, and ap- 
proximately 45” between parallel sides of the tile. This 26” 
unit was used throughout the main house and controlled the 
width of a door. Because this 26” unit is confining for 
human passage, most doorways are now double doors per- 
mitting 52” openings. We were at first somewhat bothered 
by the few single narrow doors, but Mr. Wright reminded 
us that they were temporary until the children grew up and 
we “put the house back together in its natural shape.” He 
said the children could easily negotiate the narrow doors, 
while the parents should consider them an incentive to keep

The emergence 
of a magnificent 
master suite

® One of the objectives of the major remodeling was to 
make new use of the space taken by the bedrooms for the 
children. By 1957 they had left us to make their own homes. 
They—or their children—might be with us for a visit, but 
full-time space need no longer be held for them. 

In replanning the house to fit only the parents, Mr. 
Wright was inspired to move the master bedroom to the back 
of the house. The temporary, non-bearing walls that sepa- 
rated the children’s rooms were taken down (the board-and- 
batten construction made for easy dismantling), and a com- 
fortably large bedroom with walk-in dressing closets, ward- 
robes, and a huge, handsome, raised-hearth fireplace resulted. 
\ roomy, compartmented bath was included. 

The new space has much of the character of the old, but

The new spaciousness of the master bedroom can be seen in 
these photographs. From our bed, through a wide window wall, 
we can look across the terrace to the garden house. Through 


As before, a full glass wall and doors give immediate access 
to the outside terrace. We look out at an expanse of green 
lawn, a riot of pyracantha hedge, terrace shelter, and the 
huge engulfing arms of a giant oak. But now we often eat 
Sunday morning breakfast in front of our bedroom fireplace 
and have been known to keep a fire burning constantly on 
the hearth for three days. 

The pitched ceiling and the clerestory windows bring 
the huge arms of the oak fairly into the room. We can look 
up from the bed and watch the raccoons chasing each other 
up and down the tree. We can. unbelievably. see a fire in 


three fireplaces simultaneously while sitting in our bedroom: 


in the library, the bedroom, and the outside shelter. We 


could also see a fire in the living room hearth. simultaneously 


through its vivid reflection in the window glass.

We do not like to be shut in; we prefer easy access from 
one room to another. If there are doors, they are seldom 
closed. When the children were with us, we capitulated to 
common sense and installed doors on rooms. Both children 
and parents need to be isolated from each other on occasion. 
as a matter of self-protection. But with this need past, we 
reverted to type. Mr. Wright saw our need for freedom 
and, in our bedroom arrangement, gave it to us with 
magnificent largess. 

The new master bath that dev eloped in our personal suite 
is, for us, elegant. It is very spacious and arranged to 
prevent traffic congestion. The extra long counter with twin 
wash basins, twin medicine cabinets, and twin towel and 
hamper cupboards below. provides plenty of freedom of 
movement. The toilet, of course. is in separately enclosed 
space, as is the dental bowl. There is access to the hath 
through a door on each side of the bed. Wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing runs through the entire master suite and adds to the 


reposeful feeling here. 


Mr. Wright and his staff were forever searching for better 
answers to building—and living—preblems. We willingly ae- 
cepted the role of guinea pigs. For example, here you see 
a built-in storage unit using pre-molded plastic drawers. prac- 


tically unheard-of in 1937 and not very common even now. 
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In arranging the new master bath, Mr. Wright sought to give 


the same kind of spatial freedom we have in the rest of the 
house. The long double lavatory counter seen here has medi- 
cine chests at each end, storage cabinets and laundry hampers 
below for each of us. See plan for toilet and tub locations.

@ A lot of talk has gone on since the war about the expand- 
able house and the double-purpose room. But Frank Lloyd 
Wright figured it all out much earlier and built it. and we 
moved in it by 1937. And by 1957 we had proved that the 
theory of it was sound. For seldom has a house been more 
pushed about and reworked for changing needs than ours. 

The original playroom, later to become the dining room. 
was and is. a most satisfactory idea. The children had a 
huge room to keep, undisturbed, their great block cities: 
to accommodate their electric train and their puppet stage. 
their easels and books, their wind-up phonograph and record 
collection. It was a fine den for cub scouts. It gave ample 
space for slumber parties. 

later. the concrete floor, well-waxed, was fine for dancing

and “abandoned” us. the dining table was removed from 
one end of the living room and a new one made for the 
“new dining room. The table is adjustable so that space 
still remains for teen-age and older-age dancing. We can 
seat from two to thirty-six people at the dining table, thanks 
to four sets of stretchers devised and made in our workshop. 
The many leaves for this system were made from Honduras 
mahogany. 

The large sliding doors throw the west side of the room 
open to the outdoors, bringing in the scent of orange blos- 
soms, the trill of the mockingbirds, and the gentle clucking 
of our California quail. The children’s book shelves have 
become glass-fronted cabinets for displaying our ever-grow- 
ing chess collection. 

Making all these changes in the house has led us to 
distrust the way floor plans are labeled. For a good house 
should be so good that all its rooms can be used in many 
ways, as witness our present dining room. (It also used 
to be our workshop before we had a real one.) Who can say 
what a room should be called? Yet this room has been 


changed the least of any of them. (Please turn the page)

it shortly after we moved in. It was “furnished”? with chil- 
dren’s toys, which was just as well, as we could not afford 
much furniture then. Perhaps, in the long run, it is better to 


start with space and fewer furnishings. They can come later.

All that really has happened is that we took a slice off 
the end of it when we enlarged one of the children’s baths 
to become our present master bath. 

This room is best in the evening when the sun streams in 
and the light climbs up the inside wall, turning the redwood 
into gold. And it “pulls together” so well with the living 
room when we have as many as 100 guests for inside parties. 
(If we invite more than 100, it is an outside party.) 

Our hundreds of visitors mainly carry away the memory ol 
the living room and the dining room. And these two rooms 
perfectly convey the feeling of the house—space flowing 
into space beyond, inviting you to go on and around corners. 

You will notice that the dining room is relatively large. 
That is why it has been so adaptable to various uses. The 
uncarpeted concrete floor has aided its playing so many roles 
—most of them heavy-duty. We could still “set up shop” in 
this room today for almost any kind of project we might 
decide to embark upon. Or we could give a dance by shrink- 


ing the table. Every house needs such a room.

The kitchen, ideally, should be the heart of a house, serv- 
ing the living room as well as the dining room, sometimes 
bedrooms, often terraces—the physical and aesthetic center 
of home life. Logically, this heart should be at the hub of 
all activities, surrounded by the areas it serves. 

Here is a kitchen that is just that, without imposing its 
sounds, smells, or activities on any of the adjoining rooms. 
It is the very core of the whole house, even a dominant 
feature of the exterior, although it is buried in the middle, 
completely surrounded within the structure. Both its func- 
tionalism and its pleasant atmosphere are due to its elegant 
height and the glow of daylight that flows in at all times of 
day through clerestory windows and skylighting. This height, 
rising well above the main roof, also creates a natural 
ventilating stack, like a chimney, drawing air from the 
adjoining rooms up and out through controlled vents in the 
ceiling. 

With light and ventilation supplied entirely from above, 


an excellent working kitchen is possible. “This is your 


laboratory,” Mr. Wright said. “You should find it attractive i 
Sa aswgites ; : | 
enough to be happy in.” It is a joy to be in and work in. i 


Its compactness makes for fewer steps. and, since walls are 





not interrupted by windows, there is plenty of room for 
efficient counter runs and greater storage areas. It is 
airy and delightful because of the spacious height of the 
16-foot ceiling. This dramatic, soaring space has none of

Since the ceiling is the highest in the house, when these 
vents are open, this room acts like a chimney for the whole 
house, drawing air from any open window or door. The draft 
is augmented by the suction of air currents passing through 
above, naturally speeded up as they move through the open 
space between the ceiling and the upper roof. 

Another joyful benefit of this height is the uplifiing 
quality of the glowing clerestory daylight and the drama 
of the direct skylight at the chimney. This room. which 
contributes as much as any other to the beauty of the house. 
has made a great contribution in dignifying what often is a 
prosaic necessity in family life and in placing kitchen drudg- 


ery in an atmosphere of functional beauty. 
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Light and air are supplied to three inner 
rooms by this double clerestory, seen left. 
Natural air currents of this hillside site 
are speeded up by venturi-like design of 
the double roof over this clerestory, 
creating suction across ceiling openings. 
These can be opened or closed from in- 
side to give immediate and effective ven- 
tilation to kitchen and _ baths _ below. 
Bands of clerestory windows bring direct 
daylight to these interior spaces. Clear 
glass inserts in central partition permit 
one room to borrow sunlight from an- 
other. Glazed hexagon, supporting upper 





roof, provides a light well over service hall.

@ One of the great satisfactions of our house is_ that, 
after 25 years, we are still discovering new ways to live 
in it and, oddly enough, new places to go out to. It has 
always been like this. Long before we expanded the terrace 
and added the garden house and the fountain. we found. 
inexplicably, that our favorite outdoor areas might change 
from year to year or from season to season. One summer 
every evening would find us drawn to the terrace outside the 
living room, where we would sit in the lingering sunset and 
stay on into the cool night, quietly watching the stars come 
out. Another year, we would find ourselves repairing afte1 
dinner to the shadowy shelter of one of our great white 
oaks. We are literally surrounded by “places,” the best word 
we can think of to describe the many parts of our out- 
doors available to us. Like the rooms of the house  it-

WE HAVE SO MANY PLACES TO GO OUT TO continued 





segments of areas defy conventional nomenclature. Almost 


every interior living space opens onto the terrace, which 
continues around the house with only one interruption. So

it’s misleading to refer to the “living room terrace,” when 
the same honeycomb paving continues right on past the 
dining room. And what shall we call those special little 
shaded nooks or walled areas along the way that have such 
distinctive personalities of their own? We may be drawn to 
a certain spot because of the atmosphere created by the 


way light filters through a tree, or by the way the changing 


levels of brick walls or stone steps or the roof overhang 
alter one’s sense of enclosure, or bring about variations in 
view. Or the splashing melody of the fountain may cast 
its spell over one little area. 

We have such a wealth of these “places” or “parts” to 
go out to that we couldn’t name them all even if we could 
find the words. Better yet, these choices are multiplied by 
the different moods these places take on with every passing 
moment, changing their character as the light changes.

something other than what they were in the misty early morn- 
ing. They vary their personalities with the four seasons, as the 
foliage and shadows change, and with every passing phase 
of the weather.

We have always felt particularly at home with the out- 
doors, probably because we both grew up in rural communi- 
ties. We have never wanted to be far from nature, even 
though our first ten years of marriage and professional life 
kept us apartment-dwellers in New York. Before we became 
acquainted with Mr. Wright’s principles of shelter, we knew 
that any house we built would have to satisfy our need to be 
close to nature in a casual, easy, day-to-day way. Studying 
other systems or schools of architecture, as we did, we found 
that they seemed to treat the building as one separate and 
distinct unit and the surroundings as something else. Al- 
though they gave lip service to “bringing the outdoors in,” 
the solutions for doing this appeared to us to be artificial 
contrivances for tacking the outdoors onto the house instead 
of making house and surroundings seem like natural exten- 
sions of each other. The discovery that Mr. Wright believed 
as we did was one of the many reasons we felt there could 
be no other architect for us. 

Our years of living in this house have only served to make 
us more nature-conscious than ever. We can lie in bed or 
lounge by the living room fire or work in the kitchen and 
see the stars through clerestory windows. The natural flow 
of the house onto the terrace and the vistas that are always 
waiting to be glimpsed through glass walls give us constant 


enjoyment of nature. 
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We are interested in gardening but have little time for it. 
We knew ourselves well enough not to bite off more than 
we could chew in maintaining lawns, shrubbery, and flower 
beds, and Mr. Wright knew us well enough not to burden us 
with upkeep. Masonry terraces, walls, and steps need only 
sweeping and hosing down. Our chief planted greenery is 
grass and red-berried pyracantha, which grows magnificently 
in our climate. We use ivy, juniper, and rosemary as ground 
cover, and potted trailing geranium, which adds color and 
the softness of foliage to the fountain steps and masonry 
corners. They all lessen our chores. 

Our fountain, with its stepped-down cascade and pleasant 
rippling, was Mr. Wright’s way of solacing our wistful ad- 
miration of his famous cantilevered house, Falling Waier. 

Tree culture is one of our hobbies, and we believe each 
tree ought to produce fruit or colorful foliage. Down the 
slope from the house itself is our fruit orchard. Currently 
we have 46 varieties of fruit-bearing plants, with fruit ripen- 
ing every month of the calendar year. Among our favorites 
are the citrus, the zapota, the guava. and the figs. And what 
is an orchard without bees? Bees and blossoms! And so we 
have acquired two hives of bees to facilitate pollination. We 
believe a better fruit crop results, and we will harvest over 
100 pounds of delicious honey every year as soon as the 
bees get used to us and we to them. 


Our fountain is a joy. We have 
the lovely sound and sight of 
splashing water, a little pool that 
reflects sky and green, and the 
enchanting pattern of its stepped- 
up levels. This becomes more 
complex and interesting as its 
shadows interplay. The stairway 
at left leads up to the hobby 
shop. The whole structure leads 
the eye upward, creating a sense 
of distance and making the ter- 


race seem larger, more open.

@ We can literally “eat all over the place” in our house— 
and we do. The central location of the kitchen, with its two 
pass-throughs, and the quick access the service hall gives 
us to the rest of the house and the terrace make this easy. 
In winter we usually breakfast by the fire in the library 
or our bedroom. Lunch is in the dining room or on the ter- 
race. Dinner, when we are two, is in front of the library fire. 
Outdoor meals are our favorites and, since we've had the 
garden house, we like to have summertime supper out there 
where we can watch the quail and listen to the mockingbirds 
and the splash of the fountain. 

As for entertaining, the terrace and garden are large 
enough to accommodate a large cocktail party, and we have

possible to serve a sit-down barbecue for 100 people with- 
out a lot of fuss. Plywood tops and stacking metal chairs 
store in the storeroom and can be brought out and set up 
in 15 minutes. 

Indoors, the dining table can extend to seat 30, but formal 
dining is rare with us. We prefer informal buffet suppers 
with from eight to sixteen guests. Our living room seems to 


expand or contract as needed, so we may accommodate from 


25 to 150 for cocktail parties. For a dessert-musicale, one 


f our favorite kinds of party, 25 to 75 can be comfortably

seated, and we frequently serve 45 to 50 for Sunday break- 


fast, which may be simply fruit. coffee cake. and coffee. 


Qn occasion we have had 60 to 100 students for pancake 


brunch. We try to keep the menus uncomplicated and the 


We often get by with no extra help. or just the 
help of the one maid who comes to do housework once a 
week, because this is an informal suburban communitv. and 
everyone pitches in. 

If anyone wonders why a college household of one couple 
should have made provision for large-scale ntertaining, 


the answer is that we are gregarious people in a gregarious

All our parties are not big ones, by any means. 
But we’re prepared for and can accommodate sey- 
eral hundred at a terrace cocktail party. We’ve ob- 
served, however, that, no matter how much space 
one has, cocktailers will somehow manage to squeeze 
together into as compact a huddle as a football squad. 










Our arrangement for sit-down barbecues is about as functional 
as we could make it. We have removable tiled chess tables 
(which usually remain up), sunk into tubes in the terrace, and 
usable as plant stands or twosome lunch tables. For big parties, 
we have long plywood tops which join two tables as one. 


The acoustics of our house lend 
themselves beautifully to music- 
making and music-listening. Not 
infrequently we have a musicale, 
usually a program of organ, piano, 
strings, or marimba. But many 
student groups have entertained 
themselves and us with music made 
on everything from rhythm bau- 
bles to combs and saws. Inter- 
connecting speakers can channel 
organ, phonograph, and_ radio 
throughout house and to terrace.

How to Find 


the Art 


in Architecture 


You'll never find a better house to prove that archi- 


tecture can affect and improve the quality of daily life 


By CURTIS BESINGER 


@ There are people whose very presence casts a radiance on 
those who come in contact with them. Anyone who has 
knewn this pleasure will not soon forget it. And there are 
buildings which, somewhat similarly, seem to illuminate the 
segment of life’s activities that may take place within and 
_ about them. These buildings, in recognition of this quality, 
could properly be called architecture. 

The house shown in this issue is such a building. Through 
a study of it you may learn to appreciate and to understand 
those particular, but difficult to name, pleasures that are 
the province of architecture. 

Although all of the arts share certain qualities in com- 
mon, it cannot be assumed that the ability to appreciate 
one of the arts can be directly transferred to another. The 
qualities may be essentially the same, but the medium of 
expression may and does differ. In some arts, such as paint- 
ing and sculpture, the medium is worked directly and is 
directly apprehended by the senses. In other arts, the primary 
medium may be shaped less directly and only with the aid of 
secondary media. The poet speaks words, but the poetry is 
in the subtle relation between them. The musician makes 
sounds, but the song soars only in the rhythmic intervals 
between them. The architect works with the various elements 
of building, but the architecture is in the space that is 
created through their positioning. 

In arts such as these there is always the possibility 
that the secondary material, since it is more directly tangible 
to the senses, may become the object of appreciation in 
place of the less tangible primary. Thus the pre-occupation 
of many people is with an appreciation of the surfaces 
of buildings and the painting and sculpture that may deco- 
rate these surfaces, rather than with the qualities of the 
spaces created by these surfaces. 

In such part-by-part examination there is the danger that 
a person may concentrate on the meaning of words and miss 
the content of poetry. And there is a similar danger that a 
person may concentrate on the containing elements of archi- 
tecture, on the walls and roof, and miss the pleasure derived 
from its less tangible content. its space. 

In any effort to develop an appreciation of architecture 


there is one great difficulty—much of it is unavailable to 
us. We cannot experience it directly. Painting and sculpture 
can be shipped and exhibited. They can be reproduced, 
full-size, without too great a loss of faithfulness to the 
original. Poetry can be put in books and upon records. 
Music, the art that is perhaps closest to architecture in 
its dimensions of time and space, can be heard in the con- 
cert halls of most cities. It can be captured through record- 
ings with a high degree of fidelity and made more generally 
available. The artistic qualities of architecture, however. 
are not transportable. 

When we travel, we may visit architecture that is open to 
the public and come to know it directly. But in this country, 
much of the great architecture has taken the form of private 
residences. These are seldom open to us except by invitation. 
Although so-called architectural exhibitions are held, we 
have yet to find a method that can capture and transmit the 
real content of architecture, that can even approximate that 
cumulative experience registered by all of our senses as we 
sit in or move around and about buildings. The importance 
of the around and about must not be neglected. There has 
been a tendency in the past to praise the beauty and power 
of the Parthenon, without observing that much of this came 
into being through the relation of this building to other 
buildings on a particular place and in a particular environ- 
ment. There has been a similar tendency to focus somewhat 
narrowly upon the Gothic cathedral, failing to realize that 
much of the effectiveness of its expression lies in its relation 
to a town and the approaches to the building through the 
streets and squares of the town. This important inter-relation 
between the building and its larger context only compounds 
the difficulty of making architeciure more generally avail- 
able for appreciation. 

Lacking a satisfactory medium, we can oniy suggest that 
with the photographs and plans in this issue as aids, you may 
reconstruct this house in your mind’s eye so you will be 
able to walk in and about it. Then you may enjoy some 
part of the multi-dimensional pleasures that have been known 
to the Hannas. who have had the opportunity of experiencing 
the house in reality for twenty-five years. 











At the end of the living room near the entrance, sereen-like 


folding sash, following the units marked in the floor, form 
a closure that seems to dissolve into a pattern of light and

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When the sash are folded back—the slight division removed— 
the room assumes an even more open quality. Note how the 
hexagon, reflected in the trellis in the deck and the clerestory 
sash over it, effects a visual interweaving of inside and out. 


To Appreciate 
the Pleasures 
of This House 


By CURTIS BESINGER 


@ The simple and obvious truths, the kind most readily 
appreciated, are the themes of all great art. However, it 
requires an intensity of feeling, a clarity of vision, and 
great technical skill to elevate these themes from the banal 
into the realm of great art. Many modern artists have fled 
in terror from this simple, but arduous, task; they have 


sought safety and ease in the obscure and far-from-obvious 


Seen from the exterior, the in-and-out profile of the living 
room sash, a vertical projection of the unit, gives them an 
insubstantial quality—a sense of being less of an enclosing

themes. They have quite frequently relinquished all respon- 
sibility and have left it to the observer to discover the theme 
of their art—if there is any. 

One of the most obvious themes of architecture is home 
and family. The treatment of this theme often results in 
maudlin sentiment. Some architects, having no other possible 
choice. have indulged themselves and their clients in orgies 
of sentimentality. Others, seeking to avoid this pitfall, have 
sought to build pristine temples dedicated to ideal love. 
Some have dared approach this problem in a straightforward 
manner. Success is difficult and rare. 

To many men home means a shelter and a fire. In archi- 
tecture these have often been represented by a roof and a 
hearth. In this house these common, obvious elements have 
been accepted and used to express this theme, but, through 
their treatment. they have been elevated above the level of 
banality and into the realm of great art. 

The hearth, which here includes the living room fireplace 
and the kitchen adjacent to it, rises near the center of the 
house. From it radiates a broad roof that shelters the various 
living areas. These are essentially any house and every 
house. But through the architect’s passion, vision, and skill, 
they have been transfigured. Their human significance has 
been heightened—and deepened. 


From the exterior, this house may resemble many you have

seen. Its general features—the wide-eaved roof, the large 
areas of glass, the broad terraces, the brick and redwood 
used in its construction—are now current practice in build- 
ing many fine houses. 

But when you enter the house, you soon realize that you 
are in a space that is stimulating to the imagination, end- 
lessly fascinating, and not like any that you have been in 
before. You might, at first, attribute this difference to the 
fact that the house was not planned upon a rectilinear 
geometry. Instead it was planned upon the hexagon, a basic 
structural element that appears with amazing frequency in 
the creations of nature. It has been consistently used, for 
example, by the bees in the building of their honeycombs. 

As the basic pattern, or motif, of the house, it occurs 
only in the plan, in the horizontal planes. But it charac- 
terizes every element of the house from the largest to the 
smallest, from the over-all form—seen in the aerial photo 
on page 99—to the details of construction. It is the pulse 
or beat upon which the rhythms of the space have been con- 
structed. It is the basis of the proportions of the house; 
one of the sides of the hexagon is the unit of which 
all dimensions of the house are multiples. It appears in 
the lines marked upon the concrete floor slabs and_ter- 
races. [t is the pattern by which all walls in the house 


were located. It is the unit of (Please turn the page) 
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The roof of the house consists of two elements, the horizontal

which all of the built-in, as well as some of the movable. 
furniture is a vertical projection. 

It might be assumed that this system was chosen and used 
for the sake of novelty—and because it is different. But 
Mr. Wright himself often stated that it was used because 
it offered more flexibility where human movement was 
concerned. An appreciation of the meaning of this idea can 
be partly gained by a mental comparison of those paths on 
which you have walked that are filled with sudden and sharp 
turns and those having an easier, more graceful quality in 
their changes of direction. 

We are so accustomed to the right angle, an important 
device in the trigonometry invented by the Egyptians cen- 
turies ago in order to re-establish the boundaries of their 
fields after the annual flooding of the Nile valley, that we 
tend to regard it as a particular mark of man’s humanity, 


as a symbol of his enlightenment. Accepting its convenience 
for marking property boundaries, we have never paused

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to question its validity as a determinant of patterns of human 
movement. We have, however, such is the ironic nature of 
our human-ness, decided that it is ne longer a fit determinant 
of the movement of our automobiles. 

We have lived in rectangular rooms on rectangular lots on 
streets laid out on a rectangular grid for so long that we 
accept them as a sacred norm. A person from another culture, 
one accustomed to living in round houses grouped in circular 
compounds, might find our rectangularity to be strange. 
But strangeness alone is not sufficient to explain the differ- 
ence in the quality of the interior of this house. 

One might next be aware that the house seems to be more 
open, that it does not give a strong feeling of enclosure 
or containment. The occupant feels that he is in the open, 
within a sheltered space located on a series of terraces 
built on the side of a hill. A factor contributing to this 
quality of openness is the apparent absence of structure. 
A strongly stated structural system always suggests some

sense of containment, even when it is unenclosed. 

In this house, except for the brick masses of the fire- 
places, the roof has no apparent means of support. It rests 
on walls of redwood that are, in effect, paper-thin. In actual- 
ity they are about 24 inches thick. This thinness, apparent 
where the ends and edges of the walls are seen, is stressed 
by an inter-weaving of glass and wood—the horizontal bat- 


tens of the wood areas of wall also appear as muntins in 


the glass areas. It also becomes evident in the “folding” 


of the walls. 

It is this folding, however, which gives stiffness to the 
walls and makes them structural. The same structural prin- 
ciple by which a piece of paper is given stiffness when it 
is folded is at work in the many so-called “folded-plate” 
roofs being used in architecture today. 

If one examines the plan of the house, he will find these 
“folds” occuring where points of support are necessary. In 


some instances the folding results (Please turn the page)

recent photograph on page 70) explains what happens in the 
tall space of the house. When you study it in relation to 
the section drawing on this page, it will help you to under- 
stand and appreciate the vertical contrasts in the interior 
—from 6’-6” to 16'-4”. The ceiling above the entrance doors, 
at the right, is part of the lowest horizonal plane (see section), 
a line that helps integrate the indoors and outdoors. 
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in triangular or hexagonal elements that act as “columns.” 
There are several of these “columns” supporting the weight 
of the roof in the carport and garage area. They also oc- 
cur in the living and dining areas, particularly in relation 
to the openings and large areas of glass. 

These seemingly non-structural walls lightly support the 
flat ceiling area on which the sloping planes of the roof 
rest. This flat ceiling area is a very important element in the 
house. It functions in a variety of ways to contribute to the 
special space qualities of the house. 

Structurally, it acts in a horizontal plane to help resist 
the outward thrust of the sloping roof. Note that this sur- 
rounding flat roof area is tied across to the fireplace mass 
in the living room, where otherwise this “beam” would have 
been restrained only at points that are quite apart. This 
flat roof is continuous around the enclosed areas of the house 
like the brim of a hat. 

Aesthetically, as a lower ceiling, it provides a contrast— 
an extra sense of “lift” to the central sloping ceilings. This 
sense of “lift” is augmented by the introduction of light 
into the interior from several high sources, such as the 
skylights and the clerestories in the kitchen and in the gables 
of the living room and the master bedroom. And, although 
the central ceiling is in some places quite high, this hori- 
zontal lower ceiling plane maintains a sense of intimacy in 
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the space. The variation in ceiling heights is augmented by 
changes in floor levels. The result is a subtle variation in 
spaces within the over-all space of the house. 

A person who has become aware of the variation offered 
by these simple space-shaping devices—by the modeling 
of the space—will also realize that this house is not com- 
posed of seperate rooms as clearly defined spaces. On the 
contrary, it is one continuous and, what is more important, 
one non-static space, although the manner in which it is 
shaped does give a degree of definition to the various areas. 

It is a space that does not have the strong centrality 
of much historic architecture, nor the fixed viewpoint of 
Renaissance perspective. As you move about within this 
house, you will soon realize that with every change in posi- 
tion there is also a change in the aspect of the space. 
Each new position reveals something not seen before and 
conceals something previously seen. The occupant is always 
the center, always a participant and not an onlooker. And, 
although there are quite lengthy vistas within the house, 
they are not like those familiar to us from paintings of 
the Renaissance in which all lines appear to vanish into 
a single point. In this house the vistas are generally 
somewhat oblique to and—in effect—independent of the 
geometry of the house. This independence suggests to the 
occupant a freedom of movement in (Please turn the page) 
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This cross section, if studied with the reflected ceiling plaa 
on the following page, will help you to understand more 
easily the function of the perimeter flat roof plane in the 
spatial concept of the house. Although the sloping ceiling 
may be quite high, this low, flat brim which runs all around 
the house gives an intimacy to the interior. By contrast, it 
makes the upper ceiling appear higher. As a horizontal, it 
parallels the terraces, the base line of the house 
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The trellis openings in the horizontal 
roof plane occur at points of inflection 
and termination. Seen in silhouette 
against the sky, from the interior or 
exterior they effect a kind of inter- 


weaving of roof and sky, an abstract 


echo of the oak branches.

any direction. This can be appreciated if compared with 
other buildings in which paths of movement are strongly 
determined by the manner in which the spaces are formed. 
This freedom’ of movement carries into the practical plan- 
ning of the house as you can discover by examining the 
many ways you can go from one place to another. 

Another factor contributes to this sense of freedom: 
lengthy interior views (some of them penetrate through 
several areas and almost the full length of the main body 
of the house) are seldom contained or terminated within 
the house. They are intriguingly directed outside the house 
itself and toward some part of the surrounding landscape. 
Those views that do not extend to the exterior are never 
terminated but are, instead, deflected, so that the viewer 
is invited and led around the turn. This aspect of an invita- 
tion to explore is a part of the endless fascination of this 
space. A study of the plan of the house with the edge of a 
ruler or a piece of paper to represent a line of view will help 
to make this quality of the interior space more evident. 

The outward-directed views, extending as they do to the 
features of the landscape, seem. by this aci. to include 
these externals as integral features of the house itself. 
By this means an inter-relation of interior and exterior 
space is established. It is pleasantly maintained by the 
many delightful ways in which glimpses to the outside are 
provided: through skylights. through clerestories in open 
gables, through slot-like openings separating elements of 
the building. 

This sense of inter-relation between indoors and out is 
accentuated by the flat plane of the eaves. As an element 
parallel with the floor and terraces, continuing inside and 
out all around the building, it serves to strengthen this 
relationship. It is difficult to appreciate the role played by 
this overhead element without actually being in the house 

In this low horizontal roof projection there are trellis- 
like openings. These. in addition to casting rich shadow 
patterns, are placed so that. whether seen from the exterior 
or the interior, they are an important factor in the sil- 
houette of the house. As a play of light and shade seen 
against the sky. they help to relate the house to the sky 
and the sheltering oaks. It should be noted that these trellises 
occur as decorative features at points of termination in the 
over-all form of the house. 

All great architectures of the past developed ways of 
relating the building to the sky. The ornamented profiles of 
the roofs of Greek temples are an example. Another that is 
more familiar are the terminal (Please turn to page 112) 


The house, as this early photo shows, is essentially a roof 


peised lightly above a two-level, paved terrace (see section 
on preceding page) on the side of the hill. The terraces, 
a strong base relating the house to the ground, continue 
the living space beyond the enclosed areas and extend it 
into the landscape to effect an easy meeting of the two.

Possibly the germ 
for this idea lay in the frequent 
requests to open their home to 
student groups from the Art and 
Architecture departments of Stan- 
ford University, the University of 
California, British Columbia, and 
groups from many other institu- 
tions. Other possibilities for event- 
ual use of the house came to mind 
as they contemplated the advan- 
tages of a Wright-designed house 
dedicated to education in the arts 
and architecture. 

The Hannas have even specu- 
lated that some of the priceless 
collection of sixty years of Mr. 
Wright’s architectural sketching 
and writing might finally find a 
permanent home in such a Wright 
Memorial. 

Regardless of anyone's _per- 
sonal feeling about Mr. Wright 
and his work, the fact remains 
that he exerted a powerful in- 
fluence upon the art and archi- 
tecture of the world, and some- 
how a selected few of his resi- 
dential buildings ought to be pre- 
served for posterity, as examples 
of that influence.

N JUNE, 1935, we turned our 

backs on the East and _ started 
West, heading straight for Spring 
Green and Taliesin. Immediately 
upon our arrival, Mrs. Wright and 
the fellowship students took over 
and we

our children, were free 
Wright about our ideas for our 
“dream house.” 

Although we had no clear idea of 
the type of house we wanted. we 
did know pretty well what kind of 
living we wished to enjoy and some 
pretty definite notions of some of 
our practical needs. For example, 
we feel very strongly about fire- 
places, comfortable couches, book 
shelves, glass openings, and bath- 
rooms. We like plenty of each. We 


wanted large play space for the 
children, individual bedrooms for 
the children, each with direct ae- 
cess to a play terrace. We wanted 
the kitchen so situated that, in the 
event of servantless days, I [Ep: 
Mrs. Hanna] would not feel isolated 
from family and friends. We needed 
ample facilities for entertaining 
large groups (a habit acquired in 
the parsonage). 


ERHAPS the most ambitious de- 

mand we made on Mr. Wright’s 
genius was that he design us a 
home suitable for all ages. We 
asked for a house which in all 
respects would be comfortably liv- 
able for a family of five—father, 
mother, and three children. But 
we also asked for a house which 
could be easily altered to suit us 
(the parents) when the children 
flew off to their own nests. In short, 
we wanted a home in which we as 
parents could live easily and hap- 
pily all our lives. To our everlasting 
wonder and delight, Mr. Wright 
was able to achieve this. 

But to return to the preliminary 
planning. After many hours of talk 
and give-and-take on ideas. we re- 
trieved our children and continued 
on our way to California. In the 
meantime Mr. Wright was to mull 
over our ideas, think about the 
kind of plan which might accom- 
modate them, and wait for word 
from us on possible sites. 

The day the first sketches ar- 
rived was a memorable one—mem- 
orable on two counts: delight 
and disappointment. The 
sketched was so dramatically ele- 
gant we were overwhelmed. It was 
hours before we came down off 
cloud nine and took a hard, cold 


house 
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look. Regretfully we returned the 
plans to Mr. Wright with the ex- 
planation that we simply couldn't 
afford such a magnificent dwelling 
and that much as we admired the 
beauty of the structure, we must 
have a modest, one-story house. He 
was not at all perturbed by our 
response to his hours of drawing. 
He graciously accepted our ex- 
planation and went to work on a 
new concept. 

We waited impatiently for a new 
sketch. The appearance of the 
honeycomb house, with its unfamil- 
jar 60- to 120-degree angles, should 
have dismayed us. Instead. we were 
fascinated. This was a whole new 
idea to us and we immediately set 
out to study the plan and accustom 
ourselves to the idea of a_ basic 
hexagonal unit of structure. The 
more we worked with this beehive 
unit, the more intrigued we were 
with its possibilities. 

We studied the preliminary plans, 
made amateurish models. and gen- 
erally lived with the idea for sev- 
eral months while waiting for the 
university to release the building 
site we craved. During this period 
we made many suggestions for al- 
terations in the plans, based on the 
peculiar needs of our particular 
family. 


F OUR suggestions for modifica- 

tions did not do violence to the 
fundamental unity of the whole, 
Mr. Wright incorporated them. If 
we had an especially good idea, Mr. 
Wright did not hesitate to adopt or 
adapt it. On many occasions he 
said, “That’s a fine idea” and, with 
a twinkle in his eye, “I'll use it in 
my next house but of course you 
wont get any credit for it!” All 
the credit we needed or wanted was 
the satisfaction that any idea of 
ours was acceptable to the master 
designer.

| some Danish dining chairs and sey- 


eral pieces of Chinese carved teak. 
Mr. Wright admired the Danish 
chairs and loved the Chinese furni- 
ture. One coffee table (and stools) 
that we designed and had made in 
Hong Kong was a special favorite 
of Mr. Wright. Our dining table 
and linen cabinet we designed, sent 
to him for approval, and built. 


Phase I of the Construction 


Armed with our final plans, we 
invaded the offices of contractors. 
We were met with attitudes which 


| varied from stony, abrupt dismis- 
| sal (what madness is this?) to half- 


half-wistful “how we 
wish we dared!” It was unbelieva- 


apologetic, 


ble, but no one wanted to take on 
our house by contract. So we were 
left with the only alternative: be 
our own contractor. 

We wanted one of Mr. Wright’s 
men to come out and supervise the 
construction, but all of his men 
were engaged on other work, and 


| Mr. Wright decided that we ought 


to try to get some local builder who 
knew construction in California. 
Eventually we found Harold Turner 


' who was willing, on a monthly 


salary, to supervise the construc- 


and we sent him back to 


_ Taliesin for consultation. 


The trials of untutored self-con- 
tractors were many. Among the 
most vivid in our recall are these: 


1. The brick contractor asked 
each week for cash advance double 
what was due, on the plea that he 
was trying to pay off old bills. 
Being in favor of paying off old 
“helped” him out. By 
the time the brickwork was half 
finished, he had been paid in full 
for labor and materials. He and his 


bills we 


crew went on a drinking spree and 
never returned. We discovered he 
had paid for none of the mate- 
rials for the job. When we went 
after him, he declared bankruptcy. 
The fact that his license was taken 
away didn’t help us much. We 
learned the hard way by paying 
twice for all material, and by hay- 
ing to hire another crew to com- 
plete the job.

carpenters were our 
to work on the hexagonal unit was 
like asking a man suddenly to use 
his left hand when he had been 
using his right hand all his life. 
Every Monday morning Turner or 
I [ep: Dr. Hanna] went to the 


hiring hall and picked out five 
carpenters. By the end of the week, 
two had quit in disgust or despair, 
two had been fired. and one re- 
mained. This situation prevailed 
until at long last we wound up with 
five skilled craftsmen, three of 
whom had been trained in Europe 
as cabinet makers. These men were 
a joy to work with and became, in 
effect, members of our family. 

Even so, we had problems. For 
example, we had been away from 
the job ill for several days. Upon 
returning, we found the carpenters 
busily framing the carport roof at 
right angles to the walls of the 
house. That 120-degree angle prob- 
lem again! Of course. we had paid 
them to put up the framing. we 
paid them to take it down, and we 
paid them to put it up again cor- 
rectly. 


3. Plumbing. The supervising 
builder employed a plumber to 
execute that phase of the building. 
Two days of watching him pick up 
a piece of pipe, carry it 25 feet, 
lay it down in complete bewilder- 
ment, then pick it up and return 
it to the pile, convinced us that 
he was no man for the job. We 
threw ourselves on the mercy of 
the Stanford University plumbing 
department and they consented to 
do the work for us on a cost-plus 
basis. And a splendid job they 
made of it! 

The only disturbance in that 
area occurred when some graspy | 
characters tried one night to rip 
out some of our copper plumbing 
by unscrewing it. They didn’t know 
it was all beautifully welded. They 
didn’t carry any away but did man- 
age to twist some of it out of line. | 


4. This attempted theft was the | 
beginning of our night watchman 
episcde. We employed a college | 
student to sleep on the place at — 
night. We believed everything was | 
in order and so were dumbfounded 
when several of our friends called | 
one evening to tell us that they 
were happy to know we were tak- 
ing care of the payments on our 
house as we went along. 

Our night watchman, we learned 
to our embarrassment, was spend- 
ing his evenings furthering his for- 
tunes.

However, 
after two years of living in Cali- 
fornia, we decided we wanted quick 
off-and-on heat. The system we in- 
stalled was inexpensive to operate 
and gave us no trouble. In 1957 
we had the old furnace replaced 
with three General Electric units 


of 100,000 BTU each.

Phase II 

In 1937 we had to cut costs and 
one practical solution was to post- 
pone some part of the building (the 
guest house and servants’ quarters ) 
until later. This decision proved

1938. there appeared under the tree 


to be fortunate. Christmas. 
a power tilting-table saw. This was 
the event that reawakened the de- 
sire to work with our hands. 

The power saw proved such fun 
that we decided seriously to learn 
to use power tools and enrolled in 
an adult evening course. There we 
found that a woodworking hobby 
could be fun and at the same time 
highly useful in solving the many 
house furnishing problems we 
faced. Other tools were added year 
by year. until it was clear that we 
must have a shop large enough fer 
our equipment and to store the 
rare woods that we had started ac- 


cumulating. 


By 1950, we had pushed our pub- | 
lishing ventures (textbooks) to the 
point where we had paid off Phase | 
I. So we talked to Mr. Wright about | 
a hobby shop, a guest house, and |

By 1957. our children had moved 


into their own homes, and we were 


eager to remove the temporary bed- 


room walls and expand the space | 
and accommodations to suit the two 
of us.

And so he drew 
the plans detailing the “remodel- 
ing” of the bedroom-study area of 
the house.

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An exception to this business: of 
“knowing where” was the set of 
tiles we acquired in Toledo. These 
tiles, when properly arranged, de- 
pict a bull fight.

This theme of the inter-relation 
of the interior and the exterior is 
further developed by the use of sun- 
light and its counterpart, shadow, 
as an integral element in the space. 

The interiors of historic archi- 
tecture—with the exception of the 
Gothic 





were, in essence, caves—a 
space hollowed out within a great 
pile of masonry. The interior and 
exterior of these piles were often 
given a sculptural treatment. Open- 
ings were introduced to provide en- 
trances and to admit light and ven- 
tilation. Light in that architecture 
played an important role through 
the casting of the shadow of one 
solid element upon another solid 
element. 

In this house, light is used in a 
different manner. Shadows cast up- 
on the floors and walls still play 
an important role, as can be seen 
in the photographs. But in addition 
sunlight becomes a more integral 
and active element in the space. In 
Gothic architecture, the screen 
walls of colored glass and stone 
tracery played a similar role. 

This house was built in a region

house becomes noticeable. It is also 
echoed in the trellis openings in 
the flat areas of the roof. When 
seen in juxtaposition, these linear 
elements of the architecture and 
the angular branches of the trees 
form patterns rich in variety. 

When this tracery is echoed in 
changing shadow patterns within 
the interior space and upon the 
terraces, floors, and wall surfaces, 
the result is a richly-woven counter- 
point of light and space, symphonic 
that has a great 
vitality and a power to stir the 
spirit.

As a space, the house provides 
similar to those 


might experience within the open, 


sensations you 
yet protective, shelter of the great 
oak trees. A person who has walked 
on a hillside in an open wood be- 
neath great trees—in their lumi- 
nous shade, rich with silhouettes, 
changing shadow patterns and bril- 
liant shafts of sunlight—has known 
a similar experience, a sense of 
freedom and release, a feeling of 
quiet exaltation and vital calm. 
You could easily believe that a 
poetic idea similar to this may have 
been in the architect’s mind when 
the concept of this house began to 
take form. You sense that his in- 
tention was to capture the essence 
of this experience in the abstract 
forms and materials of architec- 
ture, to provide a protective yet 
free 


setting for family life, one 


in which a family could enjoy the 
pleasures provided by nature. 

However poetic this idea may ap- 
pear, it does have its logical and 
real components. Once these are 
understood, the seeming complexity 
of the house becomes essentially 
simple. The hexagonal unit system, 
selected as a_ pattern offering 
greater flexibility and ease of 
human movement, appears to have 
created a complexity of shapes 
and parts, but once the relation of 
these parts to the honeycomb sys- 
tem is understood, especially in the 
plan, the logic becomes clear. 

To some people, particularly 
those who have not seen this house 
in actuality or who have seen it 
through a veil of pre-determined 
concepts and not as a work of art, 
its quality of freedom, its apparent 
lack of a rigid kind of order— 
either in structure or in clearly 
defined some- 
what the 
building, as seen in plan, has no 


spaces—may 
disorderly. Certainly 


seem 


repetitively ordered structural sys- 
tem or sharply defined individual 
spaces. 

But when you enter the actual 
space, both freedom and discipline 
—the only basis for freedom—are 
evident. Everything is under con- 
trol in an amazing juggling of 
space and light. The plan has a 
reflex balance, somewhat like the 
free growth of a plant form. 

Although freedom within shelter 
would appear to be the main theme 
of the house, a second and support- 
ing theme is that of continuity, of 
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inter-relationships. Every element 
is a part of some larger whole. 

This theme appears in many in- 
terpretations and is used in many 
ways. It is in the fluid interweav- 
ing of interior and exterior space, 
in the outward opening of interior 
spaces to outdoor spaces that may 
be used as a continuous part of 
them. It is in the consistent use of 
the same materials throughout, to 
give continuity to the various ele- 
ments of the construction: nearly 
all the floors and terraces are 
colored concrete, all enclosing ele- 
ments are redwood and glass. The 
ceilings are composition wood coy- 
ered with saguron, a Philippine 
grass cloth; the use of masonry is 
consistently limited to fireplaces 
and retaining walls. 

The same interplay is in the 
horizontal flow of the lines of the 
deeply raked masonry joints and 
the board and batten walls, and in 
the plastic folding of these walls. 
And it is in the horizontal exten- 
sion of the house, through terraces, 
steps and walls, into the landscape. 

All great architectures of the 
past have developed ways of relat- 
ing the building to the ground. 
The battered or sloping walls of 
Egyptian temples and tombs gave 
them a sense of emerging from the 
ground. The stylobate of the Greek 
temple lifted it above the ground 
and yet provided a strong hori- 
zontal line, a stance for the rising 
columns. 


HIS house rests on a very broad 

base, two terraces connected by 
steps. The terraces are sometimes 
cut into the hillside, sometimes 
raised above it. They extend well 
beyond the projections of the roof 
and trellises in most cases. Above 
them floats the roof, a strong hori- 
zontal echoing the horizontality of 
the terraces. These terraces, to- 
gether with the steps and retaining 
walls, extend the house into the 
landscape to effect a gradual transi- 
tion, a continuity instead of a 
sharp demarcation. 

Any discussion of this house 
should not fail to point out that 
its beauty did not emerge fully 
developed as did Minerva from the 
mind of Zeus. As a concept, it had 
a totality and a beauty in its origin, 
but it has taken 25 years of devel- 
opment to bring it to its present 
state of maturity. 

To us 25 years may seem a long 
time, but many of the great his- 
torical works of architecture which 
we admire today were the result of 
not only years of work, but of 


decades, generations, and even cen- 
turies. They were the work of not 
one architect, but of succeeding 
generations of architects. In this 
constant and long-continued work- 
ing and reworking, these buildings 
achieved a maturity and richness 
which a new building cannot have, 
a patina of human use and asso- 
ciation that gives them a greater 
significance. 


NLIKE other arts in which the 

artist can work directly with 
his medium, architecture can, be- 
fore its construction, only be worked 
upon in the mind and with the 
aid of drawings. Once the building 
is translated into drawings to be 
used in construction and the con- 
tracts for the construction of the 
building have been signed, the 
building is most frequently built 
without further modification. 

The buildings of our present era 
on which the architect has had the 
opportunity to continue to work dur- 
ing and after construction are few. 
This house is one of them. Better 
known examples are Taliesin, in 
Wisconsin, and Taliesin West, in 
Arizona. Each of these was the resi- 
dence of the architect. Work upon 
them never ceased. As a result 
they are generally recognized as 
two of the most beautiful resi- 
dences in America. 

In any discussion of architec- 
ture it is important to recognize 
the role of the client. Architec- 
ture requires both a challenge and 
a response. It requires great clients 
as well as great architects to 
achieve great buildings. The client, 
as well as the architect, must have 
vision. It is the client who chal- 
lenges him, who presents the archi- 
tect with a need to be served and 
upon which any vision that the 
architect may have must be based. 
It is the client who must appreciate 
the vision, sometimes witheut full 
understanding, and must be will- 
ing to proceed with it and bear the 
cost of construction. And it is the 
client who carries some of the re- 
sponsibility of sustaining the vision 
through the actual construction. 

In this house, the clients them- 
selves, recognizing the possibilities 
of growth and change, did not want 
a house that would be final and 
finished when the first stage of con- 
struction had been completed. As a 
result, the house was designed as 
a flexible organism that, through 
the years and through appreciative 
use, has acquired a richness and a 
maturity that could not have been 
achieved by other means.

leaves only. This delays bolting. 
With some plants I| started this 
process before the thinning had 
achieved the right final distance 
apart, which is eight inches. 

I have never heard of stripping 
being recommended for head let- 
tuce, even such very loose-headed 
varieties as Bibb and Deer Tongue, 
and I have not tried it with these. 
But I have with Grand Rapids. By 
using the strip method only, with- 
out a greenhouse and with no spe- 
cial nursing, | have extended the 
harvest season in May and June to 
five weeks and more. 


NE part of the plan, as I had 
originally seen it, did not pan 

out as planned. Grand Rapids grows 
fast and under field test conditions 
will mature in 47 days; Bibb makes 
its loose head in 57. I thought, 
naturally, that the Bibb would help 
prolong the season but it did not. 
Came the hot afternoons and the 
Bibb began to bolt—weeks before 
the Grand Rapids—which did 
prove the contention of the cata- 
logs that loose-leaf lettuce can take 
the heat better than any head let- 
tuce. Burpee Bibb takes 75 days to

of the world in the guise of modern 
design. In both cases, it was dif- 
ference that charmed him, and 
there are still enough differences 
left to be worth going out to see. 

Americans, especially those who 
travel a lot, have a way of blaming 
their Americanisms for de- 
stroying the quaintness of the 
world. (We tend to cling to the fal- 
lacy that anything modern or me- 
chanical is bound to be American.) 
The neon light, the TV antennae, 
the gas stations with their gaudy 
flags, the slick supermarkets all 


own 


come in for their share of excor- 
iation. But it seems to us we re- 
sent them not so much because they 
are modern and destroy our illu- 
sions of being away from home, but 
because they are graceless. Neon 
signs are just as vulgar on Broad- 
way as on Tokyo’s Ginza. (To an 
American they’re actually not so 
bad on the Ginza because in our 
merciful ignorance of the language 
we're spared the advertising mes- 
sage and the luminous calligraphy 
looks like decoration.) If they have 
destroyed the charm of Acapulco 
for some, they have also done as 
good a job of destroying the charm 
of our own old towns, cf. Saybrook, 
Connecticut. 


NM ODERNITY has brought all

pageants—can be enchanting, as it 
is on summer nights along the Loire 
when the chateaux put on their 
| shows, or in Philadelphia’s Inde- 


pendence Hall production. But we 
ire affronted by the image of a 
crowd of tourists sitting on camp 
| chairs in the desert, drinking Coca 
| Cola while they listen to the Sphinx 


speak. We'll take our Sphinx as 
it’s been for centuries—maintain- 
ing a dignified silence. 

But we forget that modernity is 
relative. This occurred to us re- 
cently, as we rolled up the Rhine 
Valley from Bonn to Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen aboard a German 
Federal Railroad train. We were 
passing through a land of legend 
and romance. Every mountain-top 
castle, every fortress, every golden 
vineyard, every town on the banks 
of this river, which runs as packed 
with boat traffic as a freeway with 
cars, is steeped in story. This is 
the country of the Brothers Grimm, 
of Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs, of Niebelungs and meister- 
singer, Crusaders, robber barons, 
Bingen and the Mice Tower, all 
guaranteed to tease your memory 
of history and folklore. 


ET IT didn’t seem at all incon- 

gruous to be seeing this through 
the plate glass window of a train, 
to be speeding through it on steel 
tracks instead, say, of making the 
trip with coach, horses and _postil- 
lion, or, for that matter, in a Roman 
chariot, or on foot, like a Vandal 
or a Visigoth. We had no sense 
that the railroad, with its dining 
car and carnation-trimmed tables, 
its wine car, where you can go to 
sample Rheinwein or Moselle in a 
kind of pub-like setting, was de- 
stroying any illusions. The train, 
as a matter of fact, held a kind of 
quaintness for us, modern though 
it is, because nothing makes us feel 
more away from home than the 
conformation of a European rail- 
way car. Its glassed-in compart- 
ments for six, opening on a side 
corridor, have the connotation of 
adventure, especially if you’re ad- 
dicted to Hitchcock movies. 

Yet when the railroad first came, 
there were undoubtly cries that the 
character of the country was being 
ruined, that romance, quaintness 
and beauty were gone. Perhaps the 
iron horse did chip away at placid- 
ity a bit and seem as incongruous 
then as a jet landing in Tahiti 
seems to us now. But time seems to 
heal all wounds, even railroad 
tracks, and by now they’ve become 
part of the scene, simply because 
they are part of the life of the 
place. 

There are times in the twin towns 
of Garmisch-Partenkirchen when 
you can hardly make it across the 
street through the Opels and Mer- 
cedes-Benzes, and there’s as much 
Revlon and Elizabeth Arden avail- 
able as 4711 Cologne. It’s a tourist

town, no question. Yet for all of 
this, it fills anyone’s search for 
quaintness, and sincere quaintness, 
at that. With some cynicism, we’d 
always thought those leather breech- 
es, edelweiss-embroidered suspend- 
ers, and green hats with goat-beard 
brushes were stage stuff strictly out 
of Sigmund Romberg. But they’re 
not. They are unself-conscious ev- 
eryday clothes for the male popu- 
lation. 

Its charm is compounded of many 
things—its cozy setting at the foot 
of the forests that rise to snow- 
covered mountains, its onion-dome 
churches, its plaster-and-lath 16th- 
century balconied houses with their 
facades brightly painted with re- 
ligious scenes and inscribed with 
their owners’ names (a type of 
painting called Luftmalerei, or 
painting in air). It is a place to 
walk in, to stroil through neat, 
winding streets, past the incredibly 
well-kept gardens and houses where 
balcony plantings of trailing ger- 
anium, verbena, and petunias were 
showering down bright color even 
in October. The air is spectacularly 
clear here, and against a postcard- 
blue sky the mountains and mead- 
ows show up so clean and perfect 
that one has the feeling it is all 
one great joke—a theatrical curtain 
which will soon go up and reveal 
something far less entrancing that 
the scene has been hiding. It’s not 
surprising that a climate-research 
institute has been set up here. 


AVARIAN baroque is wonder- 

ful to see in this forested land 
where the traditional craft is wood- 
carving, and where a florid, Italian 
influence has been strong since 
Roman times. See it especially in 
the gilded exuberance of cherubs 
and scalloped pediments and ceil- 
ing adornments in the Church of 
Saint Martin in Garmisch. And to 
see the plain antithesis of later 
church architecture, walk to the 
Old Church, a 14th-century chapel, 
severe but serene, with wonderful, 
fast-fading primitive frescoes and 
curious tabernacles 
set into its walls. Even here there’s 


early-church 


a reminder of contemporary vul- 
garity in a side chapel hideously 
stuccoed to look like a rock grotto. 

Garmisch is a town of 
houses and inns where one can stay 
simply or as elaborately as the 
more modern hotels allow—which 
is not de luxe but most comfortable. 

Our hostelry was the Parkhotel 
Alpenhof, its balconied, comfort- 
ably Teutonic rooms opening up a 
splendid sight of high mountains.

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On another trip we'd itke to sample 
the Gasthof zum Husars, a 1611 
house that’s been an inn ever since. 

Mountain climbing and winter 
sports are the favorite pastimes 
here—and for the less athletic a 
sure must is the cable car ascent io 
the highest peak, the Zugspitze. 
Here, on top of the world, with 
the rest of the mountain range 
billowing below like a granite sea, 
there is an excellent hotel. Ger- 
many, Switzerland. and Austria lie 
before your eyes. in fact. and a 
short trip through a tunnel takes 
you into Austria. 

Typical Bayerisch food, a quaint- 
ness in itself to American palates, 
actually includes sauerkraut, which 
we could hardly find elsewhere in 
Germany, hot potato salad, sliced 
bockwurst marinated with chives 
and served as a salad, and /eber- 


kase, or liver cheese. A tender

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WHAT WRIGHT SAID ABOUT THIS HOUSE 
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When the excavation machinery 
started rolling on the site on that 
memorable day in January, we had 
to remove only one tree (in a total 
of eight), and then prepare the bed 
for the foundations and concrete 
mat that would lie in two levels 
between the cypress and remaining 
oaks. The lower level would con- 
sist of entry, living room, kitchen, 
and front terraces. Two vertical 
units higher (26”), a second level 
would comprise library, bedrooms, 
baths, playroom, and back ter- 
races. 

Below the shallow adobe we had 
to blast rock for the basement and 
utilities tunnel which ran from the 
small basement the entire long axis 
of the house. The cutting, filling, 
and compressing the earth was dif- 
ficult 25 years ago in comparison 
with today’s operation. But finally 
the area was ready for wooden 
foundation forms and for reinforc- 
ing steel tied into place. Concrete 
was mixed on the job and poured 
via wheelbarrows. When wooden 
forms were stripped from the 4’ x 
4’ cross-section tunnel, the heating 
vents, plumbing, and electrical con- 
duits were laid. Then the slow 
pouring of concrete mat 
menced. First a 3” thick slab was 
poured in approximately ten sec- 
tions. When cured, a second slab 
with reinforcing steel was poured 
over the first slab. The two slabs 
were separated with construction 
paper, making sure that each new 
section of the upper slab ended 
somewhere in the middle of each 
first-pour section to prevent any 
cracking in the underslab from af- 
fecting the upper slab. 


com- 


ONSIDERABLE ingenuity went 
into the marking of the indi- 
vidual hexagon tiles on the finished 
upper slab. Errors in the scoring 
of the fresh tiles of as much as 40 
of an inch per tile, when multiplied 
by 25 tile, would result in an ac- 
cumulated error of 2% inches. Each 
module of the floor had to be exact, 
or the metal strip set in the module 
to anchor the outside walls, as well 
as the inside permanent walls, 
would later clearly expose the care- 
lessness of the workmen. 
But the mat was finally com- 
pleted and we could visualize each 
room and the entire house by not- 


ing the pattern of the metal strips 
in the horizontal concrete mat—our 
house floor. 

The brick masses had to be 
started before the concrete slab 
was finished so that floor would 
meet the rising brick correctly. By 
the time the entire floor mat was 
cured, the brick chimney and the 
flower boxes were finished. 


NCE the central brick chimney 

mass was in place. the three- 
dimensional quality of the future 
house began to appear. The terminal 
hexagon piers went up, and across 
their tops were laid flitch plates 
(heavy steel plate bolted between 
2” x 10s). On these was con- 
structed the roof framing with a 
clerestory in the central part of the 
house to light and ventilate the 
interior lavatory and baths. Then 
the roof was ready for its perma- 
nent “skin.” 

The interior walls and the few 
exterior wooden walls came next. 
Studs (fir, creosoted at base) were 
1” x 8”, spaced 22” on center. On 
both sides of these stud 
Reynolds aluminum paper was fas- 
tened for insulation. To these thin 
studs were screwed the interlocking 
redwood battens that held the red- 
wood boards in place, each side of 
the wall being finished 


walls, 


exactly 
alike. 

The result is that the exterior 
wood walls are a duplication of the 
interior. This new principle of wall 
construction permitted no nail or 
screw in the 12” wide redwood 
board and as a result not a single 
board has split. cracked, or “thrown 
its hardware,” during the 25 years 
since the carpenters placed them. 

In these thin walls (less than 3” 
thick) the electrical conduits rise. 
There are over 400 electrical out- 
lets in the house to make current 
available in every possible location. 

The plumbing and heating in- 
stallations were made, and much 
permanent furniture built in, be- 
fore the mill delivered the outer 
wall fenestration which 
were slipped into place over the 
metal weather stripping in the mat. 
Glaziers put in the plate glass and 
the space was finally closed to the

Here’s how to keep up with drastic taste-changes 


that are making drinks 


drier and paler, bigger and colder 


By EPSIE KINARD 


e Even if you're a_ traditionalist 
who calls tampering with old stand- 
by drinks a heresy, you'll have to 
admit that your favorite cocktail 
is not what it used to be. 

A growing trend toward drier 
drinks is changing the proportions 
and switching the ingredients in 
many cocktails. FDR’s two-to-one 
Martini, olive 
would taste barbarous on the more

with more alcohol in it holds the 
chill and, as one connoisseur says, 
“laughs at you longer,’ than a 
stingily measured one. Incidentally, 
going to the lengths we do today 
to build up a frost on a glass is 
part of this drier picture. Warm 
drinks, like melting ice cream, are 
an affront to nature. Cold drinks 
not only taste drier but are more 
appealing to the palate. 

These are some of the reasons 
for the popularity of the on-the- 
rocks drink which is any alcoholic 
beverage, chilled as another drink 
is chilled, and poured into an old- 
fashioned glass, thick, chip-resist- 
ing, and tapered for good gripping. 
When it is a “double,” the glass 
has a 16-ounce capacity to accom- 
modate a clutch of ice cubes. Thus 
kept cold, you can linger over a 
drink longer (20 minutes as com- 
pared with the two minutes it takes 
to down a straight Martini) and, 
thanks to the dilution from ice, it 
doesn’t hit you with as much vio- 
lence. 

Such are the changes that are 
taking place in drinks, a trend 
we've been studying with interest 
for some time. We’ve noted prac- 
tices at parties, at small at-home 
catherings, in fancy bars, conserva- 
tive clubs, and all kinds of res- 
taurants, and learned from talking 
to both “pro” and amateur bar- 
tenders over the country that pro- 
portions changing radically 
(see our recipes at the end of this

The new finesse 


Drinks aimed at a more dis- 
criminating palate call for more 
subtleties in the mixing. Garnishes 
are now conspicuously absent from 
Whiskey Sours and Old Fash- 
ioneds. Moreover, you may even 
have trouble finding a Manhattan 
that harbors a maraschino cherry. 

Limes, almost as tart as lemons, 
are also used to make drinks drier. 
The true connoisseur of Daiquiris, 
Whiskey Sours, and other drinks 
calling for lemons, removes them 
from the refrigerator to chambré 
(warm to room temperature) for 
several hours before making the 
drink. That way, you get free-flow- 
ing and sharper juice. The Whiskey 
Sour fancier, wanting to make a 
superlative drink, shops around for 
epicureanlemons—thinner-skinned, 
juicier and, many think, more as- 
tringent than others—and uses a 
reamer with a fine 
squeezing out clear juice.

Lemon peel (carefully washed 
first) and rubbed inside the rim 
of a cocktail glass, or twisted to 
release bitter oil, points up today’s 
Martinis and Manhattans.

Pre-chilled glasses —made_ by 
keeping them in the freezing com- 
partment or tops down in a con- 
tainer of shaved ice until ready to 
use—are a good starter for making 
a cocktail cold. As for ice, the late 
Bernard DeVoto, master Martini- 
maker, advised the use of 500 
pounds for each drink. This may 
be an exaggeration, but having 
enough in the pitcher or shaker to 
smoke up the liquor is not. 
Having fresh, clean ice is more 
important than most people think. 
Ice kept long enough in trays to 
absorb food odors can spoil a drink. 


Updating your glasses 


By today’s standards, the 3-ounce 
cocktail glass looks like a thimble 
on a tray. The 4-ounce glass still 
makes a Martini look like a midget 
but accommodates the Daiquiri and 
other drinks not yet grown to king 
size. For a Martini of that stature, 
use a Champagne glass, either the 
6-ounce saucer or the 8-ounce gob- 
let; or you can use a 5-ounce all- 
purpose wine glass or a 6-ounce 
sherbet.

enough for hard kitchen use and precision crafting that 
few carpenters could match, these are ideal components 
for permanent built-ins.

@® Vacations no longer belong exclusively to summer. More 
and more ple are getting away in winter too. Add long 
week ends throughout the year, and you suddenly need a new 
approach to vacation living. That’s why it makes such good 
sense. when you buy or build a vacation house, to make it 
a house for all seasons. 

Getting away is often its own justification, no matter whe 
the weather, but you'll soon discover there are special pleasures 
in off-season vacationing. There’s a haunting magic to the 
seashore in the fall; spring is a choice season almost every- 
where: and in summer the mountainous ski country turns into 
wonderful territory for climbing and exploring. 

Snow-country vacationing is perhaps the newest discovery. 
Winter is the time when the pressures of work and home rou- 


tine are most severe. and when_a change would be most appre- 








ciated. You don’t have to be an active skier (or an ardent ice 
fisherman) to reap the benefits of a cold-weather change of 


place and pace. There are pleasures in being where the.fun ts, 
even as a watcher. And there are many altractions that require 
only a seeing eye and a listening ear: the crackle of an eve- 
ning’s fire, the bright purity of a snow-clad world. the immen- 
sity of mountaintop space that makes you sense the infinite. 

A vacation house doesn’t have to be as expensive as you 
think. The boom in vacation living has pul good accommoda- 
tions in great demand. Locate your vacation-week-end retreat 
where il will have special snow-seasorn and sun-season appeal 
and it can help (through rental) to cut the cost of ownership. 
If skiing is your own prime interest, declare summer as your 
off-season and rent your house then, It works either way. 


A house designed for year-around use demands more Co?r- 


venience and flexibility. You have to concern yourself with 
such things as accessibility, water systems that won't freeze up, 
wood storage. and heat. It need not necessarily be a bigger 
house. In winter as well as summer, interest is focused almost 
exclusively on the outdoors. and that’s where everyone will be 
most of the time. After a day on the ski slopes or the beach, a 
bunk is as good as a bed. 

It will pay you to put more into an all-year vacation house 
because youll get more out of it. Its added attractiveness, in 
turn. will lure you to enjoy its pleasures more often. It can thus 
lead to a more sensible balance of work and recreation. perhaps 
in spite of yourself, 

Four vacation houses that lead this double life are shown 
on the ten pages that follow, Explore them—their problems as 


well as their benefits— with your own needs in mind. 
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This all-year house is built for snow as well as sun. Its 
exterior walls (photos above and left) gain extra strength 
from diagonally-applied cedar boards. Its roof is not steep. 
Snow stays on and acts as insulation. Its walls and roof are 
designed to support a snow load often in excess of 10 feet. 


On entering the house you ascend to a mezzanine. From it you 
overlook the living room, as in the photograph at left. The 
view through the floor-to-ceiling windows is toward a neigh- 
boring mountain and its ski slopes. Above, you are looking 
back toward the corner of the mezzanine from which the photo- 
graph at left was taken.

How it can 
practically pay 
for itself 


@ A vacation house need not be as expensive as it looks. 
There are at least two good ways to cut its costs. Either 
or both ways can make ownership practical where otherwise 
it would be out of the question. Basic to both ways is a 
house that can be used both winter and summer. 

Centered below the deck floor in the photograph on the 
opposite page is a small sign. It says: “House for Rent.” 
That is way number one: rental. In many areas, other-season 
rental can practically pay for a house, and you can still 
reserve it for your own use for a choice portion of the year. 

The secret of rental success lies in locating a house 
where it is as desirable in January as it is in July. Then 
you have two seasons in which to operate. The vacation 
lodge shown on these pages fulfills these requirements. [1 
is in famed Squaw Valley, California. scene of the last winter 
Olympics and unsurpassed for skiing and winter sports. 
Nearby is equally famous Lake Tahoe and its opportunities 
foi summer recreation. 

Rental need not be a nuisance. Rental here is handled 
by a real estate agent. For a ten per cent commission (the 
usual charge), he not only handles bookings, but sees that 
the house is put in order again after each use. There are 
tax benefits, too, in renting. A house held for rental is an 
investment property and subject to worthwhile deductions. 

A second good way of reducing vacation-house cost is

@ A remote site for a vacation house out of reach of 
building codes and restrictions represents a rare op- 
portunity for architectural innovation. The temptation 
to build a house as light-hearted and original as the 
one in these pictures should not be resisted.

Such a hideaway will em- 
phasize by contrast what a good week end or vacation 
stands for: a real break from the old routine.

@ Depending on the season and occasion, this cabin in 
Squaw Valley, California, may accommodate anywhere from 
two to twenty persons. On winter week ends, when the sky 
and road are clear and powder snow lies deep on the flanks 
of Squaw Peak, the cabin is little more than a dormitory 
and mess hall for skiers. This is true both when family and 
friends are using the cabin, and when it is rented out. 

There are other times when the cabin is used as a retreat 
by the family, perhaps with a few friends. Then it’s a quiet. 
cozy place to relax and enjoy some of the most spectacular 
winter scenery—and storms—in the northern Sierras. In 
summer, too, the owners may escape here for two or three 
weeks of swimming, horseback riding, and ice skating at the 
nearby Olympic rink.

Nor do you need a 
heavy footing; a simple slab of slate, a frame filled with 
river-washed pebbles or crushed marble chips, or a hearth 
of unmortared bricks will catch the occasional hot ember 
that tumbles out of the firebox.

If you are building a vacation house in an area where 
construction codes take effect or installing a pre-fab fire- 
place as a remodeling project in your present house, you'd 
do well to check with your local building inspector. 

In communities where the idea is still new, you might 
ask permission to put in a “free-standing fireplace” and be 
told that “regulations don’t cover them.” If you had said 
you wanted to put in a “wood stove” (actually a more accu- 
rate term, historically). you might still have been told: 
“Okay, if you run the flue into a brick chimney.” 

Now, there isn’t the slightest chance that you have an 
extra flue in your furnace chimney (and tapping into the 
furnace flue itself is not recommended). You are undoubt- 
edly putting in the pre-fab fireplace to keep from having to 
erect a new masonry chimney; your intention all along was 
to install an insulated sheet-metal factory-built chimney, the 
kind that can be located anywhere in the house as long as it 
penetrates the roof reasonably near the peak. So you tell

® [rom the air the traveler in the Greek islands sees strings 
and clusters of green. white, or lion-colored stones set in 
a startling bed of china blue. From the water he sees the 
blue and lavender tops of drowned mountains, festooned 
with the dazzling white cubes and tiles of hill-climbing 
villages. Coming closer, he finds the archaic forms of 
painted boats that have not changed in two thousand years, 
anchored in mountain-ringed bays close to a waterfront gay 
with café tables, with vine-trellised balconies, with the move- 
ment of a spirited and welcoming people. 

In close sequence, island follows island; a warm and 
simple world of islands innumerable, almost 1,500 of them, 
large and small, of which 166 are inhabited, stretching 
from the Italianate waters of the Ionian Sea on the north- 
west to the very shores of Asia Minor and halfway to Africa. 
They are not isolated fragments on the fringe of Greek travel. 
They comprise, rather, a large and important part of the 
very substance and spirit of Greece in its purest form. Here 
is the whole range of Mediterranean cultures. Its very 
center is Delos, with Hellenic remains as impressive as the 
Parthenon itself. Crete alone—third largest of Mediterranean 
islands and practically a country in itsel{—might fill weeks 
of satisfying travel with its Minoan sites, its vigorous moun- 
tain villages, costumes and handcrafts, its beaches and har- 
borside taverns. and a truly great museum of archaeology 
where the brilliant finds from Knossos are housed. 

Unhurried, uncomplicated, for the most part uncrowded, 
these multiform islands offer a mild winter and an early 
spring, bright displays of festival, folklore, museums and 
popular arts, and a rare opportunity to come close to a 
wonderfully accessible people. Here are people who still 
dance and sing, whose friendliness and good manners, in- 
satiable curiosity and zest are one of Europe’s greatest 
pleasures. Oriste is the word you hear everywhere and 
always, meaning: Make vourself at home here; come in and 
sit down; can we help you? Nowhere else in Europe is there 
such heartfelt hospitality. 

An intense desire to communicate and a widespread knowl- 
edge of English and French overwhelms all language bar- 
riers. Important clues to the Greek spirit are to be found 
in three essential but almost untranslatable words: Ref. 
which means liveliness, animation, zest; meraki, the en- 
thusiastic care that is bestowed on living things as well 
as on such crucial activities as gardening, homemaking 
and interior decoration; and levendis, that greatest of 
compliments, which implies nobility, generosity, and undy- 
ing youthfulness. They are easy to be with, the Greeks, 
and especially the islanders. They love foreigners. 

In the indescribable clarity of Aegean sea-light, the 
traveler’s sensations are intense, penetrating. From the 
first moment one is aware of something special—in the 
baskets and the pottery and the strong colors of rugs and 
tapestries; in domestic interiors, and even those of hotels:

Have a word with your landlord. As a sound 
precaution, talk over any extraordinary changes or 
installations with your landlord before you make 
them. This will forestall misunderstanding. 


The basic rule. As a renter you are supposed to 
leave your apartment in the condition it was in when

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you rented it. Rules vary according to communities 
and landlords, but this is basic. 


What’s attached? It is technically true that any- 
thing you attach by nail or screw to your landlord’s 
property forever after belongs to him. But this rule 
is frequently shaded.

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Unity in architecture 
and 
how it is achieved 


By ALFRED BROWNING PARKER 


Epiror’s Nore: In this third installment from his forth- 
coming book, “You and Architecture,” the noted architect 


discusses what “oneness” in architecture means. 


What is beauty? When we attempt to establish guides 
concerning the nature of the beautiful, the going is a bit 
difficult. The beautiful has intrigued. puzzled, and thrilled 
mankind through the centuries of his development. 

Elusive as quicksilver, beauty flashes away in a twinkling 
despite our frenzied efforts to reduce her to formulae and 
laws. Beauty is never contained completely in objective 
facts. It is more in the nature of a subjective experience. 
However, since it is the intent of architecture to create 
the impression of beauty in the eye and mind of the beholder, 
we should analyze some of the elements of beauty and 
seek examples of beauty’s ever-changing face. Are there 
any principles or elements of beauty to guide us in under- 
standing architecture? Here are some simple tests that 
seem to work well for me in exploring the aesthetic nature 
of architecture and which help to make an intelligent evalua- 
tion of a building. 


Is it all one thing? 


The first characteristic of beauty to seek in architecture 
is summed up by the question: “Is it all one thing?” In a 
work of art, singleness of effect is paramount. It can be 
defined as oneness or coherence. We experience a building 
by walking around it, living inside it—standing, sitting, 
lying down. All parts of a building should be related in 
a manner that gives us a feeling of unity. Whether one is 
at the front or back, inside a small room or a large one, 
looking at a window or out of one, it should never be neces- 
sary to remind oneself where one is. The understanding 
gained from a unified impression is indelible. The Taj 
Mahal is a symmetrical building located in India. It was 
built over 300 years ago by a ruler to commemorate his love 


for his wife. If we were to visit the Taj Mahal, we would 


have no doubt, inside or out, as to the unity of this building. 
ee aS : i 
Probably afterward we would instantly recognize and 
identify a photograph, even if taken of only a fragmentary 
part of the building small details should be carefully 
designed and constructe irmonize with and contribute 
to the over-all unity of 

The designs of Frank LI Vright invariably achieve this 
quality of unity. During | s that saw the close of 


the first World War. he « x} ome in California for 


a lady who named the ivorite flower. the

fully. the integration of the hollyhock theme with the entire 
structure is apparent. Furniture, screens, lighting fixtures,

‘ness of effect. This is a romantic design and so rich a 


diet may be indigestible for some. Whether you like this 
particular house or not is relatively unimportant; the 
essential concept of unity is exemplified in this work. 


An over-all order and purpose 


The outstanding examples of oneness, of completeness, of 
unity are natural ones. For instance, the human body is a 
wonderfully knit organism of bony structure, organs, mus- 
cles, and, over all, a marvelous covering. There are myriad 
parts, yet perfect correlation and co-operation between all 
of them. Each part in itself is worthy of lifelong study 
(witness the skin specialist, or the eye, ear, nose and 
throat expert). Yet from these many parts there is an 
over-all order and purpose and a composing that we may 
term “unity.” In referring to the human body the physician 
has a term “homeostasis,” which means organic stability, or 
the maintenance of steadiness in every respect. An awareness 
of the exquisite structure of our bodies will increase our 
knowledge regarding unity as an architectural quality. 

Obviously it is impossible even to approximate this unity 
in our buildings, yet the truly worthy constructions are 
evidence of someone’s effort to accomplish this goal. From 
the general concept to the particular details, it is reward- 
ing to seek the completely unified ideal. In trying to take 
the measure of any building, begin with the general and then 
move toward the particular. In other words, look at the 
larger things first and see if they have been handled properly ° 
and then give your attention to the smaller details of design 
and construction. 

From confusion, disorder, disarrangement, disorganiza- 
tion, we have disagreeable reactions: We are fatigued by 
the changing attention that we must pay, and our sense of 
natural order is violated. Probably the great fatigue that 
comes from museum and gallery visiting is due to the neces- 
sity of constantly shifting one’s attention from unrelated 
and different objects. We are frustrated by aimless wan- 
dering in whatever endeavor. On the other hand, singularity 
of purpose, in whatever the art, affords satisfaction to the 
one who participates.

The intangible quality of unity was achieved by Wright in his 
“Hollyhock House,” so named for the design theme on which 
the house was based.

strate this principle. Beethoven writes his Fifth Symphony 
and ties it lightly into a lucid thunder of order and beauty. 
Bach composed with unparalleled coherence, consistently 
adhering to one theme. In our own time, Picasso paints 
Guernica, a protest of indisputable unity. Michaelangelo, 
in the countenance of Moses, or Carl Milles, in the great 
Orpheus fountain in Stockholm, both demonstrate this con- 
cept with intensity and feeling. Each of these artists expresses 
a single idea in his work, and it is necessary that the architect 
approximate this ideal if his work merit the approbation 
“architecture.” 

Within this framework of expressing a single idea, there 
may also be found incredible richness and variety. In the 
world, as free men view it, there are innumerable choices 
and decisions to be made. The validity of what a man 
chooses as significant and how he organizes these things 
into a unified concept is one of the yardsticks that we 
can use in measuring architecture. 

Louis Sullivan, writing in Kindergarten Chats, understood 
the importance of unity: “The essence of a great art-work 
lies in its singleness of view: and this implies singleness 
of impression and expression.” 


How is singleness of effect achieved? 


An organic effect derives from structure. If we study 
the tradition of the great building styles, ie. Egyptian, 
Byzantine, Gothic, etc.. then we must understand their tradi- 
tion of honest building. It is easy to determine what char- 
acteristics great architecture has in common. These buildings 
are always unself-conscious and honest solutions of some 
particular set of building problems. These buildings were 
full of meaning for the people of that time. They lived 
fully in their times, and they rejoiced in the fact. Pro- 
fessors of architectural history ask their students to speculate 
on the difference of emotional effect derived from the 
Parthenon atop the Acropolis high in the crystal blue sky 
of Greece and the local bank on the main street corner 
which has duplicated many of the exact proportions behind 
a steel framework and seen only through crowded streets. 
Is it because one is honest and the other is a fake? Or is 
it because the over-all frame of reference is wrong?

It is necessary to cerebrate concerning these matters if we 
wish to avoid the morass of traditional architectural styles 
in which banks are identified with Greek temples, colleges 
with Gothic buildings, and homes with Colonial antecedents. 
It is a challenge to an architect to create for his time 
interior spaces and exterior forms that are fitting to the 
building’s need and yet fully comprehensible to the common 
sense of mankind. 

Structure is the primary factor in architecture, and being 
consistent in his structure is one of the greatest aids to 
unity that the architect may command. We must understand 
how a thing is constructed in order to appreciate its qualities. 
This understanding must come to us directly and clearly 
rather than by some difficult and devious route. Structure 
(the way it is made) is a determinant of architecture. When 
you look at a building, you should be able to see what 
holds it up. A strong sense of order is achieved by estab- 
lishing fixed ratios or a module for the construction of the 
building. The development of structural order throughout 
a building is one of the basic steps toward creating a single 
dominant result. It is a reasonable desire of the mind to 
seek order. 

On the other hand, order alone in design will not create 
beauty by itself. There are many buildings that have a 
logical, structural order and succeed, unhappily, in being 
monotonous. Some variety is required. The square and 
the circle are in themselves shapes of great unity, as are 
the volumes constructed with them, the cube and sphere. 
However, it is possible to become bored by these shapes 
and forms because of a lack of variety. Monotony can 
become deadly. 


The use of dominance 


In this matter of relationships, one thing obviously 
greater or more interesting than other things, by reason 
of size, position, color, shape, or any other quality that 
causes it to stand out, will achieve dominance. Just as 
in any group of people, one person, by virture of his per- 
sonality, may stand out in a manner that will unify the 
group, so also in a building will one dominant idea unify 
the entire construction. Dominance can also detract from a 
building as much as it can contribute if it is the wrong type, 
just as there is a difference in the domination practiced 
by a Lincoln and a Hitler. 

In dominance and subordination there is the problem of 
determining what should be dominant and what should be 
subordinant. The things that are most important should be 
emphasized or made dominant. It is obviously irrational 
to take a minor element and elevate it to a position of 
dominance. 

Look to Nature for some of the clearest examples of 
dominance and subordination. She is the great teacher in 
demonstrating unity with the most incredible and satisfying 
variety. A tree, in its myriad parts, affords a great deal 
to study. The entire growth pattern—trunk to branches, 
to limb, to twigs, to stems, to leaves—is a dominant idea 
that creates a single unified plant. In the medieval village 
the church was dominant, both in size and in position, 
over the houses and other buildings. This created an aesthetic 











unity in a visual sense of the medieval town. The meaning 
and influence of the church upon the daily life of the in- 
dividual was almost dominant. Therefore, in both its form 
and function, the church maintained a dominant position 
with a resulting coherence and singleness of effect. 

If an architect has a crystal-clear concept of the function 
of a building: if he consistently expresses that function in 
his structure so that others also understand explicitly the 
character of the building in all parts and in total, then the 
intangible quality described as unity may be attributed to 
the building. 

Consonancy is a little-used word meaning skillful fitting 
together of parts or a harmony. This consonance of parts 
to each other and to the whole is an essential quality if 
singleness of effect is obtained. In this aspect of design the 
architect must frequently be ruthless to serve properly his 
function as a uniter. He must eliminate those things that 
fail to contribute to the whole, but he must quickly add 
whatever is required by use. 


Architecture should state its function 


To state its purpose clearly is an admirable quality in 
a building. If this architectural statement of purpose is 
consistent in all of the many parts that form any building. 
then the beholder is likely to receive a unified concept. 
When you “get the message” concerning the basic use of a 
building—outside, inside, and all about—then one of the 
big steps toward unity has been achieved. To achieve this 
quality is an architectural accomplishment. 

Any building should express its particular function. We 
should judge every building by whether the designer has 
clearly informed us as to the purpose of his building. This 
matter of the character of a building should not be con- 
fused with the imitation of traditional styles. Many of us 
have seen banks formed to resemble Greek and Roman 
temples. The character of a bank should be determined from 
an honest use of enduring materials constructed in a manner 
which actually affords the strength, stability, and dignity 
fitting for a depository. 

A church must evoke emotions of serene inspiration tinged 
with awe, gladness, and sadness if it is truly successful 
as a place of worship. A home possesses other qualities 
which endear it to us. It is a place in which to rest and 
relax. It is a seclusion from a sometimes overpowering 
world. In its ideal state it is characterized by informality 
and freedom. A factory or an office building may have some 
cold and impersonal characteristics, but a home is warm 
and personal in all of its manifestations. 

In every building type, the character of the building 
should be clearly revealed if it is to qualify as architecture. 
Frequently new purposes require novel and strange solu- 
tions—an atomic reactor, a cyclotron, or a proposed moon 
station. Even so, a skilled architect expresses the nature 
of his building to an intelligent observer. Upon reflection 
we realize that it takes more than skill to attain character 
in a building; it also requires the sincere and devoted efforts 
of an architect with honest and realistic convictions. The 
successes of such men will communicate themselves to you 
when you take the time to understand architecture.

@ Making a fine rug like one of these is more fun than you 
might imagine. and much quicker too. thanks to a simple, 
inexpensive device called a punch needle. 

You can turn out a beautiful rug your first try (follow- 
ng instructions that begin on page 117). The punch needle 
is so easy to use there’s hardly any technique to learn at 
ill. Two beginners, a woman and her husband, took only two 
and a half months of spare evenings to make a 9’ x 12’ rug in 
a simple pattern of their own design. Like many punch-needle 
hookers, they worked on their rug while “watching” TV. 

But don’t embark on a project like this to save money. 
A good wool rug that you hook yourself costs about $2.50 a 
square foot if you dye your own carpet yarn; $3.50 if you 
buy predyed yarns (source listed on page 140). This is not 
expensive, but it’s not cheap either. 

If you won't save a lot of money, then why get involved?

you get exactly the size. shape. texture, and coloration to do 
a specific job in a particular room: you get the satisfaction 
of creating something fine entirely on your own; you get a 
wonderful release from the tensions of the day. 

Where do you find design inspiration? There's no need to 
limit your search to rug designs alone, advises George Wells. 
one of the country’s leading rug craftsmen. If you need a 
circular idea, look at round objects—a dinner plate, a 
necklace, a paperweight. Nature, a fabulous source ordi- 


narily, is often a difficult one for beginners, Wells warns.

elements completely filling a rug has a special versatility. 

Units hooked separately can be laid together to cover a floor. 
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How to vet started on the design for a rug 
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To make a rug: Type and size are decided first. If this were 
a rectangular rug, cloth backing would have been marked off 
in 12” squares (using the woven-in guide lines 3” apart), and 
a corresponding number of small squares marked on sketch 
paper. Circular rug, like the one on page 114, is easier for 


The untrained eye usually sees too much at once without 
searching for the significant detail. Instead of the beauty 
of the leaf or petal, it tends to see the whole garden. 

For the woman who wants to design her own rug but 
thinks she’s unable, Wells has these words of encouragement: 
“You are a designer every day of your life and you just 
don’t realize it. You’re not frightened when you wrap a gift 
beautifully—that’s designing—or set an attractive buffet, or 
prick a pattern in a pie crust, or do your hair in the morning, 
or plant a garden, or pick a bouquet. You make a form 
of block design every time you arrange the colored towels 
in your bathroom.” 

Wells defines design as “‘an arrangement” or “plan.” Most 
of his own rugs incorporate one of five basic plans (or com- 
binations of them) that are thousands of years old: border 
plan, radiating plan, stripe plan, all-over plan or repeat, 
and center plan. 

A border plan, for instance, may enclose nothing but back- 
ground (or it may enclose another plan). It doesn’t matter 
what motif makes up the border; it’s the border itself—its

color and spatial relationship to the total area—that makes 
the rug successful. The round blue rug on page 114 is a 
radial border plan. 

The square yellow rug on page 115 is a true radiating 
plan. The attenuated cloud forms in the brown and orange 
rectangular rug on the facing page are really an informal 
stripe plan. The multi-colored petal-and-leaf rug below it is, 
of course, an all-over plan. 

Outline with soft pencil the rough shape of the rug you 
want to make. Then just sketch in a motif you like, experi- 
menting with the various basic plans in the list above. Make 
a lot of these quick little sketches, endeavoring to keep the 
elements of your arrangements generally in scale with one 
another. For an all-over plan, try many small elements lined 
up or scattered at random, 

Then try perhaps as few as three or four units of a single 
motif and have them fill the space, as in the center plan of 
irregular interlocking rectangles on page 115. 

When you finally get an arrangement that looks promising.

pencils, water colors, inks, anything. You can even use yarn 
dyes on paper. The method of enlarging your final plan on 
the cloth backing is described on page 117. 

A trick for transferring any repeated motif to backing 
is to trace it full scale on a sheet of ordinary tissue paper 
with a Magic Transfer Pencil (source listed on page 140). 
Then run over it with a warm iron to reverse your motif 
on the backing. 

Though you may expect to make false starts. by the time 
you start hooking, you should know very clearly the form 
of your design and the juxtaposition of its colors. 

Wells urges beginners to restrict themselves in colora- 
tion to clean, bright colors, or grayed antiqued colors. 
Bright and grayed colors usually don’t mix successfully. 

Practically all wallpaper and most fabrics used in deco- 
rating, even those that seem bright, are in reality grayed 
colors, softer than they appear. Most beginners tend to dye 
yarns much too bright and wind up with a rug that is garish. 

Solution: Establish a “control.” Lay out in front of you 
a basic group of colors that look just right in the room 
for which the rug is being made. These control colors can 
be. but need not be, the actual colors of the color scheme 
of the room. They may consist of only a couple of pieces of 
fabric—almost anything from a sweater to a book binding— 
but without this guide. warns Wells, your rug almost inevit- 
ably will be too bright. 

And keep your control swatches in front of you when you 
dye or select your yarns. Decide, color by color, which ones 
look well with the control colors to avoid getting any 
“jumpers” in your rug—colors that jump out from the others 
and spoil the effect. 

Very helpful in deciding colors is the half-pound bag of 3” 
snippets of many colors of carpet yarn available for $1.50 
from the source listed on page 140. 

To dye or not to dye? Many people who do dye their own 
varns say the question will settle itself if you get up the 
courage to try it just once. Some amateur rug hookers get 
more of a kick out of the dyeing than the hooking. If you 
buy the Paternayan pre-dyed rug yarns, you restrict yourself 
to some 200 colors. That sounds like a lot, but if you do 
your own dyeing you have an almost infinite possible range 
of colors and can put more of them into your rug, thereby 
gaining a greater richness. You can even dye individual 
skeins in slightly varying colors to give your backgrounds 
interesting mottled effects. 

The yarn you'll use (from the source at the end of this 
article) has been specially treated for home dyeing. With 
it you use eight basic dyes—red, (Please turn to page 140)

‘The Colorful 


(Gloxinia

@ Perhaps no other indoor plant exhibits such enduring 
longevity as gloxinia tubers. When properly brought to 
bloom, carried into dormancy, and stored right, they may 
be brought into flower year after year. Tubers up to 50 
years old are known. The gloxinia therefore offers years of 
floral beauty from a small initial investment. 

Moreover, gloxinia tubers may be multiplied readily: 
this is an extra bonus. Just as African violet plants may be 
grown from their leaf cuttings, the gloxinia may be grown 
from its leaf, too. Tubers will form at the base of a glox- 
inia leaf cutting; from these, plants may be brought to 
bloom year after year. 

Gloxinias demand relatively simple care; they are easier 
to bring into flower than most other indoor flowering 
plants. Their masses of flowers, which appear in from 80 to 
100 days after their tubers are planted, offer decorative, gay 
beauty for indoor enchantment. And, in summertime, they 
make the most festive of terrace accents. Due to the recent 
work of hybridizers, the gloxinias now come in a broad 
spectrum from delicate pastels to vibrant, saturated hues. 
Many are a decorator’s delight. 

Those with saturated, richly-colored hues make bold color 
accents. These are useful in creating the excitement of color 
contrast. The gloxinias’ pastels and whites, on the other 
hand, can add restful harmony to many interior decorating 
schemes. With their broad color range, they thus offer many 
attractive possibilities for indoor display. 

The gloxinia was first discovered in Brazil. Its lush, luxuri- 
ant, cold-sensitive green foliage denotes that it is tropical or 
semi-tropical. Its velvety, trumpet-shaped flowers, which 
resemble bells turned upside down, are borne on strong 
stems above the extravagant foliage. The plant was little 
known until it was introduced into England in 1817 and 
given the name Gloxinia speciosa. However, it was soon dis- 
covered that it had been placed under the wrong genus. 
Technically, it belongs to the genus Sinningia, but it always 
has been called gloxinia, and it belongs to the Gesneriad 


plant family.

Today it enjoys extensive popularity. It is sometimes re- 
ferred to as a “kissin’ cousin” of the even more popular Afri- 
can violet, since they are both of the same plant family. 

Early in the history of gloxinias, European hybridists 
produced a number of varieties that they named. These are 
still a popular choice of growers. Two of the favorites are 
Emperor Frederick, brilliant scarlet with clear white border, 
and Emperor William, violet with white border. 

American hybridists have developed hundreds of varieties. 
ranging from dazzling reds to pure whites and_bi-colors. 
They also have produced spotted or speckled varieties 
known as “Tigrina.” Whatever your color choice in flowers 
may be, you are likely to find it among the gloxinias. 

In comparison to the five-petal flowers of the older Euro- 
pean varieties, the American hybrids have as many as ten 
petals, with blooms up to six inches across. Most of the lat- 
ter varieties can be obtained from garden supply stores or 
through mail-order catalogs, with a choice being made from 
seeds, tubers, or seedling plants. 

If you are a collector of the rare or ultra-fancy, try the 
recently available double gloxinias. These have a double 
row of petals. They often resemble camellias, roses, or tuber- 
ous begonias in form, and are available in a number of col- 
ors and color combinations. As yet, these doubles are not 
generally available, but they should soon become easier to 
obtain. 

Recently, hybridizers of the Gesneriad plant family have 
developed some noteworthy intergeneric hybrids; that is. 
crosses between different genera. Most of these have been the 
result of crosses between the genera Sinningia and Rech- 
steineria. Progeny from this cross is known as “X Gloxin- 
era.” These plants are window garden gems, with com- 
pactness, hardy foliage, and prolific bloom throughout 
much of the year. Flowers of each variety are of different 
form. They are available in shades from white through soft 
pink and orchid combinations to brilliant coral. Recent glox- 
inera crosses are Rita L, in pink and lavender; Clarence T. 
in deep salmon with light throat; Edith M, a lavender-pink: 
and G-105, a brilliant pink with cream throat. One of the 
older favorites is Rosebelis, a rosy pink. 

While the American Gloxinia Society numbers thousands 
of home growers of the gloxinia, some house-plant enthus: 
asts still believe that they are difficult to grow. If you can 
grow an African violet, you can also grow the gloxinia. All 
plants have some preferences in their culture: gloxinias.

@ A light you can only turn on and off is like a hi-fi set 
with no volume control. One level of lighting just can’t 
match every need. There’s no longer any reason why it has 
to. New electronic dimming controls are small enough to fit 
into any ordinary switch box, and you need only a screw- 
driver to replace any switch with a dimmer. The price in 
most cases won't give you any concern either. You can buy 
some dimmers for under $5; others range up to $35; major 
installations may run more. 

Dimmers are useful almost anywhere in the house. In 
living areas you can use dimmers to cut light to a soft glow 
for casual entertaining. TV viewing, relaxing. At the dining 
table, there’s a special festivity in dimming lights for a 
candlelit dinner. In nursery or sickroom, the option of pro- 
ducing only a glimmer can be extremely convenient. In the 
bathroom, you want full brightness for make-up, but you 
need only a coppery glow for a night light. In the entry, you 
can turn lights way down for a stay-outer. Whenever you 
wish. you can use dimmers to blend varying amounts of 
light from different sources for a change in mood, color, or 
decorative effect. 

The possibilities are so manifold, and the results so 
desirable that the next few years will probably see the ordi- 
nary light switch giving way on many fronts to the dimmer. 

But there are dimmers and dimmers. At least five types 
are now available, each with its special features, advantages, 
limitations. You'll want to sort them out and select what's 
best for you. Here’s how to do it. 

The simplest type of dimmer (the $5 kind) is like a 
regular switch except that it has a dim setting. You get two 
levels of light. Set at mid-point, the switch is off. Throw the 
switch one way and you have full light. Throw it the other 
and you cut the light down to 30 or 40 per cent of full 
value. As with most dimmers. you pay only for the reduced 
amount of electricity you are using and. at the dim setting. 
bulbs may last 20 times as long. So there are economies. 

Next up the scale are “stepped” dimmers. Most of these 
offer three or four different levels of light. With a typical 
three-step dimmer, you click the knob from 20 to 50 per 


Many new dimmers, a product of recent electronic research, 
fit a standard switch box and can be used to replace an 
existing switch, 1. Simplest type, like this G-E “Hi/Low Con- 
trol,” offers two light levels: dim and full bright, handles 
up to 300 watts of incandescent lighting. 2. More versatile 
“Full-Range Dimmer,” also by G-E (600-w, incandescent), 
gives infinite gradation of lighting from off to full bright in 
less than one turn of knob.

Any light switch can now be a dimmer. It can 
change the lighting mood of 


any room from the normal bright to a soft glow 


cent to full brightness. With a four-step dimmer you may 
go from 10 to 35 to 70 to 100 per cent. 

Still more flexible are units that offer continuous control 
of lighting level with infinite gradation from fully off 
to white-bright. Some of these work in two stages, with a 
click of the switch indicating when you pass the lowest 
level. You may have to make almost two revolutions of the 
knob in passing from “off” to full brightness. Others offer 
full control with less than one turn of the knob and do it 
without any intermediate switching. Some of these are units 
too large to fit into an ordinary switch box and special 
installation may be necessary. One kind fits over the switch 
box. Try various types out for yourself and you will quickly 
see their differences in quality. 

Some dimmers are designed to control incandescent lights 
only; others fluorescent only. A few will handle either. One 
type will handle both incandescent and fluorescent lights 
on the same circuit. 

Fluorescent control is often more expensive than incan- 
descent control. For control of fluorescents, in addition to 
a dimmer you may also need a special dimming ballast in 
each fixture plus a special “dimming auxiliary” which can 
handle an entire group of fixtures. This can add $40 or 
more to the cost of an installation.

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Tempura 


a non-greasy way of frying 


in deep fat 


By ELIZABETH GORDON and EIKO YUASA 


@ It may seem like a contradiction that deep-fat-fried food 
can be virtually non-greasy. But it can be. The Japanese 
have been doing it since about the 15th Century. All Japanese 
people feel a real anathema toward the slightest hint of 
greasiness, so this is proof that the method they call tempura 
produces a remarkably non-soggy. non-greasy product. 
Although the French have been famous for their fine deep- 
fry methods, we feel this is a more perfect cooking process. 
Best of all, you can cook many courses (fish, meat, or poultry 
and vegetables) by this delicious method and still have a 
very low intake of calories and fats. 

The key to this phenomenon lies in the fragile dipping 
batter and in the frying technique. Japanese tempura batter 
is very light and thin. Also it must be ice-cold when foodstufls 
are dipped into it. From cold batter they are immediately 
transferred to hot oil. This extreme temperature change 
causes the batter to puff up enormously, so the food inside 
the batter is really cooked by its own self-generated 
steam, rather than by oil. Because all bits of food are small 
(bite-size), the cooking time is only a minute or two. As a 
result of short cooking time the foods don’t get saturated 
with oil before they are removed to drain. 

Occasionally bits of batter will come loose and fall into 
the cooking oil. These bits of batter remaining in the oil 
must be skimmed off constantly with a fine skimmer and 
discarded. If allowed to remain too long in the hot oil, they 
develop a burned taste which spoils the oil. So skimming 
is also a crucial part of the tempura technique, as it keeps 
oil untainted. Keeping oil hot, not too hot but evenly hot. is 
crucial too. Ideal constant temperature is 380°F. Not too 
much food can be added at any time or the temperature

will drop, thus prolonging the time needed to cook (and in 
turn adding to the chances of greasiness). 

One other vital point: Never have more food in the fry 
pan than will cover half the top surface of the oil. 

Tempura is usually cooked right at the table where it is 
to be eaten, which means all the ingredients are brought to 
the table washed. drained. sliced. and beautifully arranged. 
However, if cooking odors in the dining room bother you. 
better do it in the kitchen near your exhaust fan—though 
this robs the process of some of its conviviality and causes 
much traffic from kitchen to table as each batch of food 
is ready for eating. Ideally, tempura is a combination of 
instant cooking and instant eating. 

One other very interesting thing about tempura cooking 
is the fact that you prepare the batter last. It is the step just 
before the actual frying process starts. All other ingredients 
can be prepared slightly in advance, but the wonderful and 
fragile batter must wait for last-moment preparation. This 
is one of the secrets of getting a fine, light texture. 


Batter 

Batter for tempura should be much thinner than Western 
fry batters. The color of the foods used (pink color of 
shrimp. green of vegetables) should show through this thin 
coat. 

In the batter recipe. we use the eggshell only as a unit 
of measurement. This means you could empty one egg into 
any measuring tool, noting how much space it uses, and 
then add equal measures of water and flour. This careful 


balance is necessary because of variation in egg size. 


1 egg 
2 eggshells ice-cold water 


3 eggshells flour 


In a separate dish: Stir egg, but don’t beat or whip. Add 
ice-cold water. Add sieved flour. Stir only once or twice. 
though not circularly. Don’t worry if there are flour “balls” 
while you mix ingredients. It is actually this unevenness that 
helps create the light fluffiness. If you stir too much, the 
batter will become sticky and not react properly.

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number of people, or doing several courses tempura fashion, 
do not make the batter all at once. Make a small quantity and 
repeat later. At the actual cooking time you will need two 
sets of chopsticks (or forks)—-one for the batter and one 
for the hot oil. Remember to keep a skimmer handy for re- 
moving loose bits of batter from the oil. And above all, keep 
the batter ice cold! 


The Proper Oil 


Vegetable oils are the best for tempura. There are many: 
sesame seed oil, peanut oil, corn oil, cottonseed oil, soybean 
oil. Sesame seed oil is very good and is fragrant, but it is 
also heavier than other oils. So it is best to use only a 
small proportion of it mixed with lighter oils. A good oil 
mix is:

Incidentally, you can re-use carefully strained or skimmed 
oil up to three or four times if fresh oil, in the same 
proportions, is added to replenish the supply. You'll naturally 
be cooking away some of your original amount and you must 
always start with the proper quantity. 


Quantity of Oil 


Oil should be prepared at least 144” deep. If you use 
less than 114” the pieces will not float and will stick at the 
bottom of the pan. Also you cannot achieve a crisp, light 
tempura. So the pan should not be too shallow. 


Proper Temperatures 


If you use an electric pan with a thermostat, set it at 
380° F. If you fry without thermostatic control, you can 
tell whether you have the proper temperature of oil by put- 
ting a drop of batter into the oil. If batter sinks to the bot- 
tom, it is still too cool. If a drop of batter disperses on the 
surface of the oil, it is too hot. If oil is properly heated, 
a drop of batter sinks down to the middle of the oil and 
soon floats back up to the surface. 


Choice of Foods 


There are innumerable foods from which to choose. Just 
remember to cut each ingredient into reasonable mouth-size 
pieces—not diced, however, because very small items will 
be hard to lift out of the oil. Also. try to select several truly 
Japanese ingredients for an exciting taste experience. 


Meat: Pork, beef and chicken cut into bite-size pieces. 


Fish: Almost every kind of fish can be cooked in tempura, 
but white fishes will be better, because they are pale-tasting 
and not “fishy.” (They shouldn’t impart their taste to the 
cooking oil.) Among the best are sillago, sea eel, white bait, 
porgy. bass, red snapper, squid. 

Remove bones and skin (fillet). Cut into fairly uniform 
pieces. Before cooking, place them to drain on a bamboo 
basket or wipe water off with cheese cloth. 


Shellfish: Shrimp is king in tempura, and most commonly 
used in Japanese-American restaurants. To prepare shrimp, 
shell all except the one last segment and tail. Devein. Cui 
off the tip of the tail which contains a sac of water and 
when fried makes a dangerous and messy splatter of oil 
over everything. To prevent shrimp from curling when fried, 
slit half way at stomach side. To cook, hold tail end firmly 
by the finger tips, dip into batter, then drop into oil. Remove 
and drain. (Please turn to page 130)

Note t 
the space above the counter opens directly into the living room, so t 
whoever happens to be cooking for the crowd won't be cut off from the fi 





The winter-summer vacation house 


How to approach 


the special problems 


of design 


e@ The cold hand of winter puts 
special demands on a place de- 
signed for snow country. Many of 
the requirements are useful in sum- 
mer too, but a cabin designed for 
summer will seldom suffice in 
winter. 

Consider the matter of access. 
A summer place may very well be 
a two- or three-mile drive from a 
major road—and no matter. But 
if a winter place is not within 
a few yards of a road that’s con- 
tinually served by a snow plow, it 
may not be accessible when you’d 
like to use it most. Keep in mind 
that the parking area and entry 
drive may have to be dug out by 
hand. The nearer the road the less 
there will be to shovel. If you are 
dependent on delivery of oil or 
bottled gas for heat, a roadside 
location is best. 


N general, a site on the downhill 

side—below the road—is better 
than one on the uphill side. You 
carry tons of supplies and equip- 
ment into a house over the years. 
It’s easier to carry downhill than 
up. The best view is always on the 
downhill side. When the house is 
below the road, the traffic can be 
out of sight. When above the road, 
traffic intrudes on the view. The 
dispersal field for the necessary 
septic tank is usually easier to 
install on a slope below the road 
than above it. When installed above 
the road, the house may have to 
be set back to make room for it. 
This requires more shoveling be- 
tween road and entry. 

It’s a good idea to learn as much 
as you can about the depth and 
drift of the snow and the direction 
of prevailing storms. If possible, 
the solid walls of the house should 
face the storm. The main doors and 
windows should be on the lee side. 
The windows on the weather side 
should be higher than the depth of 
the snow. When snow is_ piled 
against the glass, it is almost im- 
possible to keep water from seep- 
ing in around the frame. 

The light and warmth of the sun 
are to be treasured in a cabin— 
in summer as well as winter. The 
ideal situation is when the view 


is to the south and large windows 
let in the solar heat. Even on 
cloudy days, you can feel the 
warmth of the sun through south- 
facing glass. The infra-red rays 
penetrate the cloud cover and the 
glass and give off their energy as 
heat when they strike a solid 
surface. 

If the only view is north, or into 
the winter storm, the windows 
should be double-glazed, insulating 
glass. Its first cost is considerably 
more than sheet glass, but if the 
cabin is used much in winter, the 
savings on fuel will pay for the 
difference in a few seasons. 

Where a blanket of snow builds 
up on a flat roof, it is good in- 
sulation. A house built directly 
on a slab, or with a good tight 
crawl-space, may not require in- 
sulation in the floor. You should, 
however, consider insulation a 
necessity on the north wall and 
any wall facing into the storm. 

Some experienced cabin builders 
believe that you should put in- 
sulation everywhere you can afford 
it. And if you can’t afford enough 
to provide dependable comfort, 
consider scaling down the size of 
the cabin and put more of the 
budget into insulation. Another 
possibility is to insulate the main 
living quarters and leave less-used 
areas, such as dormitory rooms for 
short-term guests, and_ storage 
areas, for insulating later on. 

It is no solution to simply put 
in a large heating system and keep 
the cabin air warmer. For when a 
wall is cold, your body gives off 
heat in that direction and you 
will feel the chill. 


HE so-called forced air perim- 

eter system is one of the best 
for heating a winter vacation house. 
Warm air, from a central furnace, 
is forced through registers around 
the walls of the rooms. This warms 
the cold walls and distributes the 
heat all through the house. 

Local cost and availability will 
determine the best heating fuel. 
But whether you use oil, electricity, 
or bottled gas, give yourself the 
protection of wood-burning fires for

heat and cooking. A heavy storm 
can knock out the electricity and 
prevent fuel delivery. But if you 
have a fireplace, a stove, and a 
supply of cordwood, you can al- 
ways cook and keep warm. A fire- 
place, of course, is a necessity in 
a winter place. 

Warm colors and warm rich tex- 
tures of fabric and fur can do 
wonders in warming the inside ap- 
pearance of a cabin. Milium-lined 
draperies on all glass areas will 
help considerably in preventing the 
chilling effect of cold glass. 

The largest space in a cabin 
should be for living. Sleeping areas 
can be quite small—especially 
those used for occasional guests. 
Consider the possibility of a sleep- 
ing alcove that opens to the living 
area. It can be used for lounging 
in daytime, and closed off for 
sleeping at night. 

Any cabin that accommodates a 
large group—if only for a week 
end—will need considerable stor- 
age space for such things as linens, 
towels, blankets, dishes, and food. 

Give careful thought to wood 
storage, too. It’s surprising how 
much wood a fireplace can burn 
in a week of use. 

If you can find the space, a 
snow-room is a blessing. This is a 
place for skiers to brush off the 
snow and take off outer clothing 
before coming into the living area. 
If heated. this is a good place to 
build racks for drying clothes and 
keeping ski-boots warm at night. 
Warm boots in the morning help 


keep your feet warm all day. 

A deck can be a wonderful place — 
for outdoor living in summer. It _ 
may also provide a protected place 
to catch the winter sun. Do not 
locate a deck where it will accumu- _ 
late drifted snow. Put it on the — 
downwind side of the house. or 
under a wide overhanging roof. 

All permanent water lines should 
be below the frost line. All un- 
protected lines in the house should 
be drained when the cabin is left 
unheated. The system should be 
designed so the shut-off and drain 
valves can be turned from inside 
the house. All pipes between the 
drain and supply must be insulated 
from freezing. 

In a well-insulated house it may 
be worth while to leave the heat on 
between week-end visits. This pro- 
tects the pipes from freezing. It is 
also a pleasure to come to a warm 
house after a long Friday-night 
drive. Some cabin owners claim it 
costs no more to keep heat on dur- 
ing the week than to reheat a stone- 
cold cabin on the week end. Ex- 
perience will decide this for you. 

All of this may sound as if build- 
ing for the snow country is com- 
plicated and expensive. But by 
planning many areas for multiple 
use inside, you can get more fune- 
tion from minimum space. which 
keeps costs down. Any experienced 
snow-country builder can cope with 
the problems. It is well, however. 
to learn as much as you can about 
the requirements for your own 
peace of mind. 
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Acorn fireplace shown here repre- 
sents a type of pre-fab that is designed 
to hang on, or go against, a wall. 
the same furnace chimney builders 
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PRE-FAB FIREPLACE 
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use in inexpensive houses, the Un- 
derwriters Laboratories-approved 
chimney such as Metalbestos makes 
(see listing at end of article). You 
will probably get the nod. 

The occasional inspector, who ob- 
jects to a factory-built chimney on 
aesthetic grounds, will usually go 
along with a plan to box in the ex- 
posed stack with marine plywood to 
make it look like a conventional 
chimney painted the same color as 
the roofing material on your house. 

But even where building codes 
are not a problem, be wide awake 
to the fact that you are quite liter- 
ally playing with fire. The manu- 
facturer will recommend the 
proper distances to set the fireplace 
away from flammable surfaces. Do 
not compromise with these. The 
lives of your family and the very 
existence of your house are strictly 
on the line. If anything, play it 
safer than the recommendations. 
Place your pre-fab fireplace, espe- 
cially the single-wall sheet-metal 
type, well away from anything com- 
bustible. 

If you must put it near a wall for 
reasons of space, consider facing 
the wall in back of your pre-fab, at 
least up to chair-rail height, with 


asbestos board, ceramic tile, or 


| brick.

nal word of warning: Start a small 


fire in it and warm it up gradually 


whenever you use it, no matter 
what material it’s made of. Don’t 
be tempted to get a roaring blaze 
going all at once with great masses 


of paper, excelsior, or kerosene— 
gasoline, never!—thrown over the 
logs. Too big a fire too fast can 
ruin metal, blister finishes, and 
crack ceramic. 

Instead, shred a couple of hand- 
fuls of newspaper and place it with 
a little kindling beneath two par- 
allel logs topped by a smaller cross 
log. 

Secret to a successful fire is in 
the wood, which should be thor- 
oughly seasoned and dry, and in the 
ashes, which should be allowed to 
accumulate. Ashes from previous 
fires give the glowing embers a bed 
to fall into, where they continue to 
burn, keeping the fire above them 
going until they too turn to ash. 


Where to Buy a Pre-Fab 


Most of the free-standing fire- 
places listed below are sold 
through retail Jumber dealers. 
Many lumber yards have examples 
on display. All manufacturers will 
send you information on their prod- 
ucts. Many of these firms make 
pre-fabricated fireplaces designed 
to be installed as the fire-box of a 
masonry chimney; such units usu- 
ally increase the heating capacity 
of the conventional fireplace. 

Some of the manufacturers of 
free-standing fireplaces sell  fac- 
tory-built chimneys to go with 
them, and most of those who don’t 
can put you in touch with a local 
Metalbestos chimney distributor 
(there are 1,000 of these scattered 
across the U.S.), or you can write 
Metalbestos, Belmont, California, 
for the name of your nearest 
distributor. 

Metalbestos is the factory-built, 
U.L.-approved chimney with which 
carpenters generally seem most fa- 
miliar. Base price: $57. For this you 
get: 1) a support assembly through 
which the smoke pipe (which you 
buy locally or receive with your 
stove) safely penetrates the ceil- 
ing; and 2) a chimney assembly 
for your roof. Metalbestos will also 
sell you whatever insulated pipe 
you may need to span the space be- 
tween ceiling and roof. When a 
room has no ceiling, as in a vaca- 
tion cabin, and the smoke pipe 
rises straight from the stove to the 
roof itself, the chimney stands right 
on the support assembly.

Until recently, travel in these 
islands was awkward and uncom- 
fortable. Today, a Greek airline 
called Olympic Airways, whole new 
fieets of steamers and cruise ships, 
and a fast-growing supply of hotels 
have brought a dramatic change. 
So great a change, in fact, that in 
July and August the mushrooming 
demand tends to outrun the supply. 
But in the rest of the year space 
and simplicity reign. The off-season 
traveler, unburdened by the great 
heat of summer, freely choosing his 
steamer and cabin, hotel, chartered 
yacht or flight reservation, moves 
from island to island in great ease 
and serenity. 

Working your way out from the 
key port of Piraeus (actually a 
suburb of Athens), from the easy- 
to-reach provincial ports of Patras, 
Volos and Kymi, or from the well- 
located island air-centers of Corfu, 
Crete, Limnos, Lesbos, and Rhodes, 
you find the islands compact. close 
together, and surprisingly conveni- 
ent to the essential sites of the 


mainland: Delphi, Olympia, Soun- 
ion, etc. (As in ancient times, it is 
the sea that joins, the moun- 
tainous land that separates. ) 

You will find good, new, small 
hotels and an occasional luxury 
establishment in all the likeliest 
and many of the most unexpected 
places; an abundance of both local 
ships; 


and international cruise 


small but comfortable steamers 
with excellent service, and the still 
smaller inter-island freighters and 
caiques that will lead you from the 
larger ports to the smaller and to 
the other-wordly peace of satellite 
islands that are not even shown on 
most maps. 

From the rustic, whitewashed 
labyrinth of the centrally-situated 
Cyclades group (its shipping cen- 
ter is Syros), one sails the most 
delightful seas, with an island on 
every horizon, to the high color and 
the elegant mansions of sophisti- 
cated Hydra. (One mansion is now 
a hotel, others can be visited.) As 
quickly and easily you may sail in 
the other direction, to Crete and 
Rhodes and_ to Chios,

Gloxinias tolerate a variable in- 
door temperature range, doing 
quite well from 65 to 85 degrees.

The humidity 
should be kept above 40 per cent. 
It is sometimes difficult to main- 
tain adequate humidity the 
home. If it becomes too low, it will 
help to keep the pots on moist peb- 
bles or moist vermiculite.

Light 

From October Ist to June Ist, 
give gloxinias all the direct sun 
available. At this time, a window 
with a southern exposure is best. 
Later on, during summer, some 
protection from the hot midsum- 
mer sun is needed. This can be 
most easily provided by screening 
the plants with mesh glass cur- 
tains, or by placing them in a 
north- or east-facing window. 

Two of the most common com- 
plaints with gloxinias are legginess 
and lack of bloom. The most com- 
mon cause of both is inadequate 
light. If this is your problem, you 
might growing your house 
plants fluorescent _ lights. 
Plants so grown know no season. 
With lighted periods of 15 hours 
daily, which will eliminate the dark 
and sunless days of winter, plants 
will bloom up to one month earlier 
than with natural light. To get 
your plants off to a healthy start, 
place them within four inches of 
the light tubes. As the plants ma- 
ture, they need less light intensity 
to keep them compact. The light

Should you so desire, you can get 
a second quick bloom from vigor- 
ous gloxinia plants.

/ature down during storage. If the 
temperature is too high, the tubers 
will fail to go into dormancy. They

‘then wither because of the dryness. 
Cool and dark storage is necessary. 


/_ If you want to multiply your 
)gloxinias, you can do so easily 
jthrough the system of leaf propa- 
)gation commonly used with Afri- 
can violets. Fresh leaves are sev- 
Jered close to the plant’s 
and placed in water, vermiculite, or 
in a pot of soil. Leaves so treated 
will form sprouts or tubers. In ei- 
ther case, these should be potted 
individually in a gloxinia potting 
Jmedium, and new plants, all of 
which in time will have tubers, will 
grow from them.

FRASCATI (Frahs-scot-tee). An attractive little town in the 
Alban Hills, southeast of Rome.

third or fourth birthday, if not sooner. A fresh wine is one| 


which has not lost this early charm. 


FRIZZANTE (Freez-zahn-tay). Italian wine term meaning slight) 
ly sparkling, or pétillant, or crackling, usually as a result 
of a minor secondary fermentation in bottle. Many Italian 
wines, even red wines, are deliberately bottled before their 
original fermentation is entirely complete, while they still 
contain some sugar from the grape. Eventually such wines 
become a little “prickly” or “fizzy” and even foam up briefly 
when poured; most of them remain a little sweet. Frizzante|

wines of this sort are much prized in Northern Italy, though 
to an educated palate they appear merely oddities, and 
hardly wine at all. They are rarely if ever shipped to the 
United States since, according to existing regulations, they 
would be classified as “sparkling wine” and pay the spar- 
kling wine tax. 


FRONSAC (Frawn-sack). Small red-wine district in the Bordeaux 
country, which deserves to be better known than it is. The 
little town of Fronsac, from which it takes its name, is on 
the Dordogne just west (downstream) from St. Emilion and 
Libourne, and the vineyards are on steep hills overlooking 
the verdant and singularly beautiful river valley. The best 
are in a zone entitled to the name Cotes-Canon-Fronsac, but 
Cotes-de-Fronsac is an appellation of only slightly lower 
class. Both produce extremely robust, deep-colored wines, 
what the French call “fleshy,” and soft, somewhat recalling 
the Pomerols but with less breed. They have long been 
popular in Northern Europe and are good values. Total 
production amounts to some 400,000 gallons a year. 


FRONTIGNAN (Frawn-teen-yawn). Town on the Mediterranean 
Coast of France, near Sete, and its sweet, golden Muscat 
wine; this is the best French wine of its type, a vin de 
liqueur of considerable distinction and real class. These 
qualities, rare in Muscatels, it owes to the fact that it is 
made from a special. much superior variety of grape, the 
Muscat-doré-de-Frontignan. Usually fortified, it must legal- 
ly contain a minimum of 15% alcohol by volume. The same 
grape has been transplanted to other countries, and is 
grown to some small extent in California’s Napa Valley, 
where it gives a much dryer and quite different wine. 


FRUITY. Said of a wine which has the definite and attractive 
aroma and flavor of fresh fruit, though not necessarily, and 
certainly not to a pronounced degree, that of grapes. Al- 
most all fine young wines are fruity, few poor ones are, 
and almost no old wines, however good. California Zin- 
fandels have this charming quality when young; so have 
all better vins rosés, which is why they are so popular in 
America; so have the Beaujolais wines, the Alsatian wines, 
almost all German wines, and to a lesser degree the best 
Rieslings, Sylvaners and Pinots of California. 

FUISSE (Fwee-say). One of the four townships in which Pouilly- 
Fuissé is made, west of Macon, in southern Burgundy. 


FULL. Wine-taster’s term, related to Body, and no less often 
wronely defined and wrongly used. Its proper place is in 
the tasting-room, not the laboratory, and it has only the 
vaguest connection with alcoholic content or specific 
gravity. Heavy cream weighs less than light cream and both 
weigh less per quart than skimmed milk. A wine expert, if 
induced to taste them, would describe heavy cream as full- 
bodied, and skimmed milk as thin and light. Aleohol weighs 
less than water, and a quart of 20% dry Sherry less than a 
quart of 9% Moselle; gallon for gallon, the Moselle may 
well weigh more than the sturdiest Chateauneuf-du-Pape. 
with 14% alcohol by volume. Yet no competent taster 
would ever describe the Moselle as the “fuller” wine of the 
two. On the other hand, he would almost certainly say 
that the Chateauneuf-du-Pape was “fuller” than the dry 
Sherry. 


FUNCHAL (Foon-shal). Port and principal town of the island of 
Madeira, in which most Madeira wines are stored and aged 
and whence they are shipped. 


FURMINT (Foor-mint). Celebrated white wine grape of Hungary, 
the principal and informing variety of Tokay. Many other 
Hungarian wines, however, are made from the Furmint, 
and these are generally so labeled, as Somlyoi Furmint. 
Badacsonyi Furmint, Pécsi Furmint, ete., the first word in 
each case indicating their district or town of origin.

GAMAY (Gam-may). Excellent red wine grape, grown to the vir- 
tual exclusion of all other varieties in the Beaujolais coun- 
try of France; here, on prevailingly clay and granitic soil, 
it yields a better wine than even the Pinot Noir. Farther 
north in Burgundy, where the soil is predominantly calcare- 
ous (as on the Cote d’Or) the Gamay does much less well, 
is ranked as an inferior grape, and cannot legally be 
planted in the better vineyards, where the Pinot Noir’s 
supremacy remains unchallenged. Wines are occasionally 
made from the two varieties crushed and fermented together. 

The true Gamay, or Gamay du Beaujolais, is planted to a 
small extent in California, especially in Santa Clara, San 
Benito, Contra Costa, and Napa Counties, and yields a 
remarkable wine, often superior to any Pinot Noir from 





the same vineyard. Usually this is sold as Gamay du Beau- 
jolais, and it should by no means be confused with the 
ordinary California wine called simply “Gamay,” made from 
a much inferior grape, possibly not a Gamay at all. 


the Italian lakes, noted for its mild climate (lemons are 
grown even commercially in certain sheltered corners) ; 
its northern tip extends into what was. prior to 1918, Aus- 
trian territory, and the low hills round its wide southern 
end are largely covered with vineyards. These produce quite 
a collection of different wines, red, white, and rosé, all 
of which, oddly enough, seem to have a certain family 
resemblance: They are all low in alcohol, rarely reaching 
12%, and therefore easy to drink; they are delightfully 
fresh and fruity when young, and improve practically not 
at all with age; they are, in other words, wonderfully 


GARDA (Gar-da). The largest and one of the most beautiful of 


good carafe wines, among the best such wines in the world. 
Most of them are drunk up, gratefully and promptly, by the 
North Italians themselves and their Swiss neighbors, with 
the enthusiastic help of a good many thirsty tourists. Of

recent years a certain number of well-equipped wineries 
have begun to bottle these wines for export, in many cases 
with considerable success—if the wines are bottled and 
sold early enough, or well before their third birthday, they 
stand travel well and can be as delightful, or nearly so, 
as they are at home. Unquestionably. the best of the reds 
is Bardolino—and, incidentally, the village called Garda 
adjoins Bardolino, and its wines are entitled to this name; 
the best white is probably Lugana, made at the southern end 
of the lake from the Trebbiano grape; the rosés are called 
Chiarello or Chiaretto. However, there are others, from 
Moniga, Padenhghe, Polpenazze, worth investigating. 


GATTINARA (Got-tee-nah-ra). Splendid Italian red wine, easily 


one of Italy’s half dozen best, made from the same distin- 
guished Nebbiolo grape as Barolo, and Barbaresco, but in 
an altogether different part of Piedmont, round the village 
of this name, northeast of Turin and southwest of Lake 
Maggiore. Full-bodied, slow-maturing, long-lived, with a 
fine bouquet and great depth of flavor, it is a great wine 
by any standards and can readily hold its own against the 
best reds of the French Rhone Valley. Unfortunately, its 
production is small, and it is hard to come by outside Italy. 


(Gah-vee). Dry white wine. one of ltaly’s best, made from 
the Cortese grape around the little town of Gavi in Piedmont. 
It is generally shipped in tall, slender, green bottles like 
the wines of Alsace; pale, fresh, light, it should be con- 
sumed when still young. 


GENERIC. Wine name or designation of class unrelated to the 


wine’s origin, as vin rosé, sparkling wine, apéritif wine, 
pelure d’oignon, etc. The question of what are known in 
the United States as “semi-generic’” names is much more 
thorny. Most of these are old, traditional, geographical place 
names that now have been declared, at least to some extent, 
in the public domain. They are names that were in wide 
general use before today’s strict rules regarding appella-

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tions went into effect, and it is an unquestioned fact that 
wines from New York State and Ohio and California (not to 
mention Australia, South Africa, and Chile) were being 
sold as “Sherry,” “Port.” “Rhine Wine.” “Burgundy,” and 
the like, well over a hundred years ago. In most cases no 
fraud was intended, and the wine was simply given the ex- 
isting wine name that seemed best to fit it. All this is of 
course now highly displeasing to the Spaniards who regard 
the name “Sherry,” to the Portuguese who regard the name 
“Port,” and to the French, who consider “Burgundy,” 
“Sauterne,” “Chablis,” and “Champagne,” as part of their 
national patrimony. There is much to be said on both sides. 
but a majority of countries have come to accept the French- 
Spanish-Portuguese-German point of view, and have re- 
nounced the use of these place names by international ac- 
cord. The U.S. Government has so far refused, and has 
considered that it would work a grave injustice on Cali- 
fornia vintners, for example, to deprive them of appellations 
which have come to have substantial trade value and which 
their grandfathers were allowed freely to use. A not too 
unfair compromise seems to have been worked out; the 
number of such “semi-generic’” appellations is limited and 
will not be extended (an American wine may be labeled 
Sauterne but not Barsac, Chablis but not Pouilly, Rhine 
Wine but not Riidesheimer) ; such wines, furthermore, must 
show their origin, (as California, New York State, or 
American) in type substantially as large and readable as the 
foreign appellations they have assumed. 


GERMANY. Despite the wholly merited and centuries-old fame 
of its Rhine wines and Moselles, Germany can hardly be 
called either a major wine-producing or a true wine-drinking 
country. As in America, wine is treated there more as an 
occasional and festive beverage than as a daily necessary. 
Germany’s vineyard acreage is less than one-fifth that of 
Portugal, and the average German drinks less than one- 
tenth as much wine as the sober average Swiss. 

Nevertheless, Germany manages to export more white 
wine to the United States than even France, and at least 
three times as much as any other country; all experts agree 
that the finest German wines are of astonishing quality, 
quite possibly the best in the world, and even the sound 
less expensive ones have their special character and charm: 
they are light, refreshing, easy to drink, fruity, fragrant, 
unfailingly agreeable, and their popularity is not at all sur- 
prising. Of course, it must be kept in mind that in Germany, 
as in all other wine-producing lands, there is more, much 
more, mediocre and common wine than good, but Ger- 
many’s average of quality is perhaps the highest of all. 

All German wines of any real consequence are white; 
with rare exceptions they are low in alcohol (8% to 11% 
is the normal range), fairly high in acid (which makes 
them fresh and occasionally tart), usually with a trace or 
more of pleasing sweetness as well. Those ranked as the 
best and, in any case, the most expensive, are very sweet 
indeed. They are shipped for the most part in tall, slender 
bottles (brown for Rhine wines, green for Moselles) but 
some in stumpy, flat-sided flagons called Bocksbeutel. 

The very southernmost German vineyards are as far north 
as Newfoundland, and many of them at the latitude of 
Labrador. Grapes can only be grown commercially on south- 
facing hillsides along river valleys (the Rhine and most of 
its tributaries) and only a few, hardy varieties of grape can 
be successfully cultivated; fortunately, almost all of these 
yield superior white wine. In order of quality they are: the 
Riesling, the Gewirztraminer (rare), the Sylvaner, the 
Rulander (rare), the Muller-Thurgau plus a few others. 
These names often appear on German wine labels; if they 
do not, it may be assumed that Moselle and Rheingau wines 
are made from the Riesling, but Rheinhessen, Pfalz, and 
Franconian wines from the more productive Sylvaner. 

The vineyards of the Rhine valley proper are divided 
into two minor and three major districts. That called the 
Rheingau is acknowledged the best, faces due south over 
the Rhine between Wiesbaden and Riidesheim, and includes 
such celebrated wine towns as Hochheim, Johannisberg,

Riidesheim, etc. Rheinhessen is on the west or left bank 
of the Rhine south of the Rheingau and of Mainz: it pro- 
duces, in addition to the world’s supply of Liebfraumilch, 
such perennial favorites as Niersteiner, Oppenheimer, etc. 
Rheinpfalz, or the Palatinate, still further south, is also 
on the left, west bank of the Rhine and borders Alsace; its 
best vineyard towns are Forst, Deidesheim, Wachenheim, 
Ruppertsberg. The two minor districts are, first, the so- 
called Mittel-Rhein, in the Rhine gorge between Rudesheim 
and Coblenz; then, on the Black Forest foothills, facing 
Alsace, the scattered and not-too-important vineyards of 
Baden. 

The Rhine’s most important tributary, in terms of water 
but even far more in terms of wine, is the Moselle. Here 
wines are produced fully equal to the Rhine’s best in quality, 
although very different, and the Moselle, in turn, has its 
tributaries, the Saar and Ruwer, hardly less distinguished. 

German wines have a nomenclature entirely their own. 
As far as better wines are concerned, the pattern is not 
too far from that prevailing in France: the wines carry 
the name of the town from which they come (as Johannis- 
berg, Riidesheim, Piesport, Nierstein) plus, if they are of 
superior grade, the name of the specific vineyard that pro- 
duced them, Johannisberger Klaus, Riidesheimer Berg Bron- 
nen, Piesporter Lay, Niersteiner Rehbach. There are a few 
exceptions—wines of extraordinary fame that bear only a 
vineyard name: Schloss Vollrads (from the town of Winkel), 
Steinberger (from the town of Hattenheim), Scharzhof- 
berger (from the town of Wiltingen), etc. 

German wines, furthermore, carry on their labels a good 
deal of rather esoteric information very important to the 
buyer. Many German wines, especially in poor years, have 
to have sugar added to them during fermentation; there 
is nothing wrong or illegal about this, but superior wines 
are not so made. Unsugared wines bear such designations 
as the following, whereas “sugared” wines may not: 
Natur, Rein, Naturwein (meaning genuine and natural) ; 
Wachstum, Creszenz, Gewdchs (meaning “Growth,” and 
followed by the vineyard owner’s name); Original-A bfiil- 
lung, Kellerabfiillung, Schlossabzug (meaning estate-bot- 
tled) ; Cabinet or Kabinett (meaning superior reserve) ; 
Spdatlese (meaning late picking); Auslese (special selec- 
tion), ete. 

As might be expected, wines labeled Spdtlese and Auslese 
are sweeter and more expensive, those labeled Beerenauslese 
and Trockenbeerenauslese even more so. Estate-bottling is 
a complete guarantee of authenticity; an indication, but 
not a guarantee, of superior quality. The vintage year is 
extremely important, perhaps even more so than in France: 
oddly enough, the less expensive, sugared wines are often 
better in poor years than in good, although this is of course 
not true of wines that are natural and unsugared. 

Wine names that are non-geographic, as Liebfraumilch 
and Moselbliimchen, are legally meaningless, and any wine, 
from the best to the poorest, may be so labeled. The same 
thing is true of a number of names that appear geographical 
but are not, as Zeller Schwarze Katz and Krover Nacktarsch, 
and most wines so labeled are of dubious quality, to say 
the least. 

The cost of producing wine in Germany’s basically un- 
favorable northern climate is higher than in any other 
country in the world: it follows that very cheap German 
wines are almost always poor (far less good than com- 
parably priced wines from California) ; the medium priced 
ones, if carefully selected, are both good wines and good 
values; the best are extraordinary, always expensive and 
sometimes fabulously so—rare bottles often bring as much 
as $20 and sometimes twice that. To the true wine lover 


they are worth it, for they are incomparable and unique.

What instrument to choose? For 
the beginner at Age Nine, there is 
no second choice worthy of con- 
sideration.

The piano, more than any other 
instrument, tends to develop mu- 
siclanship in general. The funda- 
mentals of technique are learned 
more rapidly, and the student is 
sooner able to spare part of his 
attention from the technique and 
direct it toward the meaning of the 
music. If the ultimate goal is trom- 
bone playing, a five-year founda- 


tion of piano experience will turn 


out a better trombone player than 
the same initial five years spent in 
study of the trombone. 

It may happen that there is a 
piano already in the household and 
that a parent can play it. If so, the 
parent can do a fine job of pre- 
music-lesson conditioning through 
the years of the second and third 
grades, but he or she is no substi- 
tute for the outside teacher when 
it is time for formal lessons to 
begin. Lessons cost money and so 
command the respect and encour- 
agement of the entire family. 

Next comes the selection of the 
music teacher, and this decision is 
important. The teacher’s “refer- 
ences” should be investigated care- 


fully.

How much to practice? 


In the planned five-year program 
of music lessons, one hour a day of 
time well spent will produce all of 
the results to be desired. Saturdays 
and Sundays, as well as school 
days. are practice days, but school 
vacations should be observed scru- 
pulously. School vacations are for 
an educational purpose, and there 
is exactly the same need for vaca- 
tions from music lessons and prac- 
tice. 

The fourth-grade hour of prac- 
tice should be divided into two or 
three segments, and they should be 
scheduled so as to cause the least 
possible disruption to the work and 
play life of the pupil. This is likely 
to mean a more violent disruption 
to the living habits of the rest of 
the family. A twenty-minute prac- 
tice period before breakfast, or 
between breakfast and school or 
both, are good times for practice.

@ This issue is devoted to the historic colors of America 
which have invested the American scene with comforting orna- 
ment ever since the first settlers created their dyes from herbs 
and dug their pigments out of a sparse earth.

These colors 
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can be called America’s own 


@ Out of America’s past comes this group of six colors. 
We offer it as a fair index to the basic palette the early 
settlers created to appease their nostalgia for the comfort- 
ing warmth of color in a land which, according to one May- 
flower passenger. “presented a wild and savage hue.” 

But, remarkably, we can also offer the same six color 
families as an all-time American color palette, for they are 
still very much on the scene in paints, fabrics, wallpapers, 
and carpeting. 

Our research led us through the towns of New England, 
to historic houses and museums, into the archives of the 
Index of American Design and its 18,000 original samples 
and renderings that document American artifacts through 
the 17th and 18th Centuries. Then we took an intensive look 
at the colors on the current market. Out of this, we observed 
that the colors you see here, shown in their strongest value, 
existed in many shades and tints and tones, clear or muted. 
But what is most significant, as color families, they appeared 
and reappeared with such frequency that they suggest them- 
selves as a long-lived historic palette which Americans have 
found perennially pleasing and useable. 

All have a subtle, earth-touched quality. Understandably, 
since their original dyes and pigments came out of the earth 
itself. Dyes were made from native, homely vegetable matter, 
i.e., from what was at hand—beach plum leaves, sheep’s 
laurel, broom sedge, St. John’s-wort, the skins of onions. 
Later these were supplemented with imported colorings— 
cochineal red; madder, source of the famous turkey red; 





logwood, source of blacks; and indigo, producing pleasing 
blues. The pigments that colored paint were generally of 
mineral origin, dug out of the local earth, often earth itself 
which took its red or ochre color from its content of iron 
salts. 

It was a meager palette, uncertain, varying regionally 
as the materials at hand varied. But out of this apparent

poverty came a richness still prized today 
brought about by man’s endless thirst to enhance his sur- 
roundings with color, and by the spirit of tempered innova- 
tion characteristic of our forefathers who so ingeniously 
made the most of what was at hand. 

If they could do so much with so little. what can we 
not do with the almost inexhaustible collection of color 
and materials that come so easily to our hands! On the

@ |Last autumn, our color-research odyssey took us through New 
England as the maples flamed red and gold, the pumpkins studded 
the cornfields, and gentian-blue skies set off the soaring church 
spires in crisp white contrast. But this was not the only color 
excitement we found in the land of the pilgrim fathers. We had 
gone to examine the old—not to discover the new—but it was 
soon apparent that all that is old is not necessarily sober or 
weatherbeaten, or artfully preserved to look as though it were. 

We found, for instance, an unexpected color vitality in tradi- 
tional houses painted as they have been painted for two or 
three hundred years. And we also found, with the joy of dis- 
covery, how refreshingly pleasing traditional houses can look 
when they are colored. not with precise authenticity, but in new 
and sensitive combinations of America’s historic colors. In paint- 
ing their priceless old houses, descendants of the early settlers 
and newcomers to the old towns express their own modern prefer- 
ence for lively color, yet still preserve the feeling of the past. 
simply by using the kind of color that had its origin in these 
very surroundings. They are using, of course, the infinitely greater 
range of tint and shade and material that is available to us today, 
but they are using it with the same careful enterprise our fore- 
bears used, with the same sense of experiment tempered with an 
awareness of what is appropriate and fitting to their landscape. 
Looking at such freshly painted, freshly color-schemed old houses, 
one can believe that their original owners might have done the 
same, had their times furnished the wherewithal. For this kind 
of newness, devoid of flash or the fleeting attraction of novelty, 
seems to have grown out of the land, as indeed its original colora- 
tions did. 

This is how House BEAUTIFUL believes we can. most successfully 
make the past inform the present. Instead of attempting to copy 
the old in anachronistic entirety, we should selectively preserve 
its best—in this case, its enduringly pleasing color. Using it as an 
enriching solution to modern needs, we make of tradition a vital 
part of living. 

As practical reporters. we went abroad with color cards in 
hand, matching them up to the house colors we found and record- 
ing them for your reference when you plan an exterior color 
scheme to revitalize your own house. Next to the photograph of 
each house we have shown its paint colors in swatches sized to 
approximate the proportion of each color used on walls and trims. 
And there is nothing esoteric or hard to come by in any of these 
colors. Out of the vast supply of tints and shades available in 
modern paints and out of present-day facilities for mixing and 
matching paint colors, we have a wealth of resources at hand 
when we, living up to our heritage of resourcefulness, “do what 
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we can with what we have where we are. 
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The Longfellow house in Cambridge, Mass., adheres, as it has 


for many years, to a sunny scheme of pale gold-yellow walls, 
its meticulous 18th-century architectural detail emphasized 


in white. Dark shutter paint is almost a black-green. 
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In 1794, when this house in Walpole, New Hampshire, was 
built, it was painted this same warm gray, its handsomely den- 
ticulated cornices and pediments white, its doors and shutters a 


fir-tree green—a scheme of lasting, unhackneyed stylishness.

@ A taste phenomenon of our day is that Americans, 
long noted for their pursuit of the new, are looking 
more and more to traditional forms when they furnish 
their homes. Undoubtedly this is the pendulum’s swing 
away from the starker, uncompromising forms of erst- 
while modern design which never seem quite able to 
elicit a really wholehearted popular affection. But it 
is perhaps also true that many of us seek a sense of 
stability in an unstable world, and the familiar pat- 
terns, patinas, and looks of the past seem to provide it. 

But to embrace the past lock, stock, and barrel 
would be as irresponsible and out of the American 
character as to retreat to whale-oil lamps. We can not 
live the lives of Priscilla Alden or Martha Washing- 
ton or even of our own mothers. But we can still have 
our comforting ties with the past without turning our 
homes into inert period pieces. In fact, we can live 
more richly in our own times if we learn how to take 
the best of the past and merge it with the best of the 
present. The result is the lively, workable newness we 
observe more and more in modern American homes. 
It’s a look that characterizes all these pages.

might imagine. The really good of any era has an 
abiding vitality, a timelessness which makes it so en- 
duringly acceptable that we may even take it for 
eranted as new. 

For example, the color palette of early America 
shown on pages 122-123 has colored American posses- 
sions for over 300 years. It is still very much alive to- 
day, in a dizzying abundance of shades and tints, in 
scientifically controlled dyes and pigments, impregnat- 
ing fibers and emulsions such as our ancestors could 
not have dared to dream of. But it is the essential beauty 
and usability of the colors themselves that have given 
them their timeless vitality and adaptability in all eras. 

To show you how they can invest our own times and 
your rooms with new beauty, we present twelve color 
schemes, drawn primarily from the six-color palette, 
swatched with materials available on the current home 
furnishings market. But to demonstrate the talent these 
old colors possess for creating that look of aliveness, 
which even the most tradition-minded moderns want 
their rooms to have, we show our schemes in archi- 
tecturally traditional backgrounds.

You will have observed by now that while color is the 
primary refresher in giving these traditional rooms their 
lively timeliness, the look of modernity also depends upon 
the manner in which the furnishings are put together. There 
is reflected here a willingness to take a few liberties with 
the old rules, a daring to defy the dicta that have for ages 
decreed that traditional must be used with authenticity. 
Discussions of period designs have been so fraught with 
the rights and wrongs of what goes with what that many 
of us tend to approach traditional room schemes with 
timidity, nervous of violating the authentic formulas. 

We would say, learn the traditional formulas and know 
the rules by all means—but so that you can vary or break 
them sensitively and knowledgeably. For you will have 
noticed here that the provocatively fresh interest in these 
rooms is usually the effect of deliberate anachronism which 
might shock a purist or historian. The flash of gilt tea 
paper on the wall opposite is one example. So are the use 
of ticking as drapery fabric on page 140, and the fabric- 
covered wall on page 145. Look back through these pages 
and you will see that every scheme. in one way or another, 
plays a change on traditional procedure. 

And note also the variety of America’s traditional design, 
which runs a broad range from the 17th Century when 
forms were simple, homespun in character, derived from 
Elizabethan, through the late 16th Century when more man- 
nerly and elegant furnishings, influenced by the growing 
contact with the world, were testimony of the young coun- 
try’s increasing prosperity. 

In furniture alone, American design offers a broad choice, 
available as it is in antiques and reproductions and in 
adaptations and modifications which manufacturers have 
specifically sized and scaled to fit modern rooms. But it is 
the colored furnishings which spring out of America’s six 
historic color families that offer the most staggering choices. 
There are fabrics, wallpapers, paints, floor coverings in 
almost countless tints and tones, from darkest to palest, 
all endlessly multiplied by the variety of pattern, weave, 
and materials in which they are made. You can find them 
in. faithful reproductions or adaptations, again often re- 
scaled to fit modern needs, or in contemporary design, 
especially among woven goods, which is so often the leaven- 
ing that traditional needs. 

Add to all this bounty, the fact that dyes and pigments 
today are almost universally devised to be fast and durable, 
and that so many home furnishings are soil-resistant, dur- 
able, work-and-time-saving, thanks to modern fibers. finishes, 
and plastics, and you will realize what a phenomenal oppor: 
tunity is ours to express our individual tastes in beautiful.

How to be at home abroad 


Renting a house abroad gives your children a true home-away-from-

@ “Touring” is often like trying to touch 
something, only to find a pane of glass 
between you and it—all the time your 
foreign country remains vague and unreal. 
But, for us, since last summer, France 
is no longer vague. We touched it. The 
pane of glass disappeared. Why? Because 
we rented a house in a small French town 
and really lived there. We moved the 
whole family, bag and baggage. to a 
house on a small beach in a town in 
France we knew only by reputation. We 
rented by mail, sight unseen. I would 
like to report that it worked. 

If you have children, this way of see- 
ing Europe may be the only way. Many 
parents hate to leave the children at home. 
You can leave them with sitters, grand- 
parents, sisters, or housekeepers—and 
feel slightly guilty about the effect on 
the children. Or you can take the children 
along. 

But touring is work, even for adults. 
Suitcases, hotels, guided tours, long waits 
at airports, hard pavements, sore feet, up- 
set stomachs—and there is always the 
scramble to see one more “sight” for fear 
of missing something. All this is even 
harder work for children. Add to that the 
extra strain on the parents of keeping 
children quiet in hotels. Add to that the 
strain of eating in restaurants where the 
food comes slowly and the sitting and 
waiting make a child’s bones and muscles 
ache. Add to that the cost! Nothing could 
persuade me to do it with my children 
until they are twelve. That’s a long wait. 

Renting a house not only solved the 
problem of the children and the dog but 
was also a great experience. Considered as 
travel, it was so much better than “tour- 
ing,” so filled with extras, that we wonder 
why we had ever traveled any other way. 

Renting a house abroad sounds like an 
elephantine project. How do you find one? 
Doesn’t it require a trip first just to find 
the house? Do you buy a pig in a poke? 
And how can you cope with+running a 
house in a foreign country, in a foreign 
language, with foreign customs? It’s al- 
most enough to stop you at the start. 

There’s nothing to it, really. The only 
hard part is getting up your courage in 
the beginning. Once your mind is made 
up, everything else slips into place. What 
makes it work is this: You don’t have to 
invent a system for renting a furnished 
vacation house: you're stepping into a 
system that already exists. 

People in France rent summer houses 
by the tens of thousands—houses by the 
sea, houses in the mountains, houses on 
lakes. In other European countries, too, 
whole towns consist largely of summer 
houses, the owners of which rent them 
out at least part of the time (our town 
was that kind). So the system is all set 
up—with standard arrangements right 











down to the last knife and fork. It is no 
harder to use this system than it is to buy 
a railroad ticket abroad or to rent a car. 

I am reporting on our experiences at 
a rather plain and simple French beach 
resort, because that is where we were. 
But, though the details of the system may 
vary from country to country and from 
elegance-level to elegance-level. the point 
is that a system does exist everywhere, 
and it is waiting to take care of you. 

Is it worth doing? By living in a coun- 
try you get a lot that you simply can’t 
get by “touring.” You know how travel 
goes—five days here, two there, long waits, 
taxis, buses, trains, airplanes, a rented car, 
hastily-read guide-books. people talking 
strange languages. Churches and quaint 
villages are all great fun, but it’s the peo- 
ple who make a country. By living there, 
you have a chance to study them. 

You begin, perhaps, by seeing what 
they really eat. You watch them buying 
different food in the grocery stores, and 
then buy it yourself. You see their furni- 
ture, how they set a table. at what hours 
they eat, at what time they go to bed and 
get up, how they drive, how they amuse 
themselves, how they treat their children, 
their wives, their husbands. The smells 
and sounds have time to become familiar. 
You get to know the shopkeepers, their 
families, their worries, bits of their life 
histories, how they spent the war years, 
how they went to school, how they are 
treated by the state, the tax collector, the 
bosses. 

The Friendly Taxi Lady, by the time 
you take your third ride with her, begins 
to take a maternal pride in you. The next 
time, she talks about her son who is a 
sailor, her parents, what life was like for 
a young girl. When she really knows you 
well, she tells you all about the U.S.A. and 
what she thinks of it! But she talks like 
this because you belong. She couldn’t 
warm up to a mere hotel guest; but you 
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are part of the town, for you live there. 

As you pick up a few acquaintances 
(even in buttoned-up France. you do), 
you find out about their school system. 
They talk politics, careers, business. You 
see the same people over and over on the 
streets, and you begin to pick up bits of 
gossip about them. Even more, they see 
you and begin to get used to having you 
around. In handling life there, you are 
being treated as if you were (in our case) 
French, and so you begin to be a little 
French. 

The children soon are shaking hands 
with their friends at the beach each time 
they meet, French style. And you find 
your daily schedule follows the local pat- 
tern. You buy a shopping basket because 
the grocery store has no paper bags. You 
carry your long loaf of bread home from 
the bakery, unwrapped, in your hand, and 
even use it to push open your garden 
gate! You learn to bargain and argue and 
sniff and grimace in the approved fashion. 

First thing you know. you’ve pushed 
through that pane of glass. And you know 
that this contact will stay with you all 
your life. Talk to me about France or the 
French, and I can’t give you any smooth, 
highly verbalized discussions, much less 
conclusions or solutions. But inside my 
head, there are sights and sounds and 
feelings and conversations and incidents 
that no amount of hotel-travel could have 
produced. I simply know the place, that’s 
all. To some extent, anyway! 

How do you find a house? For a starter, 
there is “At Home Abroad,” 300 Central 
Park West, New York. There are also real 
estate agents in London and Paris who 
specialize in vacation rentals for many 
countries. You find their advertisements 
in the London Times, the London Ob- 
server, the Paris Herald Tribune. In Lon- 
don, A. S. & G. Clark, Ltd., 8 Chepstow 
Place, London W.2. specializes in French 
resort rentals. The point is that there are 
many reliable people in the very business 
of finding for foreigners just what they 
want, at the price they want to pay. 
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But towns in Europe, like towns in the 
U.S., have real estate agents of their own. 
It is to these agents that the local people 
write for summer rentals. So, although 
you can use international agents with 
great success, you might find that by work- 
ing with the man-on-the-spot you get a 
bigger choice, especially of modest, ordi- 
nary houses. And I’d prefer the local man 
also for another reason: He’s there! And, 
as we will explain later, his services in- 
clude much more than the mere renting 
of a house. 

How do you find the local man? A let- 
ter to the Mayor would get you a list of 
established, reliable local real estate 
agents. Also, in France there is the local 
“Syndicat d’Initiative,’ a chamber of 
commerce that is much interested in tour- 
ism and visitors. Also, each country’s na- 
tional Tourist Bureau has, or can get, 
such lists.

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A Gastronomic ‘Tour 


of France 


Eating at the best restaurants is the objective of this 16-day trip 


outside of Paris, but it takes you through country 


as interesting for its scenery and historic landmarks as for its good food

@ It is possible in three weeks or less, without hurrying 
and with time for sight-seeing, to make a trip through France 
that will take in all six of the three-star restaurants in the 
country outside of Paris. 

The general itinerary and route of the trip are shown on 
the map at the right. This tour is based on the theory that 
you will eat your gourmet meal at noon. But notable res- 
taurants at the overnight stops are named, too, in case you 
want to shift to big dinners instead of having big lunches. 
In that event, remember in your re-scheduling that you don’t 
want to miss the three-star restaurant stops. 

Overnight stops for this tour are merely suggested. Al- 
though good-sized towns are often mentioned so as to give 
you an approximate goal to aim at, my recommendation 
would be to stop at smaller places when there are good ac- 
commodations at hand. The type of accommodation and the 
seasons when hotels and restaurants are open can be checked 
in the latest edition of the Michelin and Logis de France 
guides. (To obtain these guide books, see source list at the 
end of the article.) 

For this tour, your choice of hotel may depend on how 
far you feel like driving after lunch. If you have eaten 
copiously, the chances are that you'll be willing to settle 
for a short ride. 

Starting from Paris, here is a day-by-day itinerary of 
your three-star restaurant route (subject to change as your 


whims dictate) : 


First Day: Paris to Fontainebleau, 40 miles. Here, a 
visit to the Chateau is a must. In some respects, it is more 


interesting than Versailles. You have to go with a guide and 


a crowd through the main building, but after that they let 
you alone. This allows you to stroll a bit through the park, 
feed the carp in the pool, and peek into the tiny Chinese 


n the guided tour.

a mere 35 or 36 miles brings you to Auxerre, which also 
has a notable cathedral of St. Etienne, plus a sprinkling of 
interesting smaller churches. Better not go farther the first 
day because a problem is about to arise: There are two 
three-star restaurants almost in each other’s laps. So, you 
will want to dawdle. If time hangs heavy on your hands 
in Auxerre, you could always make a little side trip to 
Chablis. twelve easy miles, to see where the famous wine 
comes from. (There’s a one-star restaurant there: L’Etoile 
Bergerand.) There is a one-star restaurant in Auxerre—the 
Cerf Volant 
Hotel, in case you can stand another gourmet meal in one 
day. But better not try. 





and a good but not starred one in the Fontaine 


Second Day: You're still going slowly. and there are a 
couple of ways not to reach your lunch stop—Avallon— 
too soon. If you didn’t visit Chablis yesterday, you might do 
it today. Otherwise, I suggest making the 33 miles to Véze- 
lay, where St. Bernard preached the Second Crusade in its 
famous abbey. Most of it has now disappeared, but the re- 
stored Basilica of Ste. Madeleine is still there—one of the 
most interesting churches in France. 

Pass up. regretfully, Vézelay’s starred restaurant (Poste 
et Lion d’Or). because ten miles away you have Avallon, 
with three-star restaurant Number One: Le Poste. 

Since this is one of your main objectives on the trip, 
it is unthinkable that you should allow yourself to be 
crowded out (through failing to reserve a table in advance, 
for instance). but if this disaster should happen, there 
are two one-star restaurants nearby, one of which, the

Sensing dryers

@® We now accept rather casually the concept 
of the mechanical brain—the machine that 
runs other machines—which was a science 





fiction idea only twenty years ago. So we 
shouldn’t be surprised to find the same kind 
of technological advance being incorporated 
into our home laundry equipment. Suddenly 
there is a whole new group of simple-to- 
operate programmed washers. There are also 
dryers that eliminate guesswork by constantly 
measuring the moisture content of the tum- 
bling clothes. 

In one new washer. a push of a button sets 
a whole mechanicai formula into action. For 
example, should your laundry load consist of 
personal lingerie and other sheer fabrics (the 
kind of articles you'd usually consider for 
hand laundering only), you'd press the “deli- 
cate” button. The washing cycle set up by the 
“brain” would be as follows: a short, gentle 
wash in warm water, followed by a cold rins- 
ing and a gentle spin to remove excess water. 
What could be greater? And for as many as 
seven different kinds of laundry you can have 
seven different washing formulas. 

There are many variations on this idea. as 
well as other innovations in the whole laun- 
dry equipment (Please turn to page 200) 


The control panel shown above is an actual 
close-up of this Maytag washer. The machine 
has such a sensitive brain that should you 
press the “‘wool” button, all washing conditions 
shift to the kind of special handling wool re- 
quires.

@ An important consideration in looking at the structure 
of a building is the relation of the parts to each other 
and to the whole thing. These relationships we may cail 
proportion. Proportion is one of the ways to serve unity. 
The ancient Greeks recognized the value of good proportions. 
One of the reasons their buildings have been admired for 
generations is the skill that these ancients show in the 
use of proportion. A number of books have been written 
which demonstrate that these relationships can, for the most 
part, be mathematically shown. 

However, we should realize that proportion is not neces- 
sarily a cold mathematical thing. The beauties of mathe- 
matics exist in large measure because of the intelligible 
order that it represents. There are fascinating theories to 
the effect that order will result in beauty. provided certain 
mathematical ratios and proportions are followed. Those 
who propose these theories evolve laws which they demon- 
strate by utilizing geometry. Such theories may indeed have 
something of merit in them, but they are far from the greater 
truth. Man in his buildings will always use more than 
scientific order alone to produce architecture. There is no 
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A sense of stability in architecture will develop a feeling 
of serenity and response in the building. The most stable form 
we have is the pyramid—as the weight increases so does the 
area of the supporting material. The pyramid exudes strength. 


The structure of a house (or of any building) should be placed 
with great firmness in relation to the earth. The terracing 
arrangement for the house at the left follows the contour of 
the erest and creates a base reminiscent of the pyramid above. 


mathematical substitute for a capable designer’s instinct and 
intuition in the development of pleasing proportions. It is 
impossible to reduce proportion to a formula applicable in 
all cases. 

Throughout man’s long occupation with building, he has 
concerned himself with proportion. The Greeks, just men- 
tioned, evolved a highly stylized system of architecture based 
on fixed proportions. Various parts of the building—the base, 
the columns, the roof—were carefully related to one another 
and to the entire building. The Romans also used certain 
fixed relationships in most of their buildings. During the 
Renaissance there was a renewal of interest in classical pro- 
portions, and frequently complicated mathematical means 
were utilized to accomplish what the architects of that time 
considered the truest expression of building. 

In all of these efforts, whether ancient or modern, we 
find an overwhelming concern with the exterior appearance 
of the building, primarily with the proportions of the 
openings, both to themselves and to the wall in which they 
were found. This may result in a “paper” architecture. It

where flat representation can be used to great effect, but 
it is hardly conducive to the creation of architecture ir 
which volumes of space must be conceived and created for 
their effect upon the human emotions. Certainly each part 
of a building—doors, windows, walls, roof, ete——must be 
studied very carefully in terms of its proportionate rela- 
tionship to every other part and to the whole in which they 
are found. However, the architect in his true province of 
creating volumes must go far beyond any mechanical system 
of setting down on paper a few adequate proportions. This 
is an important part of his job, but it is by no means the 
major effort of which he should be capable. Volumes, vol- 
umes, volumes, the spaces enclosed relating to one another 
and to the over-all space, are the secrets known to the 
builders of antiquity, as well as to the master builders 
of today. 

The great architects of any civilization were masters in 
exploding space and handling it with dazzling effect. li 
should be emphasized to all who seek to understand archi- 
tecture that the space enclosed must be carefully studied. It 
is for this reason that architecture exists, and we must 
judge the “within” quality if our conclusions are to have 
any validity. Many, some architects included, are inclined 
to be content with surface appearances. Externals are not 
enough—get inside to determine ultimate values. 

In creating his work the architect must make innumerable 
decisions concerning proportion. The materials and methods 
of construction affect proportions. For example. using ma- 
sonry as a base, we would have a different proportion from 
that produced if steel were used as a base. Even within a 
single category of material such as masonry, brick would 
require different proportions from heavy stone boulders. 

As new materials appear and as methods of construction 
change, we often must analyze our basic concepts to deter- 
mine if they are not valid or if it is only a strangeness of pro- 
portion that causes uneasiness. For example, the steel lally 
column (a concrete-filled pipe) has caused many a designer an 
anxious moment as he pondered its place in the stability of 
the structure as far as the eye was concerned. He knew it was 
adequate to support the load. His calculations proved it. But 
did it satisfy the eye as to its ability to carry the mass? It 
would satisfy if behind the eye was a brain that knew the 
steel was of sufficient area to more than support the load. It 
is obvious such a situation requires a readjustment of pro- 
portions and not an altering of the basic concept. 

Relationships between the parts of a building are modified 
by perspective. Our eye sees things in perspective and 
never as though it were drawn in straight projection on a 
piece of paper. Parts that are higher and farther away 
from the eye appear smaller. It is this phenomenon of per- 
spective which led the Renaissance builders to make the 
moldings on their roof cornices much heavier and broader 
in their proportion than the moldings down by the base or 
around the windows which were closer to the eye. There are 
many visual illusions that can be created in a building. 
For example, a beam over a very long span, even though 


it is absolutely level, will appear (Please turn to page 187) 


Proportion is usually conditioned by function. An entry need 
not partake of the same space as a living room because it is 
a way station, not a resting place. The entry at left would 
seem confining if you had to stay there, but passing through 
it makes the cathedral ceiling of the next space more dramatic.

@ When the edge of the wind is sharp and the chill cuts 
deep, everyone longs for an early spring.

Earth is a great insulator. Figures from HOUsE 
BEAUTIFUL’s Climate Control Project show that 
the temperature of the soil 5 feet below ground 
is about 30 degrees cooler in summer and 15 de- 
grees warmer in winter, than the air above 
ground, By putting this greenhouse partly under- 
eround, Architect Donald Erickson made it much 
easier to heat and cool in the severe climate of 
northern Illinois. 

Only the glass roof is above ground. It catches 
heat from the sun, and the underground walls 
help hold it in winter. In summer the walls stay 
cool. The cave-like interior also gives a sense of 
shelter. especially welcome in a greenhouse. The 
new structure is a semicircle with the open side 
attached to the house. The roof is made of tri- 
angular folded sections, radiating from a center 
like segments of a fan. These rest on triangular 
piers and make handsome diamond shapes. On 
the practical side. the room opens to both the 
ground floor and basement. Daylight gained in 
the basement made it possible to add two new 
bedrooms here.

It is real news when a cabinet is just as 
beautiful on the back and sides as on the 
front. Here you see the backs of two 
chests fitted for dining room use. There 
are actually six parts to this arrange- 
ment: 2 bases, 2 chests, 2 open bookcases. 
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@ It would be easy to believe that the principle of compo- 
nent or modular furniture is new and unique in our time. 
Certainly in the last five or ten years the supply of com- 
ponents, stack-ons, and adjustable storage walls has in- 
creased in the marketplace, since homeowners and furniture 
designers mutually acknowledge the good sense of the sys- 
tem. A little research. however. shows that the oriental cul 
tures have used modular nesting chests, called tonsu, for 
centuries. Even today every household has several of these 
tonsu chests. to hold kimonos. bridal finery (similar to our 
own “hope” chests), clothing, and other valuables. In fact 
these chests are often carried in the traditional wedding 
ceremonies to contain the dowry of the bride. A wealthy 
family may parade as many as ten or twenty chests to show 
the largess of the parents. Some are elegantly decorated 
leather, or black lacquer, or kiri wood with copper hard- 
ware.

travel, much like a captain’s chest. foot locker, or our own 
steamer trunks. Even though they are often beautiful, they 
are seldom used as decorative furniture in the main living 
rooms of an oriental household. 

Inspired by the beauty of some of these chests and the 
attention to the minutest detail expressed in the finish- 
ing of them, the Baker Furniture Company decided to intro- 
duce a line of furniture based on the same principles. Since 
the American household is not designed with the special 
and extensive storerooms of oriental houses, the manufacturer 
knew any such line of furniture must be fit for prominent 
display in our living rooms, dining rooms, or bedrooms. 

They chose a beautiful American walnut which comes in 
four finishes or in standard paint colors. The hardware, 
an exact replica of that on an antique chest, is of brushed 
brass. But one of the most exciting aspects of this new line 
is the availability of unusual interior fittings which gives 
complete flexibility to the whole line. 

Two different cabinets can come fitted either as a desk, 
a lockable bar, or a vanity-jewel chest. Open storage units 
can have glass or wood shelves. Drawers can be fitted with 
sliding trays or with a special insert for silver storage; 
they also come with wooden rollers for table linen storage. 
Cabinet and drawer interiors can be lined with beauti- 
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fully patterned tea chest papers in a choice of four colors. 

All of the storage units are based on a module 40 inches 
wide, 19 inches deep, with variations in heights. Tops and 
bottoms of the individual pieces are beautifully grooved to fi! 
together. And, best of all, the back and side of each unit 
is as beautifully grained and finished as the front. so 
they can be used as dividers or free-standing furniture. 
There are also related upholstered furniture, a related dining 
room group, and end tables and coffee tables in the same 
finishes. 

There are so many homeowners and apartment dwellers in 
America who positively shudder when they hear the word 
“built-in.” Their lives have a changing quality, with a new 
place of residence every five or eight years, and they really 
dread a major investment in furniture they can’t take with 
them, or pieces so huge they become a_ transportation 
problem. 

Even the homeowner who knows he can stay put enjoys 
shifting furniture around, trying to find new and more 
comfortable groupings. We think furniture like the pieces 
shown here will suit the special problems of many persons 
in both categories. Freed from static furniture groupings, 


they can stretch their minds to make more imaginative use 


of their possessions. 


The attention to detail that was 
found in the early tonsu chests 
is found here, but with empha- 
sis on contemporary needs and 
materials. This arrangement of 
the new Baker furniture makes 
a perfect stand-up dressing cab- 
inet for men or women. The 
American walnut chests come in 
four finishes or standard paint 
colors. Interiors of drawers and 
cabinets may be ordered in 
four choices of tea chest paper.

@ The architectural conformation of a corner has always 
satisfied some special yearning of the human species. The 
coming together of two walls develops a space that must 
appeal to some deep-rooted instinct for protected privacy.

sheltered repose (preferably with your feet up) for reading, 
listening to music, or simply meditating.

It breaks those old habits 
you have at home—from the hours 
when you eat, through what you 
eat, right on to clothes and which 
rooms you spend your time in. 

We soon developed the very 
pleasant French custom of living 
around the dining room table. even 
when we _ weren't That’s 
where we congregated to read the 
mail from home. the newspapers, 
and magazines. There. we played 


cards, studied French, and, most

of all, we talked. Company, no 
matter the time of day, grouped 
around the table. And in the eve- 
ning, we spent long hours there, 
with a bottle of wine, good cheese.

Time goes very quickly. Life in 
general takes up a good part of 
your day. We had no car most of 
the time.

advantage of a delightful water- 
side location. 

Avallon is a pleasant place, and 
you might kill a little time explor- 
ing it after lunch. It is only 24 
miles to Saulieu, and you have to 
stop there. Saulieu is your lunch- 
eon place of the morrow—again 
three stars! 


Third Day: Three-star_ res- 
taurant Number Two is in the 
Cote d’Or Hotel, so it might not be 
a bad idea to put up there in 
anticipation of the next day’s 
lunch. 

Host Alexandre Dumaine. an 


understanding character, will un- 
doubtedly appreciate your motives, 
and I would suggest putting your- 
self entirely in his hands for lunch. 
Jsually. I prefer doing my own 
ordering, even in three-star places, 
but M. Dumaine is an exception, 
and you will do well to let him 
decide what you should eat. 
There is not a great deal to see 
in Saulieu, so if time hangs heavily 
upon your hands, you might drive 
through the comparatively savage 
Morvan mountains to the west to 
work up an appetite for lunch. 
After lunch, I suggest leaving 
National Highway No. 6, which 
you have been following, and cut- 
ting across country 47 miles to the 
Burgundian capital of Dijon and 
spending the night in or near there. 


Fourth Day: The Dukes of 
Burgundy made Dijon a city well 
worth visiting. Their former palace 
is now the Fine Arts Museum, the 
top tourist attraction of the city. 
There are some notable churches, 
but I would give second place in 
Dijon to some of the older streets 
—the Rue Verrerie, the Rue Chau- 
donnerie, and the Rue Vannerie. 
These are noted for their fine old 
houses. 

Before the war, when there were 
three provincial three-star res- 
taurants in France, Dijon had one 
of them. It doesn’t boast even a 
two-star establishment 
it is good eating territory all the 
same, and you should do all right 


now, but 


at the Chapeau Rouge, a one-star 
restaurant and at the 
Pré aux Clercs et Trois Faisans. 
I stayed at the Chapeau Rouge, 
which is also a hotel, about two 


unstarred 


years ago, and was not enchanted 
with the service. But I can’t say 
whether the Pré aux Clercs has 
better service, since I last ate there 
(admirably) some 30 years ago. 

After lunch, you head south on 
Route 74 and discover one reason 
why I suggest cutting across to 


Dijon—you are rolling down the 


wine card of Burgundy. Every 
village name will be familiar to you 
from the labels on Burgundy 
bottles — Gevrey-Chambertin, 


Chambolle-Musigny. Clos de Vou- 
Vosne-Romanée, Nuits-Saint 
Georges. and Aloxe-Corton. At 
Beaune, 24 miles from Dijon, you 
pause, of course, to visit the famous 
Hospices. You can stop for the 
night anywhere along this route 
that appeals to you, say 57 miles 
farther Macon (where 
the Auberge Bressane has a star) 
or somewhere in that vicinity.

Fifth Day: From Macon it is 
42 miles to Lyon, noted for its fine 
fare, although since Mére Brazier 
closed her suburban restaurant at 
the Col de la Luére, the city has 
had no three-star establishment. 
Mere Brazier has re-opened and so 
far this restaurant has only a one- 
star rating, though her downtown 
restaurant (12 Rue Royale) still 
has two stars. 

If you continue another 17 miles, 
youll come to Vienne for three- 
star restaurant Number Three—the 
famous Pyramide, which Madame 
Point seems to have maintained at 
its old level, despite the death of 
her husband a few years ago. Be 
sure to drink their white Condrieu, 
grown just next door, which you 
won't be able to find in Paris. 

If you are not pressed for time, 
Lyon, or its vicinity, is the first 
place where I would suggest stop- 
ping for a day or two to sample 
the food at a number of places. 
Lyon and its suburbs boast six 
two-star restaurants and_ eleven 
one-star. There are many other 
agreeable eating places within easy 
reach, One, for instance, is the de- 
lightful one-star Hotel Beau Rivage 
at Condrieu, just south of Vienne, 
where the wine comes from. 

Vienne is interesting aside from 
with impressive build- 
ings of the Gallo-Roman, medieval. 
and Renaissance periods. so it is 
worth a visit before or after lunch, 
depending on the hour of your 
arrival. You then head down the 
Rhone Valley, where every town 
is delightful, so it makes little dif- 
ference where you stop. Perhaps 
Valence-sur-Rhéne or its region 
might be about right. This is 45 
south of Vienne. There is 
a two-star restaurant here, the Pic, 
and the Hotel Europe rates one.

Sixth Day: Valence does not 
offer too much for the tourist—its 
cathedral, the ruins nearby of the 
Chateau de Crussol—but you have 
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a little time to lose here. You might 
employ it by taking a ride through 
the Cotes du Rhone vineyards of 
this region. You have only 24 miles 
to go for your lunch stop, La Car- 
dinale at Baix. This is recommend- 
ed for three reasons: You will eat 
very well; the setting is delightful; 
and Madame Tilloy deserves your 
support. It is she who manages the 
Relais de Campagne group. 

After your short morning’s run, 
you shouldn’t mind making 63 
miles in the afternoon to spend the 
night in or near one of France’s 
most remarkable cities—Avignon. 


Seventh Day: Now, we're in 
trouble again. Top restaurants once 
more are too close together. As 
this is one of the richest sight- 
seeing areas in France, however, 
the trouble isn’t grave. You just 
stay put long enough to lay two 
three-star restaurants end to end. 
You lunch eight miles from Avig- 
non at three-star restaurant Num- 
ber Four: La Petite Auberge at 
Noves. This is the newest of the 
three-star group. It has had a third 
star since 1960, I believe. 

After this, you return to your 
base. Avignon is the second place 
where, if you have time, you might 
stop with profit for some days. Be- 


sides this City of the Popes. it- 
self (visiting their palaces is, of 
course, a must) you have within 
easy excursion distance some re- 
markable old cities and towns: 
Nimes (see the old Roman Pont du 
Gard on the way), Arles (but you 
might save this for the day you 
leave), and Tarascon; the antique 
town of St.-Remy-de-Provence; and 
the Pompeii of France, Vaison-la- 
Romaine. 

The eating is superb. Avignon 
itself has one one-star restaurant 
and one two-star. Just across the 
river at Villeneuve-lés-Avignon is 
the starred beautiful Le Prieuré, 
where years ago I drank the best 
bottle of Chateauneuf-du-Pape of 
my experience. Or why not go di- 
rectly to Chateauneuf-du-Pape _it- 
self? The Mule du Pape there has 
a star, but I would rather sit on 
the terrace of the Mere Germaine, 
looking across the vineyards to the 
Palace of the Popes rising in the 
distance from its rock in Avignon. 


Eighth Day: From Avignon to 
Les Baux-de-Provence is under 20 
miles, so you have time to do a 
little final sight-seeing before leay- 
ing, if you wish. But it will do 
no harm to arrive well before lunch 
to inspect Les Baux itself. It is 


an abandoned ghost city, perched 
on the impressive mesa over the 
edge of which Raymond of Tu- 
renne, Lord of Les Baux, amused 
himself by tossing his prisoners. 
Small wonder he was called the 
Scourge of Provence! 

You will find a pleasanter wel- 
come at three-star restaurant Num- 
ber Five: La Baumaniere. It is 
comparatively new to the honor, 
which was accorded it only some 
five or six years ago. After lunch, 
if you have not already visited 
Arles, you might drive the twelve 
miles that separate it 
Baux to see the Roman remains 
of this 2,000-year-old city. The top 
sights are the arena, the cemetery 
(Les Alyscamps) with its alley of

sarcophagi and the museums of 
Christian art. But this does not 
exhaust Arles by any means. The 
Arlésiennes, incidentally, are re- 
puted to be the most beautiful 
women of France. From Arles it is 
67 miles to Marseille, in or near 
which you might stop for the night. 


Ninth Day: Marseille is a city 
worth visiting, and also one where 
the food is good, so you might as 
well here until 
at least. If you like boat rides, 
two are especially interesting: the 


stay lunchtime. 
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circuit of the port and the two- 
hour-there-and-back visit to the 
Chateau d’If. Here, you'll be shown 
the hole through which the Count 


of Monte Cristo did not escape 
from his dungeon. (Everyone 
seems to forget that he, unlike 


the historical d’Artagnan of The 
Three Musketeers, was a fictional 
character. ) 

In Marseille you have your 
choice of five one-star restaurants, 
but there are a dozen without stars 
that After 
lunch, you start eastward toward 
the Riviera. Where you stop for 
the night depends entirely on how 


long you want to drive. 


are almost as good. 


Bandol (a charming place. with 
restaurants) is 30 
miles from Marseille, Toulon is 40, 
and St. Raphaél (with a one-star 
restaurant) is 83. 

Just before you reach St. Ra- 
phaél, there is also Fréjus, an 
old Roman port (it was there that 
the galleys were built that defeat- 
ed Cleopatra).

Mediterranean shimmering at your 
right. 

Antibes has the one-star Taverne 
Provence, which is excellent, but 
you will do better in its La Brague

say from Toulon, and don’t want 
to drive beyond Cannes as far as 
Antibes is to lunch instead at an- 
other two-star restaurant the near 
side of Cannes: the Mere Terrats 
at La Napoule-Plage.

Michelin plants a few stars here, 
but I wouldn’t.) 

You are now in remarkable sight- 
seeing territory again and, though 
Nice is only twelve miles from 
Antibes, | wouldn’t go any farther. 
You needn’t necessarily put up in 
Nice for the night. One charming 
alternative is Villefranche-sur-Mer 
beyond Nice, provided the 
American Sixth Fleet doesn’t hap- 


just 


pen to be in the bay at the time. If 
it is in. substitute “entertaining” 
for “charming,” but you'll need to 
have as much vitality as the sailors 
to survive the fun. 

If you think you’re in danger of 


reaching your evening’s goal too 


| soon, you could always push up the 
| hill at Cagnes-sur-Mer, if your car 


well. to visit a pleasant 
town, whose chateau houses a mu- 
seum with a tree growing through 
its roof. One room here is devoted 
to the process of pressing olive oil. 
Or you can push still farther back 
to Vence (for the Matisse chapel) 
or St.-Paul-de-Vence, an interest- 
ing hill town. 
Alternatively, take a swing 
around the Cap d’Antibes before 
you leave Antibes. It’s a beautiful 


place, but you’re shut off from 
the by millionaires’ estates 
most of the time. If curious, you 
could look at Eden Roe, a million- 
aires’ and cinema stars’ and pub- 
licity agents’ playground, but it’s 
too artificial for my taste.

Eleventh Day: I suggest lunch 
at one of my favorite restaurants, 
the Cappa at St.-Jean-Cap-Ferrat. 
on the tip of the lovely Cap Ferrat 
which juts off from the coast at 
the boundary between Villefranche 
and Beaulieu. Try a bouillabaisse 
here, and drink with it the Do- 
maine Ott blanc de blanc. This 
wont leave you too sated to have 
another pleasant waterside meal in 
the evening at any one of the four 
that the Ville- 


franche wharf.

The Nice region is another area 
where you can profitably spend sey- 
eral days. if you have plenty of 
time. In the sight-seeing category, 
besides the places already men- 
tioned, you have such fascinating 
places as Eze-Village perched high 
on its rock with a superb view over 
the Roquebrune-Cap-Martin 
with its buildings cut into the solid 
rock, half-house, half-cave; La 
Turbie, looking dizzily down on 
Monte Carlo and, of course, Monte 
Carlo (Munaco) itself. 

The eating is good everywhere, 
even in humble places without a 
star to their names. However. if 
you want stars, there are two two- 
star restaurants in this area not 
yet named: the Logis du Loup at 
Villeneuve-Loubet (cheek by jowl 
with Cagnes-sur-Mer, which you 
should visit anyway) and the Hotel 
de Paris at Monte Carlo (where 
there are also three one-star res- 
taurants). 

In Nice, you have eight one-star 
restaurants, of which La Pou- 
larde chez Lucullus and Garac 
(for sea food) I would recommend, 
especially. Raynaud, one of my fa- 
vorites here before the war, is 
still good, but far from cheap. La 
Bottau, from the cathe- 
dral. listed by Michelin at 
all, but they do a fine loup flambé 
(sea perch) cooked on the table 
little bonfire of fennel 
twigs. doused in cognac. If you 
are lucky. you might also strike 
a day when they have pistow (a 
sort of minestrone with cheese-gar- 
lic-basilic cream floated on it). The 
place has become very touristy,

and people try to sell you souve- 
nirs or draw your picture every 
five minutes, but I still like it. It 
may be nostalgia, because | remem- 
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ber it from the days of the father 
of the present owners, an amiable 
eccentric who served in a_ barely 
converted blacksmith shop. which 
his sons have since prettied up. 
If you want a cheap unpreten- 
tious place to give you a change 
from elaborate meals, you might 
see if Gambrinus still exists on the 
Rue de l’Hotel de Poste. I haven’t 
been there for eight or nine years, 
but I still remember it as the 
place where I discovered that octo- 
pus was edible, even succulent. 
If you want to see a really col- 
orful open-air market, take in the 
one at Nice, say about nine or ten 
in the morning. There is also a 
tantalizing food store there called 
Caressa. 
Two warnings in this area: First, 
highly touted 
here, of which 


there are several 
luxurious places 
people are inclined to speak with 
bated breath. I suspect this effect 
results from shock after seeing the 
bill. I would suggest avoiding these 
famous places. 

Second, if you want to try the 
local wine (Bellet). which comes 
both white and red, don’t reprove 
the waiter if, in summertime, he 
brings the red on ice. Bellet is one 
of the rare red wines that can be 
drunk to advantage cold. 





Twelfth Day: You head back 
for Paris via the Route Napoléon, 
which follows roughly the path 
Bonaparte took on his return from 
Elba. At first, there isn’t a great 
deal in the sight-seeing line ex- 
cept landscape, which consumes no 
extra time as you pass through it. 
And for that matter, there aren’t 
many notable eating places. so you 
can cover a little more ground than 
usual in this area. Your route takes 
you through Grasse, the perfume 
city, and this is stop. 
Here, the Fragonard Museum (it is 


worth a 
a general art museum, but was 
named for Fragonard because he 
was a native of Grasse) is excep- 
tional for a small provincial insti- 
tution, and I recommend a look at 
it. If you’re interested in porcelain, 
some of the few existing pieces of 
the black Avignon ware. of which 
not much remains in the world, are 
on display here. 

Your lunch stop can be made at 
Digne. 95 miles from Nice, for the 
one-star Ermitage Napoléon, which 
I don’t know personally, or 15 
miles further on at Chateau-Arnoux 
for the also one-star Chateau, which 
I do. Or, rather, did! It was sey- 
eral years ago that I last passed 
here. but the food was good then. 

A convenient 


overnight stop 


might be Gap. 53 miles from Digne. 
or 38 from Chateau-Arnoux. But 
if you choose to call it a day any- 
where else along your route, there 
is no particular reason for not 
passing Gap up. It is notable for 
neither sight-seeing nor food, in 
spite of being an important junc- 
tion of north-south and east-west 
Alpine where 


roads in country 


there aren’t many such meetings. 


Thirteenth Day: Gap to Gre- 
noble, the capital of this Alpine re- 
gion, is 64 scenic miles. This route 
lands you in a city of interesting 
topography, through which the gla- 
cier-fed Isére river rushes at top 
speed. At one point you use an 
overhead cable railway to cross it, 
because you land on the other side 
in territory which hasn’t quite de- 
cided 


mountain.

Grenoble has a noted 
university, which attracts a great 
many foreign students. It also has 
what is more to our point—a two- 
star restaurant at Sassenage, the 
Rostang, four miles outside the city. 

Presumably, you will not require

same day (one is only 35 miles 
away). so you had better continue 
right through Barberaz, a suburb 


of Chambéry, where the Mont-Car-

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mel is located, and end your after- 
noon’s run 45 miles from Grenoble 
at the lake resort and spa of Aix- 
les-Bains. It has one one-star res- 
taurant. 

Fourteenth Day: Aix is a 
pleasant place, and there is no rea- 
son why you should hurry about 
starting this morning, for you have 
only about 30 miles to go to 
three-star restaurant Number Six: 
the Auberge du Pére Bise at Tal- 
loires on Lake Annecy. Not only 
is the food unsurpassable, but 
the location of the restaurant on 
the lake shore is ideal. If you are 
a cognac connoisseur, end your 
lunch here with theirs. It is the 
best I have had since before the 
war. 

When you have recovered from 
lunch, or partly recovered, since 
you will probably feel well stuffed 
until bedtime, I suggest taking 
off through Annecy to Nantua some 
40 miles. Nantua, also on a lake, 
is a good eating city, too, whose 
top specialty is crawfish. It has 
two one-star restaurants. 

One solution. if you want to be 
able to eat at Nantua, might be to 
spend a little more time in this 
Alpine lake region before leaving 
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the Talloires neighborhood. It is 
spectacular country for 
and there’s plenty of good eating 
in the neighborhood. Talloires it-

self has three one-star restaurants, 
attracted there by the Pere Bise. 
One, run by a brother of the Bise, 
was rated two stars up to last year. 

At the head of the lake you have 
two ‘one-star restaurants in Annecy 
and the two-star Pavillon Ermitage 
the suburb of Chavoire. And 
there are plenty of other estimable

tance. 


Fifteenth Day: Striking cross- 
country to hit the Paris road, you 
now have unlimited choice and, if 
you choose to pick your own route, 
I shall not hold it against you. 
I only suggest, as one possibility 
out of many, driving the 48 miles 
from Nantua to Vonnas to lunch 
at the two-star Chez la Mere Blanc. 
You then continue westward along 
Route 79, and it’s pretty much of 
a toss-up where you stop. A rea- 
sonable distance might be to Cha- 
rolles, 48 miles, in case it amuses 
you to make the acquaintance of 
the place which gives its name to 
the beef cattle in France. 
This is where the Charolais steer 


finest 


comes from. (Don’t ask me why 
the town is spelled with two ells 
and the animal with The 
Hotel Moderne here has a one-star 


one. ) 


restaurant, where one of the spe- 
cialties is, naturally, steak (entre- 
cote marchand de vin).

to sag in the center. For this rea- 
son the knowing designer will put 
a camber or a slight upward curve 
in the beam so that when it is seen 
in its entirety it will appear level 
rather than sagging. 

Despite man’s eternal search for 
perfection in proportions and his 
attempts to reduce these propor- 
tions to a mathematical formula, 
no one has succeeded in setting up 
a fixed canon of relationship. There 
are mistakes made every day in 
this matter of simple proportion. 

We might think of proper propor- 
tion as that in which all parts are 
working with and for all other 
parts. Proportion in architecture is 
not difficult to understand. Propor- 
tion is a matter of relationships. 
We may have an opening in a wall. 
Certainly the proportions of the 
opening are simply not the height 
and width of the void, but also the 
relationship in height and width to 
the entire wall and to the space in 
which it is found. 

Proportion is effected by many 
things. Laws of optics create illu- 
sions with shapes and dimensions, 
as mentioned above. Color, textures. 
voids all in-

These proportions are widely dif- 
ferent, but they are both right for 
their It is evident that 
decisions concerning proportion 
must be based on the particular 
problem at hand. 

It has already been stated and re- 
stated that architecture is three- 
dimensional. Architectural propor- 
tions to have validity must relate 
to space. Architects are continually 
faced with the problem of dividing 
space. In the division of space we 
usually find one that gives unequal 
but related areas most interest. 
However, if divisions are made too 
unequal, we get into the problem 
of unrelated forms. In most pro- 
portions, one of the elements must 
dominate. This is particularly true 
in the ‘use of color. 

In this theory of dominance and 
subordination there will be colors 
that have characteristics which en- 
able a small amount of one color 
to achieve dominance over a large 
amount of another. For example, a 
small amount of red will usually 
achieve dominance over much larg- 
er quantities of other colors. In 
architecture or graphics either a 
horizontal element or a vertical one 
should be more strongly felt, and 
in the division of parts one part 
should be greater than the others, 
not a fifty-fifty ratio which is dull.

In the next shape (e) we have 
some variety but we are probably 
troubled by a lack of clearness.

Proportion creates balance 


Factors that compel interest may 
also be balanced. A small spot of 
vermilion may balance a large area 
of dull maroon. An accent of chrom- 
ium may balance a large surface of 
non-reflective material. An intricate 
pattern may balance a much great- 
er unbroken area. Equilibrium is 
a fundamental drive with us. From 
the moment we once stand on our 
own two legs, this matter of main- 





taining balance is imperative if we 
would avoid shocks and perhaps 
injury.

Symmetry may be defined as cor- 
respondence in size, shape, and rel- 
ative position of parts that are dis- 
tributed about a dividing line or 
central axis. Symmetrical schemes 
are usually impressive. They pos- 
sess a dignity and serenity that 
come from complete repose. 

There is a danger of too much 
inertia, static effect, and little in- 
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terest or variety in a purely sym- 
metrical scheme. We are inclined 
to prefer the dynamic, more organ- 
ic opposition of forces of asym- 
metrical balance. Asymmetry is 
not difficult to understand. We are 
familiar with the principle of the 
lever in which balance is 
tained between unequal weights by 
their varying distances from the 


main- 


fulcrum. We must apply this princi- 
ple in many mechanisms within our 
bodies to keep from falling. The 
principle of asymmetrical balance 
works in art or design, as well as 
in our bodies. We can acquire re- 
pose in our designs, not of inertia, 


not of equally distributed dead 
weight, but of counterbalanced 
forces. 


It is obvious that when balance 
is achieved by the interplay of un- 
equal forces at varying distances 
that the possibilities of arrange- 
ment are infinite. Remember that in 
architecture balance is a four-di- 
mensional consideration—the three 
dimensions of space and the added 
dimension of time, which is rep- 
resented by the moving person 
as he views the building from con- 


stantly shifting positions. 


Stability 

Related to balance is stability. 
The simple tectonic grandeur of 
the pyramid is a prime illustration. 
It is the state or quality of being 
stable or firm, strength to stand or 
endure without alteration of posi- 
tion or material change, steadiness, 
firmness, like the stability of a 
structure. 

Have you ever ridden a bicycle 
with racing tires and a high seat? 
it is a wonderful place from which 
tc ponder gravity forces! Objects 
at the earth’s equator travel around 
at a speed of more than a thousand 
miles per hour. According to the 
they 
continue their motion in a straight 


principle of inertia, would 


line unless some additional force 
acted upon them. We call this 
force the “gravitational pull” of 
the earth. 

Our buildings obey the pull of 
eravity—they have weight and this 
weight must be distributed upon 
the earth in a manner so that it 


will stand without alteration of 
position. The most stable form we 
lave is the pyramid—as the weight 
increases, so does the area of sup- 
porting material increase. This is 
also true of the load-bearing wall 
the bottom 


of one material. At 


where the load is the heaviest, the 
wall is the thickest, while at its 
top, the wall is the thinnest. In the 
vertical dimension we demand sta- 
hility—adequate support—so_ that 
we know there is resistance (and 
ample resistance) 
gravity. In the horizontal dimension 
we also demand stability—the 


building placed upon the earth so | 


that it will not overturn. We satisfy 
both of these vertical and horizontal 
demands in the stone wall that is 
wide at the bottom—gripping and 
growing to the earth—and with the 
largest, heaviest stones at the bot- 


tom and as the wall reduces in 
thickness as it ascends, so also will 
the size of the stones become 
smaller. 


The question of a firm base on 
the ground often arises. Perhaps 
the easiest way to explain the most 
troublesome aspect of this problem 
is to use the tree as an example. 
A number of trees have no ap- 
parent, or anywhere near adequate, 
base to support the great column 
of growth. Yet, even a child with 
no knowledge of root 
tenacity of earth, fiber, rock, 
cepts the tree as a stable unit in

architecture moves. Earlier we 
mentioned the important fact that 
we experience a building by our 
movement in and around it. Se- 
quence occurs in virtually all of 
the arts. This progression in most 
of the arts starts at the beginning 
and goes on through to the end. 
We cannot play music backwards; 
a play, a novel, even a dance, has 
no impact value as a work of art 
if the progression is from the end 
to the beginning. 


Of all of the arts, architecture is 
unique in the fact that it can be 
picked up at any point in space. 
Whether we are outside, approach- 
ing or leaving, or circulating 
through inside makes no substantial 
change in the impact of the build- 
|ing as an artistic endeavor. Sculp- 
ture has this distinction of being 
experienced by man in motion, but 
in sculpture this is an external 
movement, while in architecture we 
| may move internally as well as ex- 
_ternally. 

This freedom of movement on the 
part of the observer is a continu- 
ing and difficult challenge to the 
architect. You will recall the suc- 
cessful efforts of the baroque archi- 
tects to acknowledge man in mo- 


tion through their buildings. 


To enter imposing public 
building, proceed through a vesti- 
bule thence to a columned loggia 
open upon a beautiful garden, and 
‘finally to reach a halt in front of 
the men’s rest room would be an 
absurdity. After a sequence of 
architectural events in a building 
we should get somewhere; the 
progression should be leading to 
something, and this climax should 
be unmistakable.

There are no yardsticks of value 
unless they are applied. Cultivate 
your powers of observation until 
they become strong from habitual 
use. Be careful of forming hasty 
|conclusions and be wary of ac- 
ceptance just because something 
has been built. While in- 
tangible qualities of architecture 
are not easily reduced to words, 
they are nonetheless a part of the 
reality of a building.

Kentucky and Tennessee. But the 
programs seem most elaborately 
and enthusiastically organized in 
the South, an area rich with 
historic landmarks and museum 
houses, as well as with privately 
owned homes that might well be 
museums in their own right. It is 
also an area where spring comes 
early and generously. 

Clearly, such a tour could be 
quadruply rewarding for House 
BEAUTIFUL readers — an _ intimate 
close-up of traditional architectur- 
al and interior design, a gardener’s 
spree, an opportunity to 
one’s American history, and a ther- 
apeutic diversion after a long hard 


review 


winter. 


UT WE especially commend 
this as an experience that can 
amplify the observations made 
throughout this issue on America’s 
color and design traditions. Al- 
though much of our material on the 
decorating pages was drawn from 
New England, we can’t let anyone 
forget that there are also rich and 
revealing sources of early Ameri- 
cana elsewhere. The Virginians, 
with their usual politesse and much 
justice, point out that the Mayflower 
settlers of 1620 were johnny-come- 
latelies compared with the James- 
town settlers who arrived in 1607. 
The South presents another side 
of early Americana, a more expan- 
sive, more grandiloquent way of 
life than is usually suggested by 
the old houses of the North. Its 
great showplaces are often planta- 
tion houses, in romantic broad- 
acred settings, with imported box- 
wood gardens or allées of oaks. 
And whether they are 18th-century 
Georgian brick or white Greek Re- 
vival mansions of the early 19th 
Century, pillared and pedimented 
and the very symbol of the ante- 
bellum South to most of us, they 
are reminders of a wealthy, cosmo- 
politan early day which appreci- 
ated beauty and craftsmanship to 
a high degree. The affluent planters 
of tobacco, cotton, rice, and indigo 
who gave their houses the charm- 
ing names that still have a proud 
and loving ring, turned rural soci- 
ety into something pretty brilliant. 
They ordered up the best of the 
world’s goods to do it, chartering 
ships to bring their French silks, 
and German porcelains, their Eng- 
lish furniture and their Irish crys- 
tal. There are stories of 75-room 
mansions, of pure silver hardware, 
of ballrooms, of staircases where 
eight could walk abreast. If it was 
a life that had a melancholy end- 


ing, it is still part of the American 
heritage. Even as you see its re- 
mains, you are aware of the vigor 
that produced such phenomenal 
prosperity in so youthful a coun- 
try. (It was a mere 254 years from 
Jamestown to Fort Sumter.) 
Virginia, probably the richest of 
all our states in landmarks of his- 
tory and probably the most active 
in preserving its relics of the past, 





is conceded to be the originator of 
the “Garden Week” idea. This was 
started 30 years ago by the Gar- 
den Club of Virginia with the pur- 
pose of raising funds for the pres- 
eryation and restoration of historic 
sites which are not privately owned. 
Historic Garden Week 
in Virginia runs from April 20 
through 27, with more than 200 
private homes and gardens open to 
visitors.

A practice period. directly after 
school is illogical because the 
pupil is weary of study, and it is 
uniair to encroach on his play- 
time rights. Just before dinner is 
another good time (give him an 
apple to eat first). Just after din- 
ner is another possibility. Neither 
is as productive of results as morn- 
ing practice. 

Through one of the practice peri- 
ods, though better not through all 
of them, a parent can help by 
sitting at the piano. If the parent 
plays. he or she can offer practical 
assistance; if not, he or she is 
present to listen and admire, to 
sympathize, and to help puzzle out 
the difficulties. A 
parent can be extremely useful in 
this situation.

Saturday-Sunday scheduling of 
practice periods is less disruptive 
to other family activities, but the 
Saturday-Sunday schedule, once es- 
tablished, should be as carefully 
maintained as the school-day sched- 
ule is. Exceptions can be made, at 
the pupil’s request, provided he 
“oets the practice out of the way” 


ahead of time. Postponement is un- 
thinkable. 

Discipline? Punishment? The 
discipline of orderly living habits 
will apply itself unobtrusively to 
the project. Parents who must re- 
sort to coercion had better leave 
the delicate problem of music edu- 
cation to the schools, where dis- 
cipline is better understood and 
can be applied without creating 
an aversion to the subject under 
study. It is not a happy alternative; 
the school is not as well equipped 
as the home—the right home— 
to teach a subject as intimate and 
individual as instrumental tech- 
nique and musicianship. 

It is hoped that these harsh 
words will discourage the kind of 
start toward music that would be 
doomed to failure. If parents are 
willing to try hard, though, the 
prospects of success are very good 
indeed, and the “graduate” from 
the five-year course of music les- 
sons will in later life be forever 
grateful to his parents for under- 
standing sacrifices that made the 
accomplishment possible.

my garden but I try them in the in- 
terest of House BEAUTIFUL readers 
—and pure science. 

I planted Burpee’s Miracle, their 
nearest to white, though without 
the slightest notion, with my luck, 
that I would win the $10,000 they 
offer for the seeds of a pure white 
marigold. (Later note: I didn’t win 
the money, and despite the mari- 
golds the bean beetles appeared 
after the drought had passed in 
September, for I saw their lace 
work on the leaves, then they dis- 
appeared again. Why, I know not.) 

All that we were short on bean 
beetles we got redoubled in aphids. 
There must have been millions in 
every back yard, green ones on the 
broccoli and cabbage, reddish ones 
on the tomato leaves, and black 
ones everywhere. Actually, I no- 
ticed a locust sapling which was so 
thickly populated with little biack 
aphids that there was not enough 
standing room for their multitudes. 
They were all over each other, 
some standing on their heads to get 
into the sap. 

I battled the hordes with vari-

Ants feed upon 
honeydew, taking care of some spe- 
cies of aphids as dairy farmers 
tend cattle, putting the aphids to 
pasture on the roots of strawber- 
ries and corn. One way to help out 
with the aphid problem is to dis- 
patch the ants in your garden. 
One day with my little pocket 
magnifying glass I observed some- 
thing strange among the multitudes 
on the broccoli. 1 saw minute gray 
empty things, wisps that seemed to 
be made of a gossamer much thin- 
ner than tissue paper. Evidently 
they were the remains of dead 
aphids, but why did they stay fast to 
the leaf and flutter in the breeze? 
Some of these had thin slashes in 
the rear of their abdomens in the 
shape of a new moon, neat and 
symmetrical. Others had

The mummies with the 
holes and moon slashes had been 
operated on by a wasp, Aphidus 
testaceipes, which eges 
with its sharp ovipositor inside the 
aphid.

I watched one lady wasp do what 
| was necessary, swift as Ariel. The 
egg soon hatches and the larva 
silk, hence the fluttering wisps. I 
suppose it deyours its host, goes 
/through its metamorphosis, and

thus destroy hundreds of aphids. 
! do not know about this partic-

Clearly I had a marvelous work 
going on here for me, so, knowing 
how indomitable a grower broccoli 
is, and that it could probably out- 
speed any number of aphis (an al- 
ternate spelling), | decided not to 
spray it for a while. Scarcely a 
week later I could not find an aphid 
alive on the five plants that earlier 
had seemed to be fairly dusted 
with their pastel green.

EANWHILE, I walked over to 

take a look at the Jerusalem 
artichokes.

These 
larvae appeared more like alliga- 
tors than anything else I could 
think of, twice as long as their par- 
ents, though there was less tail, the 
mouth end was more rounded, and 
they were attired in vivid orange 
and black. I also found an aphis- 
lion, the larva of the lacewinge flv, 
and several spiders. I decided that 
these insect tigers were doing some 
very good work in my behalf and I 
would let them alone.

Artemisia’s flowers are less than 
nothing; we grow it for the beauty 
of its leaves, which are frosted sil- 
ver, tinted green, and softly furry. 
A bed of artemisia alone is a fine 
thing, but its best function is as a 
background mist for flowers, either 
scattered in clumps in a bed, as a 
border for a shrub planting, or in 
a bouquet. 

As I write we have on our coffee 
table an arrangement of white, 
pink, and purple asters, feverfew, 
and artemisia, and I would like to 
see you beat it. Always cut it in the 
evening or on a rainy day. If you 
cut it in the heat of the day, some- 
times the leaves will droop per- 
manently. It often lasts ten days 
or more.

A most useful hormone 


For a couple of years I have 
tried the rather recent seed inocu- 
lant for legumes on my beans and 
peas. This hormone is sold under 
several trade names—Nitragin, Leg- 
ume Aid—and is listed in many 
catalogs. The average help in most 
seed stores, even large ones, does 
not know what it is, never heard of 
it, and you find it difficult to per- 
suade them that such a thing exists. 
It gives assistance to the nitrogen- 
forming bacteria which legumes 
capture in the little nodules on 
their roots, makes them grow 
like Jack’s beanstalk, and produce 
like the picture in the catalog. 

It really works. Moreover, to 
judge from last year’s experience, 
it lengthens the period of harvest; 
snap beans will produce from first 
fruits to frost, but, after the first 
two or three weeks, the harvest is 
not sufficient to warrant giving 
them garden room, so most gar- 
deners discard them. Last year my 
beans (Topcrops), aided by Nitra- 


gin, produced well for six weeks.

they could grow so fast, but when 
tropical plants are given tropical 
conditions, they grow as if they 
were in the jungle. Fastest-growing 
here are the passion flower (Pas- 
siflora caerulea), bougainvillea, and 
philodendron. 

The orchids, of course, are not 
fast-growers. They are tended in 
an adjacent working greenhouse 
and brought here when in bloom. 

Practical outdoor furniture is 
used in the greenhouse because it 
will survive the bright sun, the 
high humidity, and an occasional 
splashing when the plants are wa- 
tered. The ceramic tile floor is a 
good hard, smooth surface for the 
furniture. It is always attractive, 
and almost impossible to damage. 
The easy cleaning is especially 
important because the passion 
flowers on the vines overhead drop 
every day during the blooming 
season and have to be swept up. 

Heat is provided by two electric 
heaters with built-in fans. These 
are located in opposite corners of 
the room and are set to circulate 
a warm current of air all through 
the greenhouse. They work on a 
thermostat set to keep the night 
temperature above 60°F. When 
people are in the greenhouse, the 
temperature is hand-set for com- 
fort—usually about 70°F. The 
heating system is quick and eff- 
cient. The only disadvantage of this 
type is the noise of some fans 
when they are blowing full blast. 

There is little natural shade on 
the greenhouse. To cut the heat 
and intensity of light, a plastic film 
with a “frosted” finish is installed 
in summer on the under side of the 
south-facing roof. Standard green- 


wash) is also applied to the glass 
exterior for the summer. Most of 
it washes off during winter. 

The greenhouse is made of 
standard sections on a foundation 
of concrete block. There is a plant- 
ing bed about three feet wide 
around the inside wall. Mr. Gold- 
smith attributes much of the sue- 
cess of the plants here to the rich 
soil in the planting beds. The 
prime ingredient, about one-third 
of the soil mixture, is a good sifted 
compost made on the place. The 
other two-thirds are equal parts of 
peat moss, sand, and cow manure. 
There’s a layer of this mixture 
about six inches deep. Under this 
is an inch of crushed rock to help 
the drainage of the top layer. Be- 
low this is the native soil which is 
mostly clay at this depth. It is 
quite likely that some of the 
more vigorous plants have rooted 
through the gravel and deep into 
the ground. This possibility of 
deep rooting is the advantage of 
leaving the bottom of the planting 
bed open. Mr. Goldsmith recom- 
mends the use of bagged and 
treated manure. He did not use 
it and had to spend a lot of time 
pulling weeds the first two years. 
In the treated product. the weed 
seeds are killed. 

A small recirculating pump runs 
the waterfall at the end of the 
greenhouse. It has cascades ot 
varying height to give a blend of 
tones to the sound of falling water. 
The pool at the base of the foun- 
tain is used for fish and aquatic 
plants. With all of this, it is little 
wonder that the Goldsmiths use 
their greenhouse in all seasons and 
at all times of day.

GOUT (Goo). In French, simply means taste. In connection with

that have a special or unusual flavor, either agreeable or

wines grown on heavy soil. On the other side of the ledger, 
there is Gout de Noisette. which means nutty: Godt de 

Violette, de Framboise, etc., applied to wines which, to some 

enthusiastic tasters, appear to have the scent of violets, the 

flavor of raspberries, and so on. 


GOVERNO (Go-vair-no). Name given, in Italian 
Governo alla Toscana), to a special method of vinification 
widely used in the Chianti country, and which often plays 
a major part in giving Chianti its special flavor and char- 
acter. Some 10% of the grapes harvested—usually of the 


(sometimes 


rarer varieties, Cannaoilo, Mammolo, Colorino, ete—are not 
pressed, but put aside to raisin on straw trays. They are 
then crushed and set to ferment in late November and, 
once fermentation is under way, they are added to the 
already fermented Chianti wine: the vats are then sealed, 
with a bubble-valve to allow COs to escape. and so left until 
spring. A slow, slight, secondary fermentation of course 
takes place, and the final result is a wine that is faintly, 
almost imperceptively, sparkling, with an attractive freshness 
and a bit of “prickle” on the tongue. 


GRAND ROUSSILLON (Grawn Roo-see-yawn). One of a num- 
ber of appellations (Cotes d’Agly, Cotes de Haut-Roussillon, 
Maury, Rivesaltes—but Grand Roussillon is the broadest 
term of all) given to the sweet, fortified wines produced in 
the département of Pyrénées Orientales, near Perpignan. 
These must contain a minimum of 15% alcohol by volume, 
but generally run higher: they are made principally from 
the Grenache, Muscat, and Malvoisie grapes and somewhat 
resemble a rather light Port. Under all of these appella- 
tions, there are about 8 million gallons sold each year. 


GRAND VIN (Grawn Van). Literally, in French, “great wine.” 
although the term has not legally been defined and is rather 
freely used. Not a reliable indication of superior quality. 


GRANDE RESERVE (Grawnd Ray-zairy). Only in Alsace does 

this term have any official or legal standing: elsewhere it is 
used by many producers, bottlers, and shippers, supposedly 
to designate a superior grade af what they sell, but how 
much it means depends on the producers’s commercial 
policy, or his whim. However, Alsatian wines may not carry 
this designation unless they are made from grapes of one 
of the “noble” varieties that have attained a fixed minimum 
of ripeness: the result is a rough equivalent of a German 


Spatlese. 


GRANDS ECHEZEAUX (Grawnz Zesh-shay-zo). Great Burgun- 
dian vineyard and its splendid red wine. Lying just above 
the Clos de Vougeot, bounded by Musigny on the north, 
its 22 acres could hardly be more superbly placed, and what 
they yield is a classic Burgundy, far fuller, richer and 

more distinguished than what is called simply Echezeaux, 

and certainly one of the twenty best red wines of the 


Cote d’Or. 


GRAVES (Grahv). The word in French simply means gravel, or

tion with several districts of the Bordeaux country. Alone, 
it means a specific, defined area on the left bank of the 
Garonne River, largely west and south of the city of Bor- 
deaux. Total production in a normal year is in the neighbor- 
hood of a million U.S. gallons, of which about one-quarter 
is red wine, the rest white. The appellation Graves Su- 
périeures is restricted to white wines of at least average 
quality or better, despite the fact that the finest red Graves 
consistently bring higher prices than the finest white; most 
of these reds, however, do not carry the name Graves but 
are sold under the label of a specific chateau. Ignored, with 
the single and notable exception of Chateau Haut-Brion, by 
those responsible for the Classification of 1855, the Graves 
chateaux have now been officially classified, at least in part, 
though how competently is perhaps open to question. 

The best red Graves come from the communes of Pessac, 
Léognan, Martillac, and include Chateau Haut-Brion, La 
Mission-Haut-Rrion, Pape-Clément, Haut-Bailly, Chevalier, 
Malartic-Lagraviére, Smith-Haut-Lafitte, ete. In character 
they are closer to the Médocs than to the St. Emilions, 
Pomerols, etce.; they age well, but with rare exceptions 
have a little less distinction, are a little less “classic” than 
their Médoc compeers, and someone has quite properly 
said that they are like soft, as compared with glossy, 
prints from the same negative, less distinct and less clea». 

The finest white Graves come principally from the com- 
mune of Léognan, plus a few exceptions from Talence, 
Pessac, Martillac, Cadaujac, etc.; these are dry wines, al- 
though with a trace of moelleux, or softness. They are often 
better 





being lighter and dryer—in years rated fair or poor 
than in years rated great, although this is by no means true 
of the reds. The best are: Domaine de Chevalier, Laville- 
Haut-Brion, Pontac-Monplaisir, Carbonnieux, Olivier, Bous- 
caut, etc., but many others of less fame produce good 
wines too, including several near Langon, at the extreme 
southern end of the Graves district. The rare white wine of 
Chateau Haut-Brion, at least in the author’s opinion, is 
often too high in alcohol and many times surpassed in 
quality by some of those listed above. 

Officially the Graves district includes three townships 
(Cérons, Podensac, and I[lats) which adjoin Barsac and 
produce rather sweet, golden wines, of excellent class but 
far nearer Sauternes than one expects from a wine labeled 
Graves. These wines are usually marketed as Cérons. 

The white Graves are made largely from Sauvignon Blane 
and Semillon grapes, and where the former predominates, 
the quality is better. Red Graves come from the Cabernets, 
plus some Merlot, Malbec, Petit Verdot, ete. 


GRAVES-ST. EMILION (Grahv San! A-me-lee-on). Not an ap- 


pellation according to French law, but a term widely and 
properly used in connection with a large part of the official 
St. Emilion district, to designate the gravelly upland plain, 
behind and north of the steep hills that look down on the 
Dordogne Valley. The wines of Graves-St. Emilion are at 
least as good; they include Chateaux Cheval Blanc, Figeac, 
Grand Corbin, etc. 


GREAT. Great wines, like great novels and great men, do not 


come along every day, and the term should be reserved for 
those extraordinary ones that are head and shoulders above 
their fellows—certainly less than one per cent of the world’s 
production. A great wine should have no flaws, perfect 
balance, real distinction. Such wiges are never cheap, but 
they are worth whatever one pays for them. 


GREECE. In no ancient civilization, as far as we can judge, did 


wine play such a major role as in that of Greece: in the 
Greek art and Greek literature that have come down to us, 
the grape and wine are omnipresent, perhaps even more so 
than in the Bible. Clearly, they were a familiar part of 
everyday living; they were even the basis of a religious 
cult, that of Dionysus. 

It is hard therefore not to come to the conclusion that 
the Greek wines of antiquity were better than what Greece 
produces today. Greece is an important wine-growing coun-

Some of these—the Muscat of Samos, 
and those made from the Mavrodaphne grape in various 
districts—are of fairly good quality; there are no outstand- 
ing wines at all. 

Many, perhaps even most, Greek table wines are flavored 
with resin (retsina), which renders them wholly unaccept- 
able to a wine drinker not yet accustomed to this highly 
special, turpentine taste. Tourists can nevertheless find some 
quite passable wines these days; the best (this is not in- 
tended as praise) from the Peloponnesus (Achaia, Arcadia, 
Messenia) and from the islands (Cephalonia, Leukas, 
Corfu, Zante, Santorin, ete.). As might be expected of this 
southern latitude and warm climate, most of them are rather 


high in alcohol, lacking in finesse and breed. 


GREEN. Wine tasters’ term meaning raw, harsh, with a disagree- 


able acidity; lacking softness, roundness, and maturity. 
This is not necessarily a matter of age, though young wines 


are more often green than older ones.

it gives an impression of lightness, although it is often high 
in alcohol (13-14 per cent); its bouquet is unmistakable. 
There are some plantings of Grignolino in California, in 
Sonoma, and especially in Cucamonga near Los Angeles, 
where it is often made into a very passable vin rosé. 


GRIOTTE-CHAMBERTIN (Gree-aut Shawm-bair-tan). One of

Farther east, 
in Touraine, the Groslot gives some rather more than pass- 
able carafe wines. 


GUMPOLDSKIRCHNER (Goom-poldz-keerk-ner). Certainly the 


best known wine-producing town of Austria and, with those 
of the Wachau district (Loiben, Krems, Diirnstein), doubt- 
less the best. Its light, pale, fragrant, fruity white wines 
have been Viennese favorites for generations, and the vine- 
yards are less than an hour’s drive from Vienna, to the 
south. Most Gumpoldskirchners sold bottled carry a grape 
name, as Veltliner, Riesling, Gewirztraminer, Rotgipfler, 
etc.; some of them a designation such as Spatlese or Auslese, 
and occasionally a specific vineyard name as well. Few of 
them could be described as extraordinary, but almost all of 


them are fresh and clean and attractive, and good yalues.

HARASZTHY, Agoston (Har-ras-the). Often and quite fairly 
called the father of California viticulture, a talented, im- 
petuous Hungarian count who changed his title into the 
more democratic one of “Colonel” when he emigrated to this 
country. He founded a town in Wisconsin and gave it his 
name (later changed to Sauk City), moved west, was the 
first sheriff of San Diego, a member of the State Assembly, 
planted vineyards. The most famous and successful of these 
was Buena Vista, in Sonoma County. In 1861 he was off- 
cially sent to Europe by California’s Governor Downey and 
returned with cuttings of some 300 different grape varieties, 
thereby laying the foundation of California’s wine industry. 
The report of this trip, which he wrote on his return to 
Buena Vista, is a minor masterpiece, readable, informative, 
overflowing with the Colonel’s unquenchable optimism and 
enthusiasm, Soon thereafter he was struck by a series of mis- 
fortunes—financial difficulties, problems brought on by the 
Civil War, phylloxera in his vineyard, a disastrous fire—and 
he went to Nicaragua in an effort to recoup his fortunes 
through the distillation of rum. There, in 1869, he disap- 
peared; it is believed he fell into a river infested with alli- 
gators. 


HARD. Wine tasters’ term meaning austere, without much charm 
or suppleness. Many excellent wines, however, are hard in 
their youth and come round splendidly with time. Hardness, 
unless accompanied by greenness, is not necessarily a fault, 
can be an indication of probable long life. The wines of 
Chablis and those of the Saar are almost always a little 
hard; so, in their youth, are the great Clarets of Pauillac. 


HARSH. In a wine, harshness is hardness carried to an extreme, 
generally accompanied by astringency. Occasionally, par- 
ticularly in red wines and providing other qualities are 
present, this will disappear in time. 


HAUT (Oh). French word meaning “high,” or, in certain combi- 
nations, “upper” or “higher” or “top.” There is rarely any 
implication of superior quality, only of altitude; Bas-Ar- 
magnac, for example, produces far better brandy than Haut- 
Armagnac. The confusion arises only because hillsides and 
upland districts usually yield better wines than lowlands and 
plains. However, this is a generalization, not a rule. 


HAUT-BAILLY, Chateau (Oh-Bye-ye). One of the best vineyards 
of Léognan, in the Graves district. Produces red wine ex- 
clusively, some 3000 cases a year of very long-lived, gen- 
erally rather slow-maturing Claret. Ranked deservedly as 
a First Growth of Graves. 


HAUT-BRION, Chateau (Oh-Bree-awn). One of the very greatest 
red wines of Bordeaux, the only wine of Graves officially 
ranked in 1855, when it was quite properly placed on a par 
with Lafite, Latour, and Margaux as one of the four ‘First 
Classed Growths of Bordeaux. The vineyard, just outside 
the city limits of Bordeaux on the west, is now almost sur- 
rounded by suburban villas; its extent is approximately 
100 acres and its production averages 10,000 cases a year. 
In good vintages its wine is altogether remarkable and even 
in poor years far from bad. Wines considered not worthy 
of the chateau label (from younger vines, for example) are 
sold as Chateau Bahans. There is a little white Haut-Brion 
produced, which carries the chateau label printed in silver 
rather than gold: unquestionably a great wine, this is often 
too full-bodied and too high in alcohol; there are other 

better white Graves. 


HAL T-MEDOC (Oh-May-dawk). The higher, southern, and far 
better part of Médoc, extending from the northern edge 
of the city of Bordeaux to beyond St. Estéphe; all of the 
Classed Growths and all of the wines which have made the 
Médoc’s fame are in this area. Most of the wines commonly 
sold as Médoc come from the sandy, lowland country farther 
north, are much less good. Haut-Médoe is therefore a su- 
perior appellation, strictly defined by French law, and a 
wine so labeled will usually be better than one called 


“Médoc.”

(-SAUTERNES (Oh Saw-tairn). Wine name widely used 


but without any legal standing. Commerciall ery sweet 
Sauternes of superior quality which may (but ed not) 
come from a higher and better vineyard. Whe shipper 
offers Sauternes and Haut-Sauternes, the latter may be pre- 
sumed to be sweeter, better, and more expensive, but the 
term, basically, is meaningless. It is no less so in Cali- 
fornia where, without the final “s,” it is sometimes similarly 


used on a sweeter version of “California Sauterne. 


HAZY. Said of a wine that is possibly clear but certainly not 
brilliant: this is usually the first step on the road to cloudi- 


ness. A hazy wine is almost certainly “off,” may be “sick. 


HEAVY. Full-bodied, without delicacy or much distinction, An 


unfavorable term, but less severe than “coarse.” 


HERMITAGE (4ir-me-taj). Deservedly famous wine of the 
Rhone Valley, produced on a single steep, spectacular, ter- 
raced hillside some 50 miles south of Lyon. It is sometimes 
and not incorrectly spelled Ermitage or L’Hermitage, and the 
town where it is made is called Tain Hermitage. The vine- 
yards are rock and face due south; they cover an area a 
half-mile wide and less than two miles long, and_ their 
total yield is approximately 50,000 cases a year. About one- 
third of this is white, made from Roussanne and Marsanne 
grapes; two-thirds red, made from the Syrah. An_ insig- 
nificant amount of Vin de Paille is also produced, from 
white grapes left to semi-raisin on straw mats, and this of 
course is quite sweet, golden, high in alcohol (often 15 
per cent). White Hermitage is a dry, full-bodied, pale gold 
wine, with definite character and pronounced bouquet: the 
red is decidedly better—deep colored, very long-lived, forth- 
right. and fine. The late George Saintsbury described one 
red Hermitage as “the manliest wine” he had ever drunk, 


and the adjective was well chosen. Many legends exist, 
most with little or no foundation, having to do with the 
origin of the vineyards, their name, and the Syrah grape, 
which some believe to have been brought from Shiraz, 
in Persia, by a returning crusader who became a hermit 
and built a chapel on the hill. Others have pointed out that 
the crusader in question, Gaspard de Sterimberg, arrived 
in 1225, had been fighting in the religious wars in Southern 
France, and had never been within a thousand miles of 
Persia. It is probable that the vineyards existed in Roman 
days; no one can surely say why they are called Hermitage, 
and the origin of the Syrah grape is unknown. Officially 
there are eighteen quartiers. or vineyard areas, in the Her- 
mitage hillside, all named, but few if any Hermitage labels 
carry such names, and most of what appear to be vineyard 
appellations on Hermitage labels are really nothing of the 
sort, but simply brands. The quartiers are as follows: 
Beaumes, Les Bessards, La Croix, La Croix de Jamanot, 
Les Diogniéres, Les Diogniéres et Torras, Les Grefhieux, Les 
Gros des Vignes, L’Hermite, L’ Homme, Maison Blanche, 
Le Méal, Les Murets, Péléat, La Pierrelle, Les Roucoules, 
Les Signaux, Varogne. 


HESSIA. Perhaps more properly called Rheinhessen, a German 


state; as far as wine is concerned, a district in Western 
Germany, bounded on the east and north by the Rhine, on 
the south by the Pfalz and on the west by the Valley of 
the Nahe. Mainz is its principal city, and Rhine wine is its 
occupation. Over 30,000 acres of vineyard average an 
annual production of about 14 million gallons, nearly 90 
per cent of it white. The Sylvaner is by all odds the lead- 
ing grape, although the best Hessian wines are made from 
the Riesling and are almost invariably so labeled. Wine is 
produced in 155 different villages (amusingly enough, 120 
of them have names that end in “heim”) but all of the truly 
superior wines come from about ten towns, all strung along 
the Rhine, rather than from the fertile, rolling country 
(Please turn to page 78)

back from the river. These ten, more or less in order of 
quality, are: Nierstein, Nackenheim, Oppenheim, Bingen, 
Dienheim, Bodenheim, Laubenheim, Guntersblum, Alsheim 
and Worms. Together they have about 6,000 acres of vines. 
Practically all the rest of the wine grown in Rheinhessen 
(and much produced in these ten towns as well) is either 
sold as “open” wine or labeled Liebfraumilch; this is a 
general catch-all name, and quite meaningless. 

These cheaper Hessian wines have not much except their 
price to recommend them; mild, soft, often heavily sul- 
phured, without any real character, they reflect credit 
neither on the Germans who make and sell them nor on 
American consumers who seein to buy them in preference 
to far better Rieslings and Sylvaners from California. 

The fine wines of Hessia are another story. Made from 
the Riesling (occasionally the Sylvaner) in the first six 
of the ten towns listed above, they often have real dis- 
tinction and many of them can fairly be called great. Less 
“classic” perhaps than the finest Rheingaus, they have 
great fruit and fragrance, elegance and ripeness and great 
charm. It goes without saying that the best of them carry 
a town and vineyard name, and are estate-bottled. 


HOCK. The Englishman’s general term for Rhine wine, as Claret 


for Red Bordeaux. It is supposed to be derived from Hoch- 
heimer, and in any case has replaced the older “Rhenish” 
in current British usage. No very good reasons have ever 
been advanced to explain why Hochheim, almost outside the 
Rheingau proper, was selected for this honor, instead of, 
more logically, “Jo,” “Hat,” or “Rue,” for Johannisberger, 
Hattenheimer and Ruedesheimer. But who are we to carp? 
It is still legally possible, under American regulations, to 
manufacture something called California Hock, and indeed 
New York Hock and Ohio Hock, in the United States. 


HOSPICES DE BEAUNE (Awss-peace duh Bone). One of the 


most beautiful medieval buildings of Europe, a charity hos- 
pital (often referred to as the “Hotel Dieu”) in the Bur- 
gundian town of Beaune; the scene annually, in November, 
of what is perhaps the most famous wine auction in the 
world. Since its foundation in 1443 it has been bequeathed 
holdings in many of the best vineyards of the Cote de 
Beaune. These constitute its principal endowment and the 
wines from these provide most of its revenue. The prices 
brought at the auction, a most picturesque affair, tend to 
establish the level of Burgundy wine prices for the vintage 
in question. Although the wines are sold when still new, 
and delivered in barrel, the Hospices name is almost never 
abused; the wines are of superior quality and generally 
worth the high prices they bring. 

The Hospices vineyards consist of over 40 different plots, 
861% acres in all, and produce some 300 piéces (barrels 
of 228 liters) or 7,500 cases a year (although only 27 piéces 
in 1940 and 724 piéces in 1959). The product of each 
vineyard is auctioned separately, under the name of its 
cuvée, which in most cases is that of its donor, and prices 
vary widely according to the origin, reputation, and quality 


‘of each wine. 


There is no one standard label for the Hospices wines, 
but the consumer has the right to expect that the name of 
the cuvée and its appellation controlée should appear, as 
well as the name of the bottler; in some instances, each 
bottle is numbered.

How to Find 
Your Own ‘Taste 


in Music 


Your belongings and how you arrange them may 


help you discover what kind of music you will like 


By LEE WILCOX 


e Taste tends to be consistent. If 
you like clean simple lines in a 
chair, you will probably respond to 
clean simple lines in music. If the 
richly ornamented appeals to you 
in silver and china patterns, the 
richly ornamented is likely to ap- 
peal in music, too. So, if you are a 
novice and confused music lover, 
you may find a little self-study 
more helpful than reading a four- 
volume history of music. Music re- 
flects the mood of a time just like 
architecture, furnishings, and all 
other expressions. This is not a 
new idea to anyone with a general 
education, but it may be a new 
viewpoint to persons who take 
music only casually. 

The adjectives for musical styles 
are just as useful for styles in 
clothes, furnishings, and attitudes. 
“Classic,” for example, refers to 
music of Mozart’s and Haydn’s day. 
These composers wrote balanced, 
carefully proportioned music. In 
their symphonies, a theme is usu- 
ally repeated exactly as it was pre- 
sented at first. Different sections of 
music will be similar in length or 
will be doubled or halved, but will 
always be carefully symmetrical. 
There is always an over-all rule of 
symmetry. The more controlled yet 
effortless the music seems to be, 
the more successful the composi- 
The well-ordered 
person, conservative in taste, who 


tion usually is. 


enjoys formal occasions, is ready 
to respond to the formal order of 
classic music. 


“Romantic” refers to the music 


of such greats as Brahms, Schu- 
mann, Tchaikovsky, Johann and 
Richard Strauss. Schubert. Verdi, 
Chopin, and Mendelssohn. While 
no composer should be categorized 
to any rigid extent, these masters 
tended to compose more lushly,” 
with more expression of feeling, 
more moodily. than the classicists 
who concentrated on form. Roman- 
tic music is full of color. The home 
decorator who uses strong color 
lavishly, who likes rich clutter, 
dark, elaborately carved woods, 
dramatic fabrics like velvet. satin, 
or chiffon, is a romantic and will 
probably like romantic music. 
“Baroque,” in music terminol- 
ogy, refers to the style of Bach, 
Handel, Vivaldi, and Purcell. The 
term baroque may be misleading 
when used in reference to this 
music, which, to our ears. sounds 
so pure and simple. Everything is 
relative. however, even in music, 
and what seemed richly elaborate 
in 1650 (because what had gone 
before was so starkly pure) seems 
to us in the wildly experimental 
20th Century refreshingly serene. 
While baroque music can be elab- 
orately decorated, the underlying 
structure is as mathematically pure 
as an algebraic equation. What is 
more. the decorations are mathe- 
matically sound, too. That is, the 
rules of musical order based on the 
physical laws of sound are at all 
times respected. It is music of great 
feeling. warmth, 
is small in size—very room-size

Ethiopia is, in fact, still close 
to the soil, primarily agricultural 
and pastoral. This is a matter for 
some reflection when you arrive by 
jet in a country that has only 487 
miles of railroad (from Addis to 
Djibouti on the seacoast of French 
Somaliland). one telephone to more 
than 5,000 people, and one auto- 
mobile to 2,600 (although judging 
from the traffic in Addis one would 
think every man, woman and child 
in the country drove a car—and on 
the left, too). 

Addis, as those in the know refer 
to the capital, has the confusing 
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look of a warehouse for movie sets. 
Slick, modern buildings, lighted by 
neon, tower over one-story frame 
stores; and the grandest of dwell- 
ings, whether of the modern glass- 
and-tile variety or florid Italianate 
19th-century stone. is just as likely 
as not to be next-door neighbor to 
a thatched one-room tukul which 
invariably displays an inverted bot- 
tle in the peak of its roof—placed 
there to keep out the sporadic rain 
that falls in summer. 

No one ever seems able to tell 
you precisely where he lives, for 
streets are rarely named, except in 
the business section that radiates 
from three central squares. Direc- 
tions are given as “past the Italian 
Embassy, on the road to the left.” 
After ten days we still were never 
quite oriented in this hilly, sprawl- 
ing town, but then lots of residents 
didn’t seem to be any better off. 
The handsomely set up Ethiopian 
Tourist Organization on Menelik 
Square is the greenhorn traveler’s 
best source of advice about getting 
around locally or farther afield. But 
there never was a place where a 
traveler had greater need for a 
good taxi driver and those famous 
stout walking shoes. Streets and 
roads, except for major highways, 
are stony and rough. 

This is all part of the fascina- 
tion of the place, however—this

e In the homes of such people you find no clichés, no fads, 
Nn eres ING Ol : ies no stereotypes in arranging, in color scheming, or even in 


the objects they possess. Everything is different, fresh, sur- 





prising, and, as a result, interesting. Their individualism, as 
people, is mirrored in what they own and how they use it. 
Their interest often takes tangible and visible form, so you 
can divine instantly what it is. On the other hand, you may 
only be able to tell that something goes on here, something 
of compelling interest to the owner or owners. 

On the next 24 pages you will find glimpses of such inter- 
esting homes. Some show great catholicity of taste: others 
show a narrowing-down of interest. There is no standard to 
which they hew. They are quite different, and we are cer- 
tainly not saying: “Go thou and do likewise.” Imitating never 
works. But there is meaning here in the free-wheeling way 
these people have shaped their environments. They have had 
the courage to express themselves as they please, and we 


can profit from their example in this regard. 


This is where Carl Carmer lives. Carmer 
is an American regional historian, and 
one of his specialties is the Hudson River 
Valley. The house he lives in was designed 
by Orson Fowler, a late-19th-century 
architect who specialized in octagonal 
houses, many of which had quaint touches 
of “General Grant Gothic.” It is quite 
understandable that Carmer, who has im- 
mersed himself in all the manifestations 
of life in the Hudson Valley, should 
have chosen to live in a Fowler house.

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... The Colorful Texture of Rugs... 


@ The man who lives here, Edward Fields, is the president 
of a rug firm. The richly vivid rug that dominates his 
pleasant study high among Manhattan towers makes a strong 
personal statement about him. Here is a man whose life is 
bound up, quite literally, with color. 

The rug on the floo1 one of his products. Filling the 
shelves over the window are half functional, half decorative 
spools of dyed wool yarns, which symbolize his craft. 

In this room among its owner’s well-loved antiques— 
an 18th-century medical cabinet that belonged to a former 
governor of New York, a brass model of an early automobile. 


a Queen Anne stool—Fields meets with the artists who design 


his rugs. Color, pattern, texture, and function are weighed 
in terms of past and present decorative trends. 

When color is discussed, actual yarns are handed back 
and forth. Once designs are agreed upon, they go to Fields’s 
factory where each becomes a rug. handmade stitch for stitch 
at astonishing speed—often in a single day—by a craftsman 
operating a motorized punch needle. 

The rug on the floor in this picture was designed by 
William C. Raiser who was invited to the factory and told to 
make anything he liked. Working over an operator’s shoulder. 
Raiser simply added one color at a time. Fields liked the 


result so much he had the rug copied and brought it home. 
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...Gleaming Waxed Wood... 


@ It would not be hard to guess that the head of a wax 
manufacturing company lives here. For the room implies in 
every way possible the premise that beautiful wood, beau- 
tifully polished, can be a great visual pleasure and make 
a warm and rich living environment. 

This is the living-dining room of Mr. and Mrs. Herbert 
IF. Johnson, outside Racine, Wisconsin. It is no more surpris- 
ing that the floors are bare in most areas than that Mr. 
Fields’s floors, as glimpsed across the page, are nof bare. 
They are both following their own personal bent, letting 
their central life interest show in no uncertain way. 

You may like to know how the Johnson house got to look 


this way. The parquet floor is white oak stained a dark 
Gothic Oak by its manufacturer, Wood Mosaic Co. After in- 
stallation it was given two coats of Johnson’s Gym Finish, 
a penetrating sealer containing a fast-drying resin. It was 
buffed after each coat. The floor then got several coats of 
Johnson’s Paste Wax, buffed between coats. It gets a weekly 
maintenance coat of Beautiflor, buffed with a polisher. 

The wood walls are matched panels of walnut-veneered ply- 
wood, bleached, stained, and covered with four coats of cleat 
lacquer rubbed down with powdered pumice between coats. 
They received, finally, a very thin coat of Johnson’s Paste 
Wax applied with a moist cloth and buffed while still damp. 
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— and how he lives 
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@ There are two hazards in becoming a collector. First. you 


rapidly run out of storage space. And second, you feel you 
have to redecorate—perhaps even remodel—so that your 
treasures can be viewed in all their wonderful abundance by 
you and others. 

On these four pages you see how Alexander Girard, an 
avid collector of folk toys. folk art. and related artifacts, 
created devices in his house to show off his collections.

The collection of archeological beads, hanging on 
the hocks by the table, is sometimes worn by Mrs. Girard. 
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@ These two living rooms, so rich in early American folk 
art, re-create an era. The moment you walk into either of 
them you are conscious that here lives someone thoroughly 
immersed in the culture and folkways of our country a 
century ago. 

It is easy to account for their authenticity when you 
know that these are the living rooms of Adele Earnest and 
Cordelia Hamilton, who own the Stony Point Folk Art Gal- 
lery just north of New York. The two women have also played 
major roles in the Museum of Early American Folk Art, 
soon to open on Manhattan’s West 53rd Street. 

Actually, the two rooms are in separate living quarters 
in hundred-year-old remodeled barns that nestle alongside 
one another on the edge of a sylvan glade that was once an 
Indian camp ground. Like the Museum and the Gallery, they 


are filled principally with the provincial arts of the 18th

and 19th Centuries—weathervanes, ship carvings, early toys 
such as whirligigs, trade signs, decoys, and ceramics. 

Adele Earnest’s living room on the facing page occupies 
the second-story left-hand wing of the house seen below it. 
An Angel Gabriel of painted sheet iron, a magnificent copper 
horse prancing across the chimney face, and a wooden rooster 
are mid-19th-century weathercocks. All three are imaginative 
examples of the creativity of untutored Americans working 
in an age that ended when the Industrial Revolution put a 
damper on the individual artistic expression of ordinary men.

The Mechanical Marvels of a Motor Manufacturer 


@ Motors to many are impersonal machines, but in the home 
of California motor manufacturer Robert McCulloch they 
are the means of providing a very personal way of life. The 
‘house is literally wired for ease and entertainment. Silent 
mechanical servants raise and lower beds for easy making, 
they open and close the draperies, and they operate a com- 
plex audio system that amounts to a small radio station. 
The two years spent in building the home were a fascinating 
busman’s holiday for the owner, who reveled in creating 
these new mechanical systems. 

Although many of the ideas incorporated in this house 
might seem futuristic, most are practical and often highly 
original answers to common housekeeping problems. The 
bedlift, for instance, raises the mattress and box spring to 
chest height. Tiring stooping is avoided, and tightly secured 
bedclothes are assured. The raised position also allows for 


easy cleaning under the bed. 


The heating and air-conditioning systems are controlled 
by eight thermostats that divide the house into eight tem- 
perature zones. Hot and cold air is available 24 hours a 
day and can be mixed to provide any temperature in any of 
the eight zones. 

Some of the more than 200 motors in the McCulloch house 
serve practical functions and also provide delight. Included 
in this category is the revolving multiseated sun lounge on 
the swimming pool terrace. Seven mattresses are mounted on 
a platform that turns to assure even tanning. Each mattress 
is adjustable for sitting or reclining. In the garden, croquet 
wickets (lighted for night playing) can be lowered into the 
ground when the grass is cut. 

Like most interesting houses, it is that way because it 
expresses its owner’s interests. And, as all houses should, 
it works and serves its occupants’ needs. It is a special 


house, but it is a personal house, (Please turn the page) 
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The large bar contains many original ideas. An automatic 





ice-making machine (left) provides 200 ice cubes at all 
times. It also supplies crushed ice in a drawer. Four bottle 
hoists, set into the bar (above), each hold one and a half 
cases of bottles. The bottles are stored in metal tubes, one on 
top of the other, and rise to the surface as they are needed. 


A built-in wall refrigerator serves the bar. At left you see 
it closed, paneled to match the wall. Beneath the regular 
refrigerated storage is a special drawer (below) that was 
designed to hold chilled glasses. There is also a large refrig- 
erator for wine, held permanently at a 45° temperature.

The objective of the sound system in the McCulloch house 
was to provide a maximum of listening pleasure with a sim- 
plicity of operation. It is a highly sophisticated complex 
of audio machines that relays sound to every room of the 
house and to the outdoor areas. Basically the system consists 
of a radio and two record players. One of the record players 
operates on the juke-box principle. 

The nerve center for the system is located in the middle 
of the house (left), but it can be controlled by individual 
mechanisms in each of the principal rooms. 

When the system is on, it is on throughout the house, in 
order to assure uninterrupted listening. However, sound 
reception, choice of radio stations, and volume level are 
at the discretion of each room’s occupant. The individual 
volume control is achieved through relay boxes in each 
room. The radio receives both FM and AM broadcasts: it is 
permanently tuned to four FM stations and to one AM. This 


permanent tuning assures perfect reception and avoids drift.

Nerve center for the complex sound system is located in the 
center of the house (left). A large wall-hung cabinet stores 
extra radio tubes. The owner is currently working on plans 


to convert the entire system to a transistorized operation. 
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@ Beauty of spacing and simplicity of design are the two 
major qualities that dominate the painting of Georgia 
O'Keeffe.

If such an attitude about one’s surroundings may seem 
unusual coming from an artist whose paintings and sets 
ebb and flow with vibrant color and romantic symbolism, 
it becomes more understandable when you walk around 
his museum-like apartment in an old palazzo in Rome.

The real inside story on Sukiyaki 


By EIKO YUASA 


@ The dish called sukiyaki (pronounced skee-yah-kee) is 
the only part of Japanese cuisine known at all in foreign 
countries. But ironically, you cannot find a recipe for it in 
authentic Japanese cooking books. For you see, sukiyaki 
calls for combining Western foodstuffs and cooking them in 
a traditional Japanese way. Now that Japan is rapidly becom- 
ing more westernized, that means sukiyaki cookery is spread- 
ing as a popular type of home cooking. And no wonder, 
since it is so very easy! 

Each family has its own version of how it should be done 
and feels sure its way is best. The Japanese call sukiyaki 
“Father’s taste.” They mean it is so easy that even Father 
can do it. (Japanese men are notoriously uninterested in 
anything to do with housekeeping. ) 

Cooking sukiyaki is very simple, requiring practically 
no cooking in the kitchen—only cutting and placing the 
various ingredients on plates to be brought to the dining 
table, where the cooking is done in a frying pan. 

Beef is the main necessary ingredient for sukiyaki, 
though you can use pork, lamb, chicken, or white fish. 
Various kinds of vegetables and noodles are cooked with the 
meat and aided by seasoned cooking liquid. The total syn- 
drome ends up tasting completely different from anything 
known in the Western world, even though all the ingredients 
can be the same. The closest cookery in the Western world 
is Irish stew, yet sukiyaki bears not the slightest resem- 
blance in taste to stew, probably thanks to the cooking 
liquid. 

Sukiyaki has a very high nutritional value, partly due 
to ‘the wide variety of ingredients and partly due to the 
fact that it is cooked quickly for a very short time so the 
essential values are not dissipated. Also it is very low 
in saturated fats. In fact it is low in any kind of fat, 


Sukiyaki, the only Japanese dish most Westerners know, is not 
an authentic dish. It is a way of cooking our foods in tradi- 
tional Japanese manner. Two keys to its special flavor are (1) 
the combination of ingredients and (2) the cooking liquid. 
Here, beef sukiyaki cooks in fry pan; ingredients wait for 
second round.

since it is the custom to take off any fat visible on the 
meat before cooking. Only a bit of suet or a few drops of 
sesame seed oil are used at the beginning to grease the pan 
lightly. 

There are two keys to successful sukiyaki. First, have 
a wide variety of ingredients. Seven is about the minimum: 
a meat. a green vegetable, a root vegetable, scallions, onions, 
dried mushrooms, bean thread noodles. As many as ten 
ingredients would be fine. 

Second, use an interestingly flavored cooking liquid. 
There are many recipes, ranging from sweet to salty. The 
one we give below is in the middle of the two extremes. 
But you should feel free to vary it in either direction 
to suit yourself. 


Cooking Liquid 
(warishita) 
(for 5 persons) 


Dashi or water 3 cups 
Soy sauce 2 cup 
Sake 1 cup 


Combine these wet ingredients in the kitchen and 
bring to the table in a pitcher. 
Sugar TA cup 

Bring sugar to the table in a low dish with a 
tablespoon so it can be sprinkled on the meat 
immediately after it is put in the pan. Sprinkle 
lightly, in about the way you would sprinkle 
sugar on a doughnut. Putting the sugar directly 
on the meat makes it give up its flavor more 
readily. In general, you will need about one 
cup of liquid per person, but it depends on the 
size of the pan. The wider the pan, the more 
liquid you need, for the foodstuffs should be 
about half covered by the liquid. 


Sukiyaki is cooked in several batches, which means you 
do not put all the ingredients into the pan at once. You 
put in enough of each so that every person at the table 
can be served a small portion of everything. The first 
serving should nearly empty the pan, so that a completely 
new round of cooking can be started. Generally a third 
round of cooking is wanted before all the diners are read)

The twelve pools you will see on the next nine pages signify 
a new trend in thinking about what a swimming pool should 
be.

The message that comes through loud and clear is that a 
pool can be a terrific asset to the landscape, that it can have 
a visual impact on the total garden composition if attention 
is paid to its shape, proportion, color, materials. 

In the small garden, where the pool is ve ry much in sight 
all the time, this is an all-important consideration. The hours 
it is seen (but not used) far outnumber the hours swimming 
is done. So, though it must provide for swimming, its para- 
mount goal should be decorative, in scale with thes elements, 
as a year-round addition to the property.

How to rescue land lost ona slope 


@ These delightful terraced gardens and living areas, carved 
by hand from a steep rocky tangle of poison ivy, wild grape, 
and honeysuckle, prove once again the values that may lie 
hidden in a “hopeless” site. The mechanics of this dramatic 
reclamation job are simple. You clear the land, cut into 
the high side of the slope, move the soil to the low side, and 
level it off. The work is hard. The details and refinements 
are many and varied—but so are the rewards. 

Mr. and Mrs. Earl L. Dibble found this charming house 
and grounds in Scarsdale, N. Y. after intensive search. They 
decided on it because of the rugged scenic character of the 
land and the privacy it offered. To get what they wanted, 
they were willing to face the problems of the steep rocky 
sité, lack of space, and neglect. They solved the problems 
beautifully. They also found that working with the ele- 
mental materials of nature develops a unique affinity for the 
land. And they found great satisfaction in creating sculp- 
ture on a grand scale (see sketch, next page). 

The Dibbles started near the house and worked out. Each 


area was finished before the next (Please turn the page)

The first job the Dibbles tackled was getting rid of the 
poison ivy, grape, and honeysuckle. Grape and honeysuckle 
were pulled by hand. A broad-leaf weed killer (a mixture 
of 2.4-D and 2.4,5-T) was used on the poison ivy. It took 
three years of persistence to eliminate it completely. 

To let in the sun and air and open a view to the sky, it 
was necessary to cut down a few, carefully selected trees. 
Most of this was done before the leveling was started. 

The Dibbles did all the leveling themselves with shovel, 
wheelbarrow, and bushel basket. They considered having a 
bulldozer do the job, but it was not practical on such a 
steep site. In the end this was all to the good. The hand 
labor made it their own work of sculpture instead of a 
professionally operated engineering job.

discusses the many factors involved in designing a home. 


@ Homes are for people. True, we may have birds and fish, 
dogs and cats (or they have us) but in the main, homes are 
built for humans. We come in ail sizes and shapes. We are 
companionable, obstinate, noisy, quiet, thoughtful, selfish, 
intelligent, stupid, understood, misunderstood, and lovable 
by someone. No matter what our color or creed we are more 
alike than we are different. The home is a place where a 
family lives, cooks, eats, bathes, dresses, studies, and sleeps. 





The simplest form for a home is one large room. Within this 
large space, or partially screened within this space, vari- 
ous domestic activities are carried on. While there is little 
privacy and small chance of hiding disarray, there are still 
advantages to be gained from a large and satisfactory space. 





The home should be efficient for these purposes, but also, 
and much more difficult, there should be the daily inspira- 
tion of beautiful spaces. 

To evaluate any building you must go inside it. Just 
as with people, it is the inside that really matters. Many 
a rough exterior hides riches aplenty in a person or a build- 
ing. Remember the basic definition: “Architecture encloses 
space so that beauty and utility are one.” To study this space 
we must be within it—not merely observing its external 
characteristics. 

The ideal home enables us to live a simple, natural life. 
There are other basic conditions for this good life besides 
the physical surroundings of the home. Proper thoughts, 
fresh air, pure water, and good food are also necessary to 
fulfill the challenge and promise of such a life. It is not 
easy to supply these essentials for ourselves and our families. 
Assuming these basic requirements are satisfied. let us con- 
sider our homes. There are no architectural efforts nearer 
and dearer to our hearts than our homes. 

The simplest form for a home is one large room. Within 
the large space, or partially screened off within this space, 
are carried on various domestic activities of living, dining, 
cooking, sleeping. washing, etc. Though there is a lack of 
privacy and small chance of hiding disarray or untidiness, 
there aré advantages to be gained from being in the midst 
of a large and satisfactory space. Thoreau had a dream 
of a one-room house which he described in Walden: “I 
sometimes dream of a larger and more populous house, 
standing in a golden age, of enduring materials, and with- 
out gingerbread work, which shall still consist of only one 
room, a vast, rude, substantial, primitive hall, without 
ceiling or plastering, with bare rafters and purlins sup- 
porting a sort of lower heaven over one’s head, useful to keep 
off rain and snow . . . a cavernous house. where you must 
reach up a torch upon a pole to see the roof; where some may 
live in the fireplace, some in the recess of a window, and 
some on settles. some at one end of the hall, some at another, 
and some aloft on rafters with the spiders, if they choose; a 
house which you have got into when you have opened the 
outside door, and the ceremony is over; where the weary 
traveler may wash. and eat, and converse. and sleep. without 
further journey: such a shelter as you would be glad to reach 
in a tempestuous night, containing all the essentials of a 
house, and nothing for housekeeping; where you can see all 
the treasures of the house at one view, and everything hangs 
upon its peg that a man should use; at once kitchen, pantry, 
parlor, chamber, storehouse, and garret; where you can see 
so necessary a thing as a barrel or a ladder, so convenient a 
thing as a cupboard, and hear the pot boil. and pay your 
respects to the fire that cooks your dinner and the oven that 
bakes your bread, and the necessary furniture and utensils 
are the chief ornaments: where the washing is not put out, 
nor the fire, nor the mistress. A house whose inside 
is as open and manifest as a bird’s nest. and you cannot go 
in at the front door and out at the back without seeing 
some of its inhabitants: where to be a guest is to be 
presented with the freedom of the house, and not to be care- 
fully excluded from seven-eighths of it, shut up in a par- 
ticular cell. and told to make yourself at home there—in

It is doubtful that many families could satisfactorily ad- 
just to a home consisting of one large space; nevertheless, 
it is healthy to shake up our ideas concerning home in an 
effort to improve our concepts. It is probable that homes 
in the year 2000 will utilize and name spaces in a manner 
novel today. The same human functions, however, will go 
right on no matter what the shape of the enclosure. In our 
homes we find relaxation. music, food, clean clothes, baths, 
exercise, study, and sleep, to mention a few items. We gen- 
erally have spaces designated living room, dining room, 
kitchen, laundry, bathroom, bedroom, and study in which to 
carry on these activities. 


The Living Room 
\ living room may be just that 





a room—or it may be 
part of an open area in which cabinets and some screens are 
used to separate it from an entry or dining room or kitchen 








or multipurpose room or playroom. There is no perfect single 
answer for the ideal living room which must house many 
dynamic events. There may be ideal solutions to the problems 
proposed by an individual family, but each family must 
determine its own use of a living space, based upon the per- 
sonalities, habits, inclinations, and ages of the members of 
the group. A couple might sometimes use a living room as a 
study for the quiet pursuits of reading and writing. The same 
space might be used for noisier activities: conversation with 
friends, music, dancing, and singing. The addition of five 
children to the family would rule out the use of the living 
room as a study, unless a separate family room or playroom 
was provided. In an arrangement where such a multipurpose 
room is provided for activities of a noisy, disordered nature, 
the living room might then become a smaller room. 


The old-fashioned parlor concept has probably sprung 
into existence again because of the desire of the housewife to 
have at least one room in the home which can be kept tidy 
and used at times as a refuge both from the outside world 
and from children. Usually this parlor is a smaller room 
and it is located so that it does not have a through circu- 
lation. but rather is isolated and off by itself. When such 
a parlor is provided in a family with children, it becomes 
almost essential to build a family room for the usual dis- 
array involved in living with children. Perhaps the most 
satisfactory—but not the easiest—answer to the problem is 
to instill habits of neatness and order in the children. 


A living room should have a pleasant view. If there is no 
distant view upon which to capitalize, and usually the aver- 
age building site possesses no such bonanza, then it becomes 
even more important to create outside—within the confines 
of the building site—something pleasant to view. This 
outdoor feature might be elaborate and expensive, such as a 
swimming pool with a cabana, or it might be the simplest 
type of landscaping, consisting of a privacy screen at the 
property line, some raked sand, or an expanse of grass and 
a few trees. 


Sometimes the outdoors is brought directly inside the 
home. The indoor-outdoor living pattern has been well estab- 
lished and commonly accepted in all parts of the country. 
There is an interesting corollary between the development of 
opened-up houses with their indoor-outdoor living areas and 
the increase in security among the families of a nation be- 
cause of laws and their enforcement. Living habits are a sort 
of barometer sensitive to the attainment of a civilization. 

A home should have a living room that welcomes the sun 
as a decorator to make the space an ever-changing delight. 
Fresh air is a necessary consideration. A pleasant view is 
important even if, as just mentioned, it has to be one that 
is close at hand and of your own creating. Be sure there are 
comfortable chairs and a place for books. Have music in 
your room and try to make it more than a hi-fi set or the 
ubiquitous television. A piano is fine but recorders are 
easy to learn to play and inexpensive enough to buy for the 
whole family. Lighting for the evening should be both effi- 
cient and pleasing. Dimmers will help accomplish both of 
these goals. At night, high openings in the wall, ceiling, 
and roof may permit a glimpse of the moon and the stars 
beyond. Even with a crowd around a room can be peaceful; 
certainly this is a goal to seek. It is nice to have storage 
in a living room, Everything need not be on display. The 
traditional Japanese alcove or tokonoma is a good lesson in 
the chaste display of artistic possessions, and the importance 
of worthy objects is nicely emphasized. 

Like many others, I confess to a strong liking for a fire- 
place in a home. | realize they are inefficient—that there 
are better ways of securing heat. However, no one will

What- 
ever it is—protective brands to fend 
off the saber-tooth beast, warmth 
from the biting cold of a belligerent 
winter, cooking foods which can 
be digested no other way—let us 
sing hearty praises to fire and make 
a safe place for it in our homes. I 
speak for a real fireplace—even a 
gusty one with a little smoke that 
spills out now and again into the 
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room—rather than a prim, neat 
little gas log with a tiny vent 
pipe up through the center. The 
fireplace may echo the structural 
form of the home and help to create 
the singleness of effect or unity. 
Even with the compartmentaliz- 
ing that is usually required for 
privacy, it is imperative to create 
one large space as a focal center 
for the entire building. Usually 
by the very nature of our family 
habits, the living room becomes 
this dominant space. In order to 
create this single dominant space 
and still maintain a budget, it may 
be necessary to combine other do- 
mestic functions with the living 
room, such as letting the dining 
room or library become a part of 
the living room, thereby contribut- 
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A modern kitchen, including its equipment, is the most expensive space 


in any home and consumes the major part of a housewife’s time. It should 


therefore be one of the pleasantest and handsomest spaces in the home. 
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ing to the over-all volume enclosed. 
The exterior of a building should 
also express the spaces that are 
within the building. For example, 
if we have a large living-room space 
within the structure, then this space 
should be well expressed on the 
exterior of the building. For a home 
to lack clarity in this regard is a 
form of untruthfulness as distaste- 
ful as falsity in materials used. 
Select a limited number of basic 
materials with which to build your 
home and then these 
materials for your living room, and

Integration is a subject worthy 
of particular attention. The first 
intangible quality of a building 
that we attempt to measure is that 
of unity. An integrated design re- 
quires that your architecture and 
your furnishings become an organic 
whole. Life itself is an integration 
of co-operating parts, even as disin- 
tegration, is the characteristic of 
death. In the universe there is an 
infinity of examples of the most 
marvelous integration. To be inte- 
gral is a characteristic of great art. 
While great art is never easy in 
the sense of accomplishment. it 
usually seems easy once it has been 
done. People look and say: “Oh, 
that’s easy; I could do that.” To 
achieve this integration in our 
homes means that we must cultivate 
the quality of seeing things whole. 
We must become aware of the com- 
pleteness of life. rather than the 
fragmentation of life. When we. 
even in our limited and feeble way, 
attempt to approach and emulate 


what nature does so well, even the 


slightest resemblance has _ been 
considered great art. This may 


seem the long way round—to ac- 

quire a philosophy of life in order 
to furnish a home properly.

The kitchen 


The kitchen, with its equipment. 
is the most expensive space in any 
home. It is clear that a kitchen 


must be an efficient work space. 
It should be equally well under- 
stood that the kitchen can be one 
of the pleasantest and handsomest

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ern kitchen can be a joy of efh- 
ciency and beauty. From the stand- 
point of daily budgets, most of us 
spend a large proportion of our 
income on food, as well as a great 
deal of time in the preparation 
and eating of this food. Statistics 
amassed by research institutes indi- 
cate that the major part of a house- 
wite’s time is spent in the kitchen. 

The four basic functions in the 
kitchen are: 


1. Food storage (cabinets, pan- 
tries, refrigerators, and freez- 
ers) 

2. Food preparation (sinks and 
adjacent counters) 

3. Food cooking (cooking tops 
and ovens) 

4. Food serving (counters adja- 
cent to cooking, and rolling 
carts ) 


After dining, the flow of kitchen 
activities is reversed: food is trans- 
ported to the kitchen via the serv- 
ing space, changed to storage 
containers at the preparation area, 
and finally put into storage for 
future use. If the four basic ac- 
tivities are visualized and _ cor- 
related without paths crossing and 
recrossing, a workable kitchen 
should result. A lot of the work in 
the kitchen is an assembly-line 


process insofar as production is 
concerned, The kitchen is generally 
a separate room in order to control 
noise and cooking odors, but it may 
be a section of other spaces—even 
the living room. 


Kitchen equipment 


The basic units in any kitchen 
are the refrigerator, the sink, and 
the range. Each requires adjacent 
counter space for efficient use. 
They should be located so that they 
are not in the direct circulation 
except to the dining room and the 
service door. There are many labor- 
saving devices that may be incor- 
porated in the kitchen. The range 
is frequently divided into two sec- 
tions, a cooking top and a separate 
oven. Other equipment includes 
dishwashers, warming drawers, 
rolling carts or tables, garbage 
disposal units, fans and filters to 
carry off odors and capture grease, 
built-in-the-counter motors used for 
blending, whipping, 
grinding foods. 

Of critical importance to the suc- 
cess of any kitchen are the storage 
provisions. Storage must be pro- 
vided for objects of many shapes 
and sizes. Some storage should be 
concealed and some should be open 
to save motions.

Materials for a kitchen 


Floors for a kitchen must be 
tough, durable and easily main- 


tained. If the floor is somewhat 
resilient, it will be much easier for 
the housewife who spends so much 
of her time standing and walking 
around in the kitchen. The kitchen 
flooring material should be grease- 
proof and nonabsorbent to food 
elements that might stain or dam- 
age the surface. Cabinets in the 
kitchen are usually made of wood 
or of metal.

The counter 
tops and backsplash are generally 
made of plastic laminate, ceramic 
tile, marble or stainless steel. It is 
common practice in financing a 
home to have the built-in kitchen 
equipment included in the mortgage 
and thereby financed over a long 
period of time with a low rate of 
interest. 

Efficient lighting is of special 
importance in a kitchen. This light- 
ing should be concealed from direct 
view. yet completely illuminate all 
working areas with strong, clear 
light. Kitchen ceilings should be of 


a light-reflective, easily cleaned 
material that has a  sound-ab- 
sorbent surface. Noise control is 


always an important kitchen con- 
sideration. and it is primarily the 
ceiling area that can be used to 
reduce the noise level normal in a 
kitchen. Colors and textures in- 
crease the yisual interest of any 
kitchen. A white, sterile laboratory 
for the dietitian in a hospital might 
be in order, but the kitchen in 
your home should reflect an aura of 


warmth, pleasantness, and charm.

In many restaurants you will see 
the meat put in last, on top of the 
vegetables. causing the meat to be 
steamed by the liquid below. But 
this does not spread the meat flavor 
throughout all the other ingredi- 
ents, so the taste is not so rich. 
(The restaurant way is easier on 
the waiters. for they do not have 


= 
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to tend the pan and can go off to 
other tables.) 

We strongly recommend that you 
buy the best grade of beef you can: 
sirloin, tenderloin, or filet. If it 
is well marbled, you will probably 
find it is tender. The quality of 
the beef shows through very 
markedly in sukiyaki. Allow about 
one-quarter to one-third pound per 
person. Take off all strips of solid 
fat and discard. 

Almost any vegetable can be 
used in sukiyaki: scallions, onions, 
water cress, cabbage, Chinese cab- 
bage, white radish, turnip, potato, 
carrot, or sweet potato. (Avoid 
spinach; it makes a poor taste con- 
tribution.) Pick two, three, or four 
out of this list to give variety in 
color and texture. 

In addition to the fresh things, 
include the following three because 
they are important ingredients: 

1. Dried mushrooms (shiitake) 

(3 or 4 per person) 
2. Soy bean curd (tofu) 
(44 square per person) 

If you live in a big city, you can 
get fresh tofu, either white or 
toasted. If you have to buy oriental 
foods by mail, ask for canned tofu, 
which is toasted. It is called yaki- 
tofu. Cut a square into nine cubes. 
If you cut too thin you will have 
trouble getting it out of the pan.

How to Prepare the Ingredients 

Beef: Slice paper-thin. Some 
butchers will slice it by machine. 
If you have to do it with a knife, 
the colder the meat, the firmer and 
therefore the easier to do. Remove 
all visible fat. 

Scallions (2 per person): Cut 
diagonally into 1l-inch-long pieces. 

White or red onions (1 oz. per 
person): Cut into halves vertically 
first and then slice into pieces one- 
eighth-inch thick.

per person of any of these): Cut 
into thin slices and boil in salted 
water (1 teaspoon of salt to 5 cups 
water) to soften.

Cabbage or Chinese cabbage (1 
oz. per person): Cut into bite size. 

Mushrooms (Shiitake): Soak in 
water 15 to 20 minutes to soften. 
When soft, cut stem out and cut 


into bite-size pieces. The water in 


_ which mushrooms were soaked is 


_ very good as a cooking liquid, so 


don’t throw it away. While you are 


_ cooking sukiyaki, you can add this 


liquid to pan. 
Bean thread noodles: Let stand 


in very hot water for 15 to 20 min- 
utes. After being softened, noodles 
become transparent. Cut into short 
lengths, about one or two inches. If 
noodles are too long, they are hard 
to handle, because they are much 
more slippery than Italian noodles. 

All these ingredients should be 
arranged beautifully plates, 
platters, or baskets.

How to Cook 
Heat the pan to about 250 de- 
grees. Wipe the bottom of the 


heated pan with a half-inch cube of 
suet, and discard. This is just to 
prevent beef from sticking to the 
bottom of the pan at the beginning. 
Even better is to use a teaspoon of 
sesame seed oil instead of the suet. 
Sesame oil definitely gives more 
flavor. 

Place beef (6 or 8 slices) in the 


pan. Sugar lightly. Then turn over | 


quickly. Just after both sides of 
beef are cooked, add enough cook- 
ing liquid to cover beef and bring 
to a boil. Then put in some of 
each of the other ingredients. 
Add more beef on the top of the 
ingredients, each slice 
lightly. Then the flavor of the beef 
penetrates them. Cook until beef 


sugaring 


is brown-colored and fresh vege- 
tables look done—but not limp. 
The total time should be from 5 to 
7 minutes. 

At this point, each person helps 
himself to any or all of the ingredi- 
ents. Better serve all the food in 
the pan from this first cooking. 
Then add one-third of all the in- 
gredients and liquid for the second 
run. Repeat a third time, and every- 
one should be satisfied. 

If the consistency is getting too 
thick or the ingredients are stick- 
ing to the pan, add the liquid in 
which the dried mushrooms were 
soaked. If you still need more liq- 
uid, use dashi or plain water. 


Sukiyaki with Fish 

Any white-meat fish is good for 
sukiyaki, such as porgy, flounder, 
sea bass, striped bass, red snap- 
per, sole, etc. Clean fish and re- 
move head, skin, and bones. Cut 
into bite-size pieces. Cooking liq- 
uid should be paler than for beef 
sukiyaki. 

Oil Yaki 

There is another, more sophisti- 
cated version of sukiyaki, and the 
Japanese prefer it because it has a 
fresher, lighter taste. It is called 


oil yaki. It differs from sukiyaki | 


in two ways: It is a sautéeing proc- 
ess using sesame seed oil, rather 
than a stewing one, using liquid.

Sukiyaki is particularly good for 
outdoor cooking. From spring to 
autumn, it is fun to have a sukiyaki 
dinner in the garden, putting an 
iron fry pan on charcoal heat (or 
using an electric pan) and_ sur- 
rounding the pan with colorful 
plates and baskets of colorful in- 
gredients. If you cook indoors on 
the dining table, better use a plas- 
tic tablecloth or a large round 
plastic mat. The bubbling liquid 
or sautéeing does cause spattering. 
Anticipate this, and you'll become 
a devotee of sukiyaki.

No mortar is used in any of thé 
walls in the Dibble garden. Dry 
walls (without mortar) are less ex 
pensive, look better, and eliminaté 
problems of drainage, and freezifl 
and thawing.

| up, it should be firmed by tamping 


or by soaking with water.

Finishing each 
area as they went along was basic 
to the success of the entire project. 

English ivy and ajuga are used 
for ground cover, and, of course, 
the rhododendron, fern, and even 
the hemlock screen plantings serve 
much the same purpose. They con- 
trol erosion and keep down the 
weeds. The plant used most, how- 
ever, is pachysandra. The Dibbles 
swear by it. 

They got started with pachysan- 
dra when a neighbor gave them all 
they needed from a large planting 
of his. It turned out that they 
needed quite a lot. The main plant- 
ing is on the slope below the large 
rock wall. They pulled up stems of 
the neighbor’s pachysandra by the 
basketful. Mr. Dibble laid a ladder 
up the slope and Mrs. Dibble 
wound the rocts of each stem into 
a ball and handed it to him to 
plant. They set out thousands of 
plants this way at six-inch intervals. 
They watered well and weeded the 
area carefully for two years. There 
were a few weeds the third year, 
but none after that. Pachysandra 
performs pretty much as Mr. Dib- 
ble says: “The first year it sleeps, 
the second year it creeps, and then 
| 
. 
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it leaps.” Once it leaps, your main- 
tenance problems are over. 

Stone steps were built between 
the major changes of grade. All 
grades had to be established before 
the steps were planned, because 
they must be made from the bottom 
up. The last stage of the design 
connected the areas in a continuous 
loop. This extends the apparent 
size of the area. Making a loop 
trip always seems longer than dou- 
bling back on the same route. A 
loop also offers a choice of direc- 
tion in starting out. You can go 
one way one time and another the 
next. 

The design of each separate area 
and each pathway was carefully 
considered. There were frequent 
changes in the process of design. 
The curve of one long flight of 
steps, made of heavy stones, was 
not pleasing to the eye when fin- 
ished. They lived with it for a 
while, realized it was wrong, and 
finally took it down and rebuilt it 
to suit the eye. It required a lot of 
labor, but it was worth it to them. 

Although the site and the materi- 
als used impose a certain similarity 
on the various areas, each has a 
character of its own.

Other matters must be considered. 
A fancy pool can be too preten- 
tious for its site or for the house. 
A free-form pool, though there are 
many good ones, can sometimes be 
too hectic for a crowded and busy 
landscape. Among the free-form 
pools there are a surprising num- 
ber of fine solutions, but there are 
also an even greater number of 
near misses. Generally they are 
examples of good pool forms in the 
wrong place. In general, a free 
form is best when seen against big, 
empty sweeps of meadow or woods 
or distant horizons.

remains effective over a longer pe- 
riod. This reduces the frequency 
with which chlorine must be added 
to the pool and greatly improves its 
protection.

Opening and closing pools 


Few homeowners should under- 
take to close their pools down 
when the season ends. It is a tricky 
job, and winter damage can be 
costly if it’s not done right. The 
charge for winterizing a pool is 
usually about $50. This includes 
disassembly of filter equipment, re- 
moval of ladders, lights, draining 
of lines, dropping water level, and 
covering pool. Motors, pumps, and 
diving board are stored. 

For spring opening of a pool the 
typical fee is also $50. The pool 
cover is removed, cleaned, and 
stored. In most cases water must 
be pumped out, walls scrubbed, 
disinfected, and acid-washed. Paint- 
ing is extra. This is not as hard a 
job as it sounds and is often under- 
taken by the pool owner, with the 
company supplying the 
proper paint. The paint goes on fast 
with a roller. (Pool painting parties 
are not unknown, with last sum- 
mers guests joining in.) 


service 


If you 
have the painting done for you, a 
usual charge for a single coat of 
good chlorinated rubber paint is 
about 15 cents a square foot. When 
the paint has thoroughly cured, all 
equipment removed in winterizing 
is reinstalled. 

Adding up the total bill, com- 
plete pool care for a five-month 
season—including spring opening 
and fall closing of the pool, weekly 
maintenance, chemicals, electricity, 
and painting—will usually be some- 


where between $400 and $600.

Painting is the biggest single 
maintenance item. To be in prime 
condition, most pools require paint-

1. Paint your pool white. The 
chlorine you put in your pool] will 
keep it bleached clean and the re- 
flection of sky will give the water 
the beautiful aqua color you want. 
White is also the safest color. It 
makes seeing swimmers easier. It’s 


also the most sanitary. Any lack of 


cleanliness is immediately apparent. 

2. Have your new pool finished 
in plaster. Originally this will cost 
more than paint, but with good 
maintenance, plaster won’t need re- 
finishing for from three to five 
years. Cleaning is done with a mild 
acid wash. In areas where a pool is 
kept in operation the year round, 
plaster pools may go ten or more 
years without painting. Eventually, 
though, they'll need either painting 
or replastering. 

3. Have your new pool painted 
with epoxy. A good epoxy, properly 
applied, is the nearest thing to a 
tile finish, and is unsurpassed in 
durability. But not all epoxies are 
equally good, and it is vital that 
application be in accordance with 
manufacturers instructions. It 
should be applied over bare con- 
only. Epoxy that gets 
splotchy-looking after a year or two 
can usually be restored to prime 
condition with sulfamic acid. 

4. Vinyl-liner pools, 


crete 


of course, 
never require painting, and the 
cost of a new liner, when it has to 
be replaced, is less than the cost of 
periodic painting. Since the pool 
never has to be drained for paint- 
ing, you can use the same pool wa- 
ter indefinitely. In the spring, no 
time is lost in painting and you 
can immediately get in the swim. 
Cleanup is simply a matter of 
chemical treatment and vacuuming. 

5. Tile pools are the most perma- 
nently finished of all. The cost of 
tile is about $2 a square foot in- 
stalled, but figured over a twenty- 
year period (the presumed life of 
the pool), that’s only ten cents per 
square foot per year, a third less 
than the cost of painting. Mosaic 
Tile Company has a new Dot tile, 
especially durable in 
pool use.

How to get more swimming 


The season for using a pool can 
readily be extended. Pool water 
need never be too chilly for com- 
fort. Pool heaters today are more 
efficient, more economical to oper- 
ate, and there is no area of the 
country where a heater won’t add 
to swimming pleasure. A heater | 
makes pool use possible on mar- 
ginal days. It is particularly wel- 
come in the spring, since it speeds 
the opening of the pool season 
after a long winter. 

A heater must be designed espe- — 
cially for swimming pools. Just any 7 
boiler won’t do; chemicals in pool 
water will make short work of it. 
You can now get heaters that oper- 
ate by LP gas, oil, or elec- 


gas 
gas, 
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tricity. New electric heaters are no 
larger than a suitcase, and where 
electricity rates are low are an ideal 
solution. You no longer have to 
have a chimney for oil-fired heaters. 
You can use a draft inducer instead. 

Pool heat may be conserved by 
use of covers. There are new auto- 
matic varieties, such as the Pool- 
Deck all-metal cover, which roll on 
or off at the touch of a button. In 
spring, when blossoms and _ seeds 
are wafting through the air, and in 
fall, when leaves are raining down, 
a cover is also good preventive 
maintenance. 

Plastic covers now have improved 
fastening systems. One of the easi- 
est to use is called Aqua-Lok. It 
holds the cover in place by means 
of plastic sleeves filled with water 
from the garden hose. Lightweight 
polyethylene film, used for winter- 
time covers, is so inexpensive you 
may wish to dispose of it, rather 
than scrub it down and store it for 
another season’s use.

Ethiopia’s tradition-bound art. 

You will see in the art school 
that there is new creativity among 
Ethiopian painters and sculptors. 
But there is a curious quality to 
the primitive traditional painting 
on parchment which is almost un- 
known to Americans and hence 
worth acquiring as souvenirs. The 
practice has been for artists to 
repeat, almost to the same line, the 
same subject matter that has been 
done for centuries. The most 
charming is a storytelling sequence 
relating the history of Sheba’s 
visit to Solomon and the birth of 
Menelik. There is a_ series of 
farmers in the field and going to, 
market, always done in ochre, black 
and white, and oddly sophisticated. 

You will find these, now fre- 
quently done on canvas, in the 
colorful New Market in Addis, 
which is really an old market, 
raffish and lively and colorful. It’s 
the place to buy such typical 
souvenirs as old Coptic Bibles, 
hand-illuminated on parchment, 
with hand-carved wood covers, 
ebony carvings, inlaid ivory knives, 
odd silver amulets and crosses, 
tooled leather and brass battle 
shields, rugs of monkey or gazelle 
skin (good buys. which should, 
however, be certified by the Pasteur 
Institute before bringing them into 
the U.S.). 

An excellent bargain is 22-karat 
gold jewelry, best found in the 
shops of the goldsmiths. Intricate 
filigree sunburst pins are especially 
attractive (at about $40) as are 
broad filigree wedding bands and 
Coptic crosses. We shopped at 
Teclu Desta, 115 Haile Selassie I 
Ave., and at Omnia, a shop under 
the Piazza. 

Leopard, cheetah, kidskin, and 
monkey furs are inexpensive here. 
too, and not at all badly styled at 
the Nocera fur shop. We came back 
with Jeopard bow ties for all. 


UT OF Addis there are curiosi- 

ties worth seeing, most accessi- 
ble by plane unless you have lots 
of time to traverse them by pretty 
rough roads. These are Gondar, 
where you will find to your astonish- 
ment a group of 6th-century Portu- 
guese castles and churches, remains 
of a Portuguese attempt to convert 
Ethiopia to Roman Catholicism; 
Axum, seat of Sheba’s kingdom, 
where there are ancient solid gran- 
ite obelisks which remain a mystery 
to historians; and Lalibela, another 
mystery, where long before Chris-

| tianity a highly civilized cult of 
nature worshipers carved a group 
of churches out of solid rock. 

Such journeys involve rough 
land travel as well as plane flights. 
But then, Ethiopia. at the moment, 
is no place for sissy travelers, or 
those who look for luxurious resort 
living when they go abroad. Accom- 
modations and land facilities are 
just now being developed. Mean- 
time, if you don’t mind putting up 
with a few slings and arrows by 
way of dusty, rock roads and pe- 
culiar quarters, excursions out of 
Addis are a thrilling chance to see 
the country before it changes. 


HE HIGHLIGHT of our trip 

was a four-day safari through 
the flat and thorn-acacia plains to 
see the wild animals that in Ethiopia 
are still unused to being looked at 
by foreigners. We went just to look, 
not to kill. Ted Shatto. an Ameri- 
can who usually conducts hunting 


| safaris out of Addis. drove us by 


Land Rover, a British miracle of a 
conveyance that navigates any- 
where. 

We concentrated on an area near 
Awash Station, where everything 
closes up weirdly at night leaving 
the town to the prowling, howling 
hyenas. But never mind the hyenas, 
never mind the hotel (the food was 
good, however), never mind the 
dust. All we can remember is the 
excitement of bouncing over the 
plain and seeing, in one morning, 
| with our own citified eyes: a herd 
of zebra, several] herds of gazelle, 


|a herd of lesser kudu, a herd of 





| greater kudu, a gerenuk, an ostrich 
| 


(we chased him), a harte beest, a 
_batch of wart hog, a genet cat, a 
jackal, a bat-eared fox, and a herd 
of oryx, the curious deerlike animal 
with straight long horns. And that 


doesn’t include the numberless, 
darling little gazelle-like dik diks., 
or the cliff where a whole tribe of 
baboons dwell, overlooking a pond 
of crocodiles where the leopard and 
lion come to drink. Or the brand- 
new, baby camel and his mother, 
and the hovering vultures. 

On this trip we met plaid-skirted 
Somalis, stern Dankali herdsmen 
carrying spears, and Gallas, in 
beads and leather skirts, from 
whom we bought the brass brace- 
lets off their very arms. 

From Awash Station we headed 
for Lake Awassa, which is being 
developed as a resort, and enroute 
came upon one of the most extraor- 
dinary sights in any land—Lake 
|Hora Abyata, which to the eye 


seems floating with pink flowers, 
but the flowers are in fact the thou- 
sands of flamingoes who live here. 
At sunset they and flocks of 
paunchy pelicans come in to daw- 
dle a while on the pumice shores. 

At a nearby coffee and banana 
plantation, we were invited to an- 
other dip in a hot springs pool, 
for this part of the country is full 
of such volcanic oddities. And if 
the trip sounds rugged, it still pro- 
vided us with the most comfortable 
accommodations and the best food 
we found in Ethiopia—at the Oasis 
at Lake Awassa. 

Food in Ethiopian hotels is Euro- 
pean. Spaghetti, owing to Italian 
influence, is good everywhere. But 
a real Ethiopian meal is an experi- 
ence. You sit on low divans. The 
table is a wicker hour-glass shape 
topped by a tray, which is then 
covered by two or three layers of 
injera, like a tremendous round 
sourish pancake of millet meal. On 
top of this is arranged the piece de 
résistance, a highly seasoned stew 
called wat. 

Servants pass a ewer and bowl 
in which you wash your hands. 
You then eat by tearing off pieces 
of the injera tablecloth and using 
it as a scoop for the wat. A kind 
of yogurt and vegetable mix usually 
goes with this. As a gesture of hos- 
pitality, your host will frequently 
prepare a little wad of food and 
pop it into your mouth. The meal 
is accompanied by a drink of fer- 
mented honey, tej, or beer, tella. 


HE FACT that Ethiopia’s lan- 

guage is Amharic, simultaneous- 
ly reminiscent of Hebrew and Ara- 
bic, and that affairs are conducted 
by the Julian rather than the Gre- 
gorian calendar need not confuse a 
visitor, because English is quite 
commonly spoken in Addis and 
everyone seems to recognize your 
timetable. The monetary unit is the 
Ethiopian dollar, worth 40 cents 
American. 

Besides your smallpox vaccina- 
tion, you should have a yellow fever 
inoculation, obtainable at a U. S. 
Public Health Service station. 

Ethiopian Airlines flies its jets 
to Addis from Madrid, Frankfurt, 
and Athens. and runs domestic 
propeller flights within the country 
and to other cities of Africa, such 
as Cairo, Khartoum, Monrovia, and 
Nairobi.

“It’s those blank windows, of 
course,” I mused aloud as I was 
straightening out the arm welting 
on the sofa slipcover. Suddenly I 
took a closer look at the satiny, 
unobtrusive design in the damask 
and somewhere in the back of my 
memory a similar pattern shaped 
itself. 

“It’s Molla’s new wrought-iron 
screen pattern,’ I announced. 

“Indeed?” said Martha. “And 
whatever might that mean?” 

“Tt means,” I said, “that we can 
keep this room as light and bright 
as a captain’s bridge and give it 
some character at the same time, 
and we can fix it so you need never 
notice that building next door if 
you don’t care to—simply by 
‘draping’ the window with the lacy 
pattern of Spanish ironwork.” 

Practically, it worked this way. 
The Molla people, who are old 
hands at wrought-iron garden and 
terrace furniture, now have a col- 
lection of standing, folding, hand- 
made iron screens. Normally, the 
screen has three hinged panels, 18 
inches wide and 80 inches high, 
but they can also furnish extra 
panels as extenders if you want a 
longer screen. We in effect raised 
the screens off the floor, turned 
them into folding panels at the 
broad windows, where the light 
silhouettes the lacy pattern, while 
the open-work screen itself com- 
mands the eye without blocking the 
light. We chose the Costa Brava 
pattern because it did remind me 
of the damask design, but we had 
a choice of several others. They 
can be made in more than 20 col- 
ored finishes, including black, but 
since lightness was a must here, 
we ordered them in white. 


“How I wish my father had been 
a good friend of the Tsar of all the

I’m sure she saw it the same 
way, too, for she kept putting o 
the decision to order the white 
marble. And it was as if Providence} 
were taking a hand in giving Mrs 
Barber precisely—or almost pre 
cisely—what she wanted. 

All that had to happen was fo 
me to wander into the showrooms 
of Andrew Stephens, where I found 
on display an exhibition of tables} 
and lamp bases made of a brand 
new material called Monzini. A 
first glance I thought I was seeing 
a new line of marble furniture, yet 
I'd never before seen marble 
carved in such open, grillwork pat- 
terns or in such curved shapes.) 
Most astonishing, I saw a salesman 
actually lift one of the tables, a 
feat usually necessitating a brace 
of strong-arm moving men. At this 
point I started to ask questions, 
and this is what I discovered. 

Monzini is a chemical synthesi 
which approximates the natural} 
elements in such sculpturable mate-| 
rials as marble, ivory, jade, granite,| 
lapis lazuli, malachite. You name 
it, it can be simulated. Its color,| 
sheen, and texture can be made to 
order. Marble may be smooth, 
subtly tinted, or sensationally) 
swirled. You can practically order 
up the pattern of its graining. Un- 
like natural stone, the material is} 
easily carved and manipulated so 
that table legs may be fretwork or, 
grillwork. Since it is a type Hi 

| 


plastics, it is moldable material, 
capable of taking on all shape 
which are impossible to achieve 
in natural stone. It can be cast with 
a hollow interior, so monumental 
pieces can be light, easily handled. 

It has been used for several years 
as the material in which museum 
sculptures are reproduced. As fur- 
niture it’s brand-new, and_ pieces 
made of it must be especially de- 
signed. It is waterproof, stainproof, 


weatherproof—and so I foresee as 
glorious a future for it outdoors 
as indoors. 

So it was that Mrs. Barber and 
I have the table of our dreams—a 
round “malachite” top, polished to 
the nines and set on a hollow cok 
umn of brass—and if we do say 
so ourselves, no Tsar or his friends

© Some years ago I bought a neg- 
lected overgrown lot that had once 
been part of the garden of an old 
and fashionable resort hotel. Every- 
where, visible through the under- 
growth, were clouds of frothy white 
bloom. I did not then know what 
it was, but it was amazingly beau- 
tiful. That fall, about a dozen of 
the bushes were moved to my own 
garden, where, over the years, they 
have developed into handsome small 
trees, about fifteen feet high. 
Later I learned that what I had 
bought, along with the vacant lot, 
was a small grove of tree lilacs. 
kinds of tree 
lilacs, and I think mine is Japanese 


There are several 


tree lilac (Syringa amurensis ja- 
ponica) although I have not been 
able to have it positively identified. 
It is surely one of the most desir- 
able small flowering trees. 

The bark is deep, rich grayish- 
brown, handsome, clean and smooth, 
except where it is flecked with little 
horizontal markings of pale gray. 
It somewhat resembles the bark 
of the cherry tree. 

The leaves are much larger than 
leaves and have a

deeper texture. But they take the 
typical heart-shaped form of the 
lilac and are beautifully arranged

spreading branches. The foliage is

Sepier’s six years of life have been 
cruelly tragic. Her family was de- 
ported from Turkey and would not 
be welcomed back, even if there 
were funds to get back.

Vacation houses that pay for themselves 


@ [t sounds as if you can get something for noth- 
ing, but of course you can't. What you can get is 
full value for your vacation dollar, paying for a 
house summer by summer, knowing it’s yours to 
eo to whenever you choose but rentable when you 


don’t. The rental income can cover—or come close 





to covering—the yearly costs: mortgage interest 
and amortization, taxes, maintenance. 

This is the formula that more and more families 
are putting to work. The actual dollars and cents 
of it are explored in more detail on page 211. On 


the following 16 pages are two houses that resulted 


from this kind of planning, the first for a family 
with perhaps 20 years of vacationing in front of 
them, the second for an older couple who have re- 
tired to their house, three years after building it. 

The houses are good examples of the new vaca- 
tion-house architecture, a far cry from the tradi- 
tional cottage or bungalow. Yet they owe much to 
the experience of the earlier houses—in planning 
for shoreside living. in selection of materials. in 
climate control. They offer a wealth of concrete 
ideas as well as the inspiration to plan your own

@ This house wasn't really built just for the sunset. It 
was built for the sun, the sky, the sand, the water—and 
the sunset. It was built for vacationing in a land where the 
outdoors is everything: Cape Cod. There are no fancy re- 
sorts, no indoor swimming pools, no big night clubs on the 
Cape. When the weather is good—and when it’s not so good— 
it’s the beach and the water. the fish and the birds. the dunes 
and the marshes that stimulate and soothe, excite and calm. 

The site for the house is a dune that rises 45 feet above 
the water of Wellfleet Harbor, off Cape Cod Bay. On this 
naturally open, rolling dune, inhabited only by beach grass 
and a few scrub pine, almost any man-made object would be 
an intrusion. Yet the house fits beautifully into the site. 
nestled between rolls of the dune, the sheltering umbrella 
of its roof seeming to reach out for the sand on all sides. 
The walkway and deck that surround the house skim out 
over the sand, making it even more a part of the dune. 

As so many do, this house began with a dream. 15 years 
ago, when the owners first came to the Cape for a hasty 
week end. In succeeding summers, the week ends stretched to 
weeks, the weeks to months—in inns, motels, and rented 
cottages. The magic of the Cape did its work well. Three 
years ago the owners went hunting for a site to build a 
house that would be theirs alone. Once the site was found, 
the house took a year to plan, a year to build. 


Though planned with an eye to future longer-term use, the 
house was designed specifically for the climate problems 
of summer and the living conditions of vacation. On the 
top of the dune there was no protection from the sun—the 
house would have to provide it while at the same time stay- 
ing fully open to the view and the beach. The vacation living 
problem was no less contradictory. As anyone with beach- 
house experience knows, when the weather is good, the house 
is practically uninhabited. When the weather turns bad, 
everyone is on top of one another in minimum space. 

The house that solved the climate problem turned out to 
be the one that solved the living problem best too. A long, 
narrow house, sited so that in summer the sun would pass 
over the house on its long axis, would keep out as much of 
the sun’s heat as possible (see diagram, page 148). At the 
same time, the long. narrow shape suggested a floor plan in 
which every room would have its own view of the water and 
its own outside access to the beach. By taking advantage of 
a dip in the dune, the designer incorporated a large dormitory 
room on a lower level (as yet unfinished). This provides 
relaxing separation for parents from children (or owners 
from guests) in the evenings or during a spell of bad weather. 

The form of the house is an enlongated hexagon, with sets 
of sliding glass doors giving it a basic design rhythm.

main floor. Kach room has at least one door opening onto 
a three-foot-wide wood walkway that encircles the house.

From the very beginning, the house was planned 


to provide the owners with rental income to help pay

Though the owners wanted a contem- 
porary house that would take advantage of the most 
modern materials, they commented to the designer 
in their earliest notes: “Since the house is to be

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Every garden needs a ‘pleasant 
place to sit.

@ It’s true that the era of the big formal display of seasonal 
flowers is past. There aren’t many gardeners for hire these 
days, at any cost, who can bring such productions to per- 
fection year after year. 

But it is possible for a good gardener to grow masses of 
beautiful flowers in profusion with only the aid of unskilled 
help. Such is the case in this garden—about an acre of 
lawn and plantings. The woman who lives here is a dedicated 
gardener. She knows plants and how to grow them. She 
creates three fine displays (spring. summer, and fall) in the 
planting beds, with the help of one yard man. 

The secret of more production with less labor is in the 
basic concept and construction of the garden. We are for- 
tunate in these times to have landscape architects—like 
Thomas Church, designer of this garden—who have learned 
to create beautiful gardens planned specifically to cut down 
on labor. The original cost of a garden like this is high. 
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The garden is clearly defined by the low masonry wall. The row of lights (designed by Architect Harwell 


Hamilton Harris) accents the strong line of the wall but, along with the plants, softens the look of the 
masonry itself. During the time the children are interested, they each have a planting bed to use as they wish. 


The 20th Century Look 
of a Gardener's Garden 


In days gone by, the hallmarks of the true gardener 
were the perennial border, rose garden, shrub border, cutting yard, 
and vegetable plot. The modern garden you see here 


has all the ingredients—in a form adapted to the way of life today

But if the job is done properly. the investment will pay off 
from the very beginning in much less cost for maintenance. 

You don’t have to build a big garden to profit from the 
principles so well illustrated here. The raised beds. ac- 
cessible from all sides, make planting. weeding, and harvest- 
ing faster and easier. There's no waste of time or material 
in watering and feeding. The side walls keep the nutrients 
in the root area. There are no edges to trim and manicure. 
The level of the lawn is flush with the walks to support the 
wheels of power mower and edger. 

There is no attempt to grow flowers here during the 
winter. The plants are pulled out or trimmed back. the 
beds are mulched and made ready for planting in spring. 
The strong architectural form of the walls, walks, and plant- 
ing beds establishes shapes that are good to look at when 
the plants are out of season. Forms such as these will also

in other climates. The structural form of this garden, for 
example, would be beautiful covered with a mantle of snow, 
or glistening in the misty rains of the Northwest.

Azaleas 


In spring they lavishly paint our gardens in rainbow colors, 


but throughout the year their foliage serves us in many ways

@ Perhaps more than any other plant, the azalea combines 
aesthetic beauty of flowering with functional utility of 
foliage. Only the azalea stages such a profuse and colorful 
show at time of flowering, and few other plants offer its 
unique rewards in terms of foliage. In fact, in Japanese 
gardens the azalea is commonly pruned to low mounds to 
prevent its flowering and enable continuous enjoyment of 
its foliage and form. 

One shouldn't assume that all azaleas are evergreen. Many 
are. But nearly as many are deciduous, meaning that they 
are bare of foliage in winter. Some varieties are evergreen 
in the South and deciduous in the North. But most are either 
evergreen or deciduous throughout their area of growth. 

The evergreen azaleas, with their attractive small leaves, 
add a year-round dark green to the garden. Some varieties 
acquire an attractive winter leaf color, such as green flecked 
with rust. bronze, all red, dark red, or all bronze. The decidu- 
ous azaleas offer beautiful fall foliage coloration in shades 
of purple, yellow. and crimson, prior to their autumnal fall. 
In view of the deciduous azalea’s greater winter hardiness 
and the increasing availability of its spectacularly flowering 
Knaphill, Exbury, and de Rothschild hybrids, they are being 
sought eagerly. 

Some 3,000 named varieties of 45 different species of 
azaleas are available to gardeners in the United States. These 
show a great range in form: Some grow upright while others 
have a spreading habit of growth: the foliage of some is 
dense while that of others is open; some varieties are six- 
inch dwarfs at maturity while others range in height up to 
18 feet. Few exceed ten feet, however. 

All azaleas need some shade and some diffuse sunlight. 
but they will not endure too much shade. If grown in too 
shaded an area, the plants are weak and become spindly and 
open-headed. Many of their flower buds then fail to develop. 
The best solution, though not possible in all gardens. is that 
they be planted where they get full sunshine for a short time 
each day and partial shade for the rest of the time. 


Azalea blossoms are so varied in form and size that they ean 
create many different aesthetic effects. A few are borne sin- 
gly, but most come in clusters of from two to 30 flowers. 
Species and variety usually determine the size of the cluster. 
Shown here are hardy Knaphill azaleas for Northern gardens.

One of the azalea’s major attractions is its long life. As il 
ages, its size increases and its beauty at flowering becomes 
more incredible. Some azaleas in our country are a century) 
old. Some in Japan, the homeland of a number of excellent 
species, are three centuries old. But observations have noi 
been made for a long enough period in our country or else- 
where to establish the plant’s life expectancy. From the 
climatic standpoint, many varieties of both the evergreen 
and deciduous types may be grown in the East, southward 
from Boston; in the Gulf Coast region; and in the Pacific 
Coast states, particularly northward from central California. 
Because of their severely cold winters, the Rocky Mountains. 
the Great Plains, and a portion of the Midwest are not suited 
to most azaleas. But in protected gardens. where there is 
some protection against prevailing winter winds, the hardier 
kinds can survive in all but a very few areas. 

In the deciduous azaleas, the most robust include the 
hybrid varieties belonging to the Ghent, Knaphill, Exbury, 
and de Rothschild groups. The hardiest of the species azaleas 
are the Rhododendron arboriscens (sweet azalea), R. cana- 
dense (Rhodora azalea). R. nudiflorum (Pinxterbloom 
azalea), R. roseum (roseshell azalea). R. vaseyi (pinkshell 
azalea). and R. viscosum (swamp azalea). All of these can 
survive temperatures ranging from 15° to 20°F. below zero. 
All of these are deciduous azaleas. No evergreen azalea can 
survive such low temperatures; the minimum is usually 
about zero or five below zero. 

In the table on pages 220-221. we indicate the minimum 
temperature ranges that the major hybrid and species azal- 
eas can endure, listing both the evergreen and deciduous 
types. If you can ascertain the minimum temperature ex- 
pected in your area. you can judge which hybrids and spe- 
cies will grow in your garden. You may get this information 
from the U.S. Weather Bureau (Department of Commerce, 
Washington 25, D.C.), which collects temperature records 
for 5.000 points in the United States: or you may consult 


your local nurseryman for varieties (Please turn to page 216)

The problem is to keep it 

residential-looking. The examples here 


show ways to do it prettily 


@ The more we depend upon the automobile for pleasure 
and service, the more paving we require for its movement 
and storage. The more paving we have, the more our 
landscape looks like a parking lot—unless we take steps 
to make it look otherwise, which we can do. 

The public squares and courtyards of Europe are filled 
with paving ideas. In this country, a few landscape archi- 
tects have brought beauty to large expanses of paving. But 
usually the material is put down by the same people who 
pave the drive-ins and shopping centers—with the same 
dismal effect. 

When you realize that the problem exists and should be 
faced, you will find there are many ways to solve it. 
Each situation is different, but following are a few prin- 
ciples that apply anywhere: If you use a pattern of con- 
trasting materials, make the design big enough to be in 
scale with the total area; if you don’t, it will be lost and 
monotony will result. Keep in mind the value of surface 
texture to catch the light and cast a shadow, as shown 
in the two pictures below. 


Alternate rectangles of river-washed rocks and broken pieces 
of cut stone set in concrete make a handsome textured 
terrace. It’s also a good example of Mexican workmanship. 
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Change of material, texture, and pattern enrich the visual character 
of this motor court.

lam a teacher who led my two adult classes into the ‘‘for-real’’ 
project of determining what a good house ought to be for the 
kind of money most of us felt we could spend. My students are 
married women between the ages of 20 and 70 and they 
spend 108 hours each year with me. What we decided should 
be in a house, therefore, represents a synthesis of the opin- 
ions of the young and inexperienced, tempered by the old 
hands who have lived in several houses and been through all 
the problems. 

My classes numbered 75, but the specifications we finally 
arrived at really represent the opinions of about 200 women, 
for we sent out 125 questionnaires to enlarge our sampling 
and to be sure we had not developed any group bias that 
might warp our thoughts about what really matters in a house. 

Here’s what we decided was needed to make a good house, 
and here’s what you will find brought into being in the plans 
on these eleven pages: 
®@ 1,500 to 2,000 square feet of enclosed, heatable space, to 
include three bedrooms and two baths. We felt the various 
spaces should permit flexibility for different uses as circum- 
stances changed and children matured. We felt the plan 
should permit the addition of a fourth bedroom with an access 
to it preplanned 


® We wanted the benefits of the so-called “open plan,” in 


order to gain maximum visual spaciousness, but we still 
wanted to be able to close off the bedrooms for privacy. We 
also wanted to make it possible for two different age groups 
to do different things in the house simultaneously without im- 


pinging on each other, 


@ We wanted privacy from neighbors, both indoors and out- 
doors, and privacy from the street. But we wanted to be able 
to see who was at the front door without having to walk there. 
@ We wanted the master bedroom suite separated from the 
children’s bedrooms, and the master bath so placed that it 
could also serve as a guest bath and powder room. 

® Above all, we wanted a new kind of a room we called a 
Family Workshop—a room near the kitchen and garage or 
carport that could be completely closed off and out of sight 
when necessary. The average postwar version of the family 
room is not what we meant at all. We found everybody wanted 
the living room to be the family relaxing place. Most women 
felt that the average family room is no more than a lounging- 
dining area without space or provision for real heavy-duty 
living. Rather than forgo such a room, we all decided we 
would rather eat in the living room, in some permanently set 
up dining arrangement. What we wanted was really a glori- 
fied utility room. Here sewing, drip-drying, laundering, fold- 
ing, ironing could be done, along with package wrapping, 
flower arranging, craft work, messy children’s projects. We 
hoped this space could be adjacent to the children’s rooms, 
for then it would be ideal as a playroom, too. Thus all the dis- 
array could be kept out of sight of the front of the house, and 
work projects would not have to be put away every time we 
were summoned from them. This glorified utility room came 
under the heading of a ‘must have.” 

@ Other must-haves were: a fireplace, planned dining space 
permanently set up for use (no matter in what room), a water 
softener, a place to dispense bottled water without having to

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More woman-hours were spent on this plan than on any other in 
history. So it is really worth a lot of study —by families, archi- 
tects, all the building industry. It represents what 200 women 
think is important.

hoped. And we all agreed that refinements of finish could be 
postponed till the budget could take it. What mattered was 
the proper and realistic arrangement of space so that the 
family could live with optimum ease with itself and its neigh- 
bors. Outward effects and status symbols we wrote off as 
being not of the essence. The living that could go on and 
flower if conditions were right within the house was the core 
of our concern. 

| believe that the analytical and creative efforts of all the 
women who cooperated to produce this house are only typical 
of the talents that could be found in any family. Though this 
house lacks the personality of any one family, it evolved quite 
naturally among all of us with a minimum of disagreement, 
indicating that the qualities it represents are pretty basic 
desires with many families. Where the character of the indi- 
vidual family would show would be in the things they them- 
selves made for the house—the embroidered cushions, the 
enamel plaques on the front door, the enamel pulls on the 
drawers and cupboards, the pebble mosaic paving blocks, or 
whatever they were skilled at doing. 

What this house would cost in your community depends on 
two things: local building costs and whether you build the

The plan as shown here 
has 2,030 square feet of enclosed space. Costs vary enor- 
mously across America —as much as a hundred percent. So 
find out the average cost per square foot in your town for 
_ typical construction. Then multiply by 2,030. Paving, covered 
walks, and carport roof would be extras, and not part of the 
_ 2,030 square-foot costs. 

For newlyweds without children, this house could be built 
minus the family workshop and the two children’s rooms, 
which could be added when budget permitted and necessity 
demanded — providing the original house is placed on the lot 
properly to leave room for the bedroom extension. This version 
would have 1,479 square feet. 

The house as shown here should have a lot with a frontage 
no smaller than 78 feet. Obviously the deeper the lot, the 
better, for the house could be placed farther back from the 
street for greater privacy.

This plan will work best on north-fronting or south-fronting 
lots, so the living room and master bedroom will get southern 
sun. If placed on east-fronting or west-fronting lots, the drive- 
way and carport would have to move 90 degrees, so the front 
of the cars would face the storage cupboards beside the serv- 
ice entrance. Also, the very open, glassy living room and 
master bedroom wouid require a sideline privacy fence so the 
neighbors would not be ever-present (assuming there would 
be nearby neighbors). 

In short, the plan can flop over in any direction, so it will 
work on land with any orientation. It would be a shame to 
have the main living areas facing north. We hope anyone who 
uses this plan will remember to reverse it as necessary so that 
the living room will face south. 

This plan wil! not be at its best on corner lots. It was de- 
signed for a lot inside the block, with a street on only one side 


—the front carport side. (Please turn the page)

The price is $50 
for the first set (postage included), $10 for each 
additional set. This includes ten sheets of working 
drawings and details, plus outline specifications. 
You and your architect or contractor would decide 
what types and brands of materials should be used 
in your house. 
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In most areas you wiil need the service of a locally 
registered architect to take care of filing the plans 
for a building permit. He will also be able to assure 
the proper siting of the house on your lot, and he 
can handle any revisions necessary to suit the house 
to your climate and site conditions. (Heating, insula- 
tion, and footing requirements as shown on the plans 
are designed for the San Diego area.)

The entertainment center is an important built-in part of the 
living room, housing TV, Hi Fi, tape recorders, games, card tables 
and chairs, movie projectors, records, and all such.

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High on the women’s list of must-haves is a 
man’s workshop. For if the husband is a real 
householder, he will take care of as much 
maintenance, indoors and out, as he can. That 
means he has to have a realistic supply of 
tools of all kinds: power saws, sanders, wax- 
ers, pliers, wire-cutters, and the like. But to 
have them means he has to have a place to 
keep them. This shop is only 412 feet by 6 feet, 
and is mainly a place to store toals. But doors 
open to 3 feet 4 inches, so the paved area of 
carport could be part of the shop. Garden 
tools are stored on the other side of the house, 
in cupboards which are part of the pocket into 
which the bed in the master bedroom slides. 
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Lockable storage occurs in the carport. One houses meters, so 
the meter-reader can operate by himself. One locker contains 
water softener. Note center gravel strip to catch drop from cars. 


Cupboards below are for bottled water (which dispenses into 
kitchen) and trash can for tins, bottles, paper dropped through 
hinged flap in kitchen sink. They are serviced from outside. 











What kind of women were these 


who pooled their opinions? 


Most (eighty percent) now own a house; their average family 
income is $10,000 a year. Half of them are dissatisfied with 
their present house—mostly because it is too small, lacks stor- 
age space, and has no family room of the sort planned here. 
Forty percent of them are in the market for a new house, and 
two-thirds of this group want to build rather than buy, so they 
can get the house they really want. 


The average hoped-for cost for their dream house (exclusive 
of land but including the architect's fee) was $20,000, though 
they felt they might have to pay up to $30,000 to get what 
they wanted. (Remember that the group lives in San Diego, 
California, where costs are lower than in cold climates.) 


Eighty percent favored a U-shaped plan because it would pro- 
vide a sheltered patio or terrace without resorting to fences. 
Sixty percent favored an “open plan’’—open as this house is 
open, but not open as the term is used by many modernists. 


The average family size was four, so they wanted three bed- 
rooms and two baths, visualizing a 1,500-2,000-sq.-ft. house. 
Over sixty percent wanted a master suite separate from other 
bedrooms. They liked the idea that the master bedroom would 
net look bedroom-y and could merge with the living room. 


Overwhelmingly the group wanted an expandable plan. Also, 
seventy percent felt they and their husbands could do some of 
the construction work themselves, such as painting or concrete 
work in the garden. They felt they must have a fireplace, fam- 
ily room, dishwasher, water softener, built-in range, separate 
dining room or a place for a permanent dining table. Nice to 
have would be a pantry, intercom, built-in mixer, appliance 
center, two lavatories in family bath, workshop for power tools. 


The group averaged two-car ownership and overwhelmingly 
preferred a garage to a carport, for the storage provided. But 
they accepted this carport because of its storage lockers. 
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How to read a menu

@ The first time I visited Germany, I 
stayed in a small Bavarian town at an 
inn where I was handed a menu filled 
with long and completely incomprehen- 
sible inscriptions. After a desperate 
struggle to split the compound German 
words into their component parts, I dis- 
covered, buried in the middle of one of 
them, the syllable Gans. That, I knew, 
meant “goose.” I ordered it. 

It turned out to be a mess of beaks, 
feet, and other remains left over after 
someone else had eaten the goose. They 
seemed to be held together by low-grade 
library paste. The episode impressed 
upon me forever the importance of 
knowing how to read a menu. 

This happened 30 years ago. Today, 
almost any German eating place reach- 
able by the average tourist can inform 
him in other languages than German 
about what he is being invited to eat. 
On the highest level in Germany, or al- 
most anywhere else, the language 
needed to read the menu is not German, 
but French. 

Since it is the universal restaurant 
language, almost everybody knows a lit- 
tle menu French. But the vocabulary is 
large, the shades of meaning fine, and 
the traps many. The better the restau- 
rant, the more detailed the description 
of the dish is likely to be and, therefore, 
the more difficult to understand for any- 
one who doesn’t have the limitless reper- 
tory of the French cuisine language at 
his finger tips. 

In France, particularly, many of us 
find ourselves in the predicament of the 
young American whom I saw sitting 
across the room from me recently in one 
of the best restaurants in Paris. The 
menu was replete with mouth-watering 
descriptions—at least for those capable 
of interpreting them. The young Ameri- 
can studied it for several minutes with 
deep concentration. He then looked up 
at the hovering waiter and said very 
simply: “Steak.” 

It didn’t turn out badly. What he got 
was described on the menu as Tournedos 
Rossini, fonds d’artichaut farcis a la 
Florentine, which, translated, means 


any country in the Western world 


filet mignon with a slab of foie gras and 
slices of truffle on top, accompanied by 
artichoke bases and spinach covered 
with a cream sauce, powdered wiih 
grated cheese and given a crunchy crust 
in the oven. 

Nevertheless, there is something to be 
said for knowing what you are ordering. 
You may think you can solve the prob- 
lem by asking the waiter. Try. It is this 
witness's experience that the average 
waiter is completely unacquainted with 
the dishes he transports from the kitchen 
to the consumer. When his descriptions 
are not vague, they are often a little 
bit misleading. 

The only salvation seems to lie in 
learning, gradually but not painfully, 
the meanings of the classic terms ap- 
plied to French dishes. It is an anarchic 
language, and you have no defense 
against the chef who adds a pinch of 
grated nutmeg to a standard recipe and 
tacks onto it a new name of his own that 
means nothing in any other restaurant. 
There remains, nevertheless, a large dic- 
tionary of relatively precise descriptions 
which do not vary too much from one 
establishment to another. If you are ac- 
quainted with it, you can predict, when 
you order, more or less what the kitchen, 
assuming it has a minimum of skill, will 
deliver to you. 

The largest category of descriptive 
terms on the menu are those which are 
preceded by the words “a la.” This gen- 
erally means “in the manner of, in the 
style of, in the fashion of” or something 
similar, and is likely to be followed by 
the name of a country, region or city: 
a l'anglaise, the way they do it in Eng- 
land; a la bourguignonne, the way they 
do it in Burgundy; a@ la parisienne, the 
way they do it in Paris. 

All you have to know, it would seem, 
is what English, or Burgundian. or Pari- 
sian cooking is like and you know what 
to expect. Simple, isn’t it? 

No, it isn’t. To begin with, the gen- 
eralization set down above comes far 
from covering all cases. There are all 
sorts of exceptions—culinary, nomen- 


clatural, and grammatical. 





Now that the travel season is on, here’s advice to help you understand 
what the chef is trying to tell you in nearly every luxe restaurant in 


and maybe a few other places as well 


“A la” doesn’t always mean “in the 
fashion of.” Take Tournedos a la beau- 
harnais. This preparation was produced 
by a chef who named it, as a compli- 
ment, for a member of the Beauharnais 
family, as a horticulturist may name a 
new rose for a notable or a friend. Thus, 
the name provides no information about 
what may be expected from the dish. “A 
la” in this case, means “named in honor 
of,” and a purist would say it doesn’t be- 
long there at all. It ought to be called 
Tournedos Beauharnais like Tournedos 
Rossini, named after the composer. 

Sometimes “a la” means “accompa- 
nied by”: A la florentine, with spin- 
ach; a la supréme, with the sauce of 
that name. 

It may even turn up in completely dif- 
ferent usages where the ordinary mean- 
ing won't help you at all, such as gite a 
la noix. If you pull out your pocket dic- 
tionary and discover that gite means a 
lodging and noix is a walnut, you are 
likely to be baffled. Actually, the term 
refers to a certain cut of beef—the lower 
rump.

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re you running out of room in your garden? Are 

you frustrated because it doesn’t begin to hold all 

the different and lovely plants you’d like to try? Perhaps 

you have a small garden—you've planted in beds, in pots, 

in containers of various sorts and sizes, in window boxes. 

You have vines on walls and trellises, ground covers in sun 
and shade. 

But have you considered your air space? Hanging baskets 
under trees, fastened to the sides of the house (perhaps on 
each side of the front door), fastened to the garage wall, to 
fences, along a covered walk, under a grape arbor or on a 
terrace or baleony-terrace—there you have additional plant- 
ing room without taking up any space. 

With hanging baskets, you can have plants even if you 
have no garden at all. No one need be without the pleasure 
of greenery and color, even in the smallest house or hall bed- 
room. There are many plants that will grow and flourish 
indoors—in the kitchen, living room, or bathroom. 

Hanging baskets are the perfect containers for many lovely 
and desirable plants and are adaptable to nearly any situa- 
tion. Such baskets, well placed and full of color, may be all 
that is needed to complete your garden picture. Perhaps 
some color is needed to provide a certain effect, higher than 
you can get by tall plants on the ground. Hanging baskets

rustic baskets of wood or virgin cork . .. when filled with 
suitable plants will last for years, requiring only occasional 
addition of fresh soil.”’ Included are wood, Boston and 
Christmas fern, anthurium, baby-tears, Chinese evergreen. 


are the perfect solution. Sometimes the full beauty of a plant 
may be revealed only when it is seen from all sides. 

Hanging baskets are attractive, quickly and easily planted, 
easily cared for—and one of their greatest advantages is 
mobility. Any plant not doing well can be moved to another 
location if it needs a little more sun or shade—at any rate, 
it’s easily moved. And often the same basket that hangs 
outdoors in spring and summer may be taken into the house 
with the coming of cold weather and hung where it will 
continue to give you pleasure long after the gardening season 
is over. This is a good way, too, to keep tender plants over 
the winter. 

Many European cities make their streets gay and colorful 
by using flowers everywhere, and plant containers hanging 
from street lamp posts, with the green foliage and gay blooms 
cascading down, are much used. On this side of the water 
the hanging baskets on the street lamps of the city of Victoria, 
in British Columbia, are famous. 

Hanging baskets are not difficult to take care of, and the 
resulting flowers and foliage will more than repay you for 
your trouble. But they do have some requirements; some of 
the most important rules for their care are: 

Be sure, when hanging a basket, either indoors or out,

Storage: A wail in millions of American homes is “we need 
more storage.” When the results of housing surveys and home 
owners’ preferences are tabulated, the following phrases con- 
stantly appear: “more closet space; more kitchen cabinet 
space; more storage area.” Many houses today are built with- 
out basements or attics. The loss of these large storage areas 
is rarely compensated by the addition of an equivalent 
amount of storage area elsewhere. We will solve the storage 
problem most effectively if we realize that materials and 
equipment should be stored at the point where they will be 
most used, Many years ago, clothes closets and kitchen cabi- 
neis. with the catch-all storage space of the attic, comprised 
the major storage in the ordinary house. Today, virtually 
every room in the home requires its own storage unit. 

Any wall in a home can become more than a partition; 
with proper design it can be an efficient storage wall that 
extends all the way from the floor to the ceiling. Storage 
walls may also open on both sides. giving many additional 
ways to achieve convenient point-of-use storage. Frequently 
the structural system of a building will lead you into methods 
of obtaining storage. There are usually columns or jogs in 
any plan, which, with imagination, can be converted into 
useful storage space. By adding a little extra width to hall-

ways, prime storage areas can be created. These may be open 
shelves for books or closed storage areas behind sliding 
doors. In any home there are innumerable places where 
ingenuity can turn lost or wasted space into storage. Simple 
devices, like closet doors that extend all the way to the ceiling, 
will make accessible storage space that was once considered 
useless. 


. 


One of the secrets of the wonderful, uncluttered appearance 
in the Japanese house is the exceptional amount and type of 
storage space provided. A place for things and everything in 
its place is certainly a truism followed by the Japanese to 
great advantage. 

A closet directly at the entry is essential for the storage of 
coats, hats, umbrellas, etc. In addition to this front entry 
storage closet, there may also be a series of locker storage 
units at the service entrance. to be used by children arriving 
in wet galoshes, coats, mittens, etc. The utility room should 
be made large enough to take care of numerous seasonal 
storage requirements, Skis, tennis racquets, and Christmas 
decorations are only a few of the multitudinous odds and 
ends acquired and saved for occasional use by every family. 

Linen storage usually becomes as much a problem of loca- 
tion as one of size. If the laundry were located immediately 
adjacent to the bathrooms and bedrooms in a home, linen 
storage could be arranged so that the linens could be put in 
from the laundry side and taken out of the storage cabinet 
from either the bedroom hall or the bathrooms. This would 
be the ultimate in linen storage: placing the newly washed 
and ironed pieces directly into a space from which they wiil 
be taken and used. 

Near the kitchen, but not necessarily within it, should be 
a closet for cleaning supplies. While this closet does not need 
to be large, it should be well arranged, with hooks and clamps 
for hanging mops and brooms, and with a space for cleaning 
agents, rags, and pails. Adjustable shelving is always a 
welcome device for properly utilizing the additional space. 

Automobile storage has progressed from early days. when 
the garage was considered something in the nature of a barn 
and placed as far from the house as possible on the rear of 
the lot. Today it is commonplace for the automobile to drive 
close to the service entrance of the home for easy loading and 
unloading. Usually this location is protected by a roof against 
inclement weather. It is a simple and natural thing to extend 
this roof, forming a carport or garage for one, two, or more 
automobiles. 

A carport or garage may be logically and effectively sup- 
ported on one side by the main body of the house and on the 
other side by a storage room. This storage room may be of 
fair enough size to replace the missing basement and attic. 
It can house all manner of tools, both for the car and 
for the yard. It is also a place for storage of suitcases, trunks, 
and the multitude of odds and ends that all of us collect. This

storage room, easily accessible from the outside, is very 
important to anyone who wishes to maintain his own yard. 
Since this is some of the cheapest space you will be building 
in your entire home, it should be made large enough for all 
anticipated future needs. 

Proper lighting and ventilation are just as important in 
storage spaces as they are in other rooms in the house. Venti- 
lation is necessary to prevent mildew on the stored items. 
Where good ventilation is impossible to arrange, you may 
use a heating rod to prevent mildew. This heating element 
is especially effective in areas of high humidity. In general, 
lighting in closets should be located as far forward as pos- 
sible. Louvered doors not only provide ventilation but, with 
lighting, they also become night lights. 


The Bathroom 

Many civilizations have been concerned with personal 
cleanliness, and ours is no exception. Adequate facilities for 
a bathroom may be provided for economically within a five- 
foot-by-eight-foot space. These include a combination tub and 
shower, a water closet, and a lavatory. It is not absolutely 
necessary to keep all plumbing fixtures tightly grouped on 
one wall, although this is generally an economy. There are 
other considerations. It is possible to locate the lavatory in 
the dressing room or even in the bedroom without excessive 
cost and with a corresponding gain in usefulness and con- 
venience. If space is not too confined, it is possible to build 
and enjoy much larger bathrooms, either as one space or 
compartmented according to function, 

Bathrooms may open to private gardens or to terraces for 
sun bathing, or they may be completely enclosed. When 
bathrooms are placed completely within the house, it is nec- 
essary to provide adequate ventilation and light with fans, 
ducts, and skylights. In an air-conditioned home. the air ducts 
are rarely placed in the bathroom, but the conditioned air 
penetrates the bathroom under pressure from the surrounding 
spaces. If this is the case, there must always be ducts to 
exhaust the bathroom air to the outside in order to prevent 
odors and air of high humidity from recirculating in the air- 
conditioning system. Space permitting, the bathroom may be 
enlarged to allow for exercise and relaxation. If the bathroom 
is extended to become a health room, abundant light and air 
with wide openings to a private sun-bathing garden are 
available. Where privacy is no problem, a bathroom may 
open upon a view. 

Tubs for bathing may be factory-produced standards or 
they may be custom-built small pools either raised above or 
sunken into the floor. These bathing pools may be constructed 
of large marble slabs or of tile. Incidentally, it is possible to 
build whirlpool devices into the tub for therapeutic body 
stimulation by water massage. Showers may be built in con- 
junction with the tub or the shower may be a separate unit 
incorporating a large number of needle sprays for an in- 
vigorating effect. Another convenience in showers is a mixing 
valve controlled by only one handle to obtain and maintain 
a desired temperature. 


Lavatories at their simplest may be small basins of cast 
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iron or vitreous china, or they may be large oval bowls sunk 
into thick, lavishly carved marble slabs. Where the budget 
permits, a man and his wife may want two lavatories, either 
side by side or in separate rooms. When we build-in the 
lavatory, we provide not only working space on top of the 
counter but also desirable point-of-use storage underneath. 
This space may be fitted with doors and used as deep storage 
space, with or without shelving. It may also be fitted with 
drawers and utilized as a built-in chest. Usually a combina- 
tion of these functions is the most appropriate use of any 
counter space, the emphasis being on the door storage area 
rather than on the drawers because of the necessity for the 
plumbing pipes under the lavatory. These built-in lavatory 
counters may be located in the bathroom, in the dressing 
room, or perhaps even the bedroom itself. 

With built-in counters there are limitless opportunities for 
incorporating good lighting and adequate mirrors—both im- 
portant considerations at the lavatory for man’s shaving and 
woman’s make-up. Many lavatories today can be operated by 
a foot pedal to keep both hands free for washing purposes. 
Mixing valves are also available for the lavatory fittings. 

Water closets with various features are manufactured by a 
number of plumbing companies. They are usually made of 
vitreous china. There has been a growing trend to cantilever 


_the water closet from the wall on heavy iron and steel hangers. 


This desirable way of mounting the water closet makes it 
easier to mop the floor thoroughly. Today, water closets are 
made in two ways. One is with a flush tank, which has the 
advantage of quietness although there is a limited flushing- 
out action. The second type is the flush valve, which is much 
noisier but does ensure a thorough flushing action if the water 
pressure is adequate. Eventually there will be a universal 
system devised which will give us the advantages of both of 
the present methods with none of the disadvantages. In 
Europe it is customary to pair a bidet with the water closet. 
It is probable that the bidet will become popular in this 
country, as its advantage for cleanliness is unquestioned. 

Bathroom storage should be provided for medicines, shav- 
ing equipment, toilet paper, sanitary napkins, towels, bath 
mats, and robes. Many people also like to store underclothes 
and bed clothes in the bathroom as a convenience. Wall scales 
are available to build flush into the wall and pull dewn on 
the floor when in use. 

Floor, walls, and ceiling finishes in a bathroom are im- 
portant because of the high humidity involved in this area. 
These should be as impervious to moisture as the budget per- 
mits.’ The customary treatment is to use ceramic tile floors 
and a tile wainscot with plaster walls and ceiling above the 
wainscot. These plaster walls are generally finished in water- 
proof cement, and then painted. It is best to tile the entire 
bathroom—floors, walls, and ceilings. Where expense is no 
object, large slabs of marble can be placed in the bathroom 
with a corresponding gain of beauty and utility. Marble may 
be sliced into thin veneers and used in the form of tiles with 
some cost advantage. Bathrooms may be of wood, which 
they frequently are in many parts of the world. To panel 
a bathroom well with wood in this (Please turn to page 200)

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What you should know 
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BY DAVID X. MANNERS 


In an emergency, a fire extinguisher 
can be of crucial importance to you. Yet if 
you are like most people you don’t have a 
single one in your house. 

The reason for this lack is understand- 
able. Up until recently, few fire extinguish- 
ers were designed with the homeowner in 
mind. Most of them were expensive and 
cumbersome. Some deteriorated with age 
or were a nuisance to maintain. Others 
were actually dangerous to use. Under such 
circumstances it was hard to decide which, 
if any, to get, and the usual decision of a 
large number of homeowners was to get 
none at all. 

Fortunately, that situation has changed. 
There is now one good, simple type of ex- 
tinguisher for the home, apartment, or 
boat. It is small, light in weight, good in- 
definitely, and costs under $15. It is known 
as the “pressurized dry chemical” fire 
extinguisher. 

Many reliable firms manufacture dry 
chemical extinguishers. These extinguishers 
carry the approval of the Underwriters 
Laboratories, an independent testing or- 
ganization sponsored by insurance com- 
panies. In an emergency, having one of 
them handy can mean the difference be- 
tween a minor incident and a disaster of 
major proportions. 

Don’t overestimate what a fire extin- 
guisher can or should do for you. Its role 
is strictly to smother beginning fires. Seri- 
ous fire fighting is for trained hands only. 
If your fire has really taken hold, or if you 
feel in the least inadequate, don’t be re- 
luctant or ashamed to do nothing more 
than see to your own safety and the safety 
of anyone else who may be involved. Take 
no chances. Your property is expendable. 
Human life is not. 

But to combat even a minor fire, you 
must understand its nature and the proper 
means of handling it, These are facts every- 
one should know.

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The three kinds of fires 


Not all fires are alike. Actually, there are 
three types: A, B, and C. If you tell your- 
self it’s as simple as ABC, it may help 
you keep them sorted out. 

Type A fires involve wood, paper, furni- 
ture, clothing. These are fires you are most 
likely to encounter in the living areas of 
the house, or in bedrooms. Throw a burning 
cigarette into a wastebasket, and you'll have 
a Type A fire. 

Type B fires involve grease, oil, paints, 
gasoline, and other flammable liquids. 
These are fires you are most likely to en- 
counter in the kitchen, utility room, base- 
ment, or garage. They plague oil burners, 
automobiles, boats, and kitchen ranges. 

Type C fires involve electricity and can 
be encountered almost anywhere. Most of- 
ten theyre in appliances, in TV sets, or 
in overloaded electric outlets. If you can 
switch off the current. yank out the plug, 
Type C fires then become either Type A or 
Type B fires. Motors, wiring, or electrical 
equipment burning are not in themselves 
Type C fires; it’s the electricity that’s travel- 
ing through them. 

Type B and Type C fires are the most 
dangerous fires you have to contend with, 
for water won’t put them out. It will only 
spread them. Further, throwing water on 
electrical equipment can subject you to 
dangerous shock. Electricity may travel 
right back up the water to you. This is the 
special merit of the pressurized dry chemi- 
cal, or PDC, extinguisher. Its spray is non- 
conductive, and Type B and Type C fires 
are its meat. 

There is nothing mysterious about the 
chemical in the PDC extinguisher. It is sim- 
ply bicarbonate of soda, the same soda you 
use in baking. In fact, if you have a box of 
bicarbonate handy in your kitchen, you'll 
find it a stop-gap means of dousing a grease 
fire. Throw it on the fire by the handful. An

extinguisher is better, of course. It contains 
several times as much bicarbonate as you 
are likely to have on hand (214-3 pounds), 
and you don't have to get close to a fire to 
fight it. Being under pressure, the extin- 
guisher can shoot its contents as much as 
ten feet, and it can keep going eight sec- 
onds or longer. That’s a long time. Check 
it on your second hand and you'll see just 
how long it is. 

Because of the power behind its dry pow- 
der spray, a PDC extinguisher will knock 
down a Type A (wood, paper, fabric) fire. 
If it is only a surface blaze, it may even put 
it out completely. But it is not the approved 
extinguisher for this type of blaze. 

For Type A fires, water is best. 


Water as an extinguisher 


Equipping yourself to combat Type A 
fires is simple. You have seen fire hoses, 
neatly folded on racks, in the corridors of 
apartment houses and public buildings. 
You can provide equivalent protection in 
your private home by always keeping a 
garden hose attached to a readily accessible 
water cock. Water puts out fire by cooling 
the burning material. Set the hose nozzle 
for a coarse spray. A spray has _ better 
spread and absorbs more heat per gallon 
than a solid stream. 

A good place to install a hose is in the 
cabinet under a bathroom sink. It’s con- 
venient to bedrooms. A utility room is an- 
other good location. A 50-foot plastic hose 
may bring most of the house within range. 
Installation is simply a matter of inserting 
a hose cock in the cold-water line. If you 
can do it yourself, it will cost you $1.25, 
the price of the hose cock. A plumber may 
charge you $20 to do the job, but that’s 
less than an extinguisher ‘designed to fight 
Type A fires costs. 

For situations where a water supply is 
not readily available, or where changing 
plumbing is not practical, you can get 2%- 
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The simple facts you read here may 
some day help you save your house 
from destruction by fire. What you 


need to know is as easy as A-B-C 


gallon extinguishers which may be loaded 
with water or with a special anti-freeze. 
The tank can then be put under pressure 
from the air hose at any filling station, and 
it’s ready for action. These tanks don’t re- 
quire periodic recharging, but their air 
pressure should be checked every six 
months. Loaded, they weigh about 30 
pounds. Their price: $35 and up. 

A similar extinguisher, in which pres- 
sure is supplied by your own pumping, 
sells for about $30. 

For country dwellers, and those remote 
from organized fire protection and _ hy- 
drants, the water in swimming pools 
(streams, ponds, etc.) can have important 
use in fighting home fires. Gasoline-driven 
pumps are available for $100 up. Smaller 
pumps connect to garden hoses. Heavy- 
duty stationary or mobile pump units can 
deliver up to 100 gallons per minute, at 60 
pounds pressure, and are used with 114” 
hose. In California’s tragic Bel Air fire, the 
only houses saved were those where swim- 
ming pools were reached with pumping 
equipment, a good argument for the pool- 
pump arrangement. 


Summing up 


Every house or apartment dweller needs: 

One or more water hoses or equivalent 
for combatting Type A fires (wood, paper, 
fabric). 

One or more pressurized dry chemical 
extinguishers for combatting Type B 
(grease, flammable liquids) and Type C 


(electrical) fires. 


Locating extinguishers 


Every area of your house should be 
within easy range of a hose. In addition. 
vou need one dry chemical extinguisher ac- 
cessible for use in kitchen and utility room 
(or basement). You need another one for

Join the Stampede to Rotisserie Cooking 


If you already know something about spit cookery, 


here are some fine points to help you perfect the art. 


You should know about equipment and technique 


By ELIZABETH GORDON 


@ The most nearly perfect method of cooking meats, fish, 
and fowl is spit cooking. This means the food rotates in front 
of the heat, all sides thus getting equally cooked. But the 
rotation also keeps all sides constantly bathed in liquid fats 
or prepared bastings. This constantly moving basting sets up 
a moisture seal that keeps the juices inside the food, so the 
cooked result is moister and retains more of its flavor than 
if it had been cooked by another method. Since only fat drips 
out of the meat, there is less shrinkage, too. 

One important built-in benefit of spit cookery is that it 
is virtually foolproof. It takes far less skill, technique and 
know-how than charcoal broiling, which, when done right, 
is a very tricky process. 

All of this is no news to those who own a rotisserie. But 
there are multitudes who still don’t, partly because of a price 
war in the late 1940’s and early 1950’s that killed off many 
manufacturers. Only a few at the very top of the quality 
market survived by refusing to price themselves out of 
business. 

But in the last few years the rotisserie, as a separate 
appliance or as an accessory in an oven, has made a marked 
comeback. Now there are about 30 properly designed quality 
products to choose from, ranging in price from about $50 
to $300 for separate units. And 36 range manufacturers 
offer a rotating spit in their top-of-the-line models. You may 
cook with charcoal, electricity, or gas. You may do it indoors 
or out. You may do it in the kitchen, the dining room, or 


even the living room. 


For spit cooking is smokeless and virtually spatterless— 
a meaningful tip to its intrinsic rightness. (When you see 
smoke and/or spatter, it means either that the heat is too hot 
or that the fat is falling into the fire, burning up, and coating 
the meat with sooty deposit. ) 

All the rotisseries shown here have the heat source out of 
the line of the dripping fat. All have a drip pan (or equiva- 
lent) that lets the drippings accumulate so you may either 
use them for basting or remove them if another prepared 


basting is to be used. 
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The myriad possibilities of basting are one of the major 
assets of spit cooking. For it lets you roast many kinds of 
flavors into the very juices of the meat. Some proteins benefit 
tremendously from this treatment—notably fowl, lamb, fish, 
and veal. Even a fine beef rib roast, although excellent basted 
with only its own fat drippings, may be varied with a number 
of suitable bastings. 

A basting sauce may be applied to the food before and/or 
during the cooking. Prepared meat sauces are not ideal as 
bastes, for they tend to be too strong and are usually intended 
to cover up lack of taste in poor meat or poorly cooked meat. 
And no single baste is perfect for the various types of foods 
you can cook on a spit. So experiment, using what we suggest 
below as a starting point; go on from there to find personal 
concoctions that please you. A good baste need not be com- 
plicated; the most famous are the simplest. But try to use 
the best ingredients: fresh herbs, good sherry, vermouth, 
bourbon, or whatever. Since you are out for the taste value 
of the ingredients, use only high-grade materials. , 

A good basting sauce needs to be liquid—but not too 
liquid. It should be easy to apply, and not fall off too quickly 
but run around the food as it rotates. The liquid can be soy 
sauce, vinegar, vermouth, soup stock, or water in which a 
bouillon cube has been dissolved. It should also contain some 
fat: butter, margarine, olive oil, bacon grease, or the fat 
drippings from the food being cooked. The less fat in the 
food being cooked, the more fat you need in the baste. 

In addition, you want seasonings. Best are fresh herbs; 
next best, dried herbs. The need for salt and pepper varies, 
depending on the food itself, and if you cook low and slow 
enough, you'll need very little of either. A protein that is still 
moist when cooked contains so much flavor that it requires 
less salt than a dried-out protein. 

Chinese or Japanese soy sauces are an ideal base for any 
baste. (Chinese soy is saltier than Japanese, so act accord- 
ingly.) Dilute either 50 percent with water. Adding honey to 
a soy baste helps it cling to the meat better, and also helps 
make a beautiful browning. A little (Please turn the page)

Mayonnaise is an excellent seasoning for fish and steak. 
Blend with lemon juice and chopped parsley. 

\ light basting of liquor on a roast, about five minutes 
before you take it off, is a time-honored technique. Use 
bourbon on beef, rum on lamb, gin on pork. Paint the meat 
lightly with about a jiggerful. [If it catches fire, never mind. 
It will flame for a moment until the alcohol burns off. 

Basting should be done with a brush or a glass baster, 
which is like a big medicine dropper. 

One important reason why spit-cooked foods are moister 
is that they are cooked in the open—as opposed to a closed 
oven, as in baking. A closed, hot oven has a very low relative 
humidity, so the moisture is sucked out of the food by the 
dry air. Spit cooking is always done in an unclosed space.

Even if the unit has three closed sides, the fourth is open or 
partially open. And many are totally open. 

If you have a spit attachment for your oven, you should 
leave the oven door open when doing rotisserie cooking. For 
it is not the temperature of the air around the food that 
matters; it is the radiant rays of the heat source hitting the 
food—similar to broiling—that does the cooking. So the 
surrounding air can be quite cool (at room temperature), 
and thus the relative humidity will stay quite high. 

Another reason spit-cooked foods are moister is that the 
law of gravity does not have a chance to drain the juices 
down and out. When the fluids start in one direction (down- 
ward, of course), downward becomes upward. There is no 
time during the cooking operation when the juices can flow 
in only one direction. Thanks to the rotating, they are juggled 


within the meat, and stay there.

You can cook a 16- to 20-pound prime rib of beef on a 
rotisserie, and end up with no more than two teaspoons of 
meat juice in the drip pan. In oven cooking the same size 
roast would produce at least a cupful of the precious juice. 
(This does not count the fat drippings in both methods. ) 

Obviously rotisserie cooking is not the method if you are 
a gravy lover. But where do you really want the flavor—in 
the meat or in the gravy? 

Here are a few hints that will make a difference: 

@ |. Have your meat at room temperature before you start to 
cook. Introducing it to heat from the cold of the refrigerator 
seems to shock the meat fibers and they draw together, as if 
in defiance of their rough treatment. The result is tough, 
stringy, and not as tender as when meat is warmed 
to room temperature before cooking. 

@ 2. Learn about “coasting.” This is (Please turn the page)

a waiting period after the cooking period, when the meat f 
“rests,” not cooking but keeping warm at about 100° to 120°. 
The French take coasting for granted. 

What does it do? It is hard to describe, even though it is 
quite tangible. The texture of the meat gets firm instead of 
flabby. It gathers itself together, but in a good way—toward 
tenderness instead of flabbiness. 


This is a corollary to Point One, above. Apparently meat 

resents the shock of sudden changes of temperatures—from 
cold to hot or from hot to cold. The coasting period, which 
can be 10 to 25 minutes, depending on your convenience, 
should be in the repertoire of any would-be gourmet cook. So 
let the spit keep rotating, but reduce the heat to a “warming” 
temperature—100° to 120°. 
@ 3. You must be able to tell, visually, when the meat is done. 
A meat thermometer is a most necessary gauge, but the de- 
gree of aging makes a big difference. If you follow prescribed 
timetables inflexibly, your results will vary considerably. 
Here is something that with a little practice will be a great 
aid in judging doneness. 

I am sure you have observed how a professional chef 
presses steaks with his long-handled fork as he is broiling 
them. He is not just testing his reflexes. When meat is first 
placed in front of the fire, it is spongy to the touch. It be- 
comes firmer as the cooking proceeds. It is done when it stops 
being spongy. With only a few tries, anyone can get the feel 
of what is rare, medium, and well-done. Practice a little, 
feeling the response of the meat to pressure. With an open 
mind and no glass in your hand, you should master this in 
six tries. Big roasts obviously can’t be judged that way. Only 
a meat thermometer inserted deep into the roast can tell you 
about the inside state of things. Your eye can judge the 
doneness of most other foods.

A variant of the standard PDC 
extinguisher is a three-class or gen- 
eral-purpose PDC extinguisher. In 
addition to combatting B and C 
fires it will also effectively extin- 
guish A fires. This eliminates the 
necessity of matching extinguisher 
to blaze. But it’s a heavy extin- 
guisher (21 pounds) and expen- 
sive ($78). Most people feel these 
factors outweigh its advantages. 


Other extinguishers 


Besides the PDC, only one other 
extinguisher has any real applica- 
tion in the home. It is the carbon 
dioxide (or COs) extinguisher. 

This extinguisher for Type B 
and Type C fires contains the same 
liquefied gas from which dry ice is 
made. Sprayed from the extin- 
guisher, and released from pres- 
sure, the liquid CO. 
“snow.” It cools the fire and smoth- 
ers it. Like dry ice, the snow evap- 
orates without a trace. It is one ex- 
tinguisher that makes no mess. 
That is its only advantage. 


becomes 


it has several disadvantages. as 
compared with the PDC extin- 
guisher. The CO. unit designed for 
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home use is nearly three times as 
heavy (1514 pounds) as the PDC 
extinguisher. and at least twice as 
expensive ($35), but it has only 
two-thirds the extinguishing ability. 

There are other extinguishers 
you should be familiar with, if only 
to know why to avoid them. 

Soda-acid extinguishers (for 
Type A fires) are the familiar 
bulky extinguishers you have seen 
for years in the corridors of public 
buildings. They are now obsolete. 

Carbon tetrachloride is a fire 
extinguisher. For years it has been 
used in handy 11-quart extinguish- 
ers for fighting Type B and C fires. 
However, in use it creates phosgene 
gas—the same poisonous gas used 
in chemical warfare. Further, it is 
only one-twelfth as effective as the 
comparable 2°4 pound PDC extin- 
guisher. Carbon tet extinguishers 
have been outlawed by the Coast 
Guard for marine use, but you will 
still find them being sold for the 
home. 

A miniaturized variety of fire 
extinguisher is now widely sold in 
aerosol cans at bargain prices. You 
can judge the effectiveness of these 
“beer-can” extinguishers for your- 
self: A one-pound aerosol has only 
one-thirty-sixth as much fire-extin- 
guishing capacity as a PDC extin- 
guisher. They are not approved by 


Underwriters Laboratories. 
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Fire extinguishing is not for chil- 
dren, for anyone lacking in average 
skills, or for anyone whose judg: 
ment may be faulty under stress. It 
is strictly a first-aid measure, or 
one where survival depends on it. 

Fire can multiply several thou- 
sand times within a few minutes. 
Your security and the security of 
your home depend on its early de- 
tection. Fire does not always mean 
readily apparent flame. noise, 
smoke, and heat. More deadly is 
the familiar poisonous gas of com- 
bustion—carbon monoxide. At 
night, it can take you unawares 
while fire burns in a remote part of 
your house. The only real assur- 
ance of early fire detection is by 
means of an alarm system. 

An alarm system need not be ex- 
pensive or require elaborate instal- 
lation. There is a new good UL-ap- 
proved one which does not even re- 
quire electrical connection. It can 
be installed with a screwdriver and 
is guaranteed for 30 years. It is 
simply an aerosol, connected to a 
horn by a fusible link. It lets go a 
blast which can be heard for blocks 
and which lasts for fifteen minutes. 
Units sell for $36.50 each. (Fal- 
con Alarm Co., Springfield, N.J.).

tag; (c) most conclusive of all, the 
dish owes nothing whatever to Bre- 
ton cooking. It is typically Pro- 
yencal. 

The explanation seems to be that 
this dish, known until the middle of 
the 19th Century as homard a la 
provencale, was made famous in 
Paris by a now vanished restaurant 
which chose to call itself the Amér- 
icain. Thus, in this case, “a la” 
means “in the manner of the res- 
taurant called.” That is what it 
means also when the dish usually 
called sole marguéry, is presented 
as sole a la marguéry from the now 
vanished restaurant on the Grands 
Boulevards which first produced it. 

A similar case is the widely 
known sauce béarnaise, which any- 
one will assure you is a product of 
the Béarn. If you point out that it is 
entirely untypical of Béarn since 
it uses butter, whereas in Béarn the 
favored fats are olive oil or goose 
or pig fat, the answer is that the 
recipe has become corrupted. It 
hasn’t, though. It is the language 


that has been corrupted. The dish 
has been made with butter, the 
chief cooking fat of the Paris re- 
gion, ever since it was invented at 
the Pavillon Henri IV in St. Ger- 
main-en-Laye, in the Paris suburbs, 
and named Béarnaise in honor of 
Henri IV, “/e grand Béarnais.” 


Y THIS time you may be getting

invented sleep.” The therapeutic 
value of deep, sound slumber has 
been experienced by everyone. The 
design of your bedroom can greatly 
improve the quality of your sleep. 
Everyone has stresses or pressures 
of one kind or another that produce 
weariness and tension. These unre- 
lieved pressures may cause illness 
or even death. While the entire 
home may be an outlet for the un- 
remitting tensions of modern exis- 
tence, the bedroom is in particular 
our strongest refuge. 

Strictly from the sleeping aspect. 
the bedroom could be a_ small, 
soundproof,  lightproof cubicle 
equipped with a silent and efficient 
air-conditioning system. Such cubi- 
cles are available at many of our 
airports for passengers delayed in 
transit. This idea might be accepta- 
ble to some for incorporation in 
their homes. but most of us look 
upon our bedrooms as more than 
merely a place to sleep. The con- 
cept of the bedroom as a place for 
retreat and refuge is commonly ac- 
cepted and desired. 

In contrast to the tiny, sealed-up 
sleeping cell is the large bed-sit- 
ting room, more or less a private 
living room, opening upon a bal- 
cony, and, in some cases, contain- 
ing a small kitchen unit for the 
preparation of breakfast or late- 
night snacks. In either situation the 
bedroom becomes a space for with- 
drawal and relaxation. No matter 
how large or how open the bed- 
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room, it should be possible to 
darken the optimum 
sleeping conditions.

How a vacation house cin pay its way 


No two families manage their facilities. The bedrooms can be 
oney in precisely the same way, small, but the living areas should 


ut in order to give some idea of 
ow the income and expense of a 
entable vacation house work, we 
are assuming the following: 

1. That our hypothetical family 
is now renting a cottage or travel- 
ing for vacations, spending roughly 
$500 a year. 

_ 2. That they have some savings 
or investment that can be put into 
the project as a down payment. 

3. That the land will cost $5,000 
and the house about $12.000. In 
buying a vacation-house site, the 
land will almost always be some- 
what out of proportion to the house. 
A choice site will always make a 
house more desirable as a rental 
property and will ensure your in- 
vestment over the long run. The 
cost of the house given here is as- 
sumed to cover a two-three bed- 
room house, but not a minimum 
cottage in the old “summer shack” 
sense. To bring a decent rental it 
must have good kitchen and bath 


be generous, with some kind of out- 
door porch, deck, or terrace. It may 
or may not be heated or insulated, 
but it should be prepared for both. 
Such things as good storage and 
winter-shuttering must be included. 
It should be possible to do this 
within the $12,000 price. 

4. That of the total $17.000 in- 
vestment, $5,000 will be paid down 
and a mortgage of $12,000 taken. 
The interest and amortization on 
the mortgage will be one of the ma- 
jor costs in the budget. To be quite 
fair we have also included as a cost 
the loss of income on the $5,000 
that is put into the house. 

5. That the summer rental period 
is ten weeks (public-school closing 
date through Labor Day) and that 
the owners will use it four weeks 
of this period. 

Under these conditions the an- 
nual budget for the vacation house 
would lock something like this:

for all it’s worth

@ In the great temple at Delphi, 
among the properties of Apollo 
were three root vegetables in im- 
age: turnips (close relatives of the 
radish) of lead, beets of silver, 
and radishes of solid gold. And 
among the ancients, Dioscorides 
and Pliny celebrated the radish 
“above all roots whatsoever.” 

Several Roman writers described 
small, mild, early round and long 
forms, much like ours today. as 
well as larger types, one described 
by Pliny as the size of a baby boy. 

Centuries later. a worthy physi- 
cian wrote: “The radice quicken- 
eth the wittes of senses. It also 
taketh away black and blew marks 
and helpeth those bitten by a viper 
or adder. It filleth up with heyre 
[hair] agayne places [that have 
become} bared. With mele of dar- 
nell it wasteth away fricklles 
[freckles, I guess].” Obviously it 
does nothing for one’s spelling. 

There are words for radish in all 
of the oldest languages we know in 
the Old World, from Sumerian to 
Sanskrit. Some facts and more 
speculation lead us to think that its 
native home was China, for the 
radishes that grow as weeds there 
seem most authentically wild and 
various. 

In China. one of the main centers 
of vegetable origins. they plant 
by the score vegetables that we 
have never heard of. but only four 
have found space 
kitchens and gardens: Chinese cab- 
bage. a mustard or two, the soy- 
bean, and the radish. 

The radish is far and away the 
most popular of these. It landed in 
America shortly after the Nina, 
the Pinta, and the Santa Maria, 
and thrived in the first gardens of 
the North American colonies.

trop. Research has recently dis- 
vovered that the length of day is a 
sritical matter with some plants. 
lf they go by day-length, they 
van’t tell spring from fall.

ifteen-hour days, about the length 


of the daylight in Washington, D.C. 
at midsummer, June 21, and they 
were a fine illustration of the mean- 
ing of the words “gone to seed.” 
The long day had made them bolt 


to flower before the root had 
formed. There was hardly any 
globe, and the thin seed _ stalk, 
topped by flowers. weedy and 


weary-looking, was two feet tall. 


HE main thing to be said about 

radish culture is revealed in its 
botanical name, Raphanus sativus, 
for the genus name comes from the 
Greek word raphanos, which means 
“easily raised.” Radishes will 
thrive on most garden soils that do 
not bake too hard, though a sandy 
loam is best. Fertility and water 
are especially important, for the 
faster they grow, the better they 
will taste. For sandy soils, the rec- 
ommendation is a fertilizer with 
the formula 8-16-16; for others, a 
9-10-5 is right. 

For spring and summer radishes, 
except White Strassburg, make the 
rows a foot apart and sow about 
twelve seeds to the foot, a half-inch 
deep. If you can accurately space 
these smaller varieties twelve or 
so to the foot, little thinning will 
be necessary. 

Many gardeners use early rad- 
ishes to mark the rows of slow 
comer-uppers, such as 
beets, parsnips, and parsley. Sow 
the radish seeds right in the fur- 
row, and a few days later they are 
up and the planting is safe from 
the hoe, as well as from little feet. 
Note, though, that the permanent 
crop may need deeper planting, 
and use your head as well as the 
hoe. Actually, spring and summer 
radishes hardly need a planned 
space in the garden at all: sow 
them between the rows of long-sea- 
son crops, in the space that will be 
occupied by eggplant when the 
danger of frost is past, or in suc- 
cession after the early crops. 

Radishes do not hold their prime 
in the garden for more than a few 
days after they reach table girth. 
It is best to start pulling them be- 
fore they reach catalog size, as 
close to dinnertime as is 
venient. The Imperial Valley in 
California is much too far away to

When they reach the size the 
catalog calls maturity, they soon 
become woody, peppery, or acid 
as they turn their effort toward 
flower and seed.

It may be of some value to point 
/out that colors adjacent to each 





| other in the spectrum are harmoni- 
ous, create no conflict or clash, and 
produce beautiful repose. Here are 
‘the spectral colors listed in their 
| sequence: yellow, yellow-green, 
green, blue-green, blue, blue-violet, 
violet, red-violet, red, orange-red, 
orange, yellow-orange. Contrasting 
colors give a feeling of conflict, op- 
position and excitement; these are 
/not adjacent to each other in the 
above list. there is one 
exception: The first and last colors 
listed are harmonious. Some repre- 
sentative contrasting colors are yel- 
low-purple, red-green. blue-orange. 
One characteristic of contrasting 
colors is that each makes the other 
/appear to be more vivid than is 
vactually the case; there is an in- 
_tensification, so to speak.

How to Grow 


_ All azaleas have masses of rela- 
_tively shallow-growing fibrous roots 
‘that dislike dry soil conditions. 
|Maximum root depth is about 18 
well-spaded beds, but 
generally the roots form a mat of 
‘fine rootlets close to the soil’s 
‘face. Because of the likelihood of 
| cutting into and injuring the roots, 
azaleas should not be cultivated by 
spading or hoeing.

The azalea’s 
rootlets are covered by a felt-like 
fungal sheath. Probably the fungi 
serve to collect food from the soil 
| for the plant, and to digest organic 
| soil material. 

It is essential that the azalea be 


well watered, particularly when 
‘flower buds are developing. While 
‘their minimum rainfall require- 


| ment is 30 inches yearly, most azal- 
/eas grow where rainfall measures 
| 40 to 80 inches. They like 
/humid atmosphere and a regular 
'supply of rainfall (or of applied 
water) throughout the year. Never- 
theless, they demand good 
drainage and dislike flooding and 


from 





soil 
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waterlogged soils. Yet, a few of 
the very lovely fragrant native 
deciduous azaleas, including the 
Swamp, Sweet, Florida, Rhodora, 
Western, and Pinkshell azaleas, 
can flourish in a moist, swampy soil. 

Azaleas should enter the winter 
season with ample soil moisture. 
Wherever autumn rainfall is light, 
the plants should be watered. Nev- 
ertheless, they should not be over- 
watered in summer, nor should late 
growth of wood otherwise be en- 
couraged. The azalea is a thin- 
barked plant; its bark may freeze 
and split, especially if in late new 


growth. 
A mulch is a necessity. It retains 
moisture, supplies organic food 


material, helps to create acid soil 
conditions, keeps the surface feed- 
ing roots warm in winter. Good 
mulches include leaf mold taken 
from the woods, leaves, peat moss, 
pine needles, wood shavings, saw- 
dust, tanbark. However, sawdust 
and wood shavings drain nitrogen 
from the soil. This can be circum- 
vented by sprinkling one pound of 
ammonium sulfate (sulfate of am- 
monia) to each estimated bushel 
of sawdust or shavings on the 
ground at six-month intervals. 
Any good chemical garden ferti- 
lizer that contains nitrogen in the 
form of ammonium sulfate is espe- 
cially recommended for azaleas. 
Such a fertilizer often is sold as 
an “acid” fertilizer for acid-loving 
plants. In addition to nitrogen, it 
should contain phosphate and _ po- 
tassium, and should be applied 
each spring before flowering at a 
rate of a pound (oné cup) of 7-7-7 
per plant. This should be sprinkled 
on the mulch around each plant. 
However, you may prefer to use 
cottonseed meal or soybean meal; 
both are splendid organic fertiliz- 
ers for azaleas. A pound of either 
should be sprinkled around each 
plant every spring. But either one 
is an incomplete fertilizer, and half 


a cupful per plant of 7-7-7 chem- 
ical fertilizer should be added at 
the same time. 

Azaleas may be raised from seed, 
but this is extremely slow. They 
may be propagated readily by 
branch and mound layering, or, in 
the case of evergreen varieties, by 
rooting half-ripe wood cuttings. The 
deciduous azaleas are very difficult 
to root, however. Mature or part- 
grown specimens of either type 
may be bought from a _ nursery. 
These should be purchased while 
in bloom. They may be planted, if 
the soil is in loose and friable con- 
dition, by making their planting 
hole only slightly larger than the 
spread of their roots. But if the 
soil is clayey or impacted, the hole 
must be much larger. 

You should set your plant at the 
level at which it grew previously, 
as indicated on its trunk by the 
point where the bark changes from 
light color (the soil indicator) to 
dark (the above-ground indicator). 
The soil should be firmly tamped 
about the plant and a mulch ap- 
plied immediately. The plant should 
be thoroughly watered daily for 
about ten days; then less frequent- 
ly. If the soil is not very fertile, 
fertilizer in the kind and amount 
indicated earlier may be applied 
to the soil or mulch surface after 
planting. 

If the soil needs acidifying, this 
should be done four weeks before 
planting. Should it be so alkaline 
as to make proper acidification too 
difficult, the planting hole may be 
filled completely with peat moss. 
Additional peat may be added at 
the surface from time to time. In 
alkaline soil areas in California, 
azaleas are being grown with great 
success in this way. In gardens 
where soil is too wet because of 
poor drainage, azaleas are being 
grown successfully in raised beds 
solely in peat moss. Such beds 
usually require more watering. 


ARE YOU SHORT OF GARDENING SPACE? 
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whatever supports are used, are 
strong enough to hold the full 
weight of the basket and its con- 
tents when soaked with water.

Water evaporates less 
rapidly from these than from a wire 
basket, and as a consequence, they 
need less frequent watering. 
Instead of using regular hanging 
baskets, you may prefer to use an 
ordinary flower pot, such as terra 
cotta, or perhaps a glazed pot in a 
wall bracket.

feeder may be sprayed with an in- 
secticide, and the cord from which 
the feeder hangs may be moistened 
with a few drops of cooking or 
salad oil. 

If you have seen hummingbirds 
feeding upon the nectar of flowers 
in your garden, hang your feeder 
near these natural feeding points. 
After the hummingbirds discover 
the feeder, it may be moved grad- 
ually to a window, terrace, porch, 
or some other vantage point. It 
should be kept in the shade, and 
you should never permit it to be en- 
tirely emptied. Once hummingbirds 
become accustomed to it, they will 
prefer your feeder to the natural 
nectar of flowers. One humming- 
bird will attempt to take possession 
of the feeder and drive off all oth- 
ers; then he may be overpowered 
in turn, This may induce you to set 
up more than one feeder. Hum- 
mingbirds, like many other birds, 
establish territories and attempt to 
defend their self-proclaimed terri- 
torial rights. 

Because of the hummingbird’s 
remarkable jetlike getaway capa- 
bilities. extreme maneuverability, 
and swiftness of flight, it develops 
notable self-confidence and _fear- 
lessness. If startled. a humming- 
bird can be air-borne in one-fifti- 
eth of a second. In departing from 
your feeder. it can back off in re- 
verse flight, roll over, and attain 
forward motion of up to 30 miles 
an hour in about two-tenths of a 
second. A hummingbird will attack 
birds many times its own size and 
of far superior strength, including 
hawks and catbirds. And because 
of their self-confidence. humming- 
birds have almost no fear of hu- 
mans and may even feed from the 


| hand. 


O OTHER living thing can fly 


| ; 
1‘ forward, backward, sideways. 


| or hover motionless—-except for its 
| fantastic wing motion—in mid-air. 


Like a space vehicle, this creature 
sounds like the product of some 
genius’s electronic computer. But it 
has been a part of our earth’s 
heritage for thousands of years. 
The hummingbird has been com- 
pared to the helicopter in its flight 
performance. When a_ helicopter 
hovers, its rotor blades are parallel 
to the earth; so are the wings of a 
hummingbird whenever it hovers. 


|To move forward or backward. a 


helicopter’s rotor blades must tilt 
in an appropriate direction: so 
must the wings of the humming- 
bird. But of the two, only the hum- 


mingbird can fly sideways. And 
both a helicopter and a humming- 
bird take off straight up. without a 
runway. 

Other birds take off from a run 
or use their legs as a springboard. 
In hovering, the wings of the hum- 
mingbird move backward and for- 
ward on a horizontal plane and its 
body is nearly vertical. But in for- 
ward flight, the wings move up and 
down and the body is held hori- 
zontally. Lift and propulsion come 
primarily from the wings’ down- 
beat. In reverse flight, the body is 
vertical and the wing motion is 
backward and forward, but the an- 
ele of the primary feathers is ad- 
justed in a reverse position from 
that used in forward flight. As to 
sidewise flight—well, you'd better 
talk to a hummingbird about that. 
No one seems to know just how it’s 
accomplished. 


CIENTISTS say that aerody- 

namically the hummingbird is 
very inefficient; this means simply 
that it gets poor mileage. But what 
else can you expect when a hum- 
mingbird hovers? 

Like a space vehicle’s take-off 
from earth, the hummingbird burns 
fuel at a fantastic rate. It must 
take on fuel every ten or fifteen 
minutes, and it consumes half its 
weight in food daily; laugh the 
next time you hear someone say 
“She eats like a bird.” The hum- 
mingbird’s fantastic appetite re- 
sults from the fact that it has the 
highest energy output per unit of 
body weight of any warmblooded 
animal. Feeding as it does largely 
on honeylike flower nectar or upon 
your sugar syrup—both of which 
consist of simple sugars in solu- 
tion—it takes in quickly digestible, 
high-energy food that,is ideal for a 
creature so small and active. Such 
food goes almost directly into the 
bloodstream for transport through- 
out the body, where it’s burned, or 
oxidized, in fueling the wing and 
other muscles. For, like a space 
vehicle, a hummingbird needs high- 
efficiency fuel and cannot overbur- 
den itself by the weight of an ex- 
cessive supply. A hummingbird sel- 
dom is at rest in the daytime; when 
not in flight, it usually is hovering 
—which takes more energy than 
flight. 

Because it burns up its sugary 
food with such great rapidity. the 
hummingbird is likely to run out of 
fuel. In such an emergency. it can 
conserve its energy by going into a

Cleaning the grid can be quite a 
chore, or it can be quite easy. The 
first step in making the job easier 
is to remove the grid from the heat 
the minute the meat is cooked. By 
far the greatest difficulty is caused 
by the grease that is baked on the 
wires when the grid is left over the 
fire after the meat has been re- 
moved. As long as the meat is on 
the grid, it absorbs the heat. When 
it is removed, the grease bakes on 
the grid hard and fast. 

If it is possible to put the grid 
into hot detergent water when it is 
removed, by all means do so. If 
this is not practicable, do it as 
soon as possible. It will clean more 
easily if you soak it overnight. 
Then, with a minimum of time and 
effort, in more hot detergent wa- 
ter, it will be clean as new. A bris- 
tle brush helps, but if you have 
soaked the grid it is usually not 
necessary to use a metal brush. 

If you have an indoor installa- 
tion, the whole grill should be given 
a thorough cleaning from time to 
time, or it will smell of rancid 
grease. The need for this will de- 
crease sharply if you reduce the 
heat level you use. Searing heat 
spatters the whole grill four times 
as fast as heat in the beneficent 
300- to 400-degree range.

Although trees and shrubs are decorative, you need other 
accessories, such as ashtrays. And these accessories need to 
match in character the rougher life of outdoors. Also, there’s 
a big difference in scale between indoors and out. Things 
that are the right size indoors usually look small and fussy 
under the open sky. Use weatherproof accessories and 
furnishings to reduce carrying in and out. Natural materials, 
such as driftwood, fine specimens of rock, plants in tubs, 
and running water look best in outdoor rooms. 

Protection from insects and climate control must be pro- 
vided. If planned right, you can manipulate sun, shade, and 
wind, and gain extra months of outdoor living. Ramps 
(instead of steps) between indoors and outdoors facilitate 
the use of wheeled carts to save steps. (See our story on 


serving and carrying carts, page 108. 


The pattern of the shutters on the windows and doorway is as 
important on the walls of this garden room as a rich wall- 
paper would be inside. Plants in containers, such as the Japa- 
nese maple at the left, help to make a terrace more roomlike 
simply because this is the way plants are grown indoors. The 
furniture arrangement here is perfect for two or three, and 
another chair can easily be pulled up for a fourth.

How to get privacy and shelter 
€ 
without destroying 


the earden character 


If you plan to spend much leisure time in a garden, you 
will need protection from sun, wind, and the public view. 
Sometimes you can take advantage of existing structure, 
as shown elsewhere on these pages. Or you may have to 
plant a hedge or build a fence or screen. 

Structure in a garden should be strong, light, and airy. 
The materials should not only take the weather well, but 
help to dramatize it. The translucent screens shown here suc- 
ceed beautifully on all counts. Supporting posts must be well 
anchored in concrete to hold against the wind. Panels should 
fit tightly so they won't rattle. A translucent screen is 
most effective where the sun hits it on each side during the 
day. With planting on both sides, there’s a daily progres- 


sion of change from silhouette to shadow. 





Movement of the sun creates ever-changing patterns and colors 
in a garden. This back-lighted translucent garden wall reveals 
the delicate moving tracery of the Australian tree fern on the 
other side.

Clearance between axle and ground determines how much 
a two-wheel cart must tip on steps. The larger the wheel. 
the better. The load can be packed to allow for tipping. 

If you must cross rough ground and uneven paving with a 
cart, get one with large wheels and wide tread. Large wheels 
on one end will do; the other end can easily be lifted to 
clear the rough spots. If the surface is uneven and shakes 
the cart, it should have side rails to keep things from 
jiggling off the edge. In crossing an obstruction, it is easier 
to pull than to push, because the pull is upward and helps 
to lift the load. 

In designing a terrace or altering one you have, keep 
the requirements of a cart in mind. Surfaces should be 
smooth and level for easy rolling. Keep thresholds as low 











as possible. Put the terrace on a level with the kitchen. 
If you must change grade between kitchen and garden dining 
area, use low ramps instead of steps whenever possible. 


High side rails on top and bottom prevent glasses and contain- 
ers from sliding off, even on this irregular surface of brick. 
All four wheels are the same size and in swivel sockets so 
eart will go forward, backward, or sideways.

@ The wealth of new opera recordings and the ease of wir- 
ing outdoor speakers (see story on page 44) can combine 
to fill your summer nights with the great classics of the opera 
stage. Whether you are a confirmed opera lover or just a 
beginner, an evening in the garden with arias floating among 
the leaves is a most romantic way to enjoy opera. It can 
be the perfect way to entertain friends of yours who have 
similar musical interests. 

If you are new to opera and leery of its length. foreign 
language, and impenetrable plots, it is helpful to remember 
that opera is an art form in and of itself. It is quite different 
from song, dance, or drama. Opera is not a play set to 
music. It is a whole, different from the sum of its parts. 
Opera cannot be true to life. After all, who sings his 


way through a crisis trailed by a fifty-piece orchestra? 
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in the garden? 


Instead of being a handicap, the artificiality of opera permits 
heightened intensity of emotional expression. (It also per- 
mits a forty-year-old, two-hundred-pound woman of magnifi- 
cent voice to sing the role of a sixteen-year-old sylph and 
get away with it.) 

Opera is involved with great human truths. Its roots 
go back to ancient Greek drama, which dealt with larger- 
than-life heroes and situations. Opera plots are complicated, 
but the themes tend to be simple and enormous: love, 
revenge, hate, temptation, and piety. 

You might ask: Why listen to the whole opera—why not 
skip the dull parts and enjoy the highlights? The answer 
is most easily given by other questions: Why read a whole 
book? Why not skip the descriptions and character develop- 


ment and enjoy the plot? Opera is not a hodgepodge of 





songs linked to each other in any old order by recitative 
and musical interludes. Like books, operas are conceived as 
wholes. An aria is more meaningful and more beautiful when 
it emerges from musical and dramatic texture. The famous 
“Jewel Song” from Gounod’s Faust. for example, is preceded 
by passages of waiting, unresolved, anticipatory music. 
When the musical laugh finally begins the song. the purity 
of the melody has an effect it cannot achieve in isolation, 
lovely as it is and often as it is sung out of context. The 
power of its effect depends on what comes before, and is 
enhanced still more by the anticipation of what is to follow. 

Opera on records does not include the visual effects of 
live production, of course, but there are compensations. 
You can relive an evening at the San Francisco Opera, get 
ready for a matinee at Chicago’s Lyric, or hear an opera 
never produced in the U.S. at all. Opera recordings let you 
hear performances by the stars of the past, such as Jussi 
Bjoerling. They give you the fascination of comparing 
Tebaldi with Callas, the thrill of discovering Teresa Ber- 
ganza. Last winter, it was possible everywhere in the U.S, 
to hear Joan Sutherland sing La Sonnambula even before 
her New York performance, thanks to the timely appearance 
of the London recording. 

The number of whole operas on records is staggering. You 
can choose from more than 250. The best-known operas have 
been recorded by several different casts, so you can have 
your “own” opera company with a personally selected reper- 
toire. Record companies are having an operatic field day. 
While it lasts, we record collectors can indulge in an un- 
paralleled binge on histrionic music. 

If opera is unknown territory, you may wonder what all 
the singing is about. And there is a lot of singing these 
days, for a Golden Age of opera is upon us again. Female 
opera stars have never been so many, so good, and so 
various in their talents. Opera companies are to be found in 
more and more American cities, often reviving long-forgotten 
operas. Records complement superbly. 

Opera at home offers much to the opera novice, who ma) 
feel dubious about listening to all that singing at one 
sitting. He can listen at home to records that contain selec- 
tions rather than the entire work, or. better yet, take opera 
in measured amounts, an act al a time. 

You will enjoy and be aided by the sumptuous booklets 
that usually accompany opera albums. These programs give 
the story and history of the opera, its libretto, and interest- 
ing facts about the singers. You can listen again and 
again to favorite pieces (usually arias and choruses) while 
slowly developing a tolerance, then an understanding, and 
finally an appreciation for recitative (talk with musical 
accompaniment). Soon you will be able to tell Verdi from 
Mozart, and don’t let anyone try to convince you thal 
isn’t a very real thrill. 

You will become a devotee of Tebaldi or Nilsson or 
Flagstad or Siepi. You will hear how luscious Leontyne 
Price’s voice is. how incredibly able -and accurate Joan 
Sutherland’s is. Opera, that bewildering mix of play-acting 
and song, will reveal its fascinating secrets. 

As an opera beginner, it is wise to start with a famili 


one. Try Bizet’s Carmen (Please turn to page J0

® Summer living is easier when you don’t have to think about 
storing the outdoor furniture at the end of the season, and 
when you don’t have to cover the furniture to protect it from 
rains and dew. Or perhaps lack of storage space has caused 
you to limp along with too little furniture for giving big 
summertime parties. 

If you buy the right kind of outdoor furniture in the first 
place, such problems can be eliminated. We have collected 
a group of 22 hardy chairs that can live outdoors all year. 
if need be. Most of them have no cushions. When they do 
have cushions they are no more than two inches high, so 
many can store in a very small space. And all the chairs with 
cushions are reasonably comfortable without their pads. So 
for short-term sitting, in spring and fall, you could use these 
chairs without bothering to get out the cushions.

@ When you find a person who doesn't like vegetables, you'll 
eenerally find a poor cook close by. Americans don’t torture 
all taste out of their vegetables. as the British so often do, 
but we are often euilty of over-cooking and under-seasoning. 
Travel through France and Italy and find the wondrous ways 
these nations treat familiar and unfamiliar vegetables; you'll 
be forced to admit we have a lot to learn. 

The following recipes all avoid the desecration of boiling 
in water. Instead, they use butter, stock, or olive oil as the 
vehicle to conduct heat. They also call for more seasonings 


than the customary salt, pepper, and butter. 
Braised Vegetables 


Braising is a top-notch method of cooking vegetables thai 
is much neglected here. [t is a good way to cook almost any 
vegetable, particularly lettuce. leeks, endive, or fennel. 

The principle is simple: The trimmed, raw vegetable is 
placed in a heavy saucepan with a hot fat (butter, bacon fat, 
or olive oil). The vegetable is tossed in the fat (gently, so that 
it is not broken) till the outer parts are lightly browned. At 
this point enough good stock is added, not to cover the 
vegetable but to come about one-quarter the way up. The pan 
is then covered. and the vegetable is cooked over moderately 
high heat until tender. In the course of the cooking, the stock 
reduces somewhat and makes a rich sauce for the vegetable.

Your Health 


The incredible variety of sea foods holds 
untold riches for the health of man. 


A prize-winning science writer tells you why

© Nutrition scientists today have a new and—to me—delightful 
propaganda campaign: They want all of us to eat more food 
from the sea—more fish and shellfish. In those stolid. silent citi- 
zens of the sea. the nutritionists have found a treasure house of 
health values. 

The scientists know they have a long way to go to convince 
beef-bent Americans to increase their fish eating beyond the 
occasional on-the-town meal of shrimp, lobster. or shore dinner, 
or perhaps the once-a-week Friday fish. Yet few foods contain 
fats. proteins, minerals. and vitamins in such elegant, flavorful, 
or healthful proportions. 

In modern nutrition, it’s proportion that counts. This is the 
new scientific secret of eating for health. Nutrition scientists 
now know that the problem of getting enough to eat belonged 
to the last generation: getting enough protein, vitamins, and 
minerals. They now know they must adjust the dietary propor- 
tions of fats. proteins, and carbohydrates—the sugars and 


starches, And fish is a perfect proportion adjuster. 

With fish, you can design a diet low enough in calories to cut 
off any excess rubbery poundage you might have acquired re- 
cently, because sea food, pound for pound, has about half to 


an ney 


{ two-thirds the calories of beef or pork. With fish, you can con- 
sume the right proportions of those famous saturated and poly- 


unsaturated fats that seem to hold the key to the control of heart 





attacks. With fish, you can consume an assortment of the vita- 


mins and minerals that are essential for balancing your delicate 
body chemistry. 

No wonder the late Dr. Norman Jolliffe. when he was head 
of New York City’s Bureau of Nutrition, advocated five to seven 






















major fish meals a week when he designed his so-called Prudent 
Diet. He adjusted the proportions of fat and protein to give you 
the best chance of avoiding a coronary heart attack. That diet 
was published in House Beautirut in January 1961. 

Dr. Fred J. Stare, Professor of Nutrition at Harvard Medical 
School, believes you can substitute fish for meat in almost every 
meal and come out ahead. He doesn’t advocate this seriously, 
but the statement points up the benefits of sea food. 


*“T think.” he has said, “that. in line with current developments 
in the field of coronary artery disease, fish products in general 
will be given a considerable boost in public acceptance.” 

Of course, in Japan fish does replace beef for nearly every 
meal in the week.

Learn how to exploit sea food 


— from the world’s masters 


Every nation makes some use of sea food, but the Japanese 


have made it a major part of their diet. As a result, they are 


virtuosos in handling it, preparing it, and varying it 


@ When a whole race has operated in some special area of 
living for more than a thousand years, it tends to become 
expert in that area. Such is the case of the Japanese with 
all types of sea food: fish, shellfish, crustaceans, mollusks. 
Not only do they eat more types of sea food, but they are more 
selective in the use of different parts, just as we are particular 
about different parts of beef. 

They will pay double the price for certain sections of tuna 
that are good to eat raw, just as we are willing to pay more 
for the fillet of beef. The Japanese (as well as the Chinese) 
are very exacting not only about the parts of fish and what 
they are good for, but also about the handling, storing, cut- 
ting, and cooking of those parts. 

In all their techniques they are extremely sophisticated and 
sensitive to the nature of the material. For instance, they 
would never dream of storing fish in the refrigerator in 
butcher paper, as we do, because moisture collects in a 
puddle and part of the fish is therefore lying in its own 
moisture. The part so immersed—even in moisture of its own 
making—tends to make it fall off in flavor and texture. So 


the Japanese store fish by wrapping it in several layers of 


Opposite you see how to serve the most popular type of sashimi 
—fresh raw tuna—which is now coming into its prime season. 
Its taste most resembles tender, rare roast beef, though it 
has more firmness and toothiness (rare roast beef tends to be 
flabby to the tooth).

cheesecloth. A decided improvement in flavor can be noted. 

They avoid water and moisture in all stages of handling 
except in blanching and boiling in fish stock (dashi). Even 
in steaming, they wrap the lid of the container in a cloth so 
that the drops of condensation do not fall onto the sea food 
and water down the flavor. 

The Japanese have at least three times as many basic cook- 
ing and preparing methods as we have in the western world. 
And they use sea food in many more ways in the menu than 
we do. So we can learn a great many things from them if we 
want to broaden our use of sea foods—both for healthful 
and for gastronomic reasons. 

One of the most obvious lessons we can learn is to eat 
fish raw. Raw fish is a Japanese staple and the gourmet’s 
delight. It is highly digestible—more so than greasy and 
sauced forms of cooked fish. It is often the first solid food 
served to convalescent patients in a hospital. Why we west- 
erners have ignored this delicacy, even to the point of being 
prejudiced, is hard to understand—once you have open- 
mindedly tasted uncooked fish, And fresh raw fish does not 
smell fishy at all, nor does ii taste fishy. 

We know of cases in which Americans who did not care 
for cooked fish (because of the fishy taste and smell) were 
suprised to find they liked raw fish, served as the Japanese 
serve sashimi. 

Sashimi is the word we will use hereafter in this article. 
for it means raw fish plus its proper dipping sauce or othe 
accompaniment. The sashimi world is very big, and famous 


restaurants exist that serve only (Please turn the page)

sashimi, offering twelve or fifteen kinds—all of which may 
be sampled to compose a whole meal. 

What does sashimi resemble in taste? It is like nothing 
known in the western world, so it is impossible to describe 
it by saying it resembles something else. If blindfolded while 
tasting your first bite, you would never guess you were tasting 
fish. Its texture is most like refrigerated, roasted meat. But 
its taste is fresher and paler than meat. It has no greasi- 
ness, since the fat in fish is right under the skin, and the skin 
is usually removed for sashimi. Tuna sashimi might be com- 
pared to rare roast beef, for it has the same succulence and 
somewhat the same texture; blindfold tests using tuna usually 
produce this answer. The various types of sashimi are, in 
general, delicate in taste and satisfying in the same way meat 
is satisfying. 

Potentially, all sea fish can be eaten raw, but certain types 
are more preferred than others. And certain parts of the fish 
are preferred, as our sketch shows. 


Freshness is. of course, the paramount requirement. With- 
out freshness there can be no thought of eating raw fish. 
In our chart we show the species that make good sashimi and 
which travel well. so that inlanders may know which species 
to ask for. We also show in which season each species is in 
its prime for this purpose. 

For sashimi the most desirable species are the moderately 
lean and moderately fat fish. These include the tunas (includ- 
ing skipjack but not albacore), bonito, marlins, porgies, 
basses, and snappers. These are listed in the order of their 
desirability. At some time or other during the year, some of 
these species can be found in fresh-fish markets along the 
Atlantic, Gulf, and Pacific coasts. (Frozen fish cannot be 
considered for sashimi. ) 


Season is important 


But fish ihat are excellent in one season may not be ex- 
cellent in another. The red-fleshed fish (the tunas and bonito) 
are best for sashimi during the spring and early summer, 
when the fish have started on their feeding or spawning 
migrations. Toward the end of their feeding migrations or 
immediately before spawning, this fish is too fat and oily, 
and after spawning it is too lean. When it’s in prime condi- 
tion, the flesh should be glistening, bright red, and a slice 
half an inch thick should not sag limply. Tunas, bonito, and 
marlins are found in temperate and tropical waters along 
most U.S. coasts and travel well. so they can be shipped long 
distances if properly cleaned and iced. Anywhere in the U.S. 
you should be able to order one of the red-fleshed fish in the 
proper season—if you give your fish man a week or ten days 


to fill your order. The red-fleshéd fish are probably the best 
for a beginnei tart with, if he has any qualms.

June, later in northern latitudes. After it has spawned, the 
sea bass does not appeal to connoisseurs of raw fish because 
the flesh is flabby, watery, and almost completely devoid of 
fat. But by late or mid-winter a little fat and some color 
appear in the flesh. As they do, the sea bass reaches prime 
quality. 

Red snapper is another good white-fleshed fish that shows 
less variation. It also travels well for long distances. Porgies 
and basses are best for sashimi when bought in the areas 
where they are caught. They are more delicately fleshed and 
need careful handling. 


A word of caution 


Fish that live all their lives in the sea are the only ones 
that should be eaten raw, for the flesh does not contain para- 
sites that are in any way harmful to humans. Some fresh- 
water fish are carriers of parasites that can live in humans 
and cause great damage. Fresh-water fish should definitely 
not be eaten raw as sashimi. Also avoid such fish as the 
salmons, the striped bass, and the white perch, which live 
part of their lives in the sea and part in fresh water. There is 
no other caution needed with regard to sashimi. 

How does one go about selecting fish to prepare sashimi? 
The fish must be fresh and have no odor. Anyone who has 
handled fish just out of the water is acquainted with its clean, 
fresh smell. There is no fishy odor whatsoever. 

A few words about what causes spoilage and odor will help 
in selecting good fish. If the fish remains out of water too 
long without being properly cleaned and iced, bacteria begin 
to accumulate on its surface and go to work forming odori- 
ferous compounds; a principal one is trimethylamine. This 
is a first stage in spoilage and is sufficient warning that the 
fish is not fresh. 

Also, oxidation of the fats and oils in the flesh of the fish 
can cause spoilage. That this has taken place is evident when 
a yellow discoloration appears on the surface of the skin or 
on flesh parts that have been exposed to air. 

A third factor responsible for spoilage is enzymatic 
actions. Enzymes are substances in the flesh that normally go 
about building up or tearing down (digesting) tissues when a 
fish (or for that matter any animal) is in its living staie. 
After the fish is out of water, the building-up process stops, 
of course. The tearing-down process continues and cannot be 
stopped completely. The speed of the action, however, can 
be slowed by careful handling and storage, and good quality + 
can be maintained. 


How to tell fresh 


Fresh fish can be recognized at the retail counter in a 
number of ways—clear, fully distended (turgid) eyes, red 
gills, shiny skin, lack of odor, and a firm-looking body are 
the most widely used criteria. 

There is one feature. however, that is little used but is 
foolproof in telling you whether a fish is truly fresh. When 
alive, fish have a coloration pattern peculiar to each species. 
As soon as the fish is removed from water, most of the body 
colors disappear almost immediately. The color of the 
fins and on the throat remain a little longer. Fish with 
traces of such colors as yellow or orange on the belly fins

How to have your own space platform 


Economical building on hillside sites 


is made possible by new methods of construction 
By CURTIS BESINGER 


@ Although few of us are planning space platforms as way 
stations for lunar voyages, many of us are interested in 
constructing a home of some sort for our life here on earth. 
In order to do this—particularly as level building sites 
become fewer in number—we often find ourselves building 
on hillsides. In the design phase of this process, several 
questions often arise: How to keep the cost of the sub- 
structure from becoming too large a portion of the build- 
ing budget; how not to create for ourselves problems of 
erosion, soil slippage, ete. by undue—and often unneces- 
sary—disturbance of the site; how to have usable (meaning 
level) outdoor areas adjoining the house; how to keep the 
substructure from being unsightly. 

The design of this house—particularly of its substruc- 


ture—answers all these questions with one structural con- 





cept. The entire weight of the house rests on one keel-like, 


reinforced concrete wall built at the center line of the 





house.

one footing trench (dug with an ordinary back hoe rig) 
plus holes (dug with an ordinary post-hole digger) for the 
concrete anchors that stablize the structure. Very little grad- 
ing or site preparation was necessary: the soil remained es- 
sentially undisturbed. 

On this central wall sit seven beams twelve feet apart. 
A more accurately descriptive word than “beams” is needed 
to name these structural elements. They act as both beams 
and columns. Thrusting both up and out, they support the 
platform of the house at the desired level—the point at 
which it just touches the ground. For this reason they are 
deeper than they would have been if only their structural 
requirements as beams had been considered. 

The platform they support is 42 feet wide and 84 feet long, 
providing about 3,600 square feet of living area. Of this 
about 2,000 square feet is enclosed. The remainder, about 
1.600 square feet. is usable outdoor living space, sheltered 
under the broad eaves of the roof. With the construction 
methods that were used. this large elevated platform was 
built at costs well below those that might have been antic- 


ipated for building on such a site. (Please turn to page 112)

Selj-sprays are not cheap. That’s the first thing you notice. 
They may be even more expensive than you imagine. The 
reason for this is that in a typical case a third of the bulk 
you are buying is a propellant—the stuff that powers the can. 
This gassy propellant disappears in the air, contributing 
nothing to the product itself. 

Further, what content you do get is probably thinned 
down. Products like paint have to be thinned or they won't 
spray. Coverage, per ounce, is proportionately reduced. 

Worst of all, in most cases you lose another third or more 
of the product through overspray. This is material that 
doesn’t hit your target. being carried away on the breeze or 
settling on your furniture. You may even inhale some of it. 

Finally, the cans may go flat. (Please turn to page 152)

And, as a result, a large portion 
of the building budget remained to 
be used for the construction of the 
house itself. 

The key to the low construction 
cost lies in the concept of the sin- 
gle footing wall and the beams rest- 
ing on it. The beams, although they 
could have been put together on 
the site, were shop-prefabricated— 
as were many other components of 
the house—and brought to the site 
ready to be set in place. This made 
for better cost control, eliminating 
much of the inefficiency of on-site 
work, delays due to weather, etc. 

The beams consist of ‘a frame of 
top and bottom members made of 
laminated- 2-by-8’s separated by 
stiffeners. To both sides of this 
frame were fastened sheets of 34” 
plywood. These sheets were both 
glued and nailed, and act as “dia- 
phragms” to give greatly increased 
strength to the frame. Each of the 
beams when complete, although 8 
ft. deep at the center and over 44 
ft. long, weighed only 930 lbs. and 
was easily set in place by a crane. 
They were braced against lateral 
movement by other prefabricated 
components that rest on the wall. 

On these beams were placed 4- 
by-12’s supporting 14” plywood 
panels that serve as a subfloor and 
as an underlayment for carpeting 
and other flooring materials. Be- 
fore the subfloor was placed, thin 
sheets of plywood, which rest on 2- 
by-6’s nailed to the bottoms of the 
beams, were sprung into position. 
These arched sheets support floor 
insulation and provide spaces in 
which wiring is concealed. 

On the two facing pages seen 
here are photographs showing how 
the components were stock-piled at 
the site, how the huge laminated 
beams were set in position by a 
crane, and how the understructure 
looks in detail, from close up. 

The over-all result, as one can 
see in the photos, is a substructure 
that is remarkably sightly, an im- 
portant consideration if a house 
will be seen from below as well as 
from other points of view. 

Obviously, the construction meth- 
ods used here may not apply to all 
situations. Each house and site con- 
tains its own in-built limitations of 


soil conditions, weather, etc. How- 


ever, these methods do suggest 
othe possibilities which, intelli- 
gently used and properly engi- 


neered, may in the future enable 
su to have a space platform of 


ur own.

_reveal that the Japanese people eat 
twice as much fish protein as they 
do animal protein. And the heart 
attack rate for middle-aged men 
stands at about a third that of the 
United States: four deaths a year 
for every 1,000 men. 

Fish may not be entirely respon- 
sible for the difference between 
Americans and Japanese and their 
hearts. The evidence here relates 
to fats—the proportions and the 
kinds. And on the question of fats, 
fish dominates: It has the right 
types and the right amounts. One 
warning: The scientists have accu- 
mulated 
dence linking heart disease and 
fats in the diet. Right now they are 
tooling up for a gigantic human 
experiment with 100,000 persons to 


only incriminating  evi- 


be fed special diets in an attempt 
to prove that dietary fat control 
reduces the heart-attack rate. 


O SEE how fish fits into the fats 

picture, first let’s see what the 
scientific picture is on heart disease. 
The key word is cholesterol—a 
fatty substance. Scientists have 
measured it in human blood. They 
have found it clinging to the in- 
sides of arteries, like slime in a 
cave. These fatty deposits narrow 
the arteries and impede blood flow. 
When this afflicts the coronary ar- 
teries—the thin blood vessels that 
feed the pumping heart muscle— 
the result all too often brings dis- 
aster. Blood stops flowing to the 
muscle, it dies, and brings on what 
is popularly known as a heart at- 
tack. 

To make a long story short, men 
like Dr. Jolliffe, Dr. Ancel Keys of 
the University of Minnesota, and 
others concluded that the type of 
fat you ate played the major role 
in keeping cholesterol down in the 
blood and off the artery walls. The 
people in Japan, Italy, in 
South African tribes ate diets low 
in animal products like beef, pork, 


and 


milk, and cheese, and high in veg- 
etable or ocean foods or both. They 
also ate foed low in fat generally. 
And they had very low rates of 
heart disease, compared with other 
areas of the world. 

Now the 
clue: fat saturation. Saturation is a 


chemistry supplied 
chemical idea. It means that a mol- 
ecule or a substance has all the hy- 
drogen atoms it can hold—it is full, 
it is saturated. And fat simply is a 
long chain of carbon atoms holding 
two hydrogen atoms apiece.

When Dr. Keys checked the 
blood of the three groups, the 


blood cholesterol levels sank low- 
est in Japan, rose somewhat in Ha- 
waii, and soared to the highest 
level in the U.S. And the heart-at- 
tack rates mirrored the cholesterol 
levels. 

The natural conclusion of these 
and other studies: If you lower 
your blood cholesterol by diet, you 
will reduce your risk of heart at- 
tack. Dr. Jolliffe, Dr. Keys and 
many others fed special high 
PUFA diets to Americans; these 
diets lowered the blood cholesterol. 
But that didn’t answer the main 
question, which is. still unan- 
swered: Does the high PUFA diet 
protect against heart disease? 


ECENTLY, the scientists who 
worked with Dr. Jolliffe to keep 

600 men on the Prudent Diet some 
five years ago reported some en- 
couraging news. The evidence indi- 
cates—but does not prove scientif- 
ically—that high PUFA diets do 
protect men against heart attack. 
The final answer will have to wait 
for the 100,000-person experiment. 
Meanwhile, public health physi- 
cians like Stamler, 
chief of the Heart Disease Control

The most delightful way to aver- 
age out the calorie count of fish to a 
low value is to vary the sea food 
you eat. The ocean helps here be- 
cause it is possible today to eat a 
different variety of fish every day 
in the year without repeating once. 
One listing of commercially avyail- 
able sea food shows over 400 spe- 
cies. And with freezing, you can 
get sea food from all over the 
world. 

Incidentally, in this article I 
keep referring to fish, shellfish, 
ocean food and sea food. Of course, 
fresh-water fish and shellfish have 
high nutritive value, too, and what 
I say tor food from the sea gener- 
ally goes for fresh-water foods. In 
general, you can’t eat fresh-water 
species raw. They also have a lower 
mineral content than ocean  spe- 
understandable. 
Their lower sodium content may be 


cies, which is 
a boon to those persons who must 
restrict their salt intake because of 
high blood pressure. Fresh-water 
species also tend to be somewhat 
more fatty and the proteins are 
different, but not necessarily infe- 
rior. 

Remember, too, that from the 
point of view of nutrition, the word 
“fish” may include such things as 
eels, sardines, 
clams, smoked 
salmen (lox). abalone, and dozens 
of species usually not thought of in 
terms of fins and scales.

This means that with fish you can 
get the right protein without pay- 
ing the price of high fat intake. 
But, you may ask, is the protein in 
fish as good as the protein in beef? 
There is some indication, but not 
absolute proof, that it is better. 
As long ago as 1938, scientists 
checked the growth-promoting 
qualities of proteins from nine sea 
foods fed to rats. Although the 
jump to human beings may be too 
ambitious, the study does seem sug- 
gestive. They gave a score of 100 
to the best performer: oysters. 
Maybe Diamond Jim Brady had 
something. In any case, here is a 
complete listing of their findings: 
Oysters: growth score—100 
Pilchard, red snapper, shrimp, Bos- * 
ton mackerel: growth score—90 
Shad, cod, croaker, silver salmon: 
growth score—80 
Beef: growth score—65 
In 1947, Canadian scientists 
tested the biological value of ling 
cod, halibut, sole, white 
spring salmon, red snapper, and 
herring compared with egg albu- 
min and beef proteins. The ocean 
food came in first.

In various tests on human volun- 
teers, fish protein and products by 
a number of tests seemed to have 
nutritional qualities equal to and 
frequently better than animal pro- 
teins, including the casein of milk. 


HEMICALLY, fish proteins look 
like animal proteins and contain 
the same varieties and amounts of 
substances called amino acids. 
When you eat proteins your diges- 
tive system breaks them down into 
amino acids and then reassembles 
them into your body’s proteins— 
into muscle, brain, and enzymes. It 
would be difficult to tell apart the 
proteins of beef and Pacific mack- 
erel except by delicate measure- 
ments. In one important amino 
acid, lysine. such fish as shad and 
pomfret are richer than beef. 
However. fish cannot supply all 
your protein—you must augment 
food with vegetables, milk 
products, cereals, and even eggs. 
Poultry, like fish, is a good sup- 
plier of protein with low fat. 
Cooking fish does change its food 
values somewhat. Fish that is not 
absolutely fresh or that was not

fresh when frozen loses 
value. The Japanese eat much of 
their ocean sea food raw, which 
has much to recommend it. Don’t 


turn up your nose: Americans eat 


protein 


raw clams and oysters. 
You can also get your vitamins 
from sea food. One problem: Not 








all the vitamin values for ocean 
food have been worked out, but fig- 
ures so far show excellent sources 
of vitamin A, the B vitamins, vita- 


min C, and even some vitamin D. 


Four ounces of halibut will give 
you ten percent of the vitamin A 
you need. It doesn’t sound like 
much until you realize that beef 
has practically no vitamin A. 
(Beef liver has this vitamin, but 
fish liver is even richer in this nu- 
trient.) 

A similar story can be told for 
the minerals and trace elements. 
Fish contains ample amounts of 
iodine, copper, iron, phosphorus 
and even some calcium. If you eat

Although it is un- 
likely that a person eating a varied 
diet can develop a shortage of these 
trace elements, the individual re- 
quirements for them are still not 
precisely known, and eating fish 
does provide a sort of insurance. 
Taken all together, these facts 
about fats, proteins, vitamins, and 
minerals elect fish to a very high 
standing in Unfortu- 


nately, detailed studies on ocean 


nutrition, 


food have only just begun and in 
the future they may reveal even 
greater positive values to eating 
fish. 

Naturally, I’m an enthusiast for 
fish and in checking back among 
the quotables in Bartlett’s Familiar 
Quotations 1 found that a man 
named Thomas Jordan, who lived 
in the Seventeenth Century, com- 
mented, “Fish dinners will make a 
man spring like a flea.” Well, not 
exactly, but the food from the sea 
can nourish your health. 


LEARN HOW TO EXPLOIT SEA FOOD 
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on the throat are those that should 
be selected for sashimi. 

Many species of shellfish also 
make excellent sashimi. All shell- 
fish are lean and have flesh that is 
highly digestible, as well as being 
excellent sources of minerals and 
vitamins. As with fish, only fresh 
shellfish should be used for sashimi. 

The group of shellfish known as 
crustaceans contains a number of 
widely available species that make 
good sashimi. Various species of 
shrimp are taken along all U.S. 
coasts. Shrimp are usually mar- 
keted in the frozen form, but near 
production areas and in the larger 
coastal cities fresh shrimp are 
available, especially during periods 
of peak landings. Shrimp for sa- 
shimi are prepared by removing 
the shell of the tail and then the 
vein along its back. After washing 
and chilling, the shrimp are ready 
to be eaten raw. Small-size shrimp 
tails need not be sliced; the larger 
tails can be cut either lengthwise 
or crosswise. 

Among the numerous varieties of 
shellfish, squid and abalone are fa- 
vorites as sashimi in Japan. These 
United 


States—squid along both the At- 


are also available in the 
lantic and the Pacific coasts, and 
abalone along the California coast. 
The meat of the squid and abalone 
makes a firm, flavorable sashimi 
and, contrary to opinion, is not too 
tough to be eaten raw. 

In preparing squid, the entrails, 


including the ink sac, should be re- 
moved, as well as the internal shell 
(which resembles an old-style quill 
pen). After thorough washing and 
chilling, the squid is cut crosswise 
into thin slices for serving with the 
usual condiments and garnishes. 

In the abalone, it is the muscular 
foot that is used for sashimi. After 
cutting away the outer leathery 
skin, the fleshy foot is thinly sliced 
crosswise for serving. 

The American (or Maine) lob- 
ster, spring lobster, and Dungeness 
crab are other crustaceans that de- 
light

til ready to be eaten raw. Use the

How to Prepare Sashimi

for which fish, and which garnishes 
to add to the dipping sauce is all 
important.

How to cut a fish for sashimi— 


you or your fish man can do it

Seale by scraping with a knife from tail to 
head. Open stomach by sticking knife in at 
gill cover and slit toward tail. Remove organs 
and gills. Wash in cold water. 






Cut off head at the gills and discard,

Slice fish longitudinally into two 
pieces, working from top. Then you 
have two pieces, one a fillet and one 
with bones. Turn latter with skin side 
up and cut again from head to tail.

Now you have two fillets, 
still with the skin on. Dis- 
card bones, or use them to 
make a fish stock for other 
purposes.

Now skin, by holding tail with left 
hand—flesh side up. Cut by angling 
knife down toward cutting board. 
Cut away forward part of stomach 
side (around where the organs were) 
and use for cooking purposes.

Slice remaining fillets into 
bite-size pieces, diagonally 
across grain. White-fleshed 
fish should be paper-thin. 
Red-fleshed fish can be 14” 
thick. More details in text 
about cutting. 





FIVUSE CDEAVTIFUL 


LEARN HOW TO 
EXPLOIT SEA FOOD 
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chilled at all times—for its preser- 
vation and also to make it easier 
to slice. Handle the fish as little as 
possible with your hands, for your 
warm hands spoil its freshness. 
Japanese chefs keep washing their 
hands in cold water when slicing 
sashimi, to reduce the warmth of 
their hands. Handle the fillet with 
the tips of the fingers only, and for 
as short a time as possible. You 
should use the knife to move the 
slices after cutting, as this keeps 
warm fingers away from the fish. 

Sashimi is always served cut inio 
bite-size pieces. 

For big fish, such as tuna or bo- 
nito, ask the fish store to cut the 
flesh into a square loaf. For smaller 
fish, you slice from the irregularly 


shaped fillet. 


Variations of cutting sashimi 
1. Flat shape (Hira). 


This is the most common shape. 
Cut meat into slices 4-14 inch 
thick, 1-2 inches across. 

2. Cubic shape (Kaku). 

Cut into 44-inch cubes. This is 
usually done with tuna. 
3. Thread shape (Ito). 

Small fish like smelt or squid 
are cut into fine threadlike slices. 
4. Paper-thin shape (Sogz). 

Slice fillet on an angle into pa- 
per-thin, almost transparent pieces. 
For textured, white-meat fish, such 
as sea bass and porgy. 

5. Wrapping shape. 

Cut fish fillet into a loaf %-inch 
thick, 6-7 inches long. Heat a sheet 
of nort (sea weed), then cut it 
into 2 pieces lengthwise. Place fish 
on nori at end nearest you. Roll 
fish up in nori. Seal the other end 
of nori with soy sauce. Cut rell into 
4-6 pieces. 


Dipping sauces for sashimi 


Dipping sauce is seryed in indi- 
vidual small saucers at the dining 
table. Ordinary Japanese soy sauce 
is usually used for it: 1 tablespoon 
soy sauce for each serving. 

For a better taste, make the fol- 


lowing dipping sauce (Tosa- 
Shoyu) : 
Soy sauce 1 cup 
Mirin avis 
Sake Desh 


Katsuobushi (shaved) 1 oz. 


Add all ingredients and boil to 
reduce 10 percent. Strain. 

The following dipping sauce 
(Pon-Zu) is particularly good for 
white meat cut into paper-thin 
pieces.

Lime juice 4 T.

Garnishes for Dipping Sauces 
(optional ) 
1. Wasabi, Japanese horse-radish. 
In Japan, fresh wasabi is most 
commonly used for sashimi as a 
garnish. It has special flavor and 
peps up the taste of sashimi. But 
we cannot get fresh wasabi. in the 
States, only a canned, powdered 
one. It is much hotter and has less 
flavor than the fresh. Use it spar- 
ingly. Prepare as follows: 
et 
ete 
Stir well in a small bowl. Let 
stand for 20 minutes, covered. 
Serve 4% teaspoon wasabi paste 
on the same plate with sashimi. 
Each guest puts a tiny bit of wa- 
sabi into the dipping sauce and 
stirs thoroughly. Don’t use all of it 
at once. It is very hot. 


Powdered wasabi 
Cold water 


2. Fresh Ginger Garnish. 

Peel off skin and grate the gin- 
ger. Use 1 teaspoon for a serving. 
It should be stirred into the soy 
sauce. 


For white-meat fishes (red snap- 
per, sea bass, porgy, flounder, 
squid, etc.), better dilute regular 
Japanese soy sauce with soft soy 
sauce (Usukuchi) or Mirin. 
Straight soy sauce will overpower 
the pale taste of white-meat fish. 

A few drops of rice vinegar in 
the soy sauce increases the fresh 
taste of sashimi. 

Dipping sauce is usually served 
at the table in individual little 
bowls and each person can dip as 
deeply as he wants—dipping in a 
whole piece for a rather salty taste 
or just a corner for a paler taste. 

Use one tablespoon of dipping 
sauce for each person. If serving 
sashimi at a cocktail party, dip 
bite-size pieces in the kitchen, and 
serve on a plate, speared with 
toothpicks.

the nooks and crannies to coat sur- 


The 


same is true in using spray de- 


faces you cannot even see. 
greasers to get at ventilating fans 
and refrigerator motors. In_paint- 
ing, you can spray behind radiators 
and wash basins, reaching surfaces 
impossible with a brush. Hornet 
and wasp aerosols shoot a stream 
15 feet, permitting you to stand 
safely on the ground while the 
aerosol reaches up under the eaves 
of the house. 

Spray-lubricating with an aero- 
sol, you can get at all those hidden 
parts that make the difference be- 
tween locks operating or not oper- 
ating, doors sliding or sticking, 
windows opening or resisting. It’s 
a dry spray—a_ silicone—and_ it 
works as well on wood as on metal. 


Nee use of aerosols when it 
means convenience. When you 
have a houseful of windows to 
wash, you may prefer vinegar in 
water; it’s certainly less expensive. 
But if it’s for a last-minute touch- 
up of a mirror before guests arrive, 
you ll bless the self-spray. 

No, you don’t get much in an 
aerosol. But you often get all you 
need. In painting, if the job is one 
that requires half a pint or less, 
you are definitely better off with 
an aerosol (you don’t have to buy 
a brush or solvents). You may even 
be ahead on a one-pint job. 


Some aerosols 


are extremely 
good. They cost a lot, but they of- 
ten do a lot. One good new aerosol 
enables you to clean a felt hat in 
less than a minute. Even a disrep- 
utably soiled hat can be restored 
to fresh, wearable condition. And 
there are ten or more such clean- 
ings in a $1.50 can. 

Another aerosol enables you 
completely to degrease your type- 
writer in no more time than it takes 


to spray out the can’s contents. It 


can restore to the machine action 
comparable to that after a profes- 
sional cleaning. The cost: $1.79. 
Again, that dry-spray lubricant 
(79¢) can be used to re-oil moving 
parts. 

A decongestant you spray in the 
air ($1.19) sound 
night’s sleep for a child with a 
cold (and a night’s sleep for you, 
too). But like any other drug, keep 
it out of the child’s reach. 

A clear floral spray increases the 
life of many cut flowers and greens. 
It adds no gloss or artificial shine. 
Divide your next bouquet. Spray 
only half of it, leave the other 
half as is, and you can decide its 
merit for yourself. The same kind 


can mean a 


of spray also comes in tints. Flor- 
ists sometimes cheat a little and 
touch up colors that have begun to 
fade, or they change the colors. 

A silver spray makes it unneces- 
sary to polish your fine pieces of 
hollow ware between uses. But it’s 
toxic. You must wash it off be- 
fore using the article for food. Aft- 
erwards, spray again. But do re- 
member to wash it off. 

Fabric upholstery that has begun 
to fade can be brought back to new 
usefulness with special aerosol fab- 
ric sprays, but it works only on 
solid colors. Vinyl sprays can do 
the same on vinyl upholstery, or 
change the color of any vinyl arti- 
cle to a pleasing new color. 

You can get an aerosol water re- 
pellent for fabrics. A can of it will 
make a water-shedder out of your 
favorite coat. Another water repel- 
lent designed for leather is useful 
on children’s shoes. 

A new gel-type aerosol charcoal 
starter is unexcelled. So are aerosol 
horns and fire alarms. And there’s 
an aerosol that can 
surface into a chalkboard.

UT there are disappointments, 

too. There has been a rush to 
put everything into aerosols. often 
merely as a sales gimmick. Some 
are obvious fizzles; others may de- 
ceive you for a while. Never fall 
into the trap of thinking that just 
because it’s in an aerosol it must 
be better. There has to be a good 
reason for putting a product into 
When it 


paints, however, there are plenty 


an aerosol. comes to 
of good reasons. Paints and aero- 
sols were made for each other. 
Self-spray paints give you new 
talents. You can’t paint a straight 
line with an aerosol, but you can 
feather its spray off to nothing. 
This presents many new possibili- 
ties both for the craftsman and the 


refinisher. You can touch up pre- 
viously painted surfaces invisibly— 
a scratched fender on your car or a 
marred appliance in your kitchen. 
The craftsman can create special 
effects, spray-applied 
finishes with brush-applied ones of 


combining 


different tones and textures. 

Many special colors, effects, and 
kinds of paint are ayailable only 
in aerosols. There are new metal- 
lics in many shades of copper, 
bronze, aluminum, and gold. These 
look like real metal, not grainy or 
powdery. A special clear top coat 
keeps them from tarnishing. There 
are one-coat gold lacquers for in- 
doors or out. They can be applied 
on almost any kind of material or 
type of surface. 


HERE are also hammered me- 
tallies in and 
bronze. In the applied spray, tiny 
bubbles burst. creating visual tex- 
ture impossible in any brush finish. 
Other metallic finishes wrinkle on 


copper, silver, 


application, making a texture you 
can feel as well as see. Still other 
metallics sparkle like foil. 

You have a choice of wonderfully 
rich new lacquers, never available 
before because they dried too fast 
to be applied by brush. They dry 
in two minutes. You can handle 
what you have lacquered almost 
as soon as you finish it. You can ap- 
ply several light coats quickly, 
achieving a superb finish previously 
possible only with expensive fac- 
tory equipment. 

For many aerosol paints you can 
get special spatter valves at your 
paint store. This allows you to 
make spatter effects with several 
colors in combination. 

If among ail the aerosols you 
can’t find exactly what you want, 
you can still be taken care of. A 
special kind of aerosol is all pro- 
pellant. It comes with a separate 
chamber into which you can put 
any kind of liquid. You then spray 
it like any other aerosol. 

Spray technique is not difficult, 
but you can’t learn it merely by 
reading instructions. Human nature 
being what it is, instructions won't 
sink in until you’ve made the mis- 
takes they warn you against. 

The primary mistakes, you'll dis- 
cover, are (1) spraying too close 
to the object you're painting 
and (2) applying paint too heavily. 
The paints will sag and run, partic- 
thinner-bodied ones, like 
some of the vinyl and wrought-iron 
types. They are water-thin. 

Most aerosol paints dry quickly. 
Be content to apply only the thin- 


ularly 








nest of mist coats first. Then add a 
second and a third coat after pre- 
ceding coats have dried. Always 
spray from the prescribed distance. 
These are the secrets of producing 
a smooth, successful result. 

If you are painting small things 
—such as handbags, shoes, straw 
pencil bottles— 
you'll find an empty cardboard car- 
ton makes a good spray booth, 
eliminating the necessity for pro- 
tecting walls and floors to stop the 
spread of paint.

Place the article you’re painting 
on a coffee can in the carton. You 
can then rotate the can to get com- 
plete coverage and you won't have 
to touch the article itself. An old 
Lazy Susan is also useful; you can 
protect it if you don’t want paint to 
get on it. Or you can suspend ob- 
jects by wire or string. 

Many aerosols are toxic. The new 
Federal Hazardous Substances La- 
beling Act requires that dangers 
be clearly stated on the label, but 
labeling an item as hazardous is 
one thing, and following the re- 
quired precautions is another. 
well-ventilated room; 
avoid inhaling vapors,” the label 
tells you. But with most aerosols, 
short of holding your breath, it is 
impossible to avoid inhalation of 
vapors. Even with a strong breeze 
blowing through the room, or out- 
doors, these vapors are all-perya-

potentially dangerous chemical 
compounds. Breathing lead com- 
pounds and powerful solvents is

Wearing a respirator is highly rec- 
ommended. You can buy one suit- 
able for stopping paint-spray par- 
ticles for about $4. It is not de- 
signed for toxic garden chemicals. 

Read the label carefully and un- 


derstand the implications before 


using any aerosol, even those 
marked “nontoxic” or “nontoxic 


when used as directed.” You may 
discover they are not as nontoxic 
as you would be led to believe. 
Some paints carry the reassur- 
ing notice: “Nontoxic when dry.” 
But what are they doing to you 
when they are still vapors, and you 
are inhaling them? Is it nothing 
more serious than a slightly poison- 
the 
mouth? When a product is labeled

If you are cau- 
tioned against contact with the 
skin, are internal membranes safe? 

Hair sprays have been linked to 
serious lung ailments. DDT formu-

Carbon tetrachloride com- 
pounds are known to cause serious 
kidney deterioration. Certainly 
there is sound reason to have all 
aerosols labeled as hazardous be- 
yond the reach of children. 
Toxicity is not the only hazard. 
Many aerosol sprays are inflam- 
mable. And it take a 
match to ignite them.

Aerosol cans are packed under 
considerable pressure. It is wise to 
obserye the warning to keep them 
away from excessive heat. The sun 
coming in through glass has been 
known to make them explode, and 
serious injuries have resulted. 

What does all this add up to? 

It merely adds up to the neces- 
sity for awareness and care. What 
does the label say? Many aerosols

have only mild hazards or hazards 
that are readily avoidable. The real

danger lies not so much in using 
aerosols as in being unaware of 
what their hazards are. Where aer- 
osols are concerned, it is espe- 
cially important to read labels and 
to observe warnings on labels. 

An element of danger exists in 
many of the things you do in your 
daily life. Driving a car, mowing 
your lawn, taking a bath—each has 
its perils as well as its benefits. 
The same can be said for aerosols. 
Minimize their perils by awareness 
and care and you'll enjoy the best 
they have to offer.

By the end of the summer, be- 
fore the fall rains began, clover 


was flourishing in a green, spread- 
ing mat between all the sturdy per- 


ennials blooming on the mound, 
and also between the trees and 
shrubs in the woods. The clover 


grew through peat moss, all around 
rocks left here and there for a cas- 
ual, natural effect, and yet seemed 
to choke only the weeds. 

The real test came with the heavy 
fall rains. Would the soil hold? 
After every storm we went out to 
see. Just a few streaks of wash, into 
which we hastily poked rocks and 
clover plants; otherwise the mound 
was holding. The chief problem re- 
mained at the edge of the mound, 
where the pachysandra had not yet 
taken hold and the wash was still 
endangering the yellowing plants. 
Only where the clover had washed 
down and taken root was the pachy- 
sandra beginning to flourish. Ob- 
viously the solution there, too, was 
to transplant clover right in among 
all the pachysandra. 

And_ then, still had

Our clover is a legume. Nitro- 
gen-fixing bacteria of the soil en- 
ter this plant’s roots, as they do in 
the case of most legumes, and nod 
ules develop on the roots. These are 
enlarged, knotlike In 
each, a colony of bacteria develops. 
These take nitrogen from the at- 
mosphere and make it available to 
the plant. Therefore, in time, clover 
enriches the 


structures. 


soil. But if legumes 


are new to one’s soil, the bacteria 
may not be naturally present in it. 
So whenever clover is planted for 
the first time, it is well to inocu- 
late the seed with a pure culture of 
nodule bacteria. Your seed store 
has this, and the amount that you 
need will cost only a few cents. 
Follow the directions on the pack- 
age: You can shake your clover 
seed and the powderlike bacteria 
culture together in a bag. The bac- 
teria adhere to the seed;

(see the record list below) or 
Gershwin’s Porgy and Bess. When 
you hear the extra beauty of “Sum- 
mertime” sung in its musical and 
story context, you will have taken a 
giant step forward in opera-bufl- 
ing. Both of these operas are ad- 
mirably suited to outdoor listening, 
by the way. 

If the tragedies get you down (in 
some-operas it seems as if the en- 
tire cast will be murdered before 
the final curtain), buffa 
(comic opera) will make a happy 
change of pace. Mozart’s and Ros- 
sinis Barber of Seville are the 
great classics. You'll get the mu- 


opera 


sical jokes easily. 

A few conventions of opera style, 
once understood, will help you en- 
joy the music that much more. The 
musical score of an opera moves 
individual 


from chorus to 


(aria) by way of recitative. Reci- 


song 


tative is to melody what prose is to 
verse. It is all but chanted phrases, 
not melodic, but in the pattern and 
rhythm of speech. It is accompanied 
by a harpsichord or a few instru- 
ments that simply sound chords. 
This accompaniment sounds as if 
it were biding its time. It actually 
is modulating from key to key, or 
putting “white space” around an 
upcoming aria. 

Music in opera is continuous. It 
establishes and develops moods. 
Sometimes an important character 
will have his own recognizable mu- 
sical theme—a short phrase. Wag- 
ner’s Die Meistersinger is a famous 
example. In Puccini's Madame But- 
terfly, a phrase from “The Star 
Spangled Banner” is used to warn 
you that Lt. Pinkerton, the Ameri- 
can hero, is about to enter or is be- 
ing thought about. Since opera also 
has the purpose of displaying vocai 
skill, each major role has a point 
or two at which the show stops for 
a display of vocal acrobatics. These 
time-outs are tests of virtuosity. 
The easier the trills and runs sound 
and the more difficult they are, the 
more skilled the singer. 

Opera is not always—or often— 
great in all its ingredients. Libret- 
tos are sometimes dreadful dog- 
gerel, plots absurd, musical fabric 
uneven. Such inconsistencies in ma- 
terial give performers opportuni- 
ties to make the operas better than 
they look on paper. And they often 
do; that’s what makes horse-racing 
(in this case, opera-buffing). 

Whether you are new to opera or 
an old hand, complete recordings 
of opera offer something more at 
every hearing. From enjoying a 
song here, a chorus there, you soon 


discover the large structure of the 
whole work. 

It is fun to deepen an awareness 
of the great voices, to hear talked- 
about but not produced opera, to 
move from enjoyment of Italian op- 
era, let us say, to French, and so

broaden your operatic horizons.
